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Foreword 


Sri A.M. Patel, lovingly accosted as 'Sri Dada Bhagwan’, 
was a rarity as an Enlightened person in our present times. He 
was an embodiment of pure love with simple living and high 
thinking. He was very much categorical and convinced about 
his search for an ideal as a commoner. He possessed an unique 
ability in explaining and imparting this understanding about 
‘life and living’ to all types of seekers approaching him. His 
numerous dialogues which he gave continuously were very 
often impregnated with terse meaning and deeper insights as 
logical dictums in almostall contextual issues of man. 


Further, all through such occasions of dialogues, often at 
various geographical locations, a small but dedicated band of 
committed followers and young upcoming intellectual elites 
then used to be with him and assiduously gathered notes and 
recorded live talks and discussions for the spiritual cause for 
one and all. To name such leading savants of Dadaji's frontline 
protégés are such as S/Sri Chandrakantbhai Patel, Kanubhai K. 
Patel (Kanudadaji), Natubhai B. Patel, Dr. Niruben Amin, 
Khetshibhai Shah, Navnitbhai Sanghvi(Kaviraj), Deepakbhai 
Desai, Yogeshbhai Mistry, Prof.J.PAmin, Ranchhodbhai P. Patel, 
G.A.Shah, Jasubhai Shah, Radheshyam Sharma, Prof. 
Rameshbhai Bhatt, Prof. Vishnubhai Pathak, etc. etc. They were 
responsible in meticulously collecting, sorting, editing and 
coordinating the deeper philosophical cross-currents from 
these dialogues and make available through various 
publications mostly in colloquial Gujarati language spoken by 
Sri Dadaji. 

Dadaji's words were imbued with revelations of subtle 
philosophical truths and often in synoptic presentations too. 
These expressions were as if Dadaji's epitomic visioning and 
meaningful spiritual direction in universal sense. This 
collection of veritable self-enlightened and intrinsically valid 
authentic dictums was first compiled by the team of Dr. Niruben 
Amin, Deepakbhai Desai, and Yogeshbhai Mistry and published 
as a voluminous Gujarati edition 'Aptasutra’ way back in the 
year 1980 by Sri Dada Bhagwan Vitarag Trust, Mumbai. That 
volume had been personally gone through by Sri Dadaji himself. 
It also got republished later in 2006 by Jai Sachchidanand 
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Sangh, Ahmedabad Office. The serial numbers of the dictums in 
this English transliteration have been adopted from the said 
2006 Gujarati edition. 


It is worth noting here that this invaluable and 
prestigious work remained untouched with any further 
translations so far except some sporadic efforts of Hindi/ 
English translation of selected few verses. This is mainly 
because this work has been considered sacrosanct religiously 
as an authoritarian contribution by Sri Dadaji. However, a new 
literate mass of followers and grown-up new generations both 
in India and abroad have needed very much an English 
transliteration of the same. Today I am proud and deeply 
express my joy in publishing this basic revered scriptural 
Gujarati work of Sri Dadaji into English language. It's style of 
presentation is appropriate and befitting to the need of the new 
generation. I heartily appreciate the great labour rendered by 
Prof Nitin J. Vyas of M.S. university of Baroda, Vadodara (who 
had the opportunity to personally meet Sri Dadaji on few 
occasions) and Sri Lalabhai D. Patel (who had been personally 
associated with Dadaji and his spiritual assemblies for years 
and is well-versed with his philosophy) in bringing out this 
great work in English for readers across the globe. 


What is more to say when Sri Dadaji's foremost protégé 
late Sri Kanudadaji himself an Enlightened Soul, went through 
this work word by word in his last days of life and graced his 
thumping approval for marvelous presenting of Sri Dadaji's 
thought.

A Contemporary Indian Thinker 


Ambalal Muljibhai Patel (08-11-1908 to 02-01-1988) 
respectfully and fondly known as ‘Sri Dada Bhagwan’ and 
henceforth to be referred as “Sri Dada Bhagwan’ or 'Sri Dadaji’ 
presently, has significantly contributed to the contemporary 
Indian spiritual thought. 'Sri Dada Bhagwan' was born at a 
village Tarsali, near Vadodara, in the regional state of Gujarat, 
India. He had taken basic elementary school education. He did 
not have any formal philosophical education nor did he possess 
any academic philosophical proficiency. Even though born ina 
vaisnavite Hindu family, 'Sri Dada Bhagwan'got influenced by 
the great spiritual Master Srimad Rajcandra, the spiritual guru 
of Mahatma Gandhi. He imbibed the literary impact of Jainism 
from Sri Rajcandra. Along with his early spiritual learnings 
from Hinduism, he got influenced from Jain studies as well. 
Having had such an open mind and developing liberal outlook 
in life, 'Sri Dada Bhagwan’ could clearly and easily converge the 
philosophical and spiritual thoughts from Jainism, Vaisnavism 
and Saivite schools in Indian thinking. 


It is quite significant that 'Sri Dada Bhagwan’ could sense the 
impact of the Jain realistic thinking of the nature of self (jiva) 
and not-self (ajiva) in practical living from early youthful years. 
He strived a great deal in understanding the Jain ideal of 
‘renunciation’ as the supreme goal of man. At the same time, he 
cogently delved deep in grasping the Hindu ethos of spiritual 
experiences in the realistic Samkhya and the idealistic Vedantic 
schools of thought. He was further inspired by Buddhist 
pursuits in the spontaneity for the rational awakening within 
oneself. All these doctrines stirred him up in his early growing 
age. 

Since centuries, the Indian spiritual thought mainly evolved 
through the major orthodox schools of Vedantic idealism in 
Brahminic (activism) traditions. As against this, 'Sri Dada 
Bhagwan’ was inspired from the minor heterodox, dualistic and 
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realistic school of Jainism, keeping the Sramanika (non- 
activistic) traditions in the centre. His life mirrored the essence 
of Indian philosophical thinking. His ideologies substantiated 
the Indian spiritual consciousness boosting man's multisided 
integral progress. He directed himself on a novel path wherein 
the 'observer' crosses all the body-centered cognitions and 
personality boundaries. In this path the 'spirit' is atthe center of 
primacy while living in the bodily and materialistic world. 

Sri Dadaji mainly aimed at living a comprehensive positive way 
of life for himself from the very beginning. He used to be so clear 
in practical living that even in day-to-day dealings; he would 
immediately resolve all issues sincerely. While he was growing 
up, he was constructively convinced in an eternal truth of life as 
he always wanted to live blissfully in following it. He aimed at an 
all-round progress, worldly and spiritually. He exemplified 
animated enthusiasm and exuberance in all his behavior since 
his young days. He would be congenial with one and all. He was 
certain that all human situations can be dealt with and thus he 
wanted to help people deal with all pains, puzzles and problems 
of life. 


According to 'Sri Dadaji’, a man finds the world confusing and 
enmeshing him in two ways everywhere. One way consists of 
the realm of relative nature of desirable worldly existence and 
the other way belongs to the realm of the nature of practicality 
as such. These two realms make a continuity of clash and chaos 
in human life ceaselessly. This is a stark reality of life and all 
need to face up to it in context of the pure and blissful state of 
man's consciousness. 'Sri Dadaji''s query veered round this goal 
as to how to balance between the relative and the real, the 
momentary and timeless. It presupposes freeing oneself 
genuinely from all the preconceived notions, beliefs and 
conditional desires, while living. 


That is, 'Sri Dadaji' believed that 'knowing oneself’ means 
deeply experiencing in oneself from inquisitiveness and to be 
enlightened as a ‘holistic scientist’. It is a holistic realization of 
supporting coexistence in leading life meaningfully for all. It is 
seeking a transformation of one's own understanding totally. It 
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is liberating wisdom as a basis of harmony in all and in 
everything. In tune with this goal while studying the above 
stated orthodox and heterodox scriptures of Indian 
Philosophical thinking, 'Sri Dadaji' deeply involved and 
meditated on their central themes of direction. A reexamining 
of this trail of vision becomes necessary at this point. 


The heterodox school of Jainism is realistic, pluralistic and 
relativistic in nature. In it the consciousness (jiva) and matter 
(ajiva) are two eternal realities with their continuous 
transitory forms of modifications. The pure consciousness is 
the essence of the self which is all-pervasive and self-illumined. 
Against this, the particles of the material reality (pudgala) with 
their qualities of forms and tastes, smell and touch along with 
the activities of body, speech, mind etc invade and stick the 
actions of consciousness through their illusive impressions of 
anger and greed, desire and egoism. In the ensuing process, the 
infinite power and perception, knowledge and bliss of the 
consciousness get blocked. However, at the same time the 
nature of the reality of consciousness is superior and absolute 
in knowledge. This means that one has to distinguish his 
knowledge from all attachments and hatreds caused due to the 
endless misconceptions and ignorance. 


In the orthodox school of Samkhya thought too, the realms of 
‘self’ and 'not-self' are of different-realities as such. It agrees 
with Jainism with its conception of pure self as 'Knower and 
Seer’ essentially and admitting the plurality of selves as well. In 
this context, the knowledge of consciousness is beyond space 
and time whereas the material world (prakrti) is 
spatiotemporal and a cause of all the attachments. The 
constituting qualities of this material substance ensnare the 
consciousness in worldly thought and actions. Like the 
reflective mirror images, it ignorantly identifies the 
consciousness through mind, intellect and ego and lead man 
thus to constant physico-mental and extra-organic sufferings in 
the world. It also aims for an essential realization of the self that 
there is no materiality in 'me' and nothing is 'mine' that helps 
man regain in knowing the purity of consciousness par 
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excellence. 


In the heterodox Buddhist school, Buddha being a rationalist 
and a pragmatist thinker at the core, he limits his inquiries to 
‘human efforts and understanding’. In the history of Buddhist 
thought too, there is a distinction between the empirical truth 
of the dependent origination of things (samvrtti satya) and an 
implied suggesting for the transcendent truth (paramartha 
satya). One has to pass through this process of knowing the 
empirical truth and further realizing the higher truth which is 
beyond all four categories of knowledge. It aims for an oriented 
contemplation, meditative insight and an enlightened state of 
being. That is, one has to remain awake constantly and affect a 
way of transforming human living forever. In the same way 
quintessential orthodox school of ‘Advaitism' in Indian thought 
also presents the supreme state of reality or Brahman as 
eternally pure being and a non-dual experience in nature. 
However, it is the false covering as it is only due to the ignorance 
(avidya) and the illusory projections of names and forms 
(mayika) on them, subjects man to worldly pains and miseries. 


These various philosophical standpoints in different Indian 
schools of thought substantiate that consciousness is the 
ultimate reality. Its' nature is pure, a knower and has blissful 
existence and it is directly and intuitively experienced by man. 
It is referred earlier that 'Sri Dadaji' had a converging living 
outlook in the traditions of Indian thought processes. Slowly 
and steadily, he effectively began to ascertain clearly and 
distinctly with his perspective on the nature of Absolute. For as 
ever, his quest had a deep faith on right knowledge as a 
distinguishing mark of self-consciousness from that of the 
material nature. The thoughts, good or bad may come or go but 
the pure soul as knower has no involvement in it. It was this 
lifelong dedicated scientific quest which continued as a mission 
in understanding the state of perpetuality of self (purusa) as 
differentiating from all the human relativities of mind, speech 
and body as belonging to the material nature of reality (prakrti). 
Sri Dadaji termed this inquiry as a science of 'Vitaraga’, a 
direction for spiritual perfection as free from all attachment

and aversions. As vitaragi, he aimed at realizing the supreme 
idealization of consciousness in its unique state of purity. 


The above scientific inquiry called for a constant examination 
between blind faith and curiosity, bias and openness, ambition 
and passion etc. 'Sri Dadaji' was questioning at first something 
akin to rational scientific inquiries within himself. He was 
steadily realizing that itis the intellect that has to determine the 
quantum of worldly regulations while aiming at the lasting 
goals of man. For 'Sri Dadaji' this process of knowing oneself 
assumed a still higher realm of experience. Althrough, this 
quest to know 'Who am I' took a scientific approach, not as 
limited in perceptually body forms but in subtle visioning of 
direct awareness within. It means the pre-existing of 
circumstantial situations of physical causes and understanding 
of his life in known cognitive categories of outer body 
consciousness, turned into a new 'scientific quest’ within, 
implying to an unknown and subtler higher realm of 
awakening. It presupposed a need for guiding grace as endowed 
by one who is an awakened scientist in this holistic 
understanding to Sri Dadaji. It is an integral harmonizing 
direction of'vitaragas' in search for purity and perfection. 


This is to restate as considered earlier; 'Sri Dadaji' had been 
convinced that in a world of ceaseless modifications and 
transitional phases, what is permanent and omnipresent is the 
spiritual nature of man. It is the 'consciousness within man’ 
which remains the real identity of man and this requires to be 
known through experiences. This pure soul is on a free and an 
unscheduled path with total undisturbed peace and bliss. 
Hence, man is not only body or mind but in realizing himself as 
the purity of core being and ultimately realizing that, it is a 
teleological goal for the human existence. Both the 'world' and 
pure self’ (or Brahman) are realities. However, the nature of the 
world is relative and temporary, whereas the reality of self (or 
Brahman) is permanent and eternally real. Man cannot escape 
the world. Man has to live and negotiate all these worldly 
relativities as a computerized cosmic programme. 'Sri Dadaji’ 
believed that the material body is a mechanism which acquires 
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and dispenses (purana-galana) of all actions and thoughts. All 
creations and dissolutions happen continuously through 
thoughts and actions. There is a constant cycle with the 
respective reactions of good or bad consequences of actions. 
Hence, man has to focus in perceiving and understanding these 
scheduled scientific circumstantial happenings and evidences 
accordingly. He exhorts to enjoy the life positively and not 
worrying for what one does not possess. The human subjection 
is to be conquered by true knowledge and dispassionate 
observing and only through this experiencing true knowledge 
one can realize the state of Jfdni. It is a transformational 
experience within for an aspiring man through an enlightened 
holistic scientist (vitardgi), resolving all worldly dualities to 
gradually recede and disappear. 


‘Sri Dadaji' also considered that when the circumstantial 
evidences such as substance, space, time and feeling arise on 
their own, the subtle material knots of the mind bursts and 
egoism activates. It is the charging point and the causal mind is 
born. Accordingly one becomes responsible in inheriting the 
worldly mind-speech and body nexus. It is to reiterate that in 
tune with the general orthodox Samkhya philosophical 
thinking, he believes that the material world or prakrti has 
three qualities of revelation, endless motion and static 
materiality (Viz. sattva, rajas and tamas). This material reality 
has infinite forms known as pudgala. In it the world is itself an 
orderly power, acting regularly and having no need of godly 
intervention at all. As against this, the reality of self or 
consciousness is mere knowing, seeing and enjoying. It has 
infinite abilities of knowledge, power, presence and bliss. One 
who realizes this indescribable purity of consciousness fully, 
reaches the divine status of a non-attached one (vitardgi)). It is 
only in total spiritualization and its knowledge and 
corresponding action which can transform a man. It is such a 
potential (purusatva) which conflicts and influences all the 
dualities of the world. 'Sri Dadaji' was quite clear that there is no 
escaping from this world at all. One has to live and exhaust its 
nature in daily resolutions. In ordering this outer realm, it is 
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more of an intuitive experiential approach as seen by an 
enlightened one. Instead of physico-material consciousness, it 
is the consciousness of the self which is a Key to freedom and 
spontaneity of an eternal awakening. 


It can be stated that, in a world of continuous modifications and 
varying transitions, something that is a permanently 
witnessing consciousness, is the spiritual self of man. Losing 
oneself in circumstances, causes the perpetuations in worldly 
existence, but being a knower of the 'self' is the form of Godhood 
(Bhagwan) as such. To reveal and realize this real self is the 
purpose of any human existence. The living world is relative 
and hence itis to bea means for man's goal of self-realization. 


This holistic and integral enlightenment unexpectedly 
culminated and dawned 'Sri Dadaji' while he had lost himself in 
rapt meditation while seating on a platform bench at Surat 
railway station in 1958. It was a spontaneous spiritual 
awakening opening up the mysteries of life and world before 
him forever. He surrendered all his being to the call of God 
within and lived and spoke as Lord (Followers terming him as 
Bhagwan) since then in a 'subtle state of a being’ to all. No ups 
and downs ever affected him essentially, positively or 
negatively thenceon. He remained in neutrality of 
discriminations throughout his life. That is, he not only directly 
experienced this purity of self realization of Being deeply 
within, he also began openly discussing and experimenting the 
same in daily living through dialogues with elites and 
commoners in gatherings. He termed such immediate and 
direct intuitive experiences as Akrama Vijndana’. It is a state of 
being transforming man basically 'within'; while uniquely 
granting all the natural circumstances ‘without’ as they are, 
bereft of any subjective opinions. He began to witness the 
worldly situations with no egoistic entanglementatall. 


Everyone as a person has a different and distinct nature 
physically and psychologically. However, this material or 'non- 
self’ nature can be understood through deeper meditation 
within self-consciousness only. It is an enlightening way for 
having a conduct of oneself ethically. Rather than focusing on 
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other's faults and failures, the effort should be on trying to find 
the same within one's own persona and correct them. It is 
discriminating adjustments and avoiding conflicts, it is 
adopting frugality with no self-indulging and not getting 
engrossed in sensual pleasures. Man must face situations in 
sucha way as would assist him in unfolding one's own pure self. 
Hence, everyone has to understand and appreciate others by 
adjusting to the changing circumstances. Thatis, without siding 
or opposing in any outer natural circumstances, 'Sri Dadaji' 
aimed at resolving the same with a spiritual approach. It is an 
unique way of freeing consciousness, an ante-dote for all 
worldly pains and sufferings to the best of possibilities. Besides 
being an experience, itis more a rational understanding with no 
ambiguity. This is how he admits the inevitability of worldly 
causations on one side and living with the liberating 
consciousness as leading to spiritually enlightened actions and 
efforts (purusarthas) by man on the other. 


It is clear that 'Sri Dadaji' has a knowledge-centered approach 
as establishing oneself in 'one's own pure being’ vis-d-vis all 
material names and forms of modifications as signifying elusive 
and momentary ones. Further, even when this body- 
consciousness does not remain, one has to live the traces of past 
actions as surviving in the practical living. Hence without 
looking oneself as relative, one has to be the witness and 
knower of all and everything. It is to constantly strive for this 
subtler and the unseen standpoint. Itis establishing oneselfina 
pure being of divine visioning. One has to take this world 
neutrally as if it has its own working order. No one needs to get 
agitated over anything and accept all that happens, lightly and 
amicably. 


It is such a pure determining and a pure practical living which 
leads in realizing the above stated unscheduled path of 
knowledge (akrama marga) which is immediate and 
spontaneous as knower, seer and blissful being. In such a 
determinate state, one remains as non-actor as well. For, the 
gradual growth in karmic path is structured and steady with 
inextricable chaining. It is emotionally attaching and wrongly 
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identifying with the practical world of varieties of 
modifications in the objective reality. As against this, Sri Dadaji’ 
believes that when one is determined in the intuitive 
awareness, it is a blissfully rewarding in the present. It is doing 
what one can do as best as possible and leaving the rest to the 
nature at large. As nothing remains forever, one has to have 
temporary adjustments and equanimity with all situations. 
Unlike the worldly graduating path which is a long and endless 
process, it is a direct ‘lifting’ by becoming aware and conscious 
in one's own being. In other words, it is deciding between the 
worldly mechanizing path of dualistic desires verses intuitive 
self centering living of deeper spiritual knowledge and wisdom. 
It is a scientific way in which a fully enlightened self becomes 
self-operative in the aspiring awareness. It is a unique 
enlightened human consciousness which keeps the aspirant 
alert spontaneously, preventing him from all entanglements. 


‘Sri Dadaji' clarifies and takes on some of the important ideas 
from some schools of Indian Philosophical thought. For e.g. in 
the Vitardgi Dargana by ‘Sri Dadaji', the nature of the human self 
is the God or Brahman commonly known as in Advaita Vedanta. 
At the same time, he admits a pluralistic nature of human selves 
and thus accepting the plurality of Gods in pristine purity as 
well. No doubt, this is meant in practical contexts only and notin 
transcendental sense. Everything is thus Godly in higher 
supreme self-realization. He presents the Indian thinking in 
contemporary contexts wherein one could see and understand 
the mistaken identities of self and non-self, consciousness and 
material world as leading to numerous psychosocial issues all 
around the contemporary human living. To him, it is a faulty 
dependency leading man to miseries and painful bindings. Each 
one has to pay and get in tune with the scale of scientific 
circumstantial evidences (vyavasthita Sakti) in the wordly 
order. It isa very neutral and precise way in realizing one's real 
selfand one's true identity. 


‘Sri Dadaji' gave numerous speeches in the presence of the 
elites and commoners’ gathering in a direct exchange of 
communion and connecting them all in the process for this 
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understanding. He used to answer with precise scientific 
explanations of all questions put before him by seekers. He 
encouraged the audience to question more and more and would 
help all to relate number of things at once immediately. He was 
firmly convinced in telling them repeatedly as not to interfere 
with 'the scheme of nature’. Based on written documents of 
diary notes as well as recordings, the volume 1 to 9 of 'Aptavani' 
series (words of self-testimony) from 1970 onwards were 
published during his presence. It is after 1975, some devout 
pupils of Dadaji began working and noting down pithy and 
suggestive statements which were as if in synoptic forms of 
aphorism meaning dictums. Each dictum in it is unique in itself 
and aims in enlightening the spiritual awaking as well. From 
ordinary explanation of worldly living, it opens up and reaches 
to the supreme spiritual wisdom as such. Althrough, it is a door 
to highest liberating freedom and light to human acme of the 
supreme state of consciousness. It is grasping the worldly life 
through scientific approach and not through common words 
and religio-scriptural authoritarian directions. One's divinity 
status gets opened up by subtle scientific spiritual awareness. 


Sri Dadaji personified as a converging spirit of varieties of ideals 
and faiths in the context of Indian philosophical thinking. While 
he lived, he firmly stuck with his conscious goal of spiritual 
realization. His remaining 'same' as always without anyone 
could claim of owning him in any clear cut and watertight 
identity. He personified himself as a living example of 
perfection at par-excellence and pinpointing imperfections in 
those who judged him at once. Sri Dadaji harmonized all the 
three aspects of mind, feeling-willing and thinking together in 
his personal and social living throughout his life. His was a 
holistic approach through higher level of direct experiencing. 
He spoke the language of oneness and unity that the critical 
language would not grasp fully. 


On the basis of the above stated metaphysical conviction of 
spiritual primacy and realizing it, 'Sri Dadaji' uniquely 
considers the place of antahkarana-catustaya i.e. the union of 
mind, intelligence, the mental modifications, egoism (mana, 
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buddhi, citta-paryaya, ahamkara) etc,.etc. Further, he also views 
distinctly on destiny and efforts (prarabdha-prayatna), 
mandatory and voluntary duties, merits and demerits, worldly 
sufferings and obstructions (adhi-vyadhi-upadhi), meditational 
practices of mind, speech and body, the ultimate goal of self- 
realization (Jfana-yoga) and tuning in realizing one's own 
identity (Atma-yoga). 

To pinpoint, 'Sri Dadaji' clearly expects his aspirants 
(Sreyarthis) to follow simple ethical instructions: 

a. Nothing happens in the world without any reasoning. 


b. The world or reality is either known as an ultimate way 
(parama-satya ) or in mutuality of interdependent 
practical dualities. One has to move and evolve from latter 
to the former. So to regularly observe daily disciplines 
(samayika) and ante-doting devotional pursuits 
(pratikramana) of withdrawing in the inner being of 
oneself. 


c. One has to remain in communion with holy souls through 
recitation and devotion. 


d. It is striving continuously and not to get attached to 
anything. 
e. Aspiration is the noblest path presupposing the growing 
sense of conviction of oneness in all. 
According to 'Sri Dadaji' the philosophy of Supreme Being is just 
one but it is being interpreted rationally in varieties of ways. It 
means that by nature, it is not merely monistic, but it is 
pluralistic and multidimensional as well. For anyone who 
knows it, knows it from one's own spatio-temporal situations. 
The conventional religions have more concerns with routine 
observations of varieties of paths such as knowledge, devotion, 
recitations, performing rites and rituals while conducting 
oneself spiritually. Itis more of external coverings with oneself 
in mechanized projecting as due to existing material 
infatuations of greed and anger, lust and pride. That is why 'Sri 
Dadaji' called for a spontaneous way of realizing the spiritual 
truth. It is the direct communion (satsanga) and sharing the 
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wisdom with people at large opens up a way for the 
spontaneous unscheduled spiritual awakening as stated above. 
Amidst all spatio-temporal and relative multidimensional 
spiritual truths, his perception of the spiritual centre manifests 
as the pivotal human direction. His words are consciousness 
touching spirituality beyond all dualities of castes and creeds. 
His is a relative language of Syadvadin and an ascetic (Vitaragi) 
owned by people of various faiths. He is an inspiring mover in 
the sphere of consciousness. 


While concluding it may be stated that agreeing or no agreeing 
is very much natural and acceptable with man. Hence there is a 
possibility that some would not believe exactly the way put 
forward by 'Sri Dadaji'. Especially in the present work, the 
dictums are in synoptic nature. Further, the literary language is 
confounding and colloquial mix at many places. Hence it might 
be that no one put hands on it in fully translating in any other 
language so far. The editors have been well aware of their 
limitations in all respects. Hence they have mainly focussed on 
Dadaji's distinct philosophical vision for man. It is our humble 
will which have impelled us to bring it out in English language 
for a larger cause of the people, who do deeply crave for this 
knowledge and wisdom at a critical juncture as of today. May be 
one has to subtly grasp this philosophical vision in between the 
lines. For one can as well state truly that in spite of all scientific 
and technological outer developments today, man seeks inner 
peace and joy, love and welfare equally very well too, for the 
betterment of one and all. Sri Dadaji's philosophy stands 
significantly in this context.

one has to 'do' everything in wandering the worldly 
living. 


. The worldly dealing is action oriented whereas the 


spiritual living is knowledge centred; one ‘acts' whereas 
the other only 'sees', actor and knower are ever different 
inalltimes. 


. The path of liberation presupposes only understanding 


one who has ‘absolute knowledge’; and that is enough. 


. Misunderstanding makes for the worldly life whereas the 


understanding clears it off. 


. Understanding is the mother of ‘knowledge’; its source is 


an Enlightened Being. 


. True understanding means no details of any type of 


informative knowledge. But it is a mere way of 
awakening which would affect in understanding. 


. Perfect understanding is a perfect visioning (kevala- 


darsana) and when it is realised in conduct it is an 
Absolute Knowledge (kevala-jndna). Perfect visioning is 
the beginning whereas perfect knowledge is climax of it. 


. Mere ritualistic actions charge endless cycling of life and 


death. It is the state of being with full devotion that 
dissolves egoism and opens up the gates of 
understanding. 


. The path of absolute knowledge is a path of humbleness. 


It is of numberless qualities from folding hands to full 
heartily submission. 


The humblest one never speaks ill of the others at all, 
there is no debate and discussion nor any binding rules 
and regulations in the path of perfect humbleness. 


11. All gross qualities take place due to misunderstanding. 
When this apparent world is not grasped subtly, it leads 
to infinite cycles of rebirth. 


12. The world is like a museum; only see and know, relish 
and enjoy. Never be attached with anything therein, else 
the museum would never leave you. 


13. The worldly life is not some object but it is an alternative 
projection of consciousness of being. 


14. That which looks reverse from what as it exists is worldly 
life. 


15. The worldly dealings exist for a formal show and not for 
experiencing. 


16. The world is a puzzle itself, but still it is always in 
principle. 


17. The world of objects exist as fruits and not as seeds. The 
harvest is ready, one has to enjoy and suffer only. 


18. The worldly living is a digression in reversal and hence it 
does not become heavenly. 


19. Two things happen in the world. Either it nourishes one's 
egoism or bruises it. Nothing else takes place. 


20. It is not that the worldly life is useless. Only one must 
know how to work with it. All living beings are divine 
with their respective goals. Hence one must not carry any 
aversion. 


21. The worldly living is neutral in judging and there is an 
order of nature that effects it. 


22. God is neither just nor unjust as well. The language of 
God divinity means not harming the others at all. Justice 
and Injustice possess the language of commoners. 


23. Admission ofignorance is areal way of knowledge. 
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24. The knower of the Self is a self-realised one and the 
knower ofall eternals is an omniscient being. 


25. One who goes beyond intellect, alone reaches the state of 
omniscience. 


26. Self, Knowledge and God are one and the same. 


27. One living Self-dependently is God and living 
dependently on matter is a worldly soul. 


28. Who knows 'who am I'? One tries to remain concealed 
from one's own Self. Is it not a wonder that one is 
conscious of everything, but unaware of one's own Self! 


29. All religions are true but the religion which boosts in 
knowing 'who am I' and makes us inquire 'who does all 
this' is on the way to ultimate religious living; and 
realising 'that' is a pinnacle of religion. 


30. Action does not help knowing 'who am I’ for it 
presupposes egoism and so long as there is egoism, none 
canknow'whoam|’. 


31. Knowledge is knowing 'who am I' and 'who am I not’, as 
well. 


32. For liberation, one has to be fully pure and for that be 
awakened as to 'who am I first. 


33. An Enlightened Being is pure; hence one becomes pure 
immediately on seeing him. 


34. One has to be determinate in knowing the nature of one's 
own Pure Self-Consciousness. Mere muttering 'I am Self, I 
am pure Soul' does not help anyway. The ‘adjunctive 
world' does not go away till you experience Self- 
realization. 


35. Eating, sleeping etc. are the qualities of the physical body. 
One has not realized Pure Consciousness even for one 
second. Had it been so, no one would have ever left 
Divinity.

36. 'Self is like this, like that, and not like that’, is narrated by 
all scriptures and even spoken thus by preachers. But the 
sweet taste of that Knowledge is truly lent by Enlightened 
One only and thence that 'Knowledge' becomes 
functional. 


37. The consciousness has never ever become impure, not 
even for a while and had it become so, no one could have 
made it perfectly pure in this world. 


38. The nature of the Self is infinite knowledge, infinite 
vision and omnipotence. It has never been impure. It is 
purity par excellence. 


39. Freedom from misconception of knowledge and egoistic 
consciousness is the pure nature of Self. 


40. Once one is determinate in knowing 'who am I', knows 
‘what is not mine’. Projecting 'I' is all the misconception 
and hence the mistake of owning all as 'mine’. 


41. Man himself does not know 'who am I'. When the 
‘egoism' is gone then one becomes aware of the Self. But 
how egoism to go? 


42. One who removes our egoism makes us great. He is 
indeed the Great Enlightened One. 


43. Not the Knowledge dawns first, but it is egoism that 
leaves first. 


44. Knowing that egoism is harmful, begins improving 
everything. The egoism is not worth protecting. 


45. An Enlightened One is without egoism. 


46. Whatsoever 'belief' is there, one gets the instruments to 
realize it. When one is Determinate in knowing the Self, 
the only instrument for its knowledge is an Enlightened 
Being. Meditating on the Enlightened Being seen by one 
in person, is the means that reveals the Self. 
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47. When can you determinate that Self Consciousness is 
realised? When there are no worries and when there is 
meditation even in physico-mental obstructions, is the 
sign ofself-realisation. All else is futile talks. 


48. If you can afford this worldly living, there is no need of 
understanding further. If the worldly living is obstructing 
to you, then you have to know the spiritual way and 
nature of Self. All puzzles get solved when one knows 
‘whoam |’, 


49. Spiritual Knowledge is not an action; it is a Vision. The 
worldly people have worldly perspective but 'this' is 
Spiritual Perspective. When an Enlightened Being 
transforms the perspective then one realizes the 
spiritual aspect. 


50. The way of spirituality is the way of science. The worldly 
spiritual perspective is relative but the scientific quest is 
real. The spirituality is knowledge but when it is 
determinate it is science. 


51. All religions are relative and not to be taken as gates for 
liberation, but they all boost your search for the 
liberation. 


52. If one needs ritualistic means of objects while pursuing 
the spiritual quest whatever way, itis a relative path only. 


53. What is the fruit of relative religions? Only merits and no 
liberating way. 


54. The essence of human life consists in regaining being in 
one's own consciousness and to continue to remain with 
this nature forever. 


55. If you know 'science’ then you are free. If you know 
‘science’ then you yourself is God. But if you don't have 
this scientific understanding then you merely wander in 
cycles of birth in infinite forms. 
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56. The scientific quest not only frees you from wrong 
actions but also from right actions. It makes us operate 
spontaneously only. The dawn of such a scientific quest 
makes one Godly only. 


57. The scientific quest alone is authentic, and it ends all 
miseries. Scientific search is the solution, but it should be 
from an experiential knowledge of an Enlightened One 
only.. 


58. There is Science in collection of varieties of 
circumstances and changes of it in the world; the change 
always takes place from time to time. 


59. Scientific quest is liberating on 'knowing' as such, 
nothing to act upon. That Knowledge, which is self-active, 
is the scientific knowledge. 


60. When an object gets transformed into its own very 
nature, it is Dharma. You are Self, what is your nature? 
Infinite bliss and continuity of bliss! 


61. That which results is Dharma, that which removes 
misconception is Dharma that which makes reduction of 
misconception fully is Dharma. 


62. Our happiness should be spontaneous and the 
spontaneity of happiness is due to following one's own 
Self qualities. For that, one has to know the true nature of 
one's own Self. 


63. Sva-dharmais following 'one's own Self-consciousness. 
64. To knowas itis, itis the real knowledge. 


65. Even if a word gets realised in Self-action, it is 
‘knowledge’. But mere reading of all scriptures without 
any Self-action atall is futile only. 


66. What is ‘knowledge’? It is that which is determinate of 
that which is as it is and denies that which is not there. 
Then what is illusory knowledge? One speaks of that 
which is not there, and speaks of that which does not 
exist. 
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67. One who knows one's own Self, it is the nature of Divinity 
only. 


68. The 'pure knowledge’ is the form of God only. The word 
‘Self' is symbolic but one has to perceive the purity of 
‘Knowledge’. 


69. Pure knowledge leads to liberation. Authentic 
knowledge leads to happiness and inauthentic 
knowledge results in miseries. 


70. No liberation is possible without knowledge; may it be 
yogic way, may it be devotional way or may it be the way 
of good acts. 


71. The way of liberation is not difficult but the worldly way 
certainly is. The way of liberation is the easiest one but 
making porridge is rather more difficult! 


72. Why is the way shown by Enlightened Ones (vitardga) 
seem to be obstructed? Because we have not understood 
it. Itis the divisive knowledge which comes in the way. 


73. The Vitaraga path is the spiritual way to Self-realisation. 
It means there is no other way but the way of purity of 
consciousness of Self. 


74. Do not confuse the words of an Enlightened One, it is a 
risky job. But even if his one word is internalised and gets 
digested, itleads one to liberation. 


75. What to do to remove ignorance? It is to get ‘knowledge’. 
If you get the help of scriptures it is appropriate, but the 
spiritual search along with an Enlightened One is the key. 
The nature of Self is unspeakable and indescribable; it is 
not being confined to books. 


76. What is the sign of self-realisation? One who can take a 
snapshot of one's own material nature and dispositions. 


The Self Enlightening Dictums of Dada Bhagwan 
7 [a (e J [e 


77. Consciousness and Prakrti (material nature) are two 
different things. Consciousness is pure Self but the 
Prakrti is pudgala (sticky cluster of matter), its nature is 
making and unmaking. But the nature of Purusa (Self- 
consciousness) is knowledge. 


78. The nature of Prakrti is a dependent one but not within 
the control of Self. One who can understand this material 
reality (Prakrti) becomes as if God only; one can know it 
when one knows the Self. 


79. One who observes Prakrti is Purusa (Self), but one who 
thoroughly observes itis a Godly State of being indeed. 


80. Man becoming a part of the material nature (Prakrti) 
becomes a slave of it but when this bondage with Prakrti 
is really got over, one becomes Purusa (state of Self- 
consciousness). 


81. One who is free from gross elements of material nature 
(Prakrti) and who has this 'knowledge' is an Enlightened 
One. 


82. One has to ‘act’ in gradual spiritual path and ‘understand’ 
in the unscheduled spiritual path of intuitive knowledge 
(akrama-marga). Understanding resolves everything. 
Intuitive path is not a path of action, but it is a path of 
resolving the issues equitably. In this sense, this latter 
path functions on its own. 


83. The gradual path is about going up step by step from 
where you have stopped. First you know something, then 
you have faith in itand then you make a gradual change in 
the behavior. But in intuitive spiritual path (akrama- 
marga) it spontaneously becomes convictional at the 
first step and then follows with 'knowledge' and then 
results into conduct. 


84. The gradual path means purifying the material 
substance whereas in spiritually intuitive path one is 
purifying the human aspirations. 
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85. Actions do not bind and worldly living keeps on going isa 
path of intuitive spiritual science. But in gradual path 
actions bind while worldly life moves on. 


86. The gradual path is 'knowledge' and it climaxes as 
‘science’ atthe end only. 


87. As there is worldly gradual science, in the similar way 
this unscheduled spiritual path is science as well. But this 
intuitive spiritual science is not confined in textbooks but 
it blossoms in the inner recesses ofan Enlightened Being. 


88. The gradual knowledge calls 'effect' as a ‘cause’, whereas 
the intuitive spiritual knowledge calls the 'cause' as a 
‘cause’. 


89. This body- mind - speech nexus is an effective one i.e. 
whatever effect takes place is believed and owned by one 
as 'my effect’. As a corollary, attachment and hatred arise 
and that is a fall for the 'cause' of the worldly life. But if 
one knows and does not own it as ‘his effect’, then there 
are no attachment and hatred and there is no fall for the 
‘cause’. 


90. No one takes birth as an incarnation. Even an incarnation 
is a spontaneous effect of its own. If one has nourished 
appropriate causes, then incarnation is bound to happen. 
When an Enlightened Guide removes 'causes', then 
"effect' alone remains. 


91. Nothing happens without causes. Happening is an ‘effect’ 
because there are 'causes' and this cycle of causes and 
‘effect’ goes on and on routinely. There can be change in 
‘causes’ but notin the resultant effect. 


92. Not that one owns as 'it happened to me' or ' I am doing 
this' but when one remains as knower and perceiver like 
'Thave known’; then there is no fall for the cause’. 
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93. When designing, one becomes one with it and one is 
displaced from one's own substantial form. Then that 
designing with a displaced state becomes subject to the 
nature's scheme of things and come in to effect 
accordingly. 


94. Human designs are 'causes' but the ‘effect’ is a part of 
natural order. The design power is 'causes of action’. 
There can be change in ‘designing power' but the 'natural 
order ofan effect’ cannot be changed. 


95. If you are egoistic then you are the doer of action and if 
you are egoless then the natural order becomes the 
subject of action. There is no doer as selfatall. 


96. All worldly people consider their body-mind-speech 
nexus as their own actions, but really speaking oneself is 
not a doer of action at all. All these are the results of 
projections of human ignorance and they have come into 
effect by order of nature only andno one elseatall. 


97. Nature is not any object, but it is a corroboration of 
circumstances. The very efforts in assembling of the 
circumstances are the nature. When all necessary 
circumstances gather stably, it is natural order of 
scientific circumstantial evidences. 


98. Designing action is 'a charging’ of the 'battery' but the 
natural order is what discharges’. 


99. When would you realize Self? Till you believe that 'I am 
the doer, I can do anything’ and all such misconceptions 
continue and the ignorance survives accordingly, there is 
no scope for knowing or realizing of the Self. 


100. Till one acts egoistically with body-mind-intellect- 
reflective consciousness-ego unit of transient material 
world, one would not find the eternal substance or have 
even a feel of it. 


101. When one is free from sense of 'doership' and becomes 
conscious as to 'who does it’, resolutions come 
immediately. 
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102. 'I am the doer' makes for illusory effects and not an 
authentic perception. In authentic perception, there is no 
owning of'doer- ship' by one. 


103. There is no single individual as the doer in this world but 
there are federal causes (plurality of causes) otherwise 
knownas 'scientific circumstantial evidences’. 


104. 'The world is the puzzle itself. God has not created this 
world at all. God is creator of this world is correct by 
Christians viewpoint, by Muslims viewpoint, by Indians 
viewpoint but not by fact; by fact it is only scientific 
circumstantial evidence.’ 


105. Each and everyone is led and activated by mind and itis a 
mental wrestling till the 'end' of intelligence. There is no 
‘'doership' of God in it at all. God is not a designer in 
intelligence but he is a designer in ‘knowledge’. 


106. In this world, the doer is either of the two. If God has 
made it, then man has not to do anything; and if man has 
made it, then God has notto do anything. 


107. If the God is the creator of the world, then who is the 
creator of God ...andit goes on ad infinitum. 


108. If God is the doer, then you have no responsibility. Neither 
God nor the man is the doer; only there prevails 'a natural 
order' ofactions. 


109. Where is God? What is his real address? Up above in sky? 
No one lives there. His real address is 'God is in every 
creature whether visible or invisible; God is in creatures, 
notin creation’. 


110. The whole world does not know God at all. The power 
that runs this world is accosted as God. But really it is not 
God, it is only 'a mechanical adjustment’; only ‘scientific 
circumstantial evidences’. God is the unattached 
enlightened state of being (Vitaraga), beyond all space 
and time; in the same way as the machineryis. 
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111. One perspective states that ‘it is made’, the other says 'it 
has taken place’. The former is the worldly perspective 
and the latter is the perspective of knowledge. The one 
who says it is made, if further questioned 'can that 
person go to toilet on his own anytime?’ 'No’, it is 'only 
scientific circumstantial evidences’. 


112. People ask 'has the Self done everything? No, it is only 
‘scientific circumstantial evidences’. Stand before the 
mirror and how so an ‘exact’ image will come up even 
against your will? The self has no power of even walking 
but because of discharging momentum of past actions, it 
moves up to siddha-ksetra (liberational stage). 
Discharge means momentum of past actions. 


113. The world is a science, God has existed in this science 
only and He merely observes it ‘how this experiment of 
science is effected'! He only observes and does not 
interfere at all. God resides in every creature as pure 
consciousness; the knower, seer and blissful enjoyer! 


114. Knowing consciousness is a great game of difficulty. All 
that we know is only unconscious-conscious nexus that is 
‘mechanical consciousness’. The anger-pride-greed- 
deceit-attachment-aversion-mind-intellect-citta and 
egoism; all this is'mechanical consciousness’. 


115. The unconscious-consciousness is material but its traits 
are felt as if it is consciousness; but there are no qualities 
of consciousness init. 


116. Two kinds of selves, one as granted in worldly living, 
established as 'I am this and I am that’; an ‘established 
Self' is a moving being. The second is the original Self, 
pure consciousness, Godly Self; an unmoving Self. Hence 
the world is both moving as well as static as such. 


117. The mechanised self is moving and momentary one. One 
believes the moving part as of consciousness and desires 
to stabilise it. But the real Self is stable and unmoved by 
its very nature only. 
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118. One which does not do anything is consciousness. Its two 
activities are only that it knows and perceives, all other 
power belongs to non-Self. 


119. One has to learn discriminating knowledge of Self and 
non-Self from an Enlightened One. The explanations 
given by Him are true for all times and those enlightened 
revelations guide the humanity all through the times. 


120. Man cannot find his fault without the guidance of an 
Enlightened Being. Because there is not only one fault but 
the knowledge is covered by infinite mistakes. 


121. The world has arisen on its error of illusory justice only. 
One comes across such judges in the world in every nook 
and corner. But the real judge of human karmas rest only 
on one dictum, 'the sufferer is at fault’! The whole world 
runs on this rule ofjustice. 


122. No one has the secret knowledge in the world and what 
everyone knows is the causal ignorance leading one 
drifting endlessly. Who suffers if someone steals your 
money? Why the other didn't lose money? The one, who 
suffers alone is paying back outcome of one's own past 
faults ultimately. 


123. The fault lies not with one who strikes the arrow but with 
one to whom it is struck. The striking man will have to 
answer when caught, but presently one who is caught 
and suffers is the one whois struck. 


124. Wherever there is punishment, one must know that 
oneself is responsible for it. Else how come that one gets 
punished? 


125. When one decides 'I have to remove all faults lying within 
me’, can become the God. 
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126. Whose mistake is it? It is of the one who suffers. The 
belief that 'I am so and so’, is one's error and that belief 
itself is a painful one. But the moment this belief in 
oneself is removed, there is no offender as such in the 
world. 


127. The original mistake is one's own only and hence no 
other can be blamed at all. The secrecy implies that if 
consciousness faults then a difficulty may arise. But 
consciousness does not do any fault. The consciousness 
only does projections, hence the pudgala (charged 
material cluster particles) arise and it is the origin of all 
confusion. But that also is not painful, it is one's belief 
that 'I am this’, is the cause of suffering and no one else. 


128. Happiness is one which does not follow with any pains as 
such. What the world of people call happiness is the 
worldly pleasure and not the real happiness as such. 


129. Happiness is innate in oneself but when one desires for 
mutual enjoying it is due to the proximity of ignorant 
material world. But one who is reposed in oneself merely, 
he realises the glimpse of true happiness within. 


130. Liberation is wherein the mind is without afflictions, and 
the world consists ofa mind with afflictions. 


131. If you want to realise ultimate freedom, then ‘adjust 
everywhere’. 


132. The statement ‘adjust everywhere’ will place you on the 
top of the worldly life. Without reaching to the top in the 
worldly life, no one can get liberated. The practical living 
notonly would not let you free but also would confuse too 
if not adjusted. The best thing is to resolve all issues 
amicable and instantly. 


133. When one has no sense of impurity arising within at all, it 
is a divine status. But when one removes all the inner 
impurities, and no impurity arises in the other on one's 
own account, is Divine only. 
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134. Wherever there are afflictions, there is no God and not 
even any religiosity as such. 


135. There is no ‘difficulty’ in any way. But if one's mind is 
shaky, the difficulty will stick. This is the rule of the world. 


136. The favourable polish you and the opposite ones 
cultivate you. Then whatis the difficulty in these two? 


137. The speed breakers exist for your safety. In same way the 
obstructions in life come for your own welfare. If there 
are no obstructions, people will speed up without 
stopping and meet with accidents. So, obstructions exist 
for normal living. 


138. Who gives the pains? Your own anger, pride, deceit and 
greed. Why do you blame nature? 


139. The knowledge that 'this world is an orderly one’, lessens 
much ofthe sufferings. 


140. When do you fight in the world? Where there is 
‘attachment' as such. 


141. Marriage results in two ways; either it enriches or 
impoverishes. 


142. All marry for happiness and still they suffer within! But 
to be happy or to be unhappy is not in one's own hands. 
All are subject to the past laws ofactions. Everyone has to 
suffer it without escaping. 


143. One has to seek the spouse for it is as necessary as all 
other natural requirements. The absence of spouse for 
some time can be tolerated but not the natural call. 
Everyone searches for what one needs, even seeks 
objects of satisfying hunger all the while. But the people 
have created innumerable meaningless alternatives in 
such world! 


144. How to deal with one another in marital living requires a 
great ‘learning school’ for men and women. But people 
cohabit without learning! 
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145. There is to be no shaking confusion even for a while in 
cohabiting living together. As we do not create ruffles 
with friends, we must protect one another in marital 
company. If you do not protect one another then your 
friendship is gone. 


146. The more one desires worldly enjoyments, there is less of 
spiritual development. 


147. There is no objection in becoming a husband, only one 
should beware of husbandhood. 


148. If you do not learn anything in worldly life, it's OK; but 
always learn to adjust. One must adjust even when the 
other may misadjust and one will definitely cross the 
worldly ocean for sure. 


149. When can you say that you are the husband of a woman? 
When the woman constantly feels respects for you. 


150. How long husband-hood survives? Till we are not at 
fault! 


151. The people do not like to be scolded as such. The best 
thing for one is to treat itact as a nourishing 'vitamin’. 


152. Suffering is the 'vitamin' for Self and happiness is the 
vitamin for body. 


153. Husband means the spouse of one's spouse. But one 
strives in becoming the boss. Man should not worry 
about the wife becoming the husband! 


154. One remains as husband till one lives. But in divorce or 
death, who will be the boss? 


155. You yourself are the God but covet for the other's 
wrongfully and you are not conscious. The God says that 
there is no objection even in having 3-4 wives, provided 
they are within your marital rights. There should be 
mutual respect and care so that there is no addition of 
karmic bondages. 
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156. There should be normality in practical living. It should 
not be too much ‘attaching’ on one occasion and 
‘quarrelling’ on the other occasion. 


157. When there are differences of opinion, the quarrelling 
follows. If there are mental differences divorcing follows. 
Butin physical separation, it is almost a dead end only. 


158. The knowledgeable is one who raises no differences of 
opinion with anyone. 


159. Howisit possible that there are differences in home? The 
woman Says 'I am yours' and man says 'I am yours’. Then 
how so differences! 


160. A woman who is free from the spirit as mother-in-law is 
free from all infatuations. Then she will not have to be 
mother-in-law again! But spirit of being mother-in-law 
does not free the woman so easily. 


161. One who knows adjusting with all and everything is 
without any suffering. Hence ‘Adjust everywhere’. 


162. If one can adjust even when one is in difficulty, the 
worldly living remains as beautiful. 


163. Differences of opinion are poisonous. Still everyone 
wants to be immortal carrying the differences as such! 


164. 'Limited knowledge’ is an opinion and ‘greater 
understanding ' isa ‘science’. 


165. If you make differences where is your knowledge of Self- 
consciousness? Wherever there are differences there is 
no arising of knowledge of Self and vice versa. The 
differences exist wherever there is egoism. 


166. You have to protect the spirit of Dharma and not the 
spirit of differences. 


167. Differences depart with 'scientific approach’. There is a 
total meditation in the realm of 'science’, it is a ceaseless 
meditation. Sucha 'Science' arises on rare occasions. 
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168. Our view must be adjustable to the other. If our view is 
not adjusting to the other, it is our mistake only. The 
mistake may not be in total respects but it may be a bit 
from our side as well. If you remove your fault, 
adjustment is possible. The great Enlightened 
dispassionate Ones (Vitaraga) say, ‘Adjust Everywhere’. 


169. When adjustment takes place everywhere, it is a 
perfection of the knowledge of the Enlightened 
dispassionate Ones. 


170. Ifyou learn as to how to be happy, you have mastered the 
‘science’. 


171. There can be no happiness in the world but one feels 
some 'peace' if one submits to the God. But it is through 
application of knowledge the peace remains forever. 


172. What is indeterminate bliss? It does not involve even that 
much labour as determining happiness. The 
indeterminate happiness is one's own bliss 
spontaneously but the determinate happiness is full of 
efforts. 


173. Where there is no projected happiness at all, there is a 
spontaneous happiness and freedom. 


174. The Enlightened One is always in seamless happiness 
who alone can bring one the spontaneity of joy. No one 
else can lend it. One, who has swum across the worldly 
ocean, alone can save you. How can a drowning person 
help anyone? 


175. External quarrel may not last long but the inner quarrel 
keeps on going from birth to birth. 


176. Scolding is not only a greatest egoism, but a mad egoism 
as well. When scolding could be said as worthwhile? 
When one scolds without any prejudice. 


177.Man would not stay straight-forward and become 
deceitful if scolded. All forms of deceit in the world arise 
because of scolding only. 
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178. Quarrelling even once damages much over atime. 


179. In the absence ofintelligence there are differences. When 
intelligence is perfect, there exist no differences. 


180. Differences are an encounter and an encounter is a 
weakness. 


181. Who obstructs one going on the path of liberation? It is 
one's prejudiced opinion. Because of it there is no 
understanding even of one's own ignorance, let alone the 
talk of 'knowledge’. 


182. There arises a covering veil when one says that this is 'my 
opinion’. Because of the cover of one's own subjective 
opinion, the other's opinions are not understood; hence 
there is always a weird talk. 


183. It is discovered that the whole world looks through the 
relative viewpoints only. One expends one's potentials in 
viewpoints only. Even trying for the whole life too, one 
would notable to change the opponent's viewpoints. 


184. A fault by opponent is not worth minding but if there are 
afflictions it is certainly serious. Wherever there is 
quarrel, the divinity does not stay there. 


185. To hold one's own viewpoint and adjusting with the 
others' viewpoint and still remaining in ‘centre’ is most 
valuable. 


186. Worldly resolutions will begin when one grasps one's 
own ‘fault’ only. When differences arise, there is no other 
way indeed! However, seeking alternatives is our hidden 
egoism. Hence why to seek alternatives! 


187. What do you get by pursuing alternatives? There is 
suffering only. God says do not go after the people. 
Thoughtfully return from where everyone rushes. 


188. Who prompts clash? Ignorance. 
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189. If one creates an atmosphere of suffering to the others, 
may lead to create suffering for oneself only. 


190. An affliction is also that which make one restricted to 
cover oneself with sulky face. 


191. Itis far better getting scolded by the other. The other feels 
he has taught a lesson! But separating with quarrels is 
nota good dealing on one's own side. 


192. It is mainly the doubt that creates many quarrels in the 
home. Because of doubts, one is on emotional edge that 
explodes into fire. If both parties are full of doubts, then 
how to stop fire? However, if one of the spouses remains 
in doubtless status with determination, the fire gets 
cooled down automatically. At least one party must go 
beyond doubts. 


193. One should not doubt anyone in the world. No doubting 
even ifitis true. To doubtisa great offence. 


194. What is misery in the world? All the pains exist as due to 
ills of doubting. 


195. If one's vision is sick then everything looks obverse in the 
other, howsoever good it may be. 


196. There is nothing wrong to state a thief as a thief, but to 
speak him as an evil minded or cause any pain to him, is 
one's faulty vision. The worldly living stands on this 
faulty vision only. The world is aresult of apparent effects 
and not of real effects exactly. 


197. Ifyou want to doubt, then doubt fully all along, God calls it 
as awareness. But if you are going to stop doubting some 
time or the other, then don't doubtatall. 


198. People tend to forget all phases and continue moving 
ahead forgetting the past. 


199. If you want to doubt, then doubt all your life. If you worry 
about the loss, then worry all through your living, else 
leave itaside.

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Itis a sign of humanity that there is rarely a difference of 
opinion. 


It is your weakness when you have differences of 
opinion. Others are not wrong and do not differ 
knowingly. We need to beg pardon for our mistakes. 


What is the sense in making difference? Itis only clashing 
with the wall. When there is any injury on our head, 
whose fault is it? Wall's or ours? 


‘Do not conflict with anyone anytime’. Itis the master key 
for the way to liberation. 


Any conflictis our own pitfall. 


Conflict is our own ignorance. There is nothing right or 
wrong with the God. There is no duality with the God. 


One who is doubting leads to total negation. Doubting is 
timidness. When the whole world is in motion with 
‘scientific circumstantial evidences’, why to doubt? You 
are the boss of the whole universe, itis certified. 


There is no resolution of doubt. It is possible to bring 
resolution for whatis true; but doubts cannot be resolved 
atall. 


Doubting is an instrument of impurifying the Self. 


You do not know karmic accounting, hence you doubt; 
and when you doubt, itis painful. 


Why to say that others viewpoint is wrong? If any blind 
man hits the wall, then do we find a fault with him? 


Wife and children are dependent on family head. Then 
why to give pains to those who are at our service? Evenif 
the dependentis at fault, we should not pain them. 


What is the difficulty in adjusting? But all such relations 
are not perpetual. 


213. When there could be a value for the marriage? When it 
would have been possible for only one in thousands to 
get married! But when everyone marries, whatis so great 
in it! 


214. Always have good dealing in the family. Don't we attend 
to the fact that plant of our farm should not be plighted? 


215. We feel this is our home and family. No, it is the shop of 
expending our karmas; it is like a trader and customer 
relationship. 


216. No flower in the world is worthless, only you have to find 
out its worth. Don't scold anyone that 'you don't know 
how to make this and how not to make that’. Find out 
what one knows and utilise the knowledge accordingly. 


217. This worldly existence is possible because of your own 
people at home and not on others. Why don't you 
appropriately take their help because it is an association 
ofa few members only? 


218. What it means to be a family member? You have that 
much customer base as much you have trading. If your 
trading is small then customer base too is small. More the 
karmic trading, the more the customers! When the 
trading is over, the accounts are over and the customer 
base also gets closed. 


219. Really speaking, it is not winning the world, but it is 
winning the home. 


220. When our son grows up and starts opposing us, then 
know that it is our thermometer! How to measure the 
impact of your spirituality? That 'thermometer' is to be 
found out from your own home and not to be bought from 
outside! 


221. A real son is one who can make his father free of all the 
troubles and vain efforts. 
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222. Wherever the mother is strict in a family, the children do 
nothave propriety in worldly dealings. 


223. If father is truly religious minded, then he never seeks 
faults of the children. One must not find faults with the 
nature. Finding faults with someone's nature is finding 
faults with God 


224. One's nature can never be improved nor can be 
controlled by threatening. The world stands on mutual 
threatening. But one's nature would respond negatively, 
ifthreatened. 


225. Do not try to reform others but try to reform yourself. 
Even the great Enlightened Ones- Tirthankaras never 
strived to reform others egoistically. They had come to 
lend you the wealth of riches of the liberation. 


226. One whois straight can straighten the others. 


227. If you are compassionate to improve the other, then do 
not fight with him; he will get his equal at some or the 
other time. 


228. If you want to seek liberation, then no one is your son or 
daughter. But if you want to live in the world then they 
belong to you. 


229. As the good objects get devalued by wrongful comments; 
like that the bad objects become valuable by good words. 


230. We are caught in the circumstances and hence these 
circumstances are to be properly resolved in anyway. We 
are not here to be their master; we have to just get along 
with them and resolve. 


231. The circumstances meet automatically and scientifically 
and get dissolved through orderly nature. 


232. Gross circumstances, subtle circumstances and speech 
circumstances are external and other dependent, and 
trying to enslave us, and yet they are in ‘orderly manner’. 
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233. There is no one in the world who has any control over 
circumstances. 


234. One who has no attachment or hatred for the body, gets 
no obstructions from any circumstances. It is attachment 
and hatred that comes in the way. Circumstances are 
‘knowable' and one is the 'knower' ofit. 


235. We pass through circumstances which are infinite. Lord 
Mahavir also had circumstances but they were only few 
and far between. He told that none of the circumstances 
belongs to me and I do not become one with any 
circumstance. 


236. People waste 'time' in assembling the circumstances; in 
fact, circumstances get assembled by orderly nature only. 


237. The God is pleased with one who takes away sufferings of 
others and gives happiness to others. 


238. Ifyou give even a slight pain to any living entity, then that 
suffering will return to you in the same sentimental form 
of karma. Hence think twice before you give pain to 
others. 


239. What is the human religion? It is giving happiness to 
others. You become happy when you give happiness to 
the other and you get unhappiness if you make others 
unhappy. 


240. Your egoism must be such as not to give any pains to 
anyone. Itis a positive egoism. 


241. Till the time if anyone gets any pain due to you, it affects 
you, hence be aware. 


242. Two important points to be noted while following the 
worldly religions: (i) we do not cause any pain to any 
living being and (ii) a sense of belonging to give them 
whatever worthwhile you have. If you meet these two 
human sentiments, you have climaxed religious living. 
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243. What have we to seek in this suffering world? It is eternal 
bliss. The relative pleasures we have enjoyed much, we 
get somewhat satisfied with it but it would not give sense 
of fulfilment. 


244. Absence of worldly suffering is perpetual bliss. 


245. God has never seen any pains. Only when you have 
differed from God, that gives pain. 


246. What is the nature of suffering in the world? It is when 
there is no clear vision. 


247. Where there is no pain atall, itis the abode of Self. 


248. The imagined pleasures always get ended and absolute 
happiness is always permanent. 


249. When the happiness does not go away after its 
realisation, is knownas the happiness of Self. 


250. Regaining the ‘original nature in oneself' brings the real 
peace and happiness. 


251. That which can cure all sufferings of the world is spoken 
as ‘scientific knowledge’. 


252. When you make attachment and hatred in happiness and 
misery, it becomes causal binding. But nothing binds one 
who remains normal and equipoise in happiness and 
unhappiness. 


253. Misconception is that which always finds inconvenience, 
but the right understanding makes even inconvenience 
as convenience. 


254. Pain and suffering are both illusory. In heat you have 
illusion of suffering and feel like seeking happiness 
under the tree. But suffering follows even when you are 
made to sit there for long during the night.

255. Material pleasures become painful when realised in 
super-normal status. 


256. God has wished that man continue to observe one's 
balancing within. If one's inner happiness is reducing 
and external pleasures keep on adding then one gets lost. 


257. Religion that does not provide inner peace is no religion 
atall. 


258. Where there is no peace, there is no religion as such. 


259. Mental peace is the richness of mind. Mental richness isa 
temporary adjustment. Spiritual peace is inner richness 
and inner richness is a permanent adjustment. 


260. One who keeps peace even in midst of difficulties is called 
‘purusartha’ (human effort) by God and when there is 
meditation in difficulties, He calls it knowledge’. 


261. Convenience is 'food' and inconvenience is 'vitamin’. 
262. Insultis'vitamin' and respectis ‘food’. 


263. There is happiness in pure understanding. It is impure 
understanding that is the source ofall pains. 


264. There is no object as happiness and unhappiness. 
Happiness and unhappiness are result of ignorance. Both 
are transitory. 


265. Misunderstanding is painful and right understanding is 
happiness. One must differentiate that due to 
misunderstanding, there arises a continuous series of 
unhappiness. Once obstructions of misunderstanding 
are over then it is a continuity of happiness. There is no 
other happiness or unhappiness in this world. 


266. It is the nature of senses to seek only sensuous 
happiness. But super-sensuous nature seeks only super- 
sensuous happiness. 
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267. Restlessness creates so many sufferings. When one sits 
in the tranquillity of an Enlightened One, all sufferings 
get destroyed. 


268. Keeping steady in restlessness is the real steadiness. 


269. So long as there is inner happiness man would not ruin 
anything of other. It is the unhappy man only ruins 
others, because unhappy man is restless and shakes the 
other. But the happy man gives joy to all. 


270. Unhappiness and Happiness being ‘scientific 
circumstantial evidences’, would come and go. 
Unhappiness and Happiness are effective in nature. A 
man muststrive to see that there is no ‘effect’ atall. 


271. How to be free from all sufferings? This life is to be lived 
to seek that 'knowledge' only. 


272. The way one wants to live, one can live verily that way. 


273.One has to live through minute thinking and 
meaningfully. One has to examine the results of 
everything. Does Self continue to identify with all such 
effects? No, the Self only 'knows' the thought of effects. 
But the resultant effect must be straight forward. Should 
not one live with subtle thinking? 


274. In this human life one has got to discriminate how much 
belongs to'me' and how much belongs to the ‘other’. 


275. In this world there is no any place nor state of being 
which can ‘depress’ you. 


276. In this world there is no any time, circumstance nor a 
situation which can 'depress' you. 


277. If people are afraid or frightened of you, know that you 
are in dangerous forest. You are on the right way if they 
are happy with you. 


278. One whose ego is gone, can make anyone happy and 
‘resolve issues equitably’. 
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279. Coming under shadow of the other, effects man 
correspondingly as in case of infectious diseases; may be 
the other's apparent qualities and achievements may 
have impressed the receiver. 


280. There is no one in the world who can apply his 'pin' to 
trigger you. If the 'pin' triggers you, then you are nothing 
more than an instrument of stove! 


281. If youare ‘correct’ then no one can shake you. The first is 
‘correctness’ which leads to ‘exactness’. 


282. If one can leave aside this unimpressive world, it is 
knownas dedication. 


283. The noble man is one who remains humble even when he 
can afford to be stubborn. The more the unique 
humbleness, the more the nobility ofa person. 


284. The noble man expends himself on both occasions of 
giving and taking and does not boast for himself having 
helped someone. 


285. Doing your duty is not dharma, but not doing your duty is 
an offence. All do follow their duties but if a man does it 
with muttering, it is an offence. 


286. Everything is compulsory in the world including taking 
birth and dying as well. One's duty is to seek where one is 
‘voluntarily free’. 


287. If you want to be free, try to know 'this' knowledge, else 
everything is correct whatever itis. 


288. You have only to understand 'what is correct and what is 
incorrect’. What is truth? What is ‘correctness’? What is 
‘world’? Whatis all this? Who are you? Whatis God? Etc. 
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289. Is there any God? God is there, He is with you. Where do 
you seek Him externally? If someone opens the doors, 
then only one can see him. But the doors are so tightly 
closed that one cannot open up oneself. One who is an 
Enlightened Being, who has swum across the worldly 
ocean, can alone help you in this. 


290. The world of existence is compulsory. No one has 
manifested oneself even for a second voluntarily. 


291. When can you create the 'voluntary space’? When you 
have the knowledge of'Self-realization’. 


292. What is the law of God? If one wants to be free, God never 
binds and if one wants binding, the God does not free him. 


293. If you try to seek freedom then you can have appropriate 
circumstances sooner or later. The God will 'help' you. If 
you want to bein bondage, God 'helps' also for that. 


294. One gets bound if one follows people, but if one follows 
an 'Enlightened One’, he gets free. 


295. Ifyou follow the liberated, you will be liberated and ifyou 
follow the bonded, you will be in bondage. 


296. As there are circumstances for bondage, there are 
circumstances for liberation as well. The liberated one 
liberates. But the liberated one is very rare. Liberation is 
not difficult but the liberating man is rarest of the rare. 


297. The 'knowledge of dispassionate Enlightened Ones' is 
such that no one can be bound by the worldly bindings. It 
is one's own Self which can never be bound by anything, 
hence know the Self, have its ‘knowledge’. 


298. The world is nothing but a total form of dependence. It is 
a continuous dependence for all animate existence as 
such. Can man afford to remain so always? This is a path 
of Enlightened One in quest of this 'freedom' from all 
dependencies. 
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299. This worldis a form of museum of dependencies! 


300. This world is a total trapping. Once you are trapped, you 
get into it deeper and deeper. As you strive more to come 
out, you get more and more entangled. 


301. If you want to realise the path of liberation then don't get 
trapped in worldly bushes. Even if your apparel gets 
caught in the bush and is torn apart, drag it out and go on; 
else leave it there and there and go ahead. 


302. The world is the place of dependencies but 'we' (our core 
being) are independent. If we reach to ‘our spot’, there is 
the total resolution. In fact, all seek freedom from this 
dependency ofthe world. 


303. All are considered as incarnate God in Indian thinking. 
Even if you are ignorant still you are God. Then why do 
you worry for yourself and why do you seek happiness? 
Why is itso? 


304. How can we consider happiness in the world, for it is a 
believed happiness? Real happiness presupposes 
freedom, there is no boss in it. So long as there is 
subordination how can there be happiness? 


305. When can you say you are liberated? It is when you 
become conscious of your freedom and realise that there 
is no boss, even God too. 


306. So long as God overrules you, there is no freedom. Where 
there is liberation, there is no God as overseer. 


307. So long as there is one superior boss, it is dependence 
only. And how can one afford dependence? 


308. When you realise that you are the God as such, you are on 
way of liberation. Else there is no experiencing of 
freedom, itis only amaze of misconceptions. 
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309. Who is your superior? Your own blunders and your 
mistakes. The Enlightened One will solve your blunders 
but mistakes you have to win over; He will show you the 
Way. 


310. The greatest blunder is that 'Iam so and so’. Mistakes can 
be pardoned, but not the blunders. 


311. What status the Enlightened Ones have experienced? 
They have realised their ownership of the universe. 


312. If you can leave the ownership of this restrictive plot 
(body), then you become the owner of all and everything. 
Becoming the owner ofthe 'plot' means oneis indifferent 
in realising the ‘ownership of totality’. 


313. Who is God? Even if one is embodied, one is not an owner 
of body, mind, speech or any object. 


314. So long as you do not see your own faults, you cannot 
have the vision of God. 


315. When can you really be said to having known your faults? 
When it does not occur again. 


316. If one finds one's own faults, it is right vision and when 
one sees the faults of others, itis wrong vision. 


317. No one blames one who sees his own faults only and is 
indifferent to the faults of the others. 


318. "No one in this world has done any act knowingly and 
intentionally even up to liberation’. Understand the 
implications of this statement. 


319. One must be empathetic in the world; there is nothing to 
be punished. 


320. What is the climax of the awakening? Where no one is 
seenas faulty. 


The Self Enlightening Dictums of Dada Bhagwan 
7 [a (e J [e 


321. Worldly living is full of aversion and attachment on one 
hand and liberated vision of Enlightened dispassionate 
Ones on the other. What is the measure of dispassionate 
vision? He views the whole world as innocent. 


322. If you have innocent visioning, then look accordingly. 
Else do not see anything otherwise. If you see otherwise, 
you become one with it and you are lost! 


323. So long as world looks faulty, one keeps on wandering 
only. One is liberated when one looks atit as innocent. 


324. Who makes you see the offenders? It is your own anger, 
pride, greed and deceit as adversaries. How did these 
material passions creep in you? It is when you believe 'I 
am so and so’. The moment this belief goes apart 
everything departs. 


325. When great Enlightened dispassionate Ones have looked 
at the world as innocent, then who are we to find faults 
with it? Are we wiser than God? 


326. How did the dispassionate ones look at the world 
innocently? They see compassionately that all are 
subject to their own karmas. 


327. No one acts freely but works under compulsion of Karma. 
If one acts independently then only one is responsible. If 
one acts dependently, one has to suffer also slavishly. It is 
a misconception to find faults with any person as an 
offender or as wrongful one. 


328. Let us ask the God what is all this about? The God says 
that it is nothing but everyone is suffering one's own 
cycle ofkarmas. 


329. People know about the ‘doer theory’ but no one has 
experienced the karma theory. Saying 'someone insulted 
me’ is a doer theory and 'he blames due to my karma’, is 
the karma theory. If one understands this karma theory, 
he finds no fault with others. 
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330. What is the result of karma? How karma gets bound? 
Because you have the sense of the 'doership'’. You are 
conscious yourself as 'so and so' only and hence binding 
of karmas take place. Your projection on yourself as 'so 
and so' turns youas a doer of everything. 


331. So long as you are the ‘doer’, you are bound by karma. 
Karma exists because of the 'doership'. The Enlightened 
Person removes this basis of doership fully and hence 
this charging of karma is stopped; then remains only 
discharge. 


332. When you own your body egoistically and unconsciously, 
itis a form of karma. But when one is established in one's 
pure state of essential consciousness and one personates 
as knower and seer, itis not Karma. 


333. Karma is not the only factor that operates everywhere. 
For example, the karma was desired once to enjoy some 
sensuous pleasure and it is acted upon accordingly. But 
the material reality suggests that it cannot limit in giving 
you only one object of sensuous enjoyment. There are 
many things connected all around. If one seeks wife, then 
one has to come across all her relatives together! It 
means, if you pursue one sensuous object, all other 
related connections also embrace you! How could one 
get free from such trappings? 


334. The world is like an ocean but one sinks in it with no 
waters therein! If one sinks in Real Ocean, one can be 
saved, but how to save one from such an ocean of the 
world? 


335. What is the balance-sheet of worldly life? Is it profit or 
loss? One with 12 rooms also feels shortage and one with 
two rooms also feels shortage! The shortage does not 
consistin rooms butit exists within oneself only! 


336. Ifone wants to enjoy the world, he must keep the weapon 
of egoism with him. But if one wants liberation from the 
world, one should keep aside the weapon of egoism. 
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337. All trappings exist because of egoism. Egoism is the 
conjunct wherein the train engine moves as well as the 
compartmentalso moves along. 


338. The egoism grows corresponding to the misconception 
in worldly living. The inner happiness increases 
corresponding to the melting of egoism. The eternal bliss 
remains with the Enlightened One whose egoism is fully 
gone. Even if someone insults, he is still happy within and 
exclaims 'whata great happiness itis!’. 


339. The Enlightened dispassionate One is beyond all dualism 
of happiness and pain, good or bad; not at all influenced if 
someone harms or abuses. 


340. With the dawn of right belief there begins dispassionate 
speech and it gets perfected when there arises absolute 
knowledge. 


341. One wanders outside when one is absent at home. In the 
same way, one who is ‘absent’ in worldly living, wanders 
pursuing religious goals! 


342. Awakened One is beneficial to oneself as well as to the 
others. The one with misconception is disadvantageous 
to both oneself as well as others. 


343. Ignorant people live for the others and awakened live for 
the Self. 


344. Whatever one could do for one's own Self, itis his own. All 
else belongs to others. 


345. One must not doubt anyone's character at all. It is a great 
mistake. The woman who gives birth to great 
Enlightened Ones, could she ever be blamed and 
doubted? One doubts at one's own peril. 


346. So long there exists attachment and hatred, there can be 
no enlightenment. 
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347. What is the difference between the Enlightened One and 
ignorant? The Enlightened One is without attachment 
and hatred in actions whereas the actions of an ignorant 
oneare full of attachment and hatred. 


348. It is not meditation which is the way in lessening 
attachment and hatred, it is rather the science of the 
Enlightened dispassionate Ones which reduces 
attachmentand hatred. 


349. With the grace of Enlightened One in whom there is no 
disease of attachment, cures our disease of eternal times. 


350. To determine ownership by attachment and hatred is 
knownas parigraha (possessiveness). 


351. What is parigraha (possessiveness)? It is not any planet, 
it is your own sticking worldly perspective. When you 
have the spiritual visioning, no possessions bind you. 


352. Stupor for objects is possession, not to have stupor for 
objects is non-possession. 


353. Allsentiments for material things is possessiveness only. 


354. Wherever there is attachment as 'mine' it is 
possessiveness. 'This is mine’ is possessiveness. But if 
you Say it is 'rented one’, is there any possessiveness as 
such? 


355. How many things to be possessed in the world? Things 
are innumerable. Things would be available whenever 
you need. Hence don't worry and remain contented. 


356. The less the needs the better is the living. 


357. How much to stockpile the possessions? To the extent it 
isnot burdensome. 


358. All objects are effective. If you are not affected then may 
stockpile as much as you wish and keep the least, if you 
are affected. 
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359. The final test examination is when one is totally non - 
possessive in midst ofall possessions. 


360. Do you want to shift your concentration from objects of 
the world? Then decide first 'who are you' and 'who' 
want to shift. Is it'so and so'? Without deciding who you 
are, howcan you shift? 


361. One has to decrease possessions and stickiness of stupor 
of mind for possessions. 


362.The moment the stupor of mind is gone the 
possessiveness also leaves and one becomes non-doer 
and with it there is no initiating at all. It is followed by 
dawn of ‘Absolute Knowledge’. 


363. That which mesmerises and makes one unconscious, itis 
knownas infatuation. 


364. Infatuation is like unconscious state of being and not 
knowing the nature of one's Self. 


365. That which is there is not seen and that which is not there 
appears, is infatuation. 


366. Wherever and whenever infatuation strikes there is 
nothing but pains and miseries. 


367. If you register how many sufferings you have gone 
through that will also lift you from infatuation. But still 
infatuation continues, strikes you and consumes you! 


368. The inner bruises are forgotten only because of 
infatuation. Otherwise one would become as if an ascetic 
only! 


369. The more and more the ignorance increases, the 
alternatives also expand and one seeks more and more 
instruments of attachment. What to do once you are 
sunk-trapped in mud? 
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370. Coming out of infatuation is liberation. Determining is 
infatuation and indetermination is the end in infatuation. 


371. Determination is when one considers the functioning 
role of the mind as one's own functioning. Indeterminism 
is one wherein one knows one's ‘own’ role only. When 
one reaches the status of indeterminism of 
consciousness, one becomes fearless. 


372.'I am so and so' is an alternative (vikalpa) and 'this is 
mine' is sankalpa (determination). 


373. The Self is a manifesting power as it imagines. In its 
indeterminate form it is God only and when it manifests 
in its alternative forms, it is worldly. Regaining its 
pristine purity status of indeterminate form; it is rarely 
realised despite infinite number of births. One realises 
this state when one meets the Enlightened One only. 


374. Except an Enlightened One, no one is at the level of 
indeterminate state (nirvikalpa). Yes, if the Enlightened 
One graces someone then one becomes so. One who is 
devoted to a determining worldly one, will become like 
him only. 


375. The Self alone is worth knowing. Knowing other things 
generate too many alternatives. 


376. The world is not like what people know it. Its nature is 
full of infinite determinations. But the scientific quest is 
only for an Indeterminate Absolute. 


377. Determination and indetermination both are projected 
emotive forms. 


378. As there are determinate alternatives there are 
corresponding objects. No alternatives arise for a non- 
existing object. 


379. Creating a trap by a person on his own is a state of 
alternatives. But determination means to identify with 
one's own projected trappings. 
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380. Misconception is an intellectual knowledge. The 
intellectual knowledge is determinate and dualistic, 
whereas the real authentic knowledge is an 
indeterminate one. There are no dualities in it. Hence one 
has to understand the true 'knowledge' only. 


381. One who knows all subjects of the world, still itis egoistic 
knowledge restricted to intellectuality only. But the non- 
egoistic knowledge concerns with real 'knowledge’. 


382. Intelligence is an ‘indirect’ revelation and 'knowledge' is 
a ‘direct’ enlightenment. The light of the Self which 
comes through egoistic medium is intelligence. 


383. Egoism is one's own property. Profit or loss gained 
through infinite births is confined in egoism. Whatever 
type of egoism one has, one receives corresponding 
medium of expression and intellectual light accordingly. 
If one has very good merit karmas, one's intelligence also 
is quite high in the same measure. 


384. This egoism only has created divisive intellect with the 
Self. 


385. Intelligence is revealing non-self, whereas the Self 
reveals both itself and non-self. 


386. The misguided intelligence is one which harms in the 
spiritual knowledge and benefits in worldly living. But 
the right intelligence is one which helps in both, in world 
as wellas spiritual realms. 


387. True intelligence is one which never creates 
contradictions. Sitting with an Enlightened One even for 
some time, generates right intelligence. 


388. The Enlightened One has no intelligence. If they had 
intelligence then they too would become emotional. 
They are simpleton by nature and hence intelligent one 
must think twice as to how to win over such enlightened 
simpletons! 
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389. Intelligence makes you emotional. If a running train gets 
emotional, what happens? Only accident. In same way, if 
humans get emotional then as a result millions of 
microorganisms within the body get killed. Hence 
continue to be in usual motion only. 


390. When can you say that knowledge is revealed? When one 
becomes dispassionate. It is when there is absence of 
intelligence. 


391. The activating 'knowledge' is the power of wisdom. That 
knowledge which makes one wander in the world is the 
power of ignorance. 


392. The power of ignorance relates to worldly dealings and 
the power of wisdom leads to the path of liberation. 


393. Ignorance does not permit one to come out of the worldly 
living and wisdom would not leave one without taking to 
liberation. 


394. This spiritual science is revealed with the power of 
wisdom. Intellectual knowledge of the world is helpful 
but here one requires the purified ‘knowledge’. 


395. This scientific approach is a way of understanding the 
God, whereas the rituals of religious do's and don'ts make 
one push towards irreligion endlessly. 


396. Scriptures have religious guidelines; they have no 
essential path for liberation. The latter exists in the heart 
ofan Enlightened One. 


397. Religion does not lead one to liberation but it is the 
scientific approach that leads to liberation. Religion and 
Science are two different aspects. Both religion and 
irreligion have doership, but the approach of science 
makes for non-doership which leads to liberation. 


398. No one follows religion. One only seeks one's safe-side. 
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399. If anything is to protect you, it is Dharma only. Who 
brought you in contact with an Enlightened One? It is 
your own search for Dharma. 


400. That which sustains us is Dharma; it prevents one from 
falling. 


401. That which stabilises the antahkarana (inner nexus of 
mind-intelligence-reflective consciousness-ego) is 
Dharma. 


402. This ‘antahkarana’ is like 'parliament’ wherein egoism 
means ‘President’, intelligence means 'Prime Minister’, 
citta (reflective consciousness) means ‘foreign 
department’ and mind means 'home department’. 


403. Who is the main minister to propose in this inner 
physico-mental complex of ‘'antahkarana’? There is no 
one as a main functionary. Whenever it activates, one out 
ofthese four ministers putup a proposal. 


404. How does this physico-mental complex of ‘antahkarana' 
arises all of a sudden? It is due to ‘scientific 
circumstantial evidence’. When there is some evidence, 
mind or egoism, reflective consciousness or intelligence 
gets activated. No one owns anything; everyone is free as 
in ‘parliamentary’ system. 


405. There is movement in ‘antahkarana' (physico-mental 
complex) of its own! It is self-moving and discharging 
automatically. 


406. This embodied entity of ‘antahkarana’ is not four 
different components but itis one unit as such. Butitisin 
a determinate form at a time when it works as one of the 
four viz. mind, intelligence, citta or ego as the case may 
be, assuming the corresponding embodied function. The 
ego always accompanies intelligence and it is never 
alone. 
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407. Citta (reflective consciousness) is in the form of vision 
and knowledge. When evidences get together, it 
discharges and in the process, charging gets done on 
account of misconception by oneself. 


408. One who gives an immediate decision or solution is 
intelligent one but one who is confused, shows less of 
intelligence. 


409. As and when circumstances unite, the mind starts 
thinking. The reflective consciousness (citta) will move 
out if there is an external work and it moves inside if 
there is a work within. Intelligence gives decision and it 
admits either citta or mind in furthering association and 
hence ultimately egoism signs. This is the 
‘parliamentary’ procedure. 


410. Depending on the intelligence the egoism continues to 
live, so itis better to be indifferent to the intelligence. 


411. The senses continue to follow their own role. When their 
role become binding? When they depend upon mind. 


412. To decide is the quality of intelligence and mind impacts 
till then. Whatever the object the reflective 
consciousness has observed, it reflects all aspects of its 
existence, its knowledge and vision. But ultimately, it is 
the intelligence which takes the decision. 


413.It is a state of mesmerism when the reflective 
consciousness either gets lost or gets stabilized at one 
place! 


414. Move all over and if your reflective consciousness does 
not get drifted by anything, then you are free. 


415. Evil thoughts within one's mind do not mean reflective 
consciousness would always drift. It may or may not 
drift. 
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416. Ifthe reflective consciousness is driven away somewhere 
then the mind tosses, intelligence clamours and the 
whole inner ‘parliament’ slides into darkness and the 
man becomes stupor. 


417. Egoism does not enjoy pain or pleasure, nor it enjoy the 
object of senses; it merely becomes egoistic saying 'I have 
enjoyed objects’. 


418. The nature of mind is full of knots and sprouting ofa knot 
is a thought. If one observes the thoughts and notes the 
kind of thoughts repeatedly arising, one can know which 
are the major knots in one's mind. Mind keeps on 
revolving around certain granted beliefs continuously. 


419. External happenings are gross circumstances, the mental 
thoughts are subtle circumstances and there are speech 
related circumstances. These gross, subtle and speech 
circumstances are external and other dependent, hence 
are not within one's own power. 


420. Mind works as a radar. If one tries to destroy it, one 
becomes absent minded. It is the mind that helps one 
liberate, so it should not be thrown apart. When mind is 
afraid, then one should enter in the cave of pure Self. 


421. How is the ‘antahkarana' (physico-mental complex) of 
an Enlightened One works? When one's own Self keeps 
away, then the inner psyche is different from Self as such. 
When Self stays apart, then the activities of 
‘antahkarana’' (embodied inner psyche) go on 
automatically. As there is no interference, it works well 
for welfare of the people. 


422. The inner psyche (antahkarana) of Enlightened One 
becomes like a pure Self. His reflective consciousness 
(citta) stops wandering and his full awakening continues 
with mind-intelligence- citta-ego. All remaining ever 
present and He remains in dispassionate state. 
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423. A person even after initiation may get confused 
sometimes, feeling as if the happenings in one's inner 
psyche are of the Self. But itis not so, all these are external 
only and not of the Self. 


424. Wherein the ‘result’ is believed as 'purpose’, it is a 
gradual path and when the 'purpose' is believed as 
‘purpose’, isthe unscheduled path of spirituality. 


425. The spiritual 'Science' is to open up the truthas itis. 


426. The worldly life exists because one is not aware of this 
science. Knowing this 'science' separates one from the 
mundane world. 


427. One that appears differently from what it is originally is 
known as Maya (illusion). 


428. Ignorance regarding the elements of the 'substance' is 
known as Maya (illusion). 


429. All objects of the world are real in their own way. But 
when one sticks to it with attachment or hatred and then 
clamours that Maya (illusion) of the world has caught 
him and does not leave. 


430.In fact, Maya (illusion) means wrong belief. These 
influences are of wrong belief or right belief needs to be 
ascertained. 


431. One who is stable in 'real' is a'dispassionate one’. But the 
moment he enters into ‘relative’, the attachment and 
hatred follows. 


432. The whole world consists of sticking material particles. 
When one has hatred- attachment in material, it is 
bondage and when one is freed from its attachment- 
hatred, itis liberation. 


433. Attachmentis the seed of hatred and hatred is the seed of 
attachment. 
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434. All these 'attachment-hatred-anger-pride-deceit-greed' 
are painful. Hence these are called ‘kasaya' (painful 
passions). 


435. In influence of kasaya (painful passions) only, the 
established self remains in misery and restlessness. 


436. Where these 'passions' exist, it is an evil path and where 
these 'passions' are getting milder, it is Dharma, a 
desirable path. Freedom from these 'passions' is 
liberation, the path of purity. 


437. To what the world has subjected to? The Enlightened 
Ones are within the sphere of ‘knowledge’ and the world 
is under the impact of the 'passions'. The greedy wanders 
for greed, proudy wanders seeking pride and deceitful 
wanders in deceit. 


438. Dealing with 'passions' (anger-pride-deceit-greed) is 
worldand being free from it, is liberation. 


439. Passions (anger, pride, deceit, greed) are obstruction in 
the worldly living. 


440. To the extent one is relieved from 'passions' (anger, 
pride, deceit, greed), there is corresponding increase in 
meditative actions. Total freedom from these 'passions' 
means perfected meditation. 


441. Meditation is there wherein the Self is realized. The 
spontaneous meditation is one which accompanies 
through all one's activities, and that is the science of 
dispassionate Enlightened Ones. 


442. One whose meditation continues amidst all physico- 
mental and outer obstructions, is the meditation of Self. 


443. When one remains in meditation even in midst of 
physical problems, then this material body also remains 
meditative. 
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444. Pressing nostrils while meditating is not a true 
meditation, it is only an effort. Liberation is effortless 
status, the ultimate goal. 


445. Liberation becomes possible when one meets an 
Enlightened One. Else no liberation takes place despite 
too many efforts. It is the proper means and not just 
efforts that lead to liberation. 


446. It is difficult to keep meditation in this worldly life even 
for awhile. Because either one is mesmerized by ego or in 
sloth of pride. The glimpse of the real Self, even for a 
momentis the pinnacle of peace, free from all passions as 
such. 


447. Till you strive for meditation, it is not considered a 
meditation. 


448. One should not lose physical consciousness even in 
meditation. All five senses must be fully awakened while 
in meditation. 


449. Which is the highest form of meditation? Absolute 
Knowledge. It is a fully conscious and absolute 
awakening state. 


450. Awakening leads to ‘experience’ and that culminates into 
‘absolute knowledge’. 


451. The sign of spiritual realisation is awakening and it isa 
constant awakening state. 


452. When egoism gets dissolved, there arises a total 
awakening. 


453. Awakening is that in which one 'knows' what one is 
doing. 


454. 'Tam so and so' is a transitional awakening. Itis known as 
a sleeping consciousness. But total awareness is the real 
freedom wherein, one realises a total State of Divinity. 
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455. One is as if in sleep in respect of one's true nature as Self. 
It is a state of sleeping consciousness. The usual sleeping 
consists of sleeping both in respect of one's own nature 
as well as bodily. 


456. The 'sleeping consciousness' is termed when worldly 
purposes get bound as such. 


457. One who has realised balance-sheet of the world is a free 
person. Else no one can be free. The Chartered 
Accountant can prepare the balance-sheet but who will 
give balance-sheet of worldly life? Sometimes the 
Enlightened Person helps in it. Without knowing its 
balance sheet 'the world is the puzzle itself". 


458. If you do not like the world, then escape and if you like it, 
then continue to hold that path. 


459. The worldly life is very difficult with number of relatives 
and cross relations confronting! Whatis the purpose and 
why all these clinging? 


460. The whole world is a form of trapping nets of different 
types. One remains bound in one or the other trap. It is 
the One whois out ofit can set you free. 


461. There is no one who can be as helpful as an Enlightened 
One. 


462. Awareness of good and evil is that which defiles neither 
this world nor the other world for aman. 


463. One who harms himself, what good he can do for the 
others? But one whois doing good to himself can do good 
to others. 


464. When one becomes conscious of one's own welfare as 
well as for welfare of the world both, alone can be aware 
of the liberation. 


465. When Self and non-self remain separate fully, it is a 
science of Enlightened dispassionate Ones. 
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466. The world permits all to live the way they like. Itis only 
one's weakness which prevents him living that way. 


467. The world stands because one is doing ill to oneself. Else 
the world is perfectly free and none is suppressed by 
anyone. 


468. The worldly justice is mutually relative whereas the real 
justice is absolute and impartial. 


469. One who does not harm any living being, is not hurt by 
anyone. This is the rule of nature. 


470. Nature says, if one suffers injustice that also is justice and 
if there is justice it is justice as well. One should not take it 
to the heart. Knowing that 'the world is orderly’, resolves 
everything, hence accept everything. 


471. The nature has always behaved justly. If it deviates from 
justice, itis not nature. 


472. Because the world is just, there is God. 


473. As many numbers of living entities are there, Godly souls 
are implicit within. Why should one be angry at God in 
sucha situation? 


474. The world can never be improved by anger or striking, it 
isimproved through setting an example inaction. 


475. If you become angry with children it is like a new 
borrowing. Your old loan is not yet paid up and now this is 
an extra item and thus new karmic debts keep on 
increasing. 


476. It is when you like the world, it sticks you; else it is 
neutral. 


477. Itis easier to win the world, but remaining detached even 
for awhile is very difficult. 


478. The world is in the form of relative and unauthentic 


relations. Realising this is crossing over it. 
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479. What is the real relation? That which never gets spoilt 
even for a day. The true relationship remains with the 
Self. All else are the setting relationships. 


480. This world is full off purposive settings. Wherever there 
are no such relative intentions, the God exists there only. 


481. So long there is purposive worldly living, till then there is 
no authentic truth coming out from anyone. 


482. The whole world is other-centred. Nobody is yours and 
yet one gets lostin karmic puzzles for the sake of others. 


483. The nature attaches all your belongings on the moment 
of your death. You leave only with the karmic puzzles. 


484. Posthumously one leaves all his balances and assets here 
and here. Hence only the karmic records and spiritual 
wellbeing for yourself needs to be taken care of. 


485. Public opinion is relative viewpoint and the opinion of 
Enlightened One has an essential subtle meaning. All 
relative religions are in the form of public opinion. 


486. Relative Dharma says that seek the unconditional from 
the conditional and with orderly grace of nature, right 
visioning springs from the path of relativities. 


487. Real Dharma is that where there is resolution under any 
circumstances. In relative Dharma, one seeks mental 
resolutions only. 


488. The destruction of mind takes place corresponding to 
resolutions it has realised; if mind is resolved fully, then it 
is fully dissolved. 


489. Mind itself is neutral but when the ego mixes with it and 
one jumps in the well, what mind can do? Keeping apart 
the mind makes one stable in self-consciousness in the 
journey towards Godhood. 


490. Mind is reactionary and gives reactions of one's own 
actions; once you stop actions, reactions are over. 
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491. When you become 'nameless' there is no death. 


492. The lifetime cannot be changed but the afterlife 
movement can be altered. As is your thinking at death- 
bed, so is your destination. 


493. When someone dies, the worldly relatives forget over a 
period of time. But the Enlightened Ones forget it soon. 
To them dying is like going out somewhere. 


494. A man must be conscious after the two third life is over. 
Because the future of his next destination gets projected 
thence on. 


495. One feels man coming and going but actually no one has 
born and no one is dying. What appears as coming and 
going isan illusory vision. 


496. Of which there is no solution, then why to worry? Death is 
certain, so nobody worries about it. 


497. Why do you worry? Because when thoughts come, you 
become one with it and that generates worries. 


498. Worrying is greatest egoism. 


499. Wherever there is Dharma, there is no worry and 
wherever there is worry, there is no Dharma. 


500. The path of religion and the path of liberation are two 
different things. One who has to go from evil to good or 
wants material desires, the path of religion as do's and 
don'ts exist for him. 


501. One who wants liberation need no rituals but if one 
wants to have material and celestial enjoyment, he must 
do the religious rituals. For liberation one needs 
‘knowledge’ and guidance as well from an Enlightened 
One. 
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502. There are two flows going parallel, ‘flow of knowing' and 
‘flow of doing’. Because of ignorance the two parallel 
tracks of sweet and bitter tastes get mixed up and people 
become dumbed without clarification. 


503. Actions 'happen' and actions ‘should be done’ are two 
different ways. The action that has spontaneously arisen 
within you, it may be followed. But that action which has 
not originated within, you do not plan for it as ‘it must be 
done’ or ‘it should be done like this'; otherwise, that 
action will come into being. 


504. The path of liberation needs to be ‘understood’. 
Otherwise, mere parroting way of doing scriptural 
studies, doing penance or recitations and all that is done 
bodily. Anything that is done without transforming the 
essential vision becomes bondage. 


505. It is not to change the activities but what is needed is to 
change your vision and perspective. 


506. What is the meaning of liberation? Your vision must be 
transformed. The Enlightened One clarifies this 
visioning. 


507. Most humble devotion takes you to liberation. No 
ritualistic activities need to be done. But only the 
absolute devotion is to be cultivated. 


508. One is born with mechanical ritualistic actions as such. 
But one has to evolve into 'pure spiritual knowledge’. 
Truly speaking, 'Pure rituals’ are the result of 'guiding 
knowledge’. 


509. What is the path of routine ritualistic actions? When 
there is no Enlightened One available to lead you, itneeds 
to be ensured that you do not astray to a wrong path. 
Hence one must follow the rituals. Ritualism is good 
activity but presently wrong beliefs have set in all 
around. 
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510. How long ritualism survives? Till there is integral unitive 
realising of mind, body and speech nexus. Once the 
integrity is violated, the rituals would not be meaningful. 


511. What is demerit and merit karma? The God resides in all 
living beings and hence never think of giving pain to any 
living entity. Else this will bind you and follow with 
demerited influences. But if you give happiness to any 
living entity, itis asifa path ofmerited karmasince itis as 
if giving happiness the the God only. 


512. Has society cultivated merits and demerits? No, they are 
natural. 


513. One who is afraid in committing demerits is treading a 
path of great knowledge. 


514. The nature of merits is that it expends only. Even great 
quantities of ice get melted by its nature over the period. 


515. The greatest merited is one who does not astray on the 
wrong path of bad company. 


516. The company of bad people is worse than infectious 
diseases. Infectious diseases take only one life but the 
bad company astray one into infinite number of births. 


517. All pains in auspicious gatherings are worth but all 
pleasures in the company of inauspicious people are not. 


518. There is no objection in accompanying but there should 
notbe any wrong influences ofthe other. 


519. That which brings a fall from right path is bad company. 
Keep away from it, for'bad company’ is a'poison’. 


520. The auspicious company works well when one enjoys it 
convincingly as if with the best sensuous object. 
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521. When God has stated about the demerits of bad company, 
he does not do so with hatred for it. He does not speak of 
auspicious company as good with favourable attachment 
as well. He speaks dispassionately. The impact of bad 
company survives a long duration and hence it is guided 
to stick to auspicious company only. 


522. Auspicious company means being with the Enlightened 
One. He is with the absolute Truth and you are with Him! 


523. Whatis the difference between the Truth and 'truth'? The 
‘truth' of the lower world is relative and temporary 
whereas the higher Truth is permanent. 


524. Do not insist for relative truth, else you become 
perishable; but insist on absolute Truth for it is pure and 
imperishable. 


525. Be non-insistent in the pursuit of relative truth but insist 
for real Truth. 


526. The world is relative truth and the Self is the real Truth. 
The world is not illusory butitis relative truth. 


527. Truth means not to harm anyone with mind, behaviour 
or speech; not even to have bad thoughts for anyone. This 
is the greatest principle and the ultimate practical truth, 
yet notthe real Truth. 


528. One has to resolve to observe the practical truth 
perfectly. One who follows this practical truth, he can 
certainly follow the determinate absolute Truth. 


529. One who is desirous of knowing the Truth, he will realise 
the path of enlightenment in course of time. It is 
guaranteed by Enlightened One on behalf of God. 


530. One who has a convincing desire for liberation, he will 
find the way anyhow. 
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531. The worldly living without principles is unethical, 
whereas the way of principled living is ethical. The path 
of 'knowledge' of Enlightened liberating soul is beyond 
routine rules. 


532. Wherever there is 'doership' in any form in the world asa 
doer of Dharma, scriptures or scholarship etc., all may 
astray and get separated from the path of enlightenment. 


533. So long as there is doership, there is no spiritual 
awakening. Itisasleeping state only. 


534. That knowledge is extraordinary which roots out 
attachmentand hatred. 


535. Whatever Dharma followed to root out afflictions are 
paths of external nature. But final liberation is possible 
by spiritual awakening only. 


536. The path of liberation presupposes ‘consciousness and 
focus on one's own Self’. 


537. The worldly living is one sided and people do not have 
understanding of multi-sided dimension. When people 
understand the knowledge of multi-sided relativity 
(syadvada), the path of liberation follows. 


538. Good is 'one-sided' but purity is multisided. The 
multidimensional path means not insisting on one-sided 
truth but admitting multidimensional perspective for the 
path of liberation. The path of Enlightened dispassionate 
Ones is admitting multidimensional perspective. 


539. The truth of multidimensional perspective (syadvada) 
does not harm justified knowledge of any religion, nor 
does it directly pinpoint fault of any religion. 


540. The one-sided relative truth means following one's own 
point of view and justifying the same. But the 
multidimensional path encompassing all perspectives is 
the path ofan Enlightened dispassionate One. 
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541. The multidimensional perspective path (syadvada) 
admits both relativity and absolutism. 


542. The truth of multidimensional perspective (syadvada) 
states that listen to others’ standpoint putting aside your 
own position. 


543. The speech of spontaneity contains no egoism atall. 


544. Whatever the Enlightened One speaks is not 'his' speech 
but as if it is an original 'tape record’. For he does not 
speak with the sense of ownership ofthe words even fora 
second. Hence all clarifications follow automatically. 


545. 'The ownership of speech’ is a greatest egoism. The 
bodily ownership may normally remain, but the 'original 
Self' moves along with the speech. 


546. No one can imitate what is intransient and permanent in 
the world. Only what is relative and transient can be 
imitated. The world is following the momentary 
relativities. The speech can be recorded for it is transient; 
it has no qualities of intransient and unmoving 
consciousness. 


547. Cracking the changing truth by a changing truth, is the 
relative Dharma. 


548. What is changing by nature cannot become ‘unchanging’ 
and what is unchanging cannot become 'changing'. One 
has to remain in one's own innate unchanging nature of 
Self. 


549. The nature of Selfis stable and all else of moving nature is 
unstable. The whole world is full of the unmoving and 
moving things. One who can realise and differentiate the 
‘unmoving' can see the subtle difference of all that is 
‘moving’ as seen in the world. 


550. Wherever there are momentary changes, it is the world 
ofliving. 
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551. The more one is of unstable nature the more one will 
create confusions and puzzles. 


552. The nature of sticking material particles (pudgala) is 
changing one and nature of consciousness is unchanging. 
The more the instability, the more one is swayed by 
momentary material modifications and turns to the 
sticking worldly living. The more one remains steady and 
stable in one's own nature, the more one turns to 
spiritual awakening. 


553. Till one experiences the knowledge of the 'unmoving’, no 
oneis able to realise the spiritual awakening. 


554. Where there is not even a slight instability, it is the Truth 
of Enlightened dispassionate One. 


555. The knowledge that creates instability is a dangerous 
binding. 


556. The ‘binding’ is the result of ignorance and liberation is 
the fruit of 'knowledge’. 


557. One who is connected even a little with his mind, is in 
bondage. 


558. With ego-sense nothing is worth ‘doing’, and if you ‘do’, it 
only increases bondages. 


559. The world is both 'this is good’ and 'that is bad’. Both are 
bondages and the path of liberation is, knowing both as 
such and going beyond. 


560. One gets bound by emotive feelings (bhava) and not by 
substances (dravya). 


561. From the time one realises that 'lam in bondage’; itis the 
time when desire for freedom arises. 


562. The world stands on egoism; bondage is due to egoism. 
One can be free if one can stop egoism anyway. 
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563. 'lamsoandso'is your egoism. Where you are notand you 
get projected on it, that is the 'egoism’. If you remain in 
your own state of being, then you are in the nature of Self 
only. But when you imagine and project as 'I am so and 
so’, itis 'egoism’. 


564. One's whole living exists on egoism only. How to clear 
this? Meet the Enlightened One and open up fully; He will 
help you init. 


565. The temporary life follows egoism but one realises 
eternal life without egoism. Egoism is only in the nature 
of discharging like the unwinding of the string wound 
from the top (baby toy). 


566. Till you are in the ignorant state, you are in the nature of 
egoism. When one realises ‘knowledge’, there is 
awakening of self-consciousness. 


567. Owning as 'I am the doer of this’, arises the egoism, and 
owningas 'this is mine’ arises attachment. 


568. When one speaks 'J am' in one's own original nature, it is 
not egoism. But when one speaks 'I am' in extrinsic realm 
of nature, it is egoism and that ignorance obstructs 
awakening. 


569. This mind, body and speech nexus is controlled by 
natural order of ‘scientific circumstantial evidences’. 
When one owns it, itis egoism! 


570. Egoism is that keeps one away from God. The more the 
egoism increases, different corresponding terms like 
weirdness, proud, pompousness, egocentric, conceited 
conduct etc. get referred to it. The ego raises its head the 
moment one departs from God, even slightly. 


571. The karmic bondage is based upon egoism but not on any 
other actions. Egoism with determinations and in 
determinations creates binding of karmas. The way one's 
egoism is employed, thatis his karmic bondage. 
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572. The nature of pudgala (sticking material particles) is 
sliding downwards whereas the nature of Self is rising 
upwards for evolution. It is not the increase in weight but 
increase in egoism that leads one sliding downward. 


573. The 'pure egoism' and 'pure consciousness’ both are 
same. The former does not have evil material pudgala 
particles of anger and pride, greed and deceit. 


574. Where there is realising of Self, there are no anger and 
pride, greed and deceit; and where these exist, there is no 
spiritual awakening. 


575. Till there exists kasaya of anger and pride, greed and 
deceit, one has not realised a little bit of truth of 
dispassionate Enlightened Beings. 


576. The mildness of kasayas (‘passions' of anger and pride, 
greed and deceit) is known as Dharma and elimination of 
kasayas is 'knowledge’. If these 'passions' do not become 
mild then either it is the fault of dharma or one's own 
fault. Dharma is given by the dispassionate Enlightened 
One, soitcannot be called wrong. 


577. Non-kasayika (absence of anger and pride, greed and 
deceit) state is liberation! 


578. The greatest violence in the world takes place because of 
kasayas of anger and pride, greed and deceit. 


579. Nonviolence is a noblest pursuit. There is no 
possessiveness, no lies, no stealing or no impurity of 
conduct at allin nonviolence. 


580. If one realises the highest form of nonviolence, then even 
tiger forgets its violent nature in one's presence. 


581. The Enlightened dispassionate One says that one must 
seek nonviolence even in the midst of violence. Violence 
cannot be won over by violence and it can be won by 
nonviolence only. 
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582. Despite having all powers, one does not harm the other is 
known as nonviolence. 


583. The Enlightened dispassionate One states to exercise 
nonviolence against violence. Violence will end by 
nonviolence only and not by reacting with violence as 
such. 


584. There can be no enlightenment at all without the 
establishment of total nonviolence within oneself. No full 
awareness will arise in absence of nonviolence. 


585. When God resides in all living entities, to whom would 
one commit violence? 


586. If a person with sentiments of complete nonviolence 
strikes an arrow to someone, there may not be any harm. 
But the other is harmed when a person with sentiments 
of violence strikes even with flowers. The emotions of 
violence are more effective than an arrow anda flower. 


587. Intentional violence is injuring oneself through the 
bindings of karmas through one's anger and pride, greed 
and deceit. Hence one should pity oneself and exercise 
non-violence towards oneself first and then to all others. 


588. There is no power as nonviolence and no weakness as 
violence. 


589. Egoistic person is the weakest man in the world and 
egoless manis the most powerful one. 


590. Weakness is commensurate with misconceptions and 
one without misconceptions has no weakness. 


591. Worldly nature is nothing but full of weaknesses. 


592. Even in the state of ignorance one must protect the weak 
and fight the stronger ones; but people beat weaker ones 
again and again. 
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593. Only the Enlightened dispassionate One can permit 
getting harassed by weaker ones. 


594. Without shielding one must critically examine one's own 
weaknesses as they are, so that one's weaknesses get 
diminished. Not doing so is multiplying one's 
weaknesses. 


595. Everything is relative and its impacting on oneself is a 
great weakness. In reality one should not have any 
impact of any happening as such. 


596. People haven't 'known' anything; knowledge is that 
which eliminates all weaknesses. 


597. In this world one needs to understand only what is worth 
doing and what is not worth doing; what is worth 
knowing and whatis not worth knowing, 


598. What is important is to understand rather than 
intending. When one knows that ‘this is wrong’, is 
‘knowledge’. 


599. The worldly living is such that if one knows that 
something is wrong, there is aversion and if one knows 
that something is right then there is attachment. The 
Enlightened One limits in just 'knowing' wrong as wrong 
and that's the ‘knowledge’. 


600. ‘Understanding’ itself is the nature of conduct. Forceful 
teaching of conduct has no meaning in it. The egoistic 
says that he has applied in the conduct. But when there is 
understanding, it automatically follows in the behaviour. 


601. Dharma means giving happiness to the other living being 
in all respects and Adharma (irreligion) is giving pain to 
the other in all ways. 


602. Giving happiness to others is Dharma but the real 
Dharma is when one realises the Self-consciousness. 
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603. The nature of Dharma is of different types with subtypes 
as well. There is mental Dharma, intellectual Dharma etc. 
and finally one attains the ultimate Dharma on 
realisation of one's own Self. 


604. The authentic Dharma has no unconscious or illusory 
misconceptions in it. 


605. Not to appear ‘as it is' and to appear in different form is 
illusion. 


606. Misconceptions begin when one is allured by worldly 
living. When this allurement subsides, then one stands as 
one's true Self only. 


607. The worldly misconception is emotional mix of both 'I 
am doing’ and 'Iam knowing’. 


608. Misconception is when both truth and untruth carry 
equal weightage. 


609. The God is that who is fully independent and there is no 
one superior to Him. One who does not understand one's 
own dependence even, then how he is to realise his 
independence! 


610. As one is free to become a lawyer, one is free to become 
God as well. One who realises Godly qualities becomes 
God only. 


611. Divinity means keeping away from one's egoism and 
devoting to one's pure consciousness fully. Else both are 
separate. 


612. The God has not gone away but people have gone away. 
One feels for everything but not for God. If you have 
feeling for the God, then God is not far away. 


613. So many books are written to understand the God. But 
God is within you! 


614. The definition of God is not confined in words; it is 
deeper and subtle and itis a'mystery'. 
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615. There are two stages in Dharma: God and devotee. So 
long one lives in misconceptions, one is in the stage of 
devotee. As soon as One realises the Self, all 
misconceptions departand one realises the Godly stage. 


616. When there is self-realisation, one becomes the lord of 
totality and he is both God and devotee as well. Till self- 
realisation, one remains as a devotee only. 


617. One who seeks consciousness with full purity of heart 
and craves for no worldly objects, his quest gets fully 
realised in presence ofan Enlightened One. 


618. Devotional path means the Devotee and God are separate 
but the path of 'knowledge' is that wherein one realises 
that 'lam God myself". 


619. As long as one's Self is not understood as God, one does 
notrealise divinity. 


620. There are two paths to realise God, one is indirect 
devotion and second is direct devotion. In indirect 
devotion one's inner modifications do not identify with 
God. In the direct devotion the inner modifications 
constantly identify with God. The direct devotion does 
not begin without acquaintance with an Enlightened 
One. 


621. To become the true devotee, one may begin with praying 
gods in temples. Then slowly and steadily one remains 
God-centred and progressing further one regards one's 
Self as God and one becomes devotee in true sense. And 
when the Self is directly realised as God, one becomes 
God only! 


622. The true devotee is neither self-indulgent nor a sectarian 
or confined only toa particular visioning. He doesn't have 
clashes or ill feelings for others and not harbouring pains 
within at all. 
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623. Devotion is of two types: one is for realising knowledge 
i.e. devotion prior to realising one's Self; second is 
devotion after knowing one's Self, which leads to 
liberation. 


624. Devotion means right to demand everything and 
‘knowledge’ means nothing to be demanded. 


625. Difference in search of God as 'You' the God and 'I' the 
devotee, have made us devotee forever. Really speaking 
one has to feel 'I[am' everywhere. 


626. There is no devotion without ‘knowledge’, all else are 
prayers. True devotion takes place through the vision of 
‘knowledge’. 


627. The devotion to consciousness starts after one's Self is 
enlightened. With such devotion the obstructions fall 
apart and visioning become clearer progressively. 
Devotion to an Enlightened One leads in awakening one's 
conscious state of being. 


628. The nature of pudgala (material body) is devotional one 
and for that one has to only remove the weirdness and 
mistakes lying within. 


629. 'Wrong belief' leads to indirect devotion and ‘right 
belief' leads to direct devotion. 


630. When one becomes conscious of one's own Self, the 
world is clearly understood. Man is laden with number of 
‘wrong beliefs’; e.g. 'I am so and so' or 'I am father of so 
and so' and so many likewise. 


631. One who owns 'wrong belief, is caught in it. 


632. 'Wrong beliefs’ are countless whereas 'right belief’ is 
only one, but one is not aware about this. 


633. When 'wrong belief’ is so much influencing then what to 
say about the influences of 'right belief"! 
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634. Where there is an absence of 'wrong belief’, there is 
presence of 'right belief". 


635. The thoughts of doing good give sweet fruits and 
thoughts of doing bad, results in bitter fruits. Godly status 
comes when one goes above both kinds of feelings. 


636. When you do not need a ‘liking’ taste, then there is no 
‘non-liking' objectat all. 


637. One must praise the other for whom one has a dislike! If 
one feels attracted for someone, one must examine it 
right and left in details. The Enlightened One has 
remedies for all the ailments. 


638. The emotional feelings arising through ignorance need 
to be critically examined through ‘knowledge’. Then only 
one can progress on spiritual path. 


639. Where there is misconception there is liking and 
disliking. Where there is 'right knowledge’ there is no 
liking or disliking. 


640. Misconception is to admit happiness in momentary 
objects and not considering eternal happiness of 
knowing one's Self. 


641. The worldly living consists in numerous misconceptions. 
These may be of different types like 'Iam so and so’, 'I!am 
father or this or that of x, y, z' etc. and number of such 
identities in ignorance. The collection of misconceptions 
is an illusory state (mithyatva). It further becomes 
reinforcement for ‘illusory perception’ which when 
further owned being a preceptor, leads to earn darker 
existence. 


642. To consider non-self as Self and Self as not-self, is intense 
misconception. 


643. Whenever one refers as 'I am, I am’, is all misconception 
and then follows 'this is mine’. No such beliefs remain 
when one realises one as pure Self. 


The Self Enlightening Dictums of Dada Bhagwan 
Be [e (e J [e 


644. 'Iamsoandso' is a wrong visioning and 'I have done this' 
isa wrong knowledge. 


645. What is the difference between vision and 'knowledge'? 
Knowledge is a special quality of vision. When vision and 
knowledge go together, it is known as ‘conduct’. One 
understands with vision and explains it to others is 
‘Knowledge’. 


646. Vision means 'belief'. Good vision is 'right belief' and bad 
visionis 'wrong belief". 


647. Seeing generally is vision and seeing particularly is 
‘knowledge’. 


648. The reasoning factor for 'bondage' is ignorance and 
‘knowledge' is the reasoning factor for liberation. 


649. The direct realisation is real 'knowledge’. Unreal 
knowledge is that which is indirect one and is called 
‘ignorance’. The validity of ‘knowledge’ consists in its 
direct realisation. 


650. Knowledge means to realise one's Self substantially; not 
to know thus is ignorance! 


651. The knowledge of material world is called ‘ignorance’ 
and the enlightened knowledge of Self is real 
‘knowledge’. For, the pure knowledge of the Self 
presupposes knowledge of both 'Selfand non-Self". 


652. Ignorance is also one kind of revelation, as it reveals 
physical happiness; and 'Knowledge' indicates 
enlightened real happiness. 


653. That which gives result is 'knowledge' and that which 
does not give results, itis dry knowledge. 


654. 'Vision' is understanding and ‘knowledge’ is 
experiencing. 


655. What one understands oneself is 'vision' and when one 
can explain it to others is ‘knowledge’. 
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656. One may not have ‘knowledge’ but when one determines 
not to allow any ‘leakage’ by expressing oneself, he 
realises. He is consciously careful not to permit oneselfa 
little bit leakage’ anywhere. Itis known as ‘penance’. 


657. ‘Knowledge’ is revelation. If one does penance after 
revelation, one gets liberation. One gets this physical 
body as a result of performing of penance through 
ignorance. For, it is mind that exercises penance and its 
result is material. 


658. Be careful in the modern times of Kaliyuga. Endure 
difficulties that stand before, and it is penance itself. 
Don't invite unnecessary hardships for the sake of doing 
a penance. 


659. If itis in your nature, you sacrifice, if itis in your nature, 
you do penance or recitations for God. But so long as you 
haven't realised the Self, everything is in vain. 


660. Where there is liberation, there are no hardships; where 
there are hardships there is no liberation. Hardships are 
unnecessary insistence. 


661. There may be material objects in your mind but when 
you do notspoil your intentions any time, itis penance. 


662. To remain in the state of equipoise in miseries, is 
penance. 


663. To the extent one seeks consolation, correspondingly the 
penance becomes lesser effective. 


664. To endure unpleasant events through equitable state of 
mind, is penance. 


665. The consciousness is non-objective whereas sacrifice 
and penance are object related. Self has its own nature, 
unrelated to objects at all. 


666. The state of passion is when one either becomes 'above 
normal' or'belownormal'in any material modifications. 
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667. Passions are when one identifies with mind, body and 
speech in unison with oneself, otherwise it is not passion. 


668. Sensual pleasures are not poisonous per se, but over- 
indulgence is poisonous, so beware. 


669. One who determines that 'this is female’ is the disease of 
male-hood and one who determines that 'this is male’ is 
the disease of female-hood. Absence of such sicknesses is 
liberation. 


670. The moment when one confronts sensuality is the 
beginning of non-sensuality. 


671. There is no harm in being with a woman, but attraction of 
sight is risky and one has to shelve it through opposite 
resolutions. 


672. Hunger is containing means for the satiating pains 
within, as all hungers of senses are. But people are mad 
after that. Hence remain in limits with 'normalcy' and 
don'tbe self-indulgent. 


673. You are permitted to enjoy what is your rightful 
possession. But enjoying what is not rightful possession 
is a great bondage. It spoils one's cycle of births 
repeatedly. Butif one repents, the binding get loosened. 


674. Humanity exists till one does not enjoy unrightful 
sensual pleasures. 


675. Nothing binds that muchas unrightful sensual pleasures. 


676. Unrightful carnal pleasure is the cause of direct hellish 
sufferings. 


677. Wherever there is attraction there is infatuation. What is 
needed is to apply the vision of purity of consciousness to 
such lustful objects. 


678. All passionate attractions are nothing but dirt. 
Remember the Self alone, which is not an object as such. 
All other memories of objects are passions only. 
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679. No object attracts the ‘Enlightened One’. Is there 
anything more powerful than Him? 


680. One has to satisfy one's hunger by eating and not for 
‘taste’; if one seeks ‘taste’, it will be a painful cause. The 
whole world suffers three kinds of carnal pains (male, 
female, neuter). 


681. One could remain free in this world, had there not been 
the three kinds of carnal pains. Had these been 
considered as mere needs for satisfaction, there was no 
difficulty; but these are in the nature of pains. 


682. These basic cravings namely relating female, male and 
neuter are only worth winning in this world. Winning 
these carnal pains is winning the world! 


683. When one has won over the carnal pleasures, one attains 
Godhood; and the one who has stuck with it, directly goes 
to hell. 


684. One's conviction about pleasure as lying with sensual 
objects is the root ofignorance about carnal cravings. 


685. One needs to make strong resolve of not to fall prey to 
sensuous pleasures. The fault is not that one falls despite 
the resolve, but the fault lies when one does not make a 
resolve atall and falls prey to it. 


686. What kind of strong resolve one makes while passing 
through a very narrow lane in sea, where one could 
possibly fall down from either side in the sea? A similar 
resolve once made for not falling prey to carnal desires 
keeps one conscious ceaselessly. 


687. Even if one becomes weak after making a resolve, one 
must repeat the decision insistently; without 
withdrawing. Speaking negatively shatters the inner 
potential ofan established Self. 
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688. True determination is that which remains intact till the 
end of realization of goal. Then one can seek the way 
ahead and nature provides appropriate links and 
timings. If the determination is made discontinuously 
then the result will be there, butin pieces. 


689. Would accident happen if one starts the journey on time 
or late? How can one be sure of it? Then why to mutter if 
journey starts late? One has to just determine that 'I want 
to start on time’, then leave it whatever happens. 


690. It is your determinations only which would fructify, 
nothing else is to be done. 


691. Determination itselfis human effort (purusartha). 


692. Purusartha (human effort) is that which always gets 
fructified. 


693. 'Destiny' is what circumstances come together and beget 
as an effect. At this point, what one does through 
meditation within is ‘purusartha’' (human effort). 


694. Human efforts are of two kinds; misconceived effort ofan 
ignorant one and conscious effort of an ‘Enlightened 
One’. 


695. The worldly human effort itself is destiny. To follow the 
profession, to preach, to listen to the discourse etc. are 
the realising means of destinies. Wherever there is 
dependence, itis destiny. 


696. From the conception in the womb to the tomb, 'whatever 
one does ' is destiny and itis necessarily compulsory. 


697. Whatever is done whether rightly or wrongly in the 
whole world is subject to destiny. 
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698. One has to observe what ‘one’ is doing and it is an 
authentic purusartha (human effort). Then what is the 
illusory human effort? It is what types of intensions or 
non-intentions existed while doing the same. In 
authentic human effort, there is just 'knower and seer' 
relationship. 


699. While enjoying the fruits of destiny the seeds of human 
efforts are sown within because there is the cognition as 
‘Tam the doer". Else one just enjoys destiny and gets free 
ofit. 


700. When one donates, it is destiny, but at the time of 
donating what kind of intentions were there, is human 
effort. 


701. Gross circumstances are illusory, subtle circumstances 
are mechanical and speech circumstances are in 
recording form. It means all actions of body, mind and 
speech are 'scientific circumstantial evidences’ and one's 
Self is independent. One's Self is different, so take a turn 
(don't own the activities of mind-body-speech nexus and 
do not get subjected to duality feelings). Do not panic 
even if some action of mind-body-speech nexus takes 
place, just look in to improving your intents. 


702. The positive human effort is 'to cultivate higher and good 
feelings’. It is an evolutionary step. Negative human 
effort is contrary to it; it takes one downwards. The real 
human effort is where one acts from the 'knowledge of 
self-consciousness'. 


703. One has to look positively. The world is on the both 
positive and negative ways. The nature will turn even its 
negativity into positivity sooner or later. Then why 
should we not cooperate in remaining ‘positive’ always? 


704. More time is wasted in correcting the ‘negative’ than 
doing ‘positive’ which automatically takes one further 
ahead. Then why to waste time in improving 
negativities? 
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705. There are only two things: 'positive' and ‘negative’. Ifyou 
keep ‘negative’, to whom nature will 'help'? There should 
be no 'negative' in our ‘dictionary’. 


706. Enlightened One wins negativity through positivity. 


707. The negative cannot be positive and positive cannot be 
negative because both are the dualities. The Self is 
beyond dualities. 


708. All power exists in affirmation and there is a great 
weakness in negation. 


709. The worldly activity is obstructed because of the word 
‘No’. 


710. Those who say 'No' favour the material world and those 
who say 'Yes' favour the realm ofliberation. 


711. Liberation is where there is no superior and no 
‘underhand'; where there is no negative effect 
whatsoever. Remaining in constant bliss is liberation. 


712.'The absence of worldly misery' is termed as the 
beginning of liberation and spontaneous happiness is 
second and the final liberation. 


713. Freedom from ignorance is the state preceding 
liberation, followed by an authentic ultimate liberation. 


714. The aspiring will for liberation is true when itis constant. 
On one hand one desires liberation and on the other hand 
harbours the worldly desires too. This leads to the 
confusion of the two and diluting the original higher 
spiritual intention. This is why, the aspiration should be 
uninterrupted and pure. 


715. In Indian living there is murmuring and fretting on one 
side and there is the idea of liberation unique to it as well! 
However, the liberating status exists beyond all dualistic 
clashes and conflicts. 
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716. Liberation is not difficult but it is the worldly life which is 
more difficult. 


717. Continue the worldly life through the means of the world 
and discriminate 'your Self' as seer and knower. 


718. Liberation does not come, but it is to be understood. The 
Self itself is an acme of liberation, but one is not aware of 
it. 


719.'One' has not to move towards liberation but it is 
‘understanding’ one's 'own' Self nature as itis. 


720. Liberation is only changing a perspective. 


721. So long as there is no perspective of purity of self- 
consciousness, all isa worldly existence. 


722. No one can cross the world by worldly view. It is only the 
‘Enlightened One' whose vision helps crossing the world. 


723. The commoners' worldly perspective is that which 
believes the Southern direction as Northern one! 


724. If there is 'Self' in one's perspective then one becomes 
'God' and if one sees someone as ‘nephew’, one 
automatically becomes ‘uncle’ in the perspective of the 
other one! 


725. Liberation means pure visioning and bondage means 
impure visioning. The faulty visioning brings with it 
quarrels and differences of opinions. 


726. People know about the differences in the world and also 
that body and soul are different. However, no one knows 
the subtlety behind the difference. It is only the 
discriminating knowledge of Self and not-Self which is 
the key in unravelling this difference. 


727. Even great saints do not know the secrecy of worldly 
differences; itis known to an'Enlightened One' only. 
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728. When the puzzle of the world is solved, one remains ina 
meditative state within. 


729. The final station of the world is spontaneity of 
meditation. 


730. The God exists in both men and women; this is for one 
who keeps oneself apart and observes with distinctive 
vision of God. 


731. The whole world is innocent. If you know the God within, 
everyone is innocent. The Self exists in everyone in its 
pristine pure nature only. 


732. 'So and so' is male and at the same time Self exist as a 
divinity within. Itis a pair of man and God together. 


733. More the egoism, farther is the God. 


734. When egoism of understanding gets puffed up, it is a 
risky ignorance. Egoism can be melted by true 
‘knowledge’ only. 


735. When there is no craving for anything in the world, one 
becomes God, provided it does not cause bloating of one's 
egoism! 


736. True understanding lessens the egoism, it does not 
lessen by misunderstanding. 


737. Where there is bloating egoism, it is a state of total 
‘ignorance of Self’. 


738. When someone says that 'you are wrong’, then one 
understands the egoism underlying within. 


739. 'That which makes you egoistic', is not the knowledge of 
an Enlightened One. 


740. When all sorts of egoism depart, the infinite power 
manifests. 
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741. There are three kinds of addictions: stupor of sensuous 
desires, of wine and of bloated egoism fretting 'I’; 'I' 'and 
myself"! 


742. One knows nothing yet makes boasting of knowledge 
and it is a great disease. In fact, when one realises 
‘knowledge’, he plays with 'self-consciousness' and not 
with worldly games. 


743. Ego is not an object; it is what one believes as 'I am this or 
that’. But when one realises the purity of Self, one realises 
the absence of egoism. 


744. There is no liberation without total melting of egoism. 
The beginning of egoism is the starting point of bondage, 
and all worldly trappings subsist so long as egoism 
survives. Egoism is not-Self, and itis 'auto-conceiving’. 


745. Liberation follows when egoism and attachment leave. 


746. Egoism dies and egoism lives, but people say that 'I am 
dying’! The nature of Self and not-Self are totally different 
and they exist at their respective places; the ego comes in 
between. 


747. Egoism means living as imaginative entity outside one's 
own true nature. 


748. The knowledge which lessens the egoism is the 
knowledge of Enlightened dispassionate Ones. Godly 
precepts help in lessening the ego. The bloating of 
egoism isa great misery! 


749. Whatever actions that one does in the world, is 
misconception. It is only when 'self-awakening' takes 
place that removes misconception. 


750. Whatever actions are done with projected beliefs, are 
bound to give results. Donations or bad names both bear 
results. 
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751. The function of Self is to know 'who' does these worldly 
activities. The performing of the worldly action is not in 
the hands of Self. The 'action' is merely an instrument and 
once the goalis achieved, it is to be left aside. 


752. Any action is binding. Ifyou seek the path of liberation, do 
not fall for actions. 


753. If one wants to remain active and wander in the world 
then he must keep aside the knowledge of natural order! 
If one wants to get liberation and be free from actions, 
one has to follow the knowledge of orderly nature. 


754. Both merit and demerit are fruits of actions. Only 
liberation is the fruit of 'absence of action’. 


755. What are merits and demerits? Although there is no one 
operating the world, the circumstances arising from 
merits and demerits run this world. 


756. The Enlightened One does not engage in any action 
whatsoever, with a sense of doership. 


757. The merited actions have made man wander in the 
world. Because of merits, sensuous pleasures follow and 
then deceit for more and more enjoyment cravings take 
place. With deceit and revenge the cycle of worldly life 
continues accordingly. 


758. The merit and demerit both are 'files' (karmic accounts), 
the merit karmas make you slothful whereas demerit 
keeps youalert. 


759. When one can go beyond Dharma? When the pardoning 
qualities have arisen. 


760. The Enlightened One pardons spontaneously; he does 
not have to strive for it. Spontaneous pardoning is a 
quality arising in ultimate state of spiritual advancement. 
There isa purity of love in this spontaneity of pardon. 
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761. True pardoning is not an oral statement; it is a 
spontaneous inner experience of self-realization. 


762. The Enlightened One spontaneously pardons even those 
who are worth punishing. He does not wait for someone 
to seek the pardon. Where there is spontaneous 
pardoning, the people become pure. 


763. The discrimination is that which grasps what is the 
essence and non-essence. One who does not know what 
is good and bad is nothumanatall. 


764. When there is discrimination of good and bad, it gives 
rise to ascetic state. Without the basement of asceticism, 
there isno meaning in any sacrificing. 


765. The discriminatory knowledge of Self and not-Self, ‘this 
is mine’ and 'this is others’; is a liberating path. 


766. A good communion is where there is union of positivities, 
whereas the union of negativities leads to pains. 


767. The seekers do not forget the good communion which 
they experienced as for their spiritual welfare; they fully 
devote and do not lose such opportunity in vain. 


768. One who wants a good communion, he always gets. 


769. One must seek the company of good people. It is not 
worth to be with evil minded ones. 


770. The nature of Self is non-attached one. One which 
prevents this experience is a bad company. 


771. That which intoxicates our mind and reflective 
consciousness is the bad company; the good company 
calms the same. 


772. The wayward paths are attractive, but the path of 
liberation does notattract. 
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773. If the reflective consciousness (citta) accompanies the 
rightful spouse, it is worthwhile morally. But when it 
wanders elsewhere, it is a weird citta. When it follows an 
Enlightened One it becomes divine. 


774. Only the citta (reflective consciousness) is to be purified. 
Mind has never got defiled; its nature is only indicating 
good as well as bad. It is the citta that keeps wandering 
here and there. 


775. Godly consciousness is lost in God and worldly people 
are lostin worldly people. Company of God is blissful. 


776. Where there is the joy of material nature, it is world; and 
where there is the joy of Self, itis liberation. 


777. The joy of ignorant one arises from mesmerizing worldly 
life. 


778. Peace is the nature of mind and bliss is the nature of Self. 


779. If one identifies with the mind, one may be unhappy or 
happy. But when one does not identify with either of 
them, itis astate of supreme bliss. 


780. When one feels at ease in all surroundings, it is the state 
of ‘knowledge’. Inner bliss remains the same despite all 
changes outside. 


781. The joy of egoism and attachment is momentary but the 
joy of knowledge of 'original substance' is eternal. 


782. When there remains no expectation for anything, it is an 
unconditional bliss. 


783. Where there is a talk of Selfand God, there is a blissful joy; 
for it has no worldly tinge and no craving for any 
qualifications. 


784. As you enjoy earning the money, you must enjoy while 
expending as well. Make no complains for expenses as 
well. 
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785. When one gives one's own belongings to the other, it is 
blissful; but generally people learn the art of snatching 
away! 


786. The unhappy people alone give pain to others. Happy 
people give happiness to others. 


787. God wishes that one must utilise one's body-mind- 
speech and the established being for the good of others 
and one will never get unhappiness anytime. 


788. Don't do anything for yourself; if one acts for the people, 
there will be nothing to do for oneself thence on. 


789. The beginning of Dharma starts with ‘obliging nature’. 


790. Itis not that one can oblige by money only! That depends 
on ability of the giver. One has to feel always how to 
oblige. 


791. It is enough if there is honesty and mutual obliging 
nature. 


792. It is a unique privilege of man to make mutual 
obligations. 


793. The higher achievements materialise when there is no 
selfishness for one's relatives and there are obliging 
sentiments for the others. 


794. Two types of people have no worry in the world, the 
Enlightened Ones and the altruistic ones. 


795. Worry is the greatest seed of the worldly existence, for 
worry is the 'greatest egoism'. When egoism is gone then 
worry also departs. 


796. Worries exist only for those who are name oriented, but 
not for those oriented in the pure consciousness. 


797. When worries get over, one begins the liberating path of 
Godly realisation. 
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798. When worry starts then be sure that the action will be 
spoiled. When there is no worry, it is assured that 
nothing is to get spoiled. It is the worry that obstructs 
actions. 


799. Even when one person in the family is worrisome, it 
impacts on others. 


800. Where one can remain worry-free in worrisome 
circumstances, it is a path of spiritual science. But 
generally, people sit on easy-chair and look uneasy! 


801. When the modifications of non-Self (sticky pudgala 
material particles) are considered as one's own, the 
worry starts. 


802. Worry destroys the power of understanding. 


803. Even when aman enquires with his family members, and 
ask them that “should he worry for them?” They too 
would say, “Don't worry about us”! But the man 
continues to worry! 


804. The whole life of man is lived with anxiety and 
restlessness. The God also says 'when he worries for 
himself then lethim continue to worry'! 


805. One who worries, does not believe in God and one who 
believes in God, does not worry. 


806. If God had name, we would call him respectfully as Mr. 
God. But 'God' is only adjective, because he has Godly 
traits. 


807. God does not do anything but the mind- body -speech 
nexus would do anything. 


808. How can body become God? Body is a temple and God is 
within it. 


809. 'The Enlightened One' is an unconditional absolute state 
of being. Even to give him an adjective of God is lessening 
his status. 
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810. People say God is pervasive all over the world. Then 
where to seek him? Wherever there is creature, the God 
exists therein and notanywhere else. 


811. When personality steadily blossoms and blossoms fully 
in realising the divine status, it is the Supreme Godly 
State as such. 


812. The world exists because of wrong belief. When this 
wrong beliefturns otherwise, one becomes Godly. 


813. When the belief becomes steady as 'I am so and so’, the 
worldly life begins. 


814. One who has no mental afflictions at all, his worldly life 
ends. 


815. Absence of evil sentiments is liberation only. 


816. Some misconception remains, hence there are afflictions. 
These afflictions can be solved by intelligence and may 
notneed the enlightened 'knowledge’. 


817. One who has removed misconceptions, is awakened! 
818. One whocan remove the misconceptions becomes Godly. 


819. One would easily meet fault finding people but would not 
meeta fault remover. 


820. The mistakes the world cannot see are revealed by 
consciousness. When one gets identified with the mind, it 
is also revealed by consciousness and verily that is Soul. 


821. No one can ever speak that there is no mistake with 
oneself. It is only when absolute consciousness is 
realised, there remains no mistake. 


822. To find faults with others is binding one with karmas, but 
when one sees one's own faults, it is liberation from 
karma. 
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823. Evil meditation is that when we establish someone 
innocentas offender. 


824. Realising one's faults is as if removing the faults. The 
liberating path is examining one's own faults and worldly 
path is finding faults with others. 


825. One who is feeling happiness in the world, need to follow 
the path of good meditation whereas one who does not 
find any pleasure in the world needs to take the path of 
pure-Self meditation. 


826. When one feels unhappy it is arta-dhyana (self-inflicting 
meditation). If one is contemplating doing harm on 
others is a raudra-dhyana (evil meditation). If one 
contemplates giving happiness to others and remains 
self-contented despite limited means, is called dharma- 
dhyana (auspicious meditation). 


827. The worldly living gets multiplied by arta-dhyana and 
raudra-dhyana. The worldly existences reduce through 
dharma-dhyana and liberation takes place through 
Sukla-dhyana (remain steady in one's own purity of 
consciousness). 


828. Dharma is that which closes arta-dhyana and raudra- 
dhyana. Adharma is that which keeps continuing arta- 
dhyana and raudra-dhyana. 


829. Lesser is arta-dhyana and raudra-dhyana, lesser remains 
the obstructions in worldly living. 


830. One who keeps on fretting one's own miseries to others is 
arta-dhyana, that which creates miseries for other is 
raudra-dhyana and that which stops both is dharma- 
dhyana. The means that help stopping it, is also dharma- 
dhyana. 


831. So long one has not come across Enlightened One, only 
arta-dhyana and raudra-dhyana takes place; to save 
oneself from it, one is advised to follow dharma-dhyana. 
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832.To consider happiness and unhappiness in 
circumstances is arta-dhyana. When one feels unhappy 
in absence of the liked world of objects or one becomes 
happy when gets the object one likes; both are arta- 
dhyana. 


833. The greatest Dharma is discontinuing of raudra-dhyana 
and arta-dhyana. 


834. The restraint is that where there is no arta-dhyana and 
raudra-dhyana. 


835. The realising of consciousness is that which does not 
drive one towards arta-dhyana and raudra-dhyana. 


836. Worrying that today one is not going to get food, is arta- 
dhyana and worrying about it over a long period is 
raudra-dhyana. 


837. Whatever one is driven to do for the good of others, is 
dharma-dhyana. 


838. Arta-dhydna is cornering favourable circumstances and 
pleasures; and also when pushing unfortunate 
circumstances and miseries. 


839. Dharma-dhyana is that which does not have any distaste 
towards any instrumental means. 


840. Dharma is a secret path which no one knows. Dharma- 
dhyana does not take place by going to temples or 
reading scriptures. It depends upon where one's citta 
(reflective consciousness) and its modifications veer 
around. 


841. The 'right Vision’ (samyaktva) is the result of observing 
dharma-dhyana. 


842. One must know the way of knowing one's own self for 
one does not realise liberating freedom without it. If 
knowing that is still far away then one must concentrate 
on dharma-dhyana. If it is not learnt, the human birth is 


meaningless. 
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843. Dharma-dhyana is a means of indirect liberation and 
Sukla-dhyana (remaining steady in one's own purity of 
consciousness) is a means of realising of direct 
liberation. 


844. Whatever one does to prevent the forms of evil 
meditative state, is dharma-dhyana. 


845. In pursuing sensuous objects, the sentiments of 
attachment and aversion arise. Hence learn to cultivate 
tolerance without blaming anyone for their negative 
approaches. This is dharma-dhyana. 


846. Painful experience is the absence of happiness and its 
consequences are known as arta- dhyana. 


847. Striving to realise true 'knowledge' result in non- arising 
of arta-dhyana and raudra- dhyanas. It prevents the 
bindings of karmas in worldly living. 


848. Super-projection of identity takes place in all forms of 
meditation except Sukla-dhyana and that leads to worldly 
living. 


849. Sukla-dhydna is that in which one established in the state 
of purity of consciousness can see the world as it is, and 
can clearly differentiate the Visioning of ‘relative’ and 
real’. 


850. Where mind and Self get identified spontaneously 
without any awareness is arta-dhydana. The moment one 
becomes separate and conscious of arta-dhyana, it is 
merely mind andits modifications. 


851. That which sheds and melts the sticky material karma 
particles is sukla-dhyana and it leads to liberation. The 
power of merits arising on shedding and melting of sticky 
material particles is dharma-dhyana. It earns 
‘punyanubandhi-punya' wherein the merits keep on 
multiplying. 
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852. When dharma-dhyana remains in physical living then 
Sukla-dhyana exists in spiritual awakening. 


853. Applying purity of consciousness (Suddha-upayoga) 
means visioning in others that body and consciousness 
are separate. Sukla-dhyana essentially is experiencing all 
time as 'I am purity of consciousness’. 


854. When one can experience purity of consciousness in 
oneself and in others, it is pure application of 
consciousness. 


855. In Ssukla-dhyana one starts looking at the world 
innocently. In dharma-dhyana the other person seems 
faulty and still one admits him as innocent. He knows that 
the other is only circumstantial evidence and that it is 
because of rising of his own Karma that he has 
encountered the other. 


856. Sukla-dhyana is the direct cause of liberation and 
dharma-dhyana is the indirect cause of liberation, arta- 
dhyana is the cause of realm of creatures and raudra- 
dhyana is the cause of hellish path. 


857. Sukla-dhyana is meditating on the essential form of 
reality and that meditation is spontaneous. In 
application of pure consciousness, one must put effort 
with self-awakening. 


858. The purity of consciousness consists in knowing at a 
time, who am IJ, who does it, what is all these, who is the 
doer, what are the circumstantial evidences etc. One 
must put such effort in self-awakening. 


859. Nothing of the world concerns the person who strives 
and aims at application of pure consciousness. 


860. When one's all desires become light and mild, then one 
can apply pure consciousness of oneself. 
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861. The knowledge of all living entities is centred in one's 
own Self (atman) only. But the real 'knowledge' is that 
which can see the egoism and all that as 'knowables' only. 
Though it is a partial knowledge but it is a beginning of 
application of purity of consciousness. Where there is 
realisation of ‘knowledge’, there is always application of 
purity of consciousness partially or fully. 


862. Absolute knowledge consists in applying the purity of 
consciousness fully. 


863. ‘Iam so and so' means applying a mix of good and bad 
application of consciousness. Remaining steady as 'Iam 
purity of consciousness’ is its pure application state. The 
established (pratisthita) self in the world arises because 
of the mix of good and bad application of consciousness. 


864. One seeking the path of enlightened dispassionate ones 
must follow the auspicious application rather than 
inauspicious one. If he seeks liberation then he must 
apply purity of consciousness always. 


865. Application of purity of consciousness vision is the path 
of divinity. The status of Pure Consciousness of Being is 
Divinity Incarnate. 


866. Application of purity of consciousness vision is an 
awakening path. 


867. The power of pure consciousness arises commensurate 
with extent of its application. Total arising of power of 
pure consciousness means realising the divinity. 


868. One who desists from applying his consciousness in the 
realm of material reality (non-self), is as if not remaining 
in the world. The Enlightened One does not live in the 
mundane world and oneis liberated with His grace. 


869. The Enlightened One never wastes his time in counting of 
material worldly interests or money. For him this is 
wasting application of consciousness, for he has no such 
limited interestatall. 
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870. People live for two aims. One living for realising the 
purity of consciousness only, but this is rare. The 
commoners live for worldly goals, thinking about riches 
all the time. 


871. When can one achieve the ultimate state of meditation? 
When one keeps apart one's dearest belongings. 


872. The wealth is limited and people seek unlimited wealth! 


873. One requires wealth as one requires food and relieving 
oneself daily. It is like relieving is natural and earning is 
also natural. 


874. Earning is human responsibility in reflecting as to how to 
use it. One should be happy while expending that it is a 
circumstantial opportunity of paying back. Earning is 
liability and spending is its settlement. 


875. One must not be conscious that spending would leave 
him penniless. It is an opportune circumstance that 
makes one free from greedy nature and prepare one to 
give again and again. 


876. Control the expenses in wrongful ways and decontrol 
while expending for worthwhile purposes. 


877. Money is obstructed till one keeps desires for earning. 
When one becomes indifferent to money, it pours 
abundantly. 


878. Desiring itself is subjecting oneselfto dependence. 


879. No onecan be considered as God, till he suffers even from 
insignificant desires. 


880. The pudgala (sticky worldly particles) cause desires, and 
hence one cannot stop it. 


881. Desires arise because one is indeterminate in resolution. 
The material desires keep surfacing because one has not 
repented aboutit. 
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882. So long one has a material desire as though very subtle, 
one cannot have self-realisation. 


883. Desire do not leave till one has realised 'knowledge’. 


884. Obstructions exist because of desires. The lesser and 
lesser the desires, the obstructions break apart and 
helpful liberal showering of all your material needs take 
place. 


885. The Enlightened One has no obstructions because he 
always remains ina desireless state. 


886. The Enlightened has the only remnant desire, that too for 
welfare of the world! 


887. Man is God only because he can manifest infinite 
potentiality of consciousness. But desires limit him as 
man only. His desires obstruct in realising his supreme 
potentialities. 


888. What is the distance between the Self and liberation? It is 
as muchas the obstructions of his worldly desires. 


889. If one expresses negatively, one is obstructed. The 
positive way is always open and clear, creating no 
obstructions. 


890. We are pure consciousness and obstructions are all 
material. Ultimately victory lies in consciousness only. 


891. The nature of consciousness is that which is not seen by 
eyes and not listened by ears. Seeing films and listening 
to records etc. do not have the nature of consciousness. 
Divine eyes are required in realising consciousness. 


892. The Selfis ofthe nature of consciousness and even any of 
its qualities cannot be imitated. Whatever is imitated 
belongs to sticky material particles of the world. Speech 
is only a material tape record; thought is also a material 
discharge. All that discharges is material only. 
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893. 'I am the doer of all and everything’, is a misconception 
with people. In fact, all are being discharged but one is 
notconscious of this due to absence ofself-realisation. 


894. The misconception of 'I am so and so' only charges. This 
charging can be over only when one becomes conscious 
of 'wholam',asitis. 


895. All that is experienced through five senses is discharging 
only. Itis due to one's merits when something happens as 
desired but one owns it as 'I did it’. But if there is a loss 
then one blames God or sometimes blames extra- 
terrestrial causes. 


896. 'Charging' is the union of circumstances and 
‘discharging’ is the separation of circumstances. 


897. That which one has to do compulsorily without liking is 
‘discharging’. 


898. When mind and reflective consciousness (citta) get 
discharged, commoners believe it as charging. Hence one 
tries to stabilise one's mind and citta. But this is in vain. 


899. So long as one is conscious of 'doership', charging takes 
place. In self-realising path, the 'doership' is an 
obstruction. The 'knowledge' from an Enlightened One 
replaces one's 'doership' by an understanding of the 
authentic nature of the reality of Self. Then all charging 
gets stopped and only theatre of dealings with 
discharging remains. 


900. When charging of karma stops, the new worldly binding 
stops. Unless one is enlightened with grace of an 
Enlightened Being and follows His precepts, the sense of 
‘doership' continues to stick like a glue. 


901. When karmic charging stops, it opens the way for 
liberation. 


902. The karmic ‘discharging’ in itself is valueless but the kind 
of contemplative approach adopted during discharging 
has significance in new karmic 'charging’. 
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903. Karmic Causal charging is always meant for its effect 
discharging. 


904. Where one is not planning or designing, it is purely 
‘discharging’. Planning involves ‘charging’ but 
discharging is automatic in nature. There is no scope for 
unhappiness in it. 


905. No one is the 'doer' in the world. Where one considers 
himself as ‘doer’, it creates 'charging’. One owns all 
activities and egoistically tastes oneself as its 'doer' and 
‘charging’ goes on. Egoism of'doership' is a sweet dish! 


906. The anger, pride, deceit and greed arise in the form of 
‘discharging’ but since one does not have the essential 
knowledge of consciousness, they keep on'recharging’. 


907. Karmic discharging takes place at a suitable time and 
space; and one cannot hasten that process. 


908. Egoism is not needed in worldly living but it creates a 
cycle for the rebirth. If one seeks liberation, then the 
worldly life can go on even without egoism, because the 
discharge takes place automatically on its own. The 
whole of worldly life is in the form of discharge only. 


909. The worldly life is in the form of 'discharge' but people 
own it egoistically as 'I can control’ or 'I cannot control’ 
and 'recharge' new karmic bondages. One has owned the 
suffering of non-Self factors and that make one restless 
and wander unhappily. 


910. Whatever you speak is open 'egoism' and when you state 
'T did this and will do that’, is double egoism. 


911. Saying 'this won't suit me' is stark egoism and madness; 
saying so is an offence. 


912. The greatest egoism is to reject in believing anyone. 


913. 'I am correct’ is one kind of egoism which must also be 
cleared away. 
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914. Egoism consumes not only all potentialities but it also 
beats one as well. 


915. Egoism exists where there is ‘activity’, egoism cannot 
prevent ‘activity’. 


916. The sitting position of Tirthankaras (Enlightened 
dispassionate Ones) convey to the people that all 
requirements for your living have been already provided 
for. Hence leave the sense of 'doership' and strive for 
liberation. 


917. The appearance ofa person is dependent on the extent of 
one's egoism. The Enlightened Ones are egoless, hence 
they are so much charming! 


918. The Enlightened man is like a master of universe and yet 
without egoism at all. He is a manifested divinity par 
excellence. Having all powers, the Enlightened One has 
no ego sense while those with no powers are full of 
egoism! 


919. The appearing egoism is a dramatic form. It is not an 
obstruction butif someone holds on it, itis weirdness. 


920. The weird nature ofa man blocks the path of liberation. 


921. Everyone has weird qualities within him until the state of 
enlightenment and this does not permit arising of 
discriminative knowledge of Self and non-self. The 
process of removing this ignorance presupposes one has 
to be observer of one's own pitfalls. It is experimenting 
with oneself. 'One' is only a'observatory'. 


922. Man has to cross the ocean of this weird nature within 
him. If anyone can be instrumental or a medium in 
helping to cross over it, one must welcome and feel 
obliged easily with state of equipoise within. 


923. There can be no worldly resolution if one weirdly 
confronts the other's weirdness. Be straight forward 
within while confronting the weird obstructions. 
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924. The way of simplicity is the path of liberation. One has to 
remain straight forward, free from knotty blocks of mind 
and intelligence. 


925. One should not be stubborn negatively even in practical 
living. One does not act weirdly against a magistrate for 
the fear of punishment; then what would happen in 
weirdly confronting the God? God does not enforce but 
one will be deprived of His grace. 


926. The world does not obstruct but one's own prejudices 
and ignorance comes in the way. 


927. Egoistic ignorance is an ‘alive one’. It becomes ‘inert’ 
after 'realising one's Self’. But if one again resorts to this 
inert egoism and supports it, it comes to life again. One 
should not protect this inert egoism; it should be spent 
off. 


928. Egoismisa professional master in protecting itself. 
929. Egoism itself is incomplete in nature. 
930. Till egoism is alive, the attachment accompanies it. 


931. The Divinity within suggests that attaching with the 
world finds no complete contentment but attaching with 
God gives a permanent bliss. 


932. Those with egoism, attachment and 'sense of doership' 
are all ordinary embodied entities. But one who has 
realised non-doership and the state of 'knower' and 
‘seer’ is a blissful 'Self’. 


933. Attachment has innumerable forms, it pricks one at 
every juncture of life. 


934. Attachment alone is possessiveness but not the objects. 
The Enlightened One has no attachment, although the 
objects may be there. 
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935. Itis nothing but attachment all around. Only one does not 
have attachmentin clearing the dirt! 


936. When the stupor for objects is left, one frees from the 
spiritual loss. 


937. Egoism without ownership is on a path of liberation. All 
entanglements are due to egoistic attachments! 


938. The attachment gets bound in the presence of Self and it 
gets free also inits presence as well. 


939. The worldly living has infinite forms of infatuation, one 
can be helped for freedom by keeping in touch with an 
Enlightened One only, with all submission. 


940. Infatuation means a continuously repeated merry-go- 
round, going up and going down; getting beaten up and 
forgetting again and again. 


941. Liking and disliking is a ‘discharging’ infatuation 
whereas aversion and attachment are ‘charging’ 
infatuation. 


942. A path ofliberation has no attachment and hatred. 


943. Keep on doing what you do but never fall for attachment 
and hatred at all. Remain oriented in your ‘true Self' so 
that no attachment or hatred arise. 


944. Equanimity is the state of being which does not have 
attachment for good and hatred for bad. The state of 
equanimity has no duality. But people mistakenly call 
tolerance as equanimity. 


945. Equanimity means not to have attachment and hatred, 
whatever the circumstances; favourable or otherwise! 


946. Equanimity means no attachment or hatred in situations 
of dualistic conflicts.

947. One can do any activity in the world. The nature of work 
is insignificant. But it is attachment and hatred alone, 
makes one answerable. 


948. The basis of world is attachment and hatred and basis of 
knowledge is dispassionate enlightenment. 


949. Except the ‘Science of Self- realisation’, no instrument 
can liberate the person. ‘Enlightened One' bestows 
appropriate instruments for it. 


950. There are two types of spiritual aspirations. One concern 
for the ultimate goal only, the other concerns with only 
the concerned instruments only. The former is an 
authentic one. 


951. Scriptures have instrumental knowledge and not the 
goal of it. The latter belongs to an Enlightened One. The 
grace of an Enlightened One helps one in realizing his 
self-consciousness. 


952. Scriptures only help man in direction, they area ‘Helping 
Problem’. 


953. 'Scriptures' are instruments and using them properly is 
‘ascientificresearch’. 


954. The knowledge of the world is only ‘worldly knowledge’. 
The spiritual knowledge is instrumental knowledge and 
the knowledge of the Enlightened Self is the ultimate 
knowledge. 


955. The goal of absolute self-realization is revealed through 
the help ofan Enlightened One. 


956. Scriptures as authoritative knowledge are significant in 
spiritual realisation. 


957. The real aspiring instrument is one which removes 
egoism and attachment. 
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958. The pursuit of means not realizing the ultimate goal is no 
spirituality atall. 


959. Not the worldly means but the ‘Enlightened One' is the 
means for realising the ultimate goal. 


960. Where one would seek meditation? It is to regain in your 
own 'being of consciousness’ which is meditative by its 
own nature. 


961. The perfect meditation means being non-attached in all 
states. 


962. When one stops being in the form of not-Self, one realises 
meditation. 


963. When one permanently remains meditative then one's 
ultimate goal is fulfilled. 


964. The grace of an “Enlightened One” enables one remain 
meditative in all difficulties. 


965. The simpler and straight forward the life, the more 
meditative itis. 


966. If one is at peace within despite all tumultations outside, 
itisatested meditation. 


967. When all binding knots of greed are melted, the 
meditative happiness follows. 


968. The continuity of worldly life thrives with the grips of 
greed. One never feels satisfied with what one has. 


969. The greed leaves when the authenticity of 'knowledge' of 
Selfis revealed. 


970. The object of love ensnares man endlessly; man finds no 
satisfaction ever in such greed of gratifications. 


971. Greed engulfs everything and there is no stopping to it. 
There is greed even to garner respects. 
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972. The greedy is greedy for 24 by 7. He would even not go for 
any entertainment! 


973. If one is greedy the guiding gurus(!) are many and will 
find him automatically! 


974. Greed and sensuousness do not go together. In a state of 
extremity of greed, one cares for money only. One would 
protectit as iflike a serpent as well. But the sensuous one 
isnotso. 


975. The greed always crosses beyond needs. 


976. Pride and greed are always in conflict. Greed will leave 
aside pride. 


977. One follows public opinion when there is greed within. 


978. If one accumulates, someone will steal. Hence it is best to 
remain contented. Enjoy ever fresh earnings! 


979. Misuse of money isa great offence. 


980. The cheater and loss are two guiding gurus for the 
greedy! Loss can remove the knot of greed! 


981. Spend money liberally for the needy and the nature of 
greed will get uprooted. 


982. Snatching that belongs to others is greed. 


983. The angry persons seek dominating the others but the 
moral one subdues everyone by his purity of conduct. 


984. In unfavourable circumstances one has anger and pride 
which are the passions of hatred. In favourable 
circumstances one is obsessed with greed and deceit 
which are the cool passions of attachment. 


985. Self and ‘unconscious established self’ are glued and 
connected with material passions of anger-pride-deceit- 
greed. The “Enlightened One” helps one in uprooting 
these. 
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986. The passions (anger-pride-deceit-greed) cannot be 
suppressed but can be won over by ‘knowledge’. 


987. The absence of passions (anger-pride-deceit-greed)is 
the blissful presence of consciousness. 


988. The roots of worldly life lie in passions (anger-pride- 
deceit-greed), not in the organs of action or organs of 
knowledge. Everything one does is sucked by these 
passions only. 


989. When passions origin, the consciousness experience 
drifts away far and far. Absence of passions is absolute 
realisation and presence of passions is 'relative' living. 


990. The passions (anger-pride-deceit-greed) alone bind the 
man and donotlet him becomea knotless being. 


991. Where there are the worldly gluing passions (anger- 
pride-deceit-greed), there is no realisation and vice 
versa. 


992. Doing away of worldly glue of passions is followed by 
liberation. 


993. Whatever prevents us in realising our Self are gluing 
passions. One must not be subdued by them. 


994. Infatuation is the root cause of all miseries. 


995. Infatuation means creation of newer and newer material 
objects which appear anew every time, and one becomes 
engrossed in that. 


996. Infatuation means losing discretionary sense of worldly 
goodand bad! 


997. Egoism is not the form of infatuation but infatuation is 
the form of egoism. Egoism generates from infatuation. 


998. Increasing of infatuation is dragging one deeper and 
deeper. 
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999. Infatuation bites one slowly and steadily. 


1000. How to understand the element of attraction? Attraction 
is a manifested fire and the root of infatuation is 
attraction. One must beware wherever there are 
manifested objects of ‘fire’. 


1001. The Enlightened One is without any infatuation. He looks 
only bones and flesh transparently in objects of 
attraction. 


1002. Till the time ignorance is not removed, infatuation 
remains. 


1003. One who is clear within also confronts clear 
circumstances outside and vice versa. 


1004. The circumstances are innumerable and there are 
varieties of causes behind them. The Enlightened One 
admits collecting of the causes for the outcome in natural 
cause. 


1005. The circumstances would be favourable and 
unfavourable both. For an unfavourable happening, 
coming together of more circumstances is required than 
in case of happening ofa favourable outcome. 


1006. The circumstances change on account of both ignorance 
and ‘knowledge’. The former confuses whereas the latter 
resolves. God has no role init. 


1007. There exist only two things, 'the pure consciousness’ and 
‘circumstances’; but the egoism is divisive and lives in 
restlessness. 


1008. Egoism has arisen because of circumstances and because 
of egoism circumstances have been maintained. One 
whose egoism is gone then his circumstances are gone 
too. Misconception is the mother of everything of worldly 
nature. 
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1009. There exist only two realities: circumstances and the 
soul. When there is unity with the circumstances it is 
worldly living, but when one becomes the conscious 
knower of the circumstances, one becomes the Lord. 


1010. The world has infinite things and how to interpret it 
succinctly? The 'pure soul’ and the 'circumstances'. In 
fact, the circumstances are of the intrinsic nature of 
disintegrating and hence the 'pure soul’ would not need 
to dissociate them. 


1011. Accepting whatever circumstances take place is to grant 
the godly command. Circumstances are natural and it 
presupposes no subjective do's and don'ts. 
Circumstances arise in 'natural order’ and hence resolve 
the same amicably. 


1012. Circumstances would always be in the process of 
transition. They would not adjust but you have to ‘adjust’. 
Circumstances have no thinking buta human being has. It 
is man's duty to adjust with the circumstances. Even the 
opposite circumstances are helping. One becomes 
breathless often while climbing a staircase but why one 
climbs? It is to go up and feel comfortable. 


1013. Liberation is freedom from junction and disjunction of 
circumstances! 


1014. Circumstances are of the nature of departing only. If 
there is attachment in circumstances then there is a 
feeling ofalienation when they depart. 


1015. The nature of ignorance is feeling of abhorrence in the 
‘bitter taste’ and attachment in 'sweet taste’. But when 
the ignorance departs, there is neither bitter nor sweet 
thing as such. 


1016. Attachment and hatred is the 'effect' and ignorance is the 
‘cause’. 
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1017. One can become aware of the matter to the extent one 
becomes dispassionate in that aspect. But one has no 
awareness in the matter wherein attachment-hatred 
exists. 


1018. The cause of afflictions is hatred, hence God wills that 
man remains indifferent even if one does not like. 


1019. Too much attachmentis the cause for resentment. 


1020. Intimacy to an extent results in attachment and beyond 
its ridge point, it results in hatred. And the seeds for 
attachmentare sown during the moments of hatred. 


1021. In a state of liberation all actions are natural, having no 
attachmentor hatred atall. 


1022. Dharma is when passions get reduced, else it is adharma 
(irreligion). One's real nature shines when one becomes 
free from all passions. 


1023. One has realised authentic dharma when one is stable 
and purposive in one's own nature despite facing any 
kind of circumstances. 


1024. The ‘purpose’ when results in worldly self-centred 
context it is irreligion; and when results in the quest for 
enlightened spiritual realising, itis religion. 


1025. The status of spirituality is realised when one becomes 
totally egoless. 


1026. The spiritual mastery consists in not getting irritated at 
all even if someone instigates. 


1027. Scientific path means seeking truth consciously for an 
essential and authentic reality whereas worldly religions 
relate to seeking truth on the basis of a hypothesis. 


1028. The search of the divinity is a scientific quest and not of 
the 'cognitive knowledge’. 
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1029. The scientific quest always leads to experiential 
knowledge. 


1030. The aim is to realize the ‘scientific knowledge’. It is to 
realize what is spiritual and non-spiritual, and that 
would cleanse all passions and clinging. 


1031. The soul is neither Hindu nor Christian nor Muslim in 
nature. It is essentially pure and dispassionate in nature 
and thatis to be realised. 


1032. One needs rather a scientific quest and not a pursuit 
limited in a'religious' sense. For, religion changes but the 
scientific quest does not. 


1033. Religions are relative truths. Their common essence is 'if 
you protect the other, then others would protect you and 
if you beat the others, then others would respond in the 
same coin’. 


1034. From the time man begins to make the other happy, is the 
moment of the religious beginning. 


1035. Not everyone gets fulfilled by only one type of religious 
sectarian way and approach. It presupposes an 
equivalent qualitative guidance of a spiritual way 
befitting to one's own level. 


1036. An authentic spiritual path saves one from tumbling in 
any manner. 


1037. One wishing for liberation has to experience self- 
realisation, all else is vain. 


1038. Respecting 'body' begets one worldly fruits and 
respecting the ‘purity of consciousness' leads one to 
eternal freedom. 


1039. Real 'understanding' is that when one accepts the words 
of wisdom of the other. It is rare at any point of present 
time! 
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1040. Whatis the greatest downfall? Is it stealing, cunningness 
or adultery? No, there is nothing as demeaning as craving 
‘to be revered by people’. It is nonsense when worthless 
one considers oneself pious and respectful in pretence. 


1041. The great man is one who can be humblest of the humble. 


1042. The world will give credit at one time and discredit at the 
other time! Why should we care for such credits and 
discredits? 


1043. Be witness to both credits and discredits. Both are 
worldly material and hence subject to integration and 
disintegration. 


1044. Our duty is to care for others happiness! 


1045. Everyone has to be ever conscious about three things: 
from which 'station' I have come, where I have landed 
and where I have to go forward. 


1046. One must be conscious of one's 'true self' and just look 
after all other aspects. 


1047. When one despises the worldly bondages all the times 
even in midst ofall riches around, one becomes eligible to 
grasp the science revealed by the Enlightened 
dispassionate Ones. 


1048. Authentic spiritual path is where mind gets resolved; but 
when itremains unresolved, itis an unauthentic path. 


1049. The greatest ignorance is when one says 'I know' and the 
greatest clinging is to say ‘itis mine’. 


1050. Man has become a lord of alien power, enjoyer of outer 
objects and owner of alien regions and objects. However, 
if a man becomes a Lord of himself, he is an immortal 
divine! 


1051. True 'knowledge' is that creates no contradictions at all. 
Non contradicting principle is that it is consistent forever 
with no complexities at all.

1052. True principle is that which is 'everywhere applicable’ 
and not otherwise. 


1053. Realizing ‘spiritual knowledge’ is all through an 
authentic pursuit of the ‘principle’. But the pursuit 
through the triad of mind-speech-body nexus, is 
incoherent. 


1054. Right belief leads to the state of non-contradiction hence 
itis an authentic 'principle’. 


1055. The determinate knowledge is a ‘principle’ but not 
‘knowledge’. 


1056. A'principle' is that which is proved conclusively hence it 
remains final forever in all times. 


1057. Thetrue principle is one which never changes at all. 


1058. One cannot realise the 'principle’ until one has directly 
experienced purity of consciousness. 


1059. Atrue principle is beyond any debates. 


1060. There are no worthy people in modern period of 
Kaliyuga; yet there is a stiff competition to look so! 


1061. The worthy man is one who relies on his own 'pure state 
of consciousness of Self’. 


1062. In the divine language the worthy person is one whose 
very eyesight 'uplifts' the others spiritually. 


1063. Knowledge is to be accompanied with 'correctness' in 
conduct, else one may liberate, but one does not benefit 
the others. 


1064. The very will for the good of the others, makes one's own 
welfare first. 


1065. The one who wills welfare for all has no afflictions at all to 
himself. 
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1066. Material cluster particles pull down the soul on the 
uplifting way to liberation. The lifesaving instrument if 
coated with heavy mud hinders the swimmer. 


1067. The sticky material clusters (pudgala) is such where one 
gets stuck more and more while trying to extricate 
oneself. 


1068. The sticky material is the 'prison’' of Self. 


1069. The material pudgal is of the nature of filling and 
unfilling, integrating and disintegrating, credit and debit. 
One is liberated when one knows Self. 


1070. The Enlightened One protects only the nature of the Self 
and not the material pudgal. 


1071. One becomes liberated when one becomes worthy of 
reverence by people; but disparaging by people is the 
way for the downfall. 


1072. When one's eyes are transparent with innocence and one 
is ever joyful with unrestrained smile, people respect 
spontaneously. 


1073. People respect one whose word, behaviour and humility 
have a self-fulfilling charisma. 


1074. 'One who is revered' by people has no cravings 
whatsoever. Cravings are to those are not revered. 


1075. The beneficial meeting is when there is stability in the 
eyes and spontaneity of cheerfulness together in the 
person. 


1076. The man with cheerful citta (reflective consciousness) 
has the real happiness and he seeks nothing from the 
world. 


1077. The cheerful citta (reflective consciousness) is never 
uncomfortable even in odd hours, even when abused or 
looted. 
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1078. The one with cheerful citta alone can enter the path of 
liberation. 


1079. Egoism may exist or not in a cheerful citta (reflective 
consciousness) but it is the beginning of receding of the 
egoism. The very beginning of cheerfulness of citta is 
worth revering. It is a unique case when the person is 
both egoless and cheerful. 


1080. To the extent the citta is cheerful, the world remains 
oblivion. 


1081. There is no worldly place for concentration of citta 
(reflective consciousness). No cheerfulness arises till it 
becomes stable. There are objects to make the mind 
stable but not the reflective consciousness. 


1082. The stability of mind resides in the stable minded 
spiritual being. The direct meeting with a stable minded 
spiritual being leads to stability of mind but not the 
reflective consciousness. 


1083. There is no freedom without the cheerful reflective 
consciousness (citta). 


1084. Pure citta (reflective consciousness) isala God. 


1085. The stable mind is without any fluttering and hence it 
succeeds. If it is accompanied by the purified reflective 
consciousness, itis a way of freedom! 


1086. Everything is good till mind is stable and not otherwise. 
God neither gives nor takes anything for he is totally 
fulfilled in himself. When one becomes stable minded in 
him there are all good results. If God desired to give or 
take, he would have been considered partial. This is a 
‘science’ that if the mind dangles, everything else too 
dangles. 


1087. Mind alone frees and it also makes one wander in the 
world. Itneeds to be set right for a proper path. 
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1088. The thoughts that result from normality are correct and 
authentic ones and they are not resulted from the state of 
depression or elevation. 


1089. The nature of thoughts is inanimate one, nota living one. 
When 'Self' gets identified with it then thoughts will get 
enlivened. 


1090. Controlling the mind isa chimera for men. 


1091. When our own mind is not under our control then what 
to talk of controlling other's mind? 


1092. The rule is that when one controls his mind in some 
aspect, he can influence the others' mind in that aspect. 


1093. If one's mind is under one's control than others’ minds 
too would follow him and not otherwise. This is how the 
mind of others obeys the Enlightened One. 


1094. One who has won over the mind can go above it. 


1095. One can control the mind if one keeps it detached in 
respect of the worldly objects ofits liking. 


1096. Ignorance creates fluttering and 'knowledge' prevents all 
fluttering. 


1097. Divinity is pushed back by the onslaught of material non- 
Self particles and those vibrations create endless 
fluttering within. 'The Enlightened One' alone can help 
out stop these vibrations through ‘divine knowledge’. 


1098. The worldly life arises by the imitation of worldly 
clinging and one becomes free when coming out of the 
worldly imitations. 


1099. It is our own vibrations which have covered us. It is a 
reaction of our own action through misconceptions. 


1100. All actions in the world are due to intelligence. There is 
no ‘knowledge’ need in it. Knowledge is self-fulfilling one 
anditalso grasps the actions of intelligence. 
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1101. All actions are of the nature of bondage. Liberation 
presupposes the knowledge functions only. Ego based 
action is ‘ignorance function’ and egoless action is a 
‘knowledge function’. 


1102. Except realising the Self there is nothing to woo or own or 
stop in the world. 


1103. The direct knowledge from the Enlightened One is 'real 
and realistic’, hence itis self-active. 


1104. All visible actions that one sees in the world are of the 
nature of discharge of past designs. Man has nothing 'to 
do’ in it. But a man egoistically owns it as 'I did this 
religious ritual’. Hence one is trapped in doer-ship and 
enjoys egoistic bliss as such! 


1105. One counts religious rituals and owns egoistically. Better 
course would be to admit that it was possible with the 
divine grace. 


1106. Owning worldly actions is sweet egoistically and one 
feels unhappy because of his own projections of owning 
as such. But God is in his own blissful state and that is our 
real Self! 


1107. Body acts with its functioning parts and one only 
egoistically owns all such activities as 'I did it’, 'I suffered’ 
or 'I enjoyed’ etc. This egoistic cherishing remains 
endless process till one tastes the spiritual realization. It 
is arare opportunity. 


1108. The material body eats and one owns it as 'I ate’, not 
knowing that one is separate from it. One takes 'others' 
sufferings on one's own head as such. 


1109. Ifone's own 'Self' were to enjoy the world of objects, then 
one would have really got tired. In fact, it is only the 
‘egoism' which is in centre and not the nature of Self as 
such.

1110. Numerous human beings are but numerous kinds of 
egoisms. 


1111. There is no doer in the world. It is egoism who states 'I do 
this'. This leads to all illusoriness. 


1112. One must approach ‘an Enlightened Being' to know 'who 
am I’. All your resolutions settle when he makes you 
realise 'who authentically youare’. 


1113. One who has an iota of 'owning' is egoism. 


1114. To the extent one feels as 'I am’, there is nothing of the 
sense of ‘mine’. 'Mine' is always outside 'l’. 


1115. When egoism disappears, one is ina state of divinity. One 
isahuman self, till one possesses egoism. 


1116. 'I have done' is egoism. It is pride when one who owns 
that one has not done atall. Itis a false sense of belonging. 


1117. How long insult hurts? So long as one craves and begs for 
respects and momentary objects. 


1118. The objection is not to honour people's respect, but one 
should be humble to grasp one's limitations as well. 


1119. Man is dwarf and non- appealing till the time one craves 
and clings for respects. This covers up all qualities of a 
Man. 


1120. One who fears an iota for an insult is not Enlightened 
One. One who craves for honour is not enlightened. 


1121. When an insulter is seen as benefactor then the sense of 
pride gets cleansed. One must not react unnecessarily for 
such an insulter. 


1122. The knowledge that 'he insulted me' binds the greatest 
form of demerit. 


1123. One does not like insult and yet one is brazen in insulting 
the others! Itis sheer non-human.

1124. One who is engrossed for honour and pride always 
remains concerned for honour and dishonour! 


1125. When one becomes proud on others over-welcoming 
words is always a loser. Others perform their duties but 
has one thought with self-introspection whether one 
deserves it? 


1126. One gets cheated when one is addicted for one's honour. 


1127. Insults follow equally with all honours; if not at the time 
then in the following life times. Even a little tasting of 
worldly material pudgala is to be repaid; hence become 
dispassionate. 


1128. The higher yourise, the higher is fear to fall. 
1129. Heisa great brave man who ‘digests’ dishonours. 


1130. Itis when someone insults you, then only you realise you 
are egoistic or not. 


1131. One is an Enlightened Being when one can digest 
dishonours. But if one digests dishonours before the 
state of enlightenment, one becomes a thick-skinned. 


1132. One who keeps clinging to one's own opinion isa greatest 
violence! Over-insisting that 'Iam right’, itselfis violence. 


1133. When the sense of pride is accompanied with deceit, 
there is no self-awareness. 


1134. When one owns the worldly material weight as one's 
own ‘weight’, itis nothing but pride. 


1135. Pride is an advertisement for honour. 
1136. Self-respectis a protective tool for not getting insulted. 


1137. Self-respect in practical life is admiring quality but not 
haughtiness. 


1138. Self-respect is the limit of merited behaviour in 
ignorance. 
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1139. When one is insulted too much one becomes thick- 
skinned and when one is honoured quite well then one 
gets nourished. However even too much of honour 
douses the hunger for the honour. 


1140. One gets bored if one is honoured too much and one feels 
smothering when insulted beyond limits. 


1141. Ifthe fear of insult disappears, the person becomes thick- 
skinned. But when one does not fear insults on a 
spiritual path, one becomes free. 


1142. Man can be lover for honours but cannot be so for 
dishonours. Man loves profits but not the losses. 


1143. One has to become egoless and not 'prideless'. The sense 
of 'pridelessness' is a subtle egoism, its roots are deeper 
within, generating many other inner obstructive issues 
and burnings. 


1144. How long one would keep wandering continuously in the 
darkness of ignorance! There is no enlightening hence 
one has to find the right path sooner or later. 


1145. For endless times men and women have sought each 
other but not the divinity within! 


1146. The world is appealing in appearance but one cannot be 
free when one enters it. 


1147. 'Freedom’' is that wherein one does not feel helplessness. 


1148. Itis only an Enlightened Man who blesses you even when 
he is insulted. 


1149. The greatest human effort is to remain unaware even 
while knowing. 


1150. One is not eligible for liberation till one over-insists on 
one's own opinions. It is OK for one's own worldly and 
religious path. 


The Self Enlightening Dictums of Dada Bhagwan

1151. Everyone seeks mutual warmth and hence seeks the 
same elsewhere if not found at home. It is ‘only an 
Enlightened Being’ who is independentin this regard. 


1152. All worldly dependence may prove wrong at any point of 
time! Itis difficult to rely all worldly behaviour. 


1153. Nothing happens until one leaves all worldly 
dependencies and resorts to one's own Self. 


1154. Even a young kid needs one or the other form of 
dependence. Material dependence is inevitable for all. 
But when one realises one's own Self one becomes fully 
independent. 


1155. An authentic dependence should be of Self and not of 
material passions(pudgala). 


1156. 'Truth' means it is a 360degree circle. Everyone owns it 
at whichever degree one exists. The ‘ultimate’ 'Truth' is in 
the 'Centre' only. 


1157. The world is true in tune with 'theory of relativity’ and 
nottruein ‘reality’. 


1158. God favours to follow the majority and not clinging to 
one's own opinion. Over-insistence harms mutually. 
Truth and falsity are 'relative' and practical. 


1159. Over justifying truth as Truth becomes untruth. 


1160. One may know wrong is wrong and right is right, but 
there should be no iota of attachment or hatred on either 
of it. Not knowing wrong as 'wrong' is same as not 
knowing good as 'good'. 


1161. Determination is an authentic truth and 'practicalism' is 
arelative truth. 


1162. There is nothing like permanent truth in the world. 
Wherever objections are raised itis wrong. 
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1163. Till the time there is insistence for truth, one cannot 
grasp an ‘Enlightened dispassionate Being’. 


1164. Wherever there is insistence, there is worldly life. 
1165. Wherever there is insistence, itis nota religious path. 


1166. Do not insist 'to do this' or 'to do that'. Whatever is done 
it is ok at the time. The only goal worth having is a 
spiritual realisation. 


1167. 'Non-insistence' is a path of enlightened dispassion. Even 
insistence on truthis ‘ignorance’. 


1168. True freedom consists in non-insistence. Insistence 
never leads to liberation. 


1169. The science of Enlightened dispassionate One is bereft of 
any over-insistence whatsoever, not even sectarian. 


1170. There should be neither stretching nor over-insistence 
but flexibility. 


1171. There is no worldly truth worth insisting. When insisted 
it ceases to bea truth! 


1172. Where there is insistence, there is clinging and misery! 


1173. If one has to submit to others insistence in mutuality of 
relations, itis harming both. 


1174. Absence of insistence makes one flexible, hence 
acceptable. 


1175. The nature of thoughts follows the types of one's 
opinions and insistences made. 


1176. The world is in continuous transition. It is one's fault in 
making any opinion aboutit. 


1177. One becomes spontaneous when one becomes free from 
all opinions regarding others. It is opinions that keep one 
prickling. 
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1178. 'The physical body is unfaithful’, that is the opinion 
worth holding! 


1179. The correct opinion follows where there is an open mind. 
1180. 'Choice' is anillusory opinion. 
1181. One is liable when one opines on anything. 


1182. Hatred and attachments follow the moment the opinions 
are made. Non-opining state is hatred-attachment free. 


1183. The objects do not have innate hatred and attachment. It 
is the belief in opinions that creates hatred or 
attachment. 


1184. The worldly nature may have opinions. But one with the 
reality of inner Self should have no opinions. Self and 
matter Prakrti are two different realities with different 
roles altogether. Better if'oneself' keeps apart from one's 
nature of temperament. 


1185. All belief of 'doership by Self' is due to ignorance which 
has resulted in inner entity of mind, intellect, reflective 
consciousness, egoism and one's nature as such. 


1186. One remains dispassionate to the other when one knows 
his nature. Understanding someone's nature is a form of 
‘knowledge’ influencing one's behaviour. 


1187. The way the inner entity of the mind-body-speech and 
nature has been wound around, it would unwound 
accordingly only. 


1188. All that in one's nature which does not ‘adjust’ with 
‘public’, itis wrong. 


1189. The more one knows one's own material nature, it gets 
diminished correspondingly. 


1190. 'An Enlightened person’ too is within the material realm 
in body, but 'he' remains separate as merely 'knower' of 
it. 
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1191. 'Self' is the nature of one's consciousness and all illusion 
is the material nature only. 


1192. The nature of consciousness is 'knower' and the nature 
of material reality is that of ‘dancing’. 


1193. Even if one realise the nature of consciousness for a 
while, one becomes God. 


1194. The material nature looks alive but it is inanimate in 
reality. All that takes place among people is also the play 
of unconscious. Everything happens in the mere 
presence of the Self. Then who is responsible? One acts 
whereas the other owns it as a ‘doer’ and that is the only 
misconception to be eliminated. 


1195. One who can realise one's own limitations can become 
God. 


1196. Finding limitations in oneself is beginning to realise 
one's divine status. 


1197. One who can see one's own faults is said to be superior 
even to God! 


1198. So long as there is no complete awareness, one cannot 
see one's own faults fully. One does not become innocent 
till then. 


1199. The sensuous knowledge remains till one finds faults 
with the world. It means the inner purification is yet far 
away. 


1200. So long as one finds faults with the world, there is no 
glimpse of spiritual experience. It is self-consciousness 
which can introspect within oneself. 


1201. When one finds one's own faults, one enjoys innate 
enlightened happiness. 


1202. When one finds one's own faults then he has no time to 
see faults in others. 
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1203. All this phantasm has arisen due to one's own faults and 
whims. 


1204. There is nothing to find any faults with the world. One 
binds when one finds its faults. 


1205. When one lives without any mistake, then he has no boss 
atall. 


1206. When even God cannot find any fault in one, then one is 
the God of Gods! 


1207. Wherever there is love there is no fault-line. All faults are 
experienced in commercial exchanges. 


1208. It is a pretext only when someone harms you. You are 
only responsible in it. This world is autonomous and 
independent in nature wherein no individual can 
interfere with anyone. 


1209. It is man's own destiny which decides the course of 
action, and nobody else. 


1210. When anyone finds faults with us really, we must accept 
our own limitations unless one is perverse and that is 
rare. 


1211. No one makes any fault. Whatever faults are seen, they 
are due to our own follies. 


1212. Itisa great blunder to see faults with others. 


1213. One climbs down when one finds faults with others. 
When one finds goodness in others one will turn better. 


1214. Finding faults in others, has sticking concerns and not 
resolving ones. 


1215. The faulty understanding finds faults everywhere. 


1216. 'The Enlightened One' finds no better beauty than the 
spiritual consciousness. There is nothing bad in the 
world, only one must not cross one's 'boundary' and that 
is bad. 
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1217. The material world is that wherein one finds no fault in 
oneself! 


1218. The authentic 'knowledge' begins when one finds one's 
own limitations. 


1219. The status of the Enlightened One is higher than the 
divine status, for even Divinity neither can speak nor 
bless. 


1220. All religions are 'relative' and worldly in nature. It is ok 
for the fearful followers but for one who seeks the status 
of dispassion and fearlessness must enter the authentic 
spiritual 'path of reality’. 


1221. Religionis that where there is no irreligion. 


1222. The unity of mind, body and speech is the true religious 
path. One must aspire for such unison for a better future 
for oneself. 


1223. The religion is one which facilitates all means of spiritual 
progression. 


1224. 'The Enlightened Being’ has the essence ofall religions. 


1225. Even great Enlightened Beings have remained subject to 
the influence of material world. One needs to be aware of 
this material force. The spiritual consciousness has traits 
as 'seer' and ‘perceiver’. All else belongs to the material 
realm. 


1226.Even for a while if one reveres the spiritual 
consciousness in this material realm of the fantastic 
world, one surely gets liberated. 


1227. Aspiration means ascending higher. Man has to evolve 
connecting with the evolved ones, not despising them. 


1228. The true aspiration is that when a person nourishes 
company of one who is bit ahead in spiritual evolvement. 
He appreciates his spiritual directions and serves him 
positively. But despising and disparaging the spiritually 
evolved ones means a downfall for the person. 
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1229. Revering an ‘Enlightened One' is revering the pure 
consciousness and the God himself. It is a key to 
liberation. 


1230. Aspiration is keeping focus repeatedly whereas devotion 
is the ceaseless meditation with oneness. Both these 
aspiration and devotion should be for one's own spiritual 
consciousness only, all else goes on ofits own. 


1231. Discourtesy is the absence of humbleness but hostility is 
outright opposition. 


1232. Disparaging an Enlightened One obstructs one's own 
spiritual progress in all respects. 


1233. One, who differentiates between ‘an Enlightened One' 
and 'God'’, is not spiritually devout. ‘An Enlightened’ may 
seem to have some bindings whereas God has no binding 
atall. 


1234. 'The Enlightened One' enjoys the state of purity of 
‘consciousness’, albeit accompanied with physical body! 


1235. The greatest wonder of the world is the spiritual 
consciousness and realising it sums all achievements 
worthwhile!! 


1236. The experiencing of soul is spiritual realisation. 


1237. One knows everything and everyone else but does not 
‘know' oneself, is the greatest travesty of truth! 


1238. Notknowing'whoam|]'is suicidal for one! 


1239. An illusion is that wherein the ‘experimenting one' 
becomes the object of experiment’! 


1240. The 'spiritual knowledge’ is that wherein the knowledge 
that was knowing the object, transforms into knowing 
the 'knower'. 


1241. The spiritual experience is an endless blissful state of 
being! 
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1242. The blissful status of consciousness, once arise remains 
forever. 


1243. The mental joy ofignorance is worldly in nature, whereas 
the bliss of realisation of ‘knowledge is intrinsic. 


1244. Innate bliss follows when misconceptions are removed. 


1245. So long as there is worldly living there is mental joy and 
spiritual bliss follows spiritual realisation. 


1246. True knowledge explicates the boundaries of mind, 
intelligence, reflective consciousness, egoism and the 
Self; and all these remain confined to their respective 
functions. But it is ignorance when 'one' focuses only on 
any one ofthese. 


1247. The nature of spiritual knowledge is observing the 
dynamics of all roles of mind, intellect, reflective 
consciousness and egoism etc. 


1248. The absolute purity of spiritual visioning (kshayak 
darsana) takes place the moment when there is total 
purification of reflective consciousness. 


1249. Modifications of reflective consciousness can be purified 
in presence of God; the best way is meditating on 
dispassionate Enlightened Ones. Even company of 
people with less of worldly desires is also helpful. 


1250. A true 'withdrawal' takes place when the endlessly 
wandering outer instincts turn inward. 


1251. The reflective consciousness is semi-alive but mind is 
totally ‘physical’. 


1252. Mind is the vortex of thoughts, whereas mental 
modifications separately arise later and keeps on 
dangling here and there. 


1253. Declaring to the thoughts that 'I am not with you' is a 
point of spiritual turning. 
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1254. Either thinking good or bad leads to making for the 
worldly phantasm. Freedom comes when one goes 
"beyond thoughts’. 


1255. The future destiny is dependent on the mind; the 
dependence of body will be worn out sooner or later. 


1256. The emotional mind (bhava-mana) is a charging mind 
and the physical mind is the discharging mind. The world 
arises from the former and it is dispensed by the latter. 
When egoism disappears the emotional mind too 
disappears. 


1257. The egoism arises from the worldly living. Egoism leads 
to innumerable modifications thence on. 


1258. 'The Enlightened Being’ establishes one in the state of 
purity of consciousness that leads to egoless state. 


1259. The opportunity of submission to ‘an Enlightened Being’ 
is ‘invaluable’ as it is the only ‘solvent’ to ‘dissolve’ 
egoism. 


1260. So long as there is 'I-centered egoism' and bias for 
‘owning’, there can be no freedom atall. 


1261. Iam 'so and so' is a misconceived projection and it goes 
on continuously binding oneself. 


1262. Really speaking the outer sensuous instruments are not 
obstructing but it is the inner entity (mind, intellect, 
reflective consciousness, egoism etc.) that binds one. 


1263. The sensitive person gets immediately influenced when 
someone speaks; but any spoken word is nothing but a 
play of 'record' only. 


1264. Man constantly suffers with afflictions either as broken- 
heart or an ego-hurt one. 


1265. Where there is egoism, there is no ‘knowledge’ and 
where there is ‘knowledge’, there is no egoism. 
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1266. Tolerance isa quality of egoism. 


1267. One who tolerates leaves his 'case' to the nature. One 
need not punish anyone since nature takes care ofit! 


1268. Saying that 'I cannot tolerate’ is a sign of lacking 
toleration and vice versa. 


1269. Where you cannot adjust, requires strengthening oneself 
to adjust there. You are already strong everywhere else. 


1270. Where there is no ‘insistence’ there is purity of love, 
otherwise itis attachment. 


1271. One can resolve when one remains aware that all 
relationships are 'relative' only but not 'real' and hence 
nothing is to be insisted for. Then only one is able to give 
up saying 'you are right' rather than 'I am correct’, for the 
sake of mutuality ofrelations. 


1272. One shirking any responsibility is a great offender of the 
nature. 


1273. Where the Selfis forgotten, it is not our hearth. 


1274. True 'knowledge' is that which resolves the human mind 
fully. 


1275. There is no fault with the world, the misperception exists 
with the man only. 


1276. The awakened consciousness is that which always leads 
one on aright path irrespective of any circumstances. 


1277. Misconception leads oneself astray but the awakened 
state of consciousness leads one to the right path. 


1278. Conduct denotes proper understanding. 


1279. The authentic path is a path of proper understanding and 
notof compulsion. 


1280. With 'doership' of actions arise religious path and 
understanding gives rise to freedom. 
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1281. As long as there is a sense of 'doership’, one has not 
understood the religion in its true sense; it is a mix of 
merits and demerits only. 


1282. The true religion is that which makes man free from 
bindings. 


1283. One who is on the right path admits the faults on himself 
and never finds faults with others. 


1284. The door on the path of liberation is very narrow. If one is 
obdurate, one cannot enter into it. Better if one becomes 
straight forward, else the worldly forces will compel him 
to improve. 


1285. If one is crooked within, one finds crookedness allwhere. 
One mustintrospect why something pinches only him. 


1286. One does not see one's own fault wherein one is 
‘interested’. 


1287. Finding faults in others is a reflection of our own faults. It 
isan'egoistic madness’! 


1288. True 'knowledge' reduces misery and increases 
happiness. 


1289. When one is destined for wrong path, he does not rely on 
truth but something else. 


1290. One who is established in purity of consciousness needs 
no propaganda. 


1291. The propaganda brings popularity but the one who 
remaining quiet to his divine Self only, shines slowly. That 
is the crux. 


1292. The company ofthe polished people ensnares. 


1293. When all commercial dealings will stop in religions, it 
will embellish religions. 
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1294. One should be normal in enjoying the worldly life on the 
way to freedom. There is no liberation when living is 
either above-normal or below-normal. 


1295. One requires to be straight forward in life and not 
sacrificing the world. 


1296. Wife is the counterweight for the husband and vice 
versa! Else the balance would be lost! 


1297. Whateveris ‘free of cost' is nothing but compulsion. 


1298. There are no freebees in the world, whatever one 
encounters it is one's own only. 


1299. A really ‘self-centered’ person becomes Divine. For, he 
has a true interest of his own 'Self'. 


1300. Atrue 'self-interest' lies in one’s own liberation and one's 
own 'Self'. 


1301. Service to others is the way to fulfilling one's own true 
‘self-interest’ and it ends with realisation of one's own 
liberation. 


1302. Human conduct gets defiled by egoism and other vices. 
1303. One who over-joys also get shocked equally sometime. 


1304. People's clinging with worldly dealings is a big blunder 
and hence they get beaten up back as well. 


1305. Illusion means an intense ignorance. Due to itall miseries 
result in the world, else there is no misery in the world as 
such. Thatis why everyone is not unhappy. 


1306. The spiritual path stops all cravings for worldly objects, 
while irreligion prompts all such cravings. 


1307. Where there is light of knowledge there is no darkness of 
ignorance. Darkness opens up the doors for all illusory 
perceptions. “An Enlightened Being” can help one 
remove the ignorance forever. 
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1308. 'Bliss' without total illusion is a'real bliss’. 


1309. It is through illusion that one is born and pursues all 
worldly activities in life. But illusion is not the reason. 
One reaps the consequences as endorsed by one's 
dispositions in earlier birth. 


1310. One got confused seeing the ‘relativity’ in the world. It 
would not have been so if one were to see the 'reality' as 
such. 


1311. Where there is truth of reality there is no confusion. But 
where it is not, people go on playing with the relativities 
that leads to newer and newer confusions. 


1312. 'The perfect person’ is 'one' who clears all his worldly 
confusions. 


1313. The world is trapped by confusions and not by ailments. 
All ailments are the result of confusions. Do we see such 
ailments in birds or trees?! Do crows get 'paralysed' or 
‘high B.P'? 


1314. Do not confuse those who are already confused but help 
them in resolving their confusions. Everyone has Divinity 
residing within! 


1315. One feels happy when depositing money in the Bank but 
feels unhappy while spending. The nature of the world is 
transitional with no lasting relief at all. Hence one need 
notbe too worrisome regarding money. 


1316. One should never hanker for money, for its support is 
always dangling. Hence beware so that it does not give 
pains in your bad times. 


1317. There is infinite power within man! Whatever one thinks 
inside, gets manifested outside. However, in present 
times (Kaliyuga), people are in mad pursuit of material 
wealth and yet hardly gain something worthwhile as if 
they have undergone inner bankruptcy!

1318. Don't think too much of loss and profit, for the life is too 
shortand future is uncertain. 


1319. Man must trade honestly without any over-calculations. 


1320. Profit and loss always go together in any business and do 
not exist without one another. 


1321. Do not blindly pursue the material riches. The whole 
world has become like a crematorium as such with no 
trace of love or affection at all! It is the natural order of 
"scientific circumstantial evidences’ that make for 
earnings andall other worldly destiny. 


1322. Riches follow when there is a purity of mind, body and 
speech and one does not bad-mouth about other people. 


1323. Truly speaking the cheaters are getting cheated and the 
cheated one gets enriched by experience. All wrongful 
riches drain away but the rightfully earned riches only 
become helpfully utilised. 


1324. There is no greater spiritual progress in the world than 
‘getting cheated through conscious awareness’. This is a 
very high spiritual ‘principle’. 


1325.'One getting cheated consciously’ is eligible for 
liberation! 


1326. Do not give up friendships for small breaches of trust. 
Even cheaters have a spiritual power within and they 
may realise the higher state anytime in future. 


1327.So long as egoism does not realise void within, the 
worldly fears would keep haunting. 


1328. It is only “an Enlightened Being” is egoless and hence 
without fears ofany type. 


1329. Do not fear this world so much that it spoils the future 
destiny. 
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1330. When there is no fear of anything in the world, itis a state 
of dispassionate enlightenment. 


1331. The human consciousness is totally apart from the 
material nature, hence one must always remain fearless. 


1332. Man has nothing to fear in the world, for whatever 
happens, ithappens only in the material world. 


1333. Fear stalks one whois greedy. 


1334. Fearlessness is the characteristic of an Awakened 
dispassionate Being. 


1335. The material passions keep one stuck in the sway of 
worldly indulgence and make one wander ceaselessly. 


1336. When one is not afraid of insults then no one would insult 
him. 

1337. The world and its activities do not obstruct but one's 
passionate clinging do. 


1338. The sensuous objects of the world concern with anger- 
pride- deceit and greed. 'Anger' and ‘deceit’ are 
protective ones, their root is the greed. The proud one is 
greedy ofhonour and protects it by deceit! 


1339. Whoever is not simple basically is deceitful. 


1340. Even if there is a greed for any definitive circumstantial 
form, one would keep on wandering in the world. 


1341. There is a greed for honour too. Due to greed, 
circumstances arise leading to worldly life. 


1342. Belief arises out of perceptual infatuation leading to 
arousal of passions. 


1343. Till one becomes passionless, one remains afflicted. 


1344. Passionlessness is a quality of “an Enlightened One”. The 
sight ofa 'passionless' one is worthwhile in itself. 
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1345. Passionlessness is divine quality and the one withitis the 
God of everything. 


1346. Even a sight ofan Enlightened passionless Being cleanses 
one's all human ills. 


1347. The state of passionlessness is a path of liberation and 
mere renunciation is a worldly religion. 


1348. The passions are possessive in nature even when one 
lives in caves. Where there are no passions, there is no 
possessiveness even if one lives ina palace! 


1349. There are no passions when one is established in the 
‘state of purity of consciousness’. 


1350. Whatever the circumstances but there should be no 
instability within man. The nature of instability indicates 
presence of passions. 


1351. True knowledge is when even if one loses the purse, one 
does not become passionate. 


1352. The 'knowledge' which does not lead to any dualistic 
alternatives is the state of pure spiritual consciousness 
and that itselfis the Godly state as such. 


1353. The nature of Self is what it perceives to be. Determining 
oneas'soand so or this and that' makes one likewise; one 
goes on assuming innumerable identities for oneself as 
such. 


1354. Because of this imaginative multiplicity of alternative 
perception of identities around, the nature of Self is 
termed as ‘indeterminate one’. 


1355. Man becomes what he assumes to be. The imaginative 
nature of Self creates innumerable modifications in the 
worldly life. It is only in the indeterminate enlightened 
state, one regains the original nature of pure Selfas such. 


1356. Wrong belief within a man alone keeps pricking and 
nothing without. 
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1357. When there is peace within there is improvement 
without. 


1358. The forms must lead to Formless. The consciousness is 
formless but all opinions of it are of the nature of form. It 
is only in the enlightened state of formless experience, all 
contradictions in this would get resolved. Man has to 
experience the formless as formless. 


1359. It is only the 'true knowledge' of oneself that would free 
one with all sorts of identifying misconceptions and lead 
one to the path of liberation. 


1360. In reality there is no one at fault. When the material 
nature manifests, the Self is not its owner. It is in the 
precursor state of karmic binding that the Self becomes 
an owner illusorily. There is no ownership of Self in the 
material manifestations of karmic discharging. 


1361. The faults of material nature are misidentified as the 
faults of consciousness and hence the cycle of worldly life 
goes on. 


1362. No man is really unhappy! All calls of the same are 
because of one's own mistakes. 


1363. The misconception takes place when the other is 
considered as alien. The nature of consciousness is one 
and same allwhere, hence any offensive action 
boomerangs only. 


1364. Whatever one keeps on doing, due reactions of reward or 
punishment follow automatically; God has no role in it. 


1365. One who was considered offender by you once, if 
admitted as innocent in retrospection, is true 
‘knowledge’. Once this state of understanding is resolved, 
the phases of karmic accounts get settled with this 
‘divine knowledge’. 
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1366. Making mistakes is natural to man. There are 
Enlightened Ones who can help them to resolve when 
confessed. 


1367. One who confesses one's own fault without blaming God, 
gets forgiven by nature. Blaming God who is a non-doer 
all the times, creates a big liability for one! 


1368. There is no one superior or subordinate to one. Believing 
God as doer of all this, leads one nowhere and would 
nullify the path of liberation itself! 


1369. The human consciousness is the master of the world and 
nobody can snatch away anything from anyone. Why to 
move around with sulky face when there is no boss? 


1370. Even the God does not question this ‘science of 
unscheduled path’ of consciousness! 


1371. Due to nature of ‘superiority’, man seeks subordinates 
and gets boss too! No one is boss or subordinate to 
anyone else in this world! 


1372. One who never rebukes the subordinates has no boss in 
the world! 


1373. The one who realises the divinity within enjoys its 
superior status but the one who keeps on bullying the 
relationships suffer endlessly in the world! 


1374. Man has no value for the quest of divine path. He is always 
in deeper and deeper quest of miracles of material 
bonanza! 


1375. God resides as consciousness in all living entities but one 
doesn'tseek to be aware of this! 


1376. Man would remember the God when one experiences his 
divine flow of pure love. 


1377. If the divinity of Self is realized, then the sense of 'self- 
importance’ leaves. 
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1378. Unless one realizes bliss of Self, no God and His Kingdom 
of Heaven can be experienced. 


1379. 'Khuda’' is the realised Self and ‘Allah’ is the Absolute 
Divinity and likewise the terms 'Bhagwan and 
‘Paramatma’' used correspondingly. 


1380. One who is established in the state of Divinity within is 
known as 'Brahmanistha’. 


1381. Those who are on way for liberation experience their 
own blissfulness. 


1382. When one knows 'who am I', remains focussed on the 
divinity within. 


1383. Self-potentiality does not arise until there is realisation 
of Self. 


1384. An Enlightened One and acommoner both perform their 
duties in worldly functions. The former remains totally 
separate and the later does so by remaining identified 
with it. 


1385. Itis wrong when it is said that God takes incarnation, but 
when someone has realised pure consciousness, he is 
known as incarnate one till the ultimate state of 
liberation. Rising above the illusory state of binding 
‘doership', is Godly state. 


1386. One with karmic bindings is called a living entity (jiva) 
and one free from karmic bindings is pure consciousness. 


1387. The worldly illusion consists both of good and bad 
actions (karma). Still one has to move from bad to good 
actions morally. The issue is that right spiritual living 
starts only when the illusions depart. 


1388. The dharmic path of mere merit and demerit is not as 
significant as the one followed through by realizing 
spiritual consciousness, thatis the true dharma. 
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1389. A true dharma is not a sacrificing path. But it is in 
becoming gradually mild and reducing passions till 
attaining the full state of dispassionate enlightenment. 


1390. The real dharma liberates one from all afflictions, 
misconceptions and egoistic clinging of all sorts. "Wrong 
beliefs' and authentic dharma don't go together. 


1391. There is no beginning of true dharma till the egoism 
subsists. 


1392. Egoism is irreligion and non-egoism is the religion. 
Egoism does not diminish without the help of “a living 
Enlightened Being”. 


1393. True religion is that which transforms one spiritually. It 
helps one remain stable and steadfast in all ups and 
downs oflife. 


1394. Someone abusing does not happen without 'causes' in 
mutuality ofrelations. The ignorant one gets irritated but 
the Enlightened One becomes happy to be free from 
bindings. 


1395. Religion is that there wherein there are no attachment or 
hatred to the arising consequences of the karmic actions! 


1396. The Enlightened One never identifies Himself with the 
arising consequences of karmic actions. This is not the 
case with ignorant ones. 


1397. The clarity of one's perception through the five senses is 
subject to and limited to the veils of one's manifested 
karmas. 


1398. One must remain equipoise in all such varieties of 
manifestations of varieties of karmic consequences 
around. 


1399. The consequences of the manifesting karma are self- 
generated and autonomous. One must not obstructin it. 
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1400. When one becomes ‘knower' of the arising consequences 
of 'causal' conditions, he gets free from it. If one becomes 
subject to it, one suffers only. 


1401. One who does not own and identify with his status 
resulting from manifested past karma is a self-realized 
one. 


1402. Egoism is blind and has no eyes of his own. Very rarely it 
may peep through intellect. Being led by egoism leads 
one astray. 


1403. The people live on two bases, either of self- 
consciousness or of egoism. 


1404. The world has come up on the basis of support and its 
dependent relationships. If the support is removed then 
all related dependencies too come down. 


1405. The world arises through egoism, when egoism 
dissolves, one is free as such! Egoism stands on the 
support of ignorance. 


1406. People support good habits and push away bad ones. 
Ignorance is the foundation of the world and when it is 
removed everything disbands. 


1407. The spiritual consciousness is essentially timeless and 
fully independent by nature. The material world is 
temporary and mutually dependent. 


1408. The world of relativities is dependent on one another. If 
one experiences oneself as pure consciousness, no 
supporting dependencies remain atall. 


1409. The worldly living is based on one's own status of 
ignorance. If one wants freedom one has to give up all 
dependencies. 


1410. The nature of scientific quest is to remove the core basis 
of ignorance in the original understanding of the reality. 
Else resolving the dynamics of infinite karmas remains 
endless. 
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1411. It is the 'wrong belief' that moves the whole world. The 
afflictions of the world are due to the absence of 'right 
belief". 


1412. 'Right belief' leads to eternity of consciousness and 
‘wrong belief' leads to momentary existence. ‘Right 
beliefs' transforms one's outlook towards the world! 


1413. The right vision (samyaktva) is the belief in right 
‘knowledge’. Ignorance based belief is illusory vision 
(mithyatva). 


1414. There is infinite number of rebirths before one gets right 
vision (samyaktva). The belief in worldly names and 
forms isan illusory faith. 


1415. Realising purity of self-consciousness is a status of right 
vision. 


1416. A very faith in the purity of consciousness removes all 
fears. 


1417. With faith in the nature of Self within, one has all 
facilitations in the world. 


1418. The God is ready if one wants to realise God, but people 
hanker for worldly riches. 


1419. One should keep calm inspite of all harassment to him by 
others. Harbouring revenge means leaving aside the path 
for liberation. 


1420. There is no one who can give you happiness or harass 
you. It is the wrong vision that shows someone as 
benefactor and someone as pain-giver. All causal 
conditions lie within you only. 


1421. Man's real enemies are anger, pride, deceit and greed 
within him. Itis the wrong vision that leads one to accuse 
others for one's difficulties. With arising of the right 
vision, one realises that all external circumstances are 
instrumental only. 
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1422. The purpose of human life is to realise liberating 
progression without any obstructions. 


1423. So long as there is no higher transformation within one's 
vision, one has not realised anything worthwhile. All else 
is only worldly view. 


1424. The results of worldly activities are dependent on human 
motives. Either one seeks liberation from the world or 
worldly objects whatsoever; one comes across the 
corresponding circumstances. 


1425. Itis only “an Enlightened Being” can make one realise the 
difference between ‘worldly vision and spiritual vision’. 
No mancan have the spiritual vision on his own. 


1426. Seeking spiritual freedom without and entertaining 
areas of worldly motives within would never lead to the 
path. But if one is determined purely for liberation, 
would certainly get the right path. 


1427. The whole world is based on imaginations and religions 
too are. Realism is the absolute knowledge of matter and 
consciousness. 


1428. The good and the bad are two alternatives in the worldly 
life. The worldly religions are on the good alternative of 
merits while the path of liberation is beyond all worldly 
alternatives. 


1429. The spiritual realisation is beyond the alternatives of 
‘me’ and 'mine’. 


1430. Godis there where there is no 'egoism’. 


1431. Egoism is of two types: animate and inanimate. So long 
as itis alive, there can be no spiritual realisation. 


1432. All worldly goals can be driven through egoism but not 
the goal forthe 'purity of consciousness’. 


1433. When egoism is there, one has no spiritual benefits and 
vice versa. 


The Self Enlightening Dictums of Dada Bhagwan

1434. The benefits of egoism are in the forms of worldly 
successes whereas the spiritual benefits belong to the 
Enlightened Ones. 


1435. Liberation is self-earned but worldly living is due to 
egoism. 


1436. When one is 'awakened' everything looks ‘as it is'. When 
ignorance leaves resolution is athand. 


1437. Illusion (Maya) means seeing the thing differently than 
whatitis. 


1438. [lusionis that where the 'substance' which is not there, is 
imagined as if existing. 


1439. Illusion means ignorance of one's own Self! 


1440. All that creates egotism is material achievement, may it 
be properties or worldly knowledge; all that is a form of 
illusion only. How can one be free from such illusory 
clinging? 


1441. The object or the eyes are not illusion but sensuous 
passion andattraction is illusion (Maya). 


1442. There is no mastery in the sensuous material world of 
living, till one experiences enlightened ‘knowledge’. In 
the state of ignorance, all senses are of integrating and 
disintegrating nature and controlling one follows by 
uncontrolling ofthe other. 


1443.1 am ‘so and so’ is 'knowable’ and still one considers 
himself as 'knower' through illusion. When the knower 
remains as knower and known remains as known, then 
one becomes the spiritual master. 


1444. The liberating path is not imaginary but a blissful path of 
pure reality beyond all dualistic worries and difficulties 
ofthe world. 


1445. It is an awakened 'knowledge' or a grace by an 
Enlightened Being which leads to the path of liberation. 
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1446. All activities irrespective of their merits, without 
‘spiritual awakening’ are worldly bindings! 


1447. Awakening isa spiritual vision. 


1448. Awakening vision always leads to positive spiritual living 
and illusionary vision upsets. 


1449. The right vision leads to liberation and illusive beliefs 
make one constantly wander. 


1450. The thermometer for liberation is the right 
understanding within. 


1451. The worldly digression is downward, the spiritual 
visioning lifts upwards. 


1452. The scheduled and unscheduled ways are two different 
paths. The one is gradual worldly path of 'doing' and the 
other is a ‘leaping’ in a higher spiritual path leaving 
ownership of any ‘doings’. 


1453. Ignorance of one's own true Self is a strong illusion. The 
momentignorance is removed; all illusoriness falls apart. 


1454. Egoism itself personifies all illusoriness. Egoless state is 
divinity itself! 


1455. The world of objects has no attachment on their own, 
they are neutral and there is no trace of soul at all in them. 
But because of attachment of someone therein, harming 
the objects is bad. 


1456. Others cannot change a person; man has to change 
himself. Rebuking doesn't help any way. 


1457. We have to accept what others perceive, but it is 
improper to make the other agreeable to our views. 


1458. 'Humanity' consists in caring the others. 


1459. The great 'knowledge' of the present time is ‘adjusting’ 
practically in 'dis-adjustments' all around. 
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1460. All worldly dealings are relative and ‘all these relatives 
are temporary adjustments.’ This understanding is very 
helpful in the path to liberation. 


1461. The pursuit of all momentary relativities is worldly in 
nature. Superimposing oneself in these momentary 
matters isa'wrong belief’. 


1462. 'Mine and thine’ is a worldly life. Even when someone 
abuses you, reciprocate accordingly if you prefer its 
boomeranging! 


1463. In nature there are no miseries either in the determinate 
or practical living. But the practical living should be 
without any attachment; it brings a great joy! People 
suffer in life for want of this understanding. 


1464. The practical living without attachment means not to get 
stuck up with any object or thought. One may feel good 
seeing good objects, but while going ahead! Getting stuck 
brings unhappiness! 


1465. It is only “an Enlightened Being” who remains ever 
unattached and indicates what is ‘correct’ and what is 
‘incorrect’. 


1466. The nature is beautiful and appealing allwhere. But when 
a man confines it in one location, he does not see its 
beauty everywhere else. 


1467. In family there should be unity. One must resolve all 
opposing views to maintain unison. Unity is a way of 
dispassion but separation is due to hatred and 
attachment. 


1468. When one sees and knows through senses without 
attachment and hatred, itis super-sensuous knowledge. 


1469. The greatest attachment is to state 'I am’, where 'I am 


not. 
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1470. It is hatred and attachment that harasses man and not 
the mind. Memory subsists because of hatred and 
attachment. 


1471. If one has attachment with “an Enlightened Being” it is a 
divine attachment which resolves himself totally! 
Attachment with an Enlightened Being frees one from all 
other attachments and afflictions, for he is a 
dispassionate one. 


1472. The path of the Enlightened dispassionate is rewarding 
to both the 'giver' and the ‘receiver’; whereas in the 
worldly path, the 'giver' loses and the 'receiver' gains. 


1473. There are two kinds of goals in the worldly living. One is 
how to live ethically wherein no one is harmed and the 
other is coming across an Enlightened Being where all 
your puzzles get solved through His divine 'knowledge’. 
Follow the former path while looking for the later-the 
higher goal. 


1474. For the Indian philosophical thinking, realising the 
divinity within is the climax of human goal. 


1475. All worldly skills and knowledge are because of egoism 
but an Enlightened Being has no egoism, hence He 
doesn't knowany special skills! 


1476. 'The Enlightened One’ has no ‘worldly knowledge or 
skills’ at all! He experiences only purity of consciousness 
as 'knower and seer’. He knows everything about the Self 
only! 


1477. When one leaves all ownings of skills and knowledge, one 
realises the ‘divine status’. Nature takes his care in all 
respects! 


1478. Even when one knows nothing in the world but 
understands its orderliness in experience, is a spiritually 
awakened. 
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1479. When one deals practical living suggesting 'not knowing’ 
is appreciated; but if one boasts of ‘knowledge’, it spoils 
the dealings. 


1480. The worldly life is circular and endless. One has to 
approach “an Enlightened Person” for ultimate solution 
of this endless wandering. 


1481. Practical life is a superfluous living but people take it in 
an absolute sense! There should be a ‘coma’ in worldly 
dealings, but people make a ‘full stop’ init.'lamsoandso' 
suggests ‘coma’, whereas 'I am the pure spiritual 
consciousness’ has a ‘full stop’. 


1482. Instead of remaining 'superfluous' in practical living, the 
people have granted the fleeting world as a determining 
one, saying that 'it must be like this or that’ only! 


1483. When one tastes the bliss of spiritual consciousness then 
the worldly pleasures look tasteless. Until the worldly 
pleasures do not get weakened, the worldly clinging does 
notleave. 


1484. There is no pleasure in sweets as such but it is one's own 
imaginative pleasure. 


1485. Man's dealing with imaginative pleasures relates with 
miseries. 


1486. Both pleasure and pains are a sort of painful feelings! 
Sensuous pleasure in excess results in pains only; hence 
it does not qualify as happiness. The world is full of 
illusory trappings as such! Infinite bliss alone remains as 
‘true happiness' forever. 


1487. The real bliss consists in the status of equanimity of one's 
own Self; it is a perfect balancing of spiritual living and 
worldly dealings. 


1488. If you like happiness then pray the divinity, for it is an 
abode of bliss. If you follow the matter, it will bring 
nothing but miseries. For, whatit comprises of! 


The Self Enlightening Dictums of Dada Bhagwan 
Z C C J ( 


1489. Understanding the science of the dispassionate 
Enlightened Ones (Vitaraga) removes afflictions of all 
sorts. 


1490. One may think that 'an Enlightened Being is happy in the 
eternity of real but may be happy or unhappy in the 
relativities of the world’. However truly speaking, the 
Enlightened Being knows relative as 'relative' only, hence 
he is happy in relativities as well! 


1491. One may get peace in having spiritual 'knowledge' from 
“an Enlightened Being”, but one has to understand his 
‘science’ thoroughly. 


1492. The real peace within means there is no restlessness 
whatsoever. This inner peace must be continuous and 
unaffected vis-a-vis the outer worldly living. 


1493. The so-called principled and an over-insisting person 
gives much suffering to others, for he believes that he is 
the only true person andall must follow him. 


1494. A leader whose own mind is stable can stabilize the 
minds of followers in considerable numbers; and then 
only acertain goal is realised. 


1495. One's own mind is not under control and a man strives to 
control others minds! Assuming controllership of others 
minds brings miseries only! 


1496. When one assumes as if died (!) while alive, he realises 
freedom from his mind. 


1497. Man ever remains alive in the form of self-consciousness; 
itis only 'beliefs' that depart. 


1498. The one who lives like as being 'no more’, will attain the 
immortal state! 


1499. The moment the man takes birth, he dies moment by 
moment! 
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1500. When unwell, people say that sickness has 'caught' them. 
In fact, sickness was lying latent within the physical body 
as an impact of defiling food intakes. Sickness is a 
manifestation, created by vitality power to purify the 
body in course of time. 


1501. One who desires 'to die early' or ‘desire not to die’, both 
are painful and anguishing meditations. The best thing is 
to get down when one's station arrives! 


1502. What to cherish for in the world where everything and 
everyone is momentary and mortal? But the Self is 
immortal. 


1503. The meditative death means remembering nothing 
except one's own nature of pure consciousness; and 
nothing of mind, intellect, mental modifications, egoism 
etc. 


1504. Undecided thoughts are mind and decided thoughts are 
intellect. 


1505. Intellect follows worldly approach. 


1506. Everyone goes by intellect. One has to move above from 
intellect to the light of ‘knowledge’ and then one begins 
realising the consciousness of divinity. 


1507. Intellect is dualistic in nature and always shows loss and 
profit in worldly matters. Intellect is the origin of all 
dualism. 


1508. The relative worldly religions indicate only what is 
revealed by intellect. Nothing beyond intelligence is 
graspable in words. 


1509. Strangely, the intellectual perversion has become the 
order of the day in these times and hence one must be 
always careful. 


1510. Right intelligence always resolves the work; the 
excessive intelligence harms! 
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1511. One that indicates a realistic objectivity is the 
equanimity ofintellect. 


1512. The really intelligent is one who neither harms the other 
nor to oneself at all! 


1513. Intellect is a cogent gain and experience of the present, 
whereas common-senseis a natural gift. 


1514. True intelligence makes for adjustment everywhere. It 
puts aside anger, pride, deceit or greed so as to prevent 
clash of any sort and balances everything in the home. 


1515. Where intellect rules, there is no liberation and vice 
versa. One needs ‘understanding’ on the path of 
liberation. 


1516. One who can intuitionally understand very well is 
intellectual. It is a natural gift, as though man with 
intuitional understanding may not have high 
intelligence. 


1517. More the intellectual power, the more is the capacity for 
understanding. He grasps the 'knowledge' instantly and 
speedily. The intellectual power varies in people at 
different levels. 


1518. Ifintellect digresses, it leads to deceit and ifit moves ona 
right path, ithelps one all-around. 


1519. Everyone conceals one's own true identity as pure Self 
and superimposes a new name as 'so and so’, that itself 
begins the deceit! 


1520. Were the knowledge of consciousness to be sensuous, 
then one would not have to try to realise God as one 
would have seen the God right from the birth. But God's 
location is beyond senses, beyond mind, beyond intellect 
etc. He is within man and he is to be experienced directly. 


1521. One with an open mind can'see' the God. 
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1522. Anger ‘protects’ pride whereas deceit 'protects' greed. 


1523. Women have karmic coverings with deceits, so they are 
not aware of it. Men may have egoistic confusions but he 
would not know it. But after realising the spiritual 
consciousness man would watch egoism and woman 
would watch deceit within. 


1524. It is experienced that where there is deceiving, one 
receives reactionary pushback and the proudly person 
gets abusing in the world. 


1525. The world is our own ‘image’. So long you are deceitful, 
the other also would be deceitful with you. 


1526. Doing deeds in concealment is 'deceit'. Even one is 
unmindful in one's own deceitful deeds too. Telling lie is 
also a deceit only. 


1527. We believe in God and still conceal our deeds from him! 
As Godis omniscient, nothing can be hidden! One seeking 
divinity does notresort to the deeds in concealment. 


1528. Keep working openly, it would remove public fear. 
1529. When the deceit is laid open, mind gets controlled. 


1530. Even if there is a loss, one must talk openly; hence the 
other person may sympathise and one becomes 
unburdened. Carrying the worries in solo suffocates one 
and increases its burden. 


1531. The worldly people get benefitted perfectly from the one 
where there is no deceiving at all. Everything comes 
abound when one refrains from deceitfulness. The World 
goes on its own automatically, but it is the deceiving 
human nature spoils everything! 


1532. If someone is hurt through speech in the beginning, then 
one should revert saying in a confessional tone owning 
one's folly; and the other would feel happy immediately. 
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1533. If one wants to be free, one should not be competitive. In 
competition there is concealing of defects in both parties! 


1534. There is no 'knowledge' till there is competition. 
1535. Competition is a defiling company. 


1536. Wherever there is competition, there is worldly life and 
where there is no competition, there is ‘knowledge’. 


1537. No one could ever win in this competitive rush of the 
world! Everyone gets deadly exhausted in this rat race. 
The wisdom consists in retracing. 


1538. In the worldly race of timeless births, one gets deceived 
sooner or later. In addition, one gets thrashed too in this 
rush. The best thing is to revert back and seek one's 
original nature of purity of consciousness. 


1539. The moment one retraces from the worldly competitive 
rush, one's personality also begins to shine! So long as 
one remains in the competitive 'race', one remains 
uninfluential. 


1540. There is no 'winner' forever in the world as such. The 
Enlightened One swims over the worldly ocean 
admitting the others to feel winning! 


1541. When a defeated one blesses the winner, advances on the 
path of liberation. 


1542. If you strive for winning, enmity will bind you; and if you 
admit defeat, enmity would leave you. 


1543. Seeking victory in the world means seeking numerous 
births in the world. If one confesses one's defeat, he 
would be left free. 


1544. Grasping even a single word from “an Enlightened Being”, 
transforms one spiritually. 


1545. The world is flowing on its own. Meddling with the flow is 
creating innumerable problems. 
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1546. Itis better to keep away from these strange times; no one 
knows to interact soft and sensible. 


1547. The greatest folly is in making such a speech which 
creates a trouble for the others. A man should rather 
subdue in case someone speaks like that. 


1548. No onein the world is ina position to interfere you, hence 
never find faults with the world. You will encounter no 
such reaction in absence of your previous interferences! 
Itis one's own fault if one gets harassed. 


1549. If one has never obstructed the other, then no one would 
ever make any obstruction at all. Ifa good man who has 
never harmed anyone, happens to come across criminals, 
even they would give high respects to him! 


1550. This is ever just world wherein if one does not interfere 
anyone, everyone would be also straight forward with 
him. 


1551. Ifa man remains in his own nature of self-consciousness 
and does not interfere in the worldly cycles, he gets 
liberated. Interference on one's part leads to digression. 


1552. The crux ofall knowledge is that the manifested behavior 
which gets unwound relates to past and the belief that 
gets integrated is new. One with spiritual learning for 
good might be charging new superior karmas within and 
be directed to higher evolution, even if one may appear to 
be engaged in bad actions outside. 


1553. Creating new karmas is one's own power but all 
discharging power rests with nature. Hence one need be 
mindful to 'charge' the better karmas for one's own sake! 


1554. It is a man who is responsible in karmas but it is nature 
which discharges ultimately. This is a supreme 
reasoning of the Enlightened dispassionate Ones. 


1555. Man feels helpless and restless because ‘discharging’ 
rests with nature finally. 
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1556. Man must reflect upon earlier sources of actions within 
himself. One remains normal if it is ‘discharging’, but 
new karmic designs keep pricking within oneself. 


1557. At the time of planning, alternatives and changes are 
possible in actions, as it is the first stage of subtle karmic 
designs. The world itself has originated from the subtle 
to the second stage of gross manifestation where any 
change is beyond one's control. 


1558. The worldly nature is in constant creating, all discharges 
initare only'reactions’. 


1559. In a way, the conscious Self is creator, but on the other 
side'Itis notacreator’. 


1560. Wherever there is 'doership’, itis bondage and wherever 
there is 'knowership' there is liberation. 


1561. To the extent one 'understands’, one dissolves in one's 
own essential nature of Self and realises 'freedom' here 
and now. 


1562. Understanding quietens man, and ultimately advancing 
liberates one. Intellect activates but the understanding 
quietens. 


1563. Equanimity of understanding is that which seeks 
happiness from unhappiness. 


1564. One who makes a ‘surgical analysis' of physical 
pleasures, frees himself from afflictions! 


1565. All afflictions result when one goes against nature. 
Nature adjusts everything but egoism strives against 
nature and suffers. 


1566. Infinite bliss exists within the soul, but itis obstructed by 
vitiating emotions. 


1567. Leaving the means of permanent happiness, implies 
welcoming the forces of transitory pleasures. 
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1568. The state of an authentic spiritual consciousness does 
notharm any living entity at all. 


1569. If you are perfect and do not wish to give any pain to 
others, then others too do not harm youatall. 


1570. Whatever afflictions one suffers, is areaction of what one 
has rendered. Doas you like! 


1571. It is only egoism that creates worries and suffers 
disregarding the divinity within. 


1572. Divinity 'knows' the miseries but does not 'suffer'. 


1573.Laughing or weeping both follow due to 
misunderstanding in man. Else this beautiful world has 
nothing like that in it. 


1574. Because of wrong beliefs, people have granted many 
sufferings of the world. All these sufferings are due to 
assumptions and apprehensions and not factually seen 
or experienced! 


1575. The whole human life is nothing but experiencing the 
sweet and bitter consequences only! 


1576. How long man experiences pleasure and pain? Till one 
has not evolved to the stage of 'knowership". 


1577. It is the Self that 'knows' the taste, but one who 
experience the taste, is not the Self. 


1578. God is just to all while endowing the ‘light’ to everyone. 
But it is the man who is the true owner and responsible in 
the way one utilises the same. One abiding to the rules of 
God, enjoys Godly powers! 


1579. The worldly miseries leave on their own, but people give 
them support. 
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1580. Man is the divine Self and the world is material. But 
because of onslaught of sticking material movements, 
man gets upset unnecessarily without understanding 
that any loss whatsoever, is to the matter and not to one's 
spiritual consciousness. Both are different entities with 
altogether different dealings as such! 


1581. If man lends trouble to others then man would feel 
troubled within. The science of dispassionate 
Enlightened Ones says 'if one spends just this life in 
owning others miseries and help, he will get rewarded 
for all past lives. 


1582. If one crosses over a single affliction quietly, then he is 
enabled to cross many other miseries! He becomes 
confident to face any adversities. 


1583. External pleasures and pains are subject to the order of 
nature and internal happiness remains the outcome of 
one's spiritual effort. 


1584. The real happiness arises only from the innate 
consciousness. 


1585. A hearty repentance and confession leaps one above any 
sinful faults! 


1586. The nature of human mind is worldly. For example, if 
someone comes in odd times, mind would spontaneously 
retort negatively for him; this is how the bindings are 
created! 


1587. More and more bindings are created in the state of 
ignorance. Mind seeks resolutions. It resolves when it is 
explained the knowledge of orderliness in nature. Ifthere 
is abad thought for the other, the mind must be explained 
to seek apology and get purified. 


1588. A precept of an Enlightened One purifies the mind. He 
bestows one with 'knowledge' and realization of the 
nature of consciousness, which resolves mind in all 
conditions. 
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1589. If one speaks out what is within, he would liberate 
earlier! Mind is so much fickle that it keeps on making 
innumerable designs, spoiling number oflives. 


1590. Thoughts havea field day in present times! One identifies 
with the liking thoughts and feels elevated that is 
damaging karma, and get depression in the disliking 
thoughts. 


1591. You may like but there should be no attachment, you may 
not like and still there should be no hatred. Likes and 
dislikes are traits of mind but not of spiritual 
consciousness. 


1592. For ‘an Enlightened One' there is no object in the world 
which he likes or dislikes. 


1593. There is a way out when one makes it liked, that which 
one disliked. 


1594. All dualities of likes and dislikes, good and bad, profit and 
loss etc. are social creations. God has no duality at all. To 
him, everything is material only. 


1595. All that looks good or bad is a state of material 
modifications. It is alternatives only when it is looked 
differently in dualities. But for the Enlightened One, these 
are only modifications; beyond the worldly dualities of 
goodor bad. 


1596. Relativity means dualism. 


1597. One who surpasses dualism, is non-dualist. It is a 
transparent divine vision that leads one beyond all 
dualities. 


1598. In the absolute way of liberation, one must cross the 
duality of good and bad. The worldly right path is to 
despise what is bad and attaching to good ones. Butin the 
path of pure vision, there is no attachment for good and 
no hatred for bad.

1608 
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There is nothing right and wrong, but it is impurity of 
vision. In other words that is the wrong perception or 
vitiated vision only. 


Dualities give rise to worldly living and liberation makes 
one cross all dualism. 


The language of the world is dualistic but the liberating 
language is beyond all dualism. 


. When one remains unaffected by any worldly object and 


its duality, one is blessed in realising his divinity as such. 


The mind, speech and body are ‘effective’, but they do not 
effect one when one realises the divinity of 
consciousness as such. 


Who acts in the process of giving birth? Is it doctors or is 
it mother? In fact, it is an ‘effect’ and a result. All 
underlying 'causes' turn into 'results' spontaneously. 


The worldly life continues on the basis of 'effects' only; it 
has no divine interfering at all! But people impose all 
these on God due to theirignorance. 


The atoms of mind, speech and body are ‘effective’, but 
the scientific way suggests that one has only to 'know' the 
'effect' and notto experience it. 


When one experiences the 'effects', it becomes binding. 
When one experiences the ‘effect’ himself, it binds one 
but when one promotes the same effects also to others, 
then the bindings become much stronger. 


. Along the ‘effective’ mind, speech, body, and 'effective' 


surroundings, the Self remaining 'sans effects’; and that 
is the 'ultimate spiritual state of being’. 


. The liberation comes from understanding and not from 


actions; the result of actions is worldly life. 


1610. The world has innumerable objects but each one gets 
one's due only. One gets what one is eligible for. If you 
have right intents, truth and right dedication, all glory 
shall come to you! Itis arule of nature. 


1611. The world is that which flows with ceaseless transitions 
going on allaround! 


1612. Conditions keep changing but the true ‘knowledge’ 
doesn't. 


1613. The owner ofall sensuous instruments is a worldly man. 


1614. Those who are in practical living, they are all worldly. The 
‘liberated souls' have no worldly living at all. There are 
others who are in this world and still are in a state beyond 
worldly living, are “the Enlightened Ones”. 


1615. Whatever is outside in the world is within man too. All 
limitations outside are within man. Universe is outside as 
well as inside. When there is adjustment outside that 
follows spontaneous adjustments within; and then 
everything inside quietens! 


1616. One who enjoys rightfully, becomes man. Else he is a 
beast. If one submits one's rightful objects for others, it is 
a Godly path. If one snatches away others rights, it is a 
path of hell. 


1617. Worldly life is nothing but series of troubles, yet nothing 
really belongs to man! It isan endless epiphenomenon of 
troubles only!! 


1618. The essence of 'knowledge' is in understanding what 
makes one happy and what makes one unhappy. 


1619. The worldly living should be ideal. One must not be sticky 
in the worldly passions. In this changing currents of river 
of worldly routines, one must be like a passenger in a 
boat, always mindful in crossing over the river. 


1620. Where there are worldly passions, there is a burning fire. 
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To consider the other as ‘lacking in understanding’ is an 
open passionate statement. 


No one likes worldly passions but they are made wilfully. 
People don't like to be angry yet they say 'how to go 
without anger?'! 


Where there are no passions of anger and pride, deceit 
and greed, one is spiritual and 'non-worldly', whether 
one isa householder ora monk. 


Till one becomes free from passions, one must Keep one's 
practical dealings transparently clear and be mindful for 
that. 


Continence is that where passions are restrained but 
mere abandoning the world is only renunciation. 


Controlling the passions is considered continence. 


Absence of violent intentions is continence, even in a 
state of passions. 


The worldly living is of two types: there are householders 
and there are renouncing monks. One's belief is of doing 
actions of acquisitions and other's belief is of doing 
renunciations! But at the end they have to know the 
liberating path of spiritual experience from “an 
Enlightened Being”. 


One who can see all viewpoints directly is an omniscient 
one who helps crossing the ocean oflife. 


When egoism gets purified fully, then practical living 
becomes pure. 


All relations are 'earnings' relating the outer world; what 
helps finally is earnings relating the spiritual realization 
within. 


All your family 'relations' are from 'relative viewpoint’ 
only. 


1633. Only “the Enlightened Being” frees one from all miseries. 
Else, in present times (Kaliyuga), there is a risk of losing 
even whatever little happiness one may have! 


1634. When one centres the living on realising spiritual 
consciousness, worldly riches follow 'free of cost’ as a by- 
product. 


1635. The normal ego makes the life going, but the expansion of 
ego brings worrying concerns in excess. 


1636. One who makes no egoism stops his cycle of worldly life. 


1637. Where there is egoism, there is attachment and vice 
versa. But in the state of essential spiritual realisation, 
both egoism and attachments fall apart. Only dramatic 
egoism and apparent attachment remain. When egoism 
is gone, itis renunciation ofall material world! 


1638. Egoism is like a seed in animal world, and it grows as a 
large tree in human beings. With fall of egoism, one 
realizes the divinity within. 


1639. The nature of egoism is expending all that is within its 
powers. 


1640. So long as man's vision is vicious, egoism survives. Hence 
vision needs to be purified. 


1641. As is one's sight, the same looks the universe. When one 
owns anything, all else in the world looks alien. 


1642. True religion reduces the human faults of perception. 
The world is aresult of such misconceptions only. 


1643. When the misconception of vision is removed, the world 
is seen as it is only. It is only 'an Enlightened Being’, helps 
one inthis transformation. 


1644. Where there is worldly vision, there is no God and vice 
versa. 
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1650. 


1651. 
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Man continuously suffers from various sorts of fears and 
apprehensions. But all that relates only to material 
modifications in the world. In fact, spiritual being has 
nothing to fear, for soul is infinite and immortal; but that 
has to be realised with the help of “an Enlightened being”. 


The substance is same everywhere, but it is the illusory 
perception that makes for likes and dislikes. For, there 
are plurality of perspectives. 


There is so much of happiness in the world provided one 
knows the ‘science’ of it. It is one's wrong belief that 
creates sufferings. If man can replace a wrong belief with 
the 'right belief’, there is infinite bliss in the world as 
such. 


Unless and until the 'wrong belief' is gone, one keeps on 
getting looted. 


As long as there prevails illusion in belief and thinking as 
such, one remains in miseries. There are no pleasures 
and pains in the parlance of the “Enlightened Ones”. 


Where someone else does and I own it as 'Iam doing’, is 
illusion. Believing other's feelings as that of Self is 
illusion. 


To believe 'I' where it is not, is ignorance. Believing 'T' 
where ‘it really is', is manifesting of Self. 


The nature of human consciousness is stable and 
changeless; it has nothing to do with the changing and 
unstable worldly forms. Hence one can strive to remain 
stable amidst all unstable surroundings. 


Demerits arise with impious intentions and merits arise 
with pious intentions. The liberation follows the state of 
purity of consciousness beyond these. 


The sensuous knowledge create all feelings; but in the 
super-sensuous knowledge no feelings arise atall. 


1655. The stupor striking dispositions of alluring world of 
objects if remains attached even for an hour, its 
impressions will last for decades and decades due to 
intense identification with sensual indulgences. Hence 
man must be alert constantly. 


1656. One who is divine is indifferent and always remains 
unmoved. One can remain so by self-effort after 'self- 
realising experience’. 


1657. When one becomes purified in conviction, he does not 
hurt anyone and considers other hurting him in a 
spontaneous natural order only. A man gets what he 
deserves wherever he is! 


1658. 'Enlightened dispassionate One does not challenge 
anyone, whether the others respect Him or do otherwise. 
He remains beyond all such considerations. One who 
challenges others continues in the worldly life while the 
unchallenging ones advance to liberation! 


1659. The spiritual knowledge is that wherein one 
understands that whatever the commoners believe as 
mine, itis nottruly ‘mine’. 


1660. There are two types of knowledge: The one is the 
knowledge of morals which indicates 'what is right and 
whatis wrong’ and 'whatis helpful and whatis unhelpful’ 
in the world. The second is the 'knowledge of freedom’, 
along with that one gets the moral knowledge also. Else 
one may get the moral knowledge from the saints having 
imbibed such knowledge. 


1661. 'Seeing’' means understanding and 'knowing' is what is 
known in details. There is a difference between 
perception and knowledge. 
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1662.

There are three kinds of talks existing in the world: (I). 
Based on Knowledge, (ii). Based on reasoning and (iii). 
Non rational ones. The non-rational talks are not 
accepted by intellectual persons. Intellectual talks are 
rejected by non-rational ones. But where talks concern 
the spiritual aspect, itremains beyond 'right' and 'wrong' 
perspective. 


Many people boast that they are 'knower' and 'seer', but 
they do not understand that this state begins only after 
'self- realisation’. 


A true ‘knowledge’ makes one alert whenever and 
wherever required. The knowledge which is not useful at 
a point of time is no knowledge. Such ‘knowledge’ must 
be received from an ‘authentic’ person and not just 
anybody. Having imbibed such knowledge, the speech of 
such authentic person has ‘intrinsic power in his words' 
and that becomes self-operative for others. 


Without falling prey in the trap of relativities, one must 
concentrate on substantial ‘knowledge’ of 
consciousness. 


So long as one is 'doer' of actions, it is ignorance and 
cause ofthe worldly life. 


Neutrality of witnessing-vision (saksibhava) and the 
'knower-seer vision’ are different. There may be a 
neutrality of witnessing-vision and still illusion entraps 
you. The 'vision of knower and seer ' isa final state. 


The self has to become witness of oneself so that there is 
no binding of karma. But the divinity within just 'sees and 
perceives’. 


Even God as a witnessing one is a worldly God in the form 
of egoism. If oneself can remain in a witnessing state 
always all times, no karmic bindings would take place. 


To separate 'I' and 'my' is the only ‘knowledge’ one 
requires. Itis the crux ofall scriptures in the world! 
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1671.'I' represents objectivity and 'my' represents 
circumstantial happenings and both are totally different. 


1672. When gross 'my' is removed then subtle, subtler and 
subtlest 'my' have to be removed and ultimately the 'T’ 
gets separate. 


1673. 'I' is absolute substance to whom there are number of 
clinging of'my'. 


1674. 'T' is your own spiritual consciousness and that has to be 
realised. 


1675. Everyone knows to separate the gross 'my' but it is only 
“an Enlightened Man” who helps one to separate the 
subtle, subtler and subtlest'my'’. 


1676. 'Iam and all this is mine’ belongs to an individual entity 
(jiva) state, whereas in enlightened state one considers 
as‘onlyIam'and ‘nothing elseis mine’. 


1677. 'I' means 'Self' and 'My' means ‘mine’. 'My' means all 
possessions. One must have lighter possessions. 


1678. 'I' and 'my' are two different roads that never meet 
together. Notwo'l'can be one for long! 


1679. The way of happiness in the world is to leave aside 'my' 
and serve others. 


1680. It is ok in speaking that ‘it is mine’ in worldly living. But 
‘who am I!’ essentially must be ascertained within. 'I' is 
one's pure consciousness and 'my' is all material. 


1681. Except the Self whatever exists is worldly living which is 
other-dependent only. As people mistakenly believe all 
this within their control, they get confused and stuck in 
the world. It is only a scientific knowledge that can 
unravel this chronic confusion. 
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1683. 
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1685. 
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The atoms of mind, speech and body are ‘effective’ and 
hence indicate the world of objects as right or wrong. It 
makes man opining good as bad and bad as good due to 
effect of these atoms. 


Even wild animals get tamed by the effects of positive 
vibrations! 


If one meditates a wild animal as form of pure 
consciousness, it would not remain violent to him. All 
this depends on how one'see' the world! 


Even once when one determines 'to teach a lesson’ to the 
other, it would not go in vain as it is wished in presence of 
the divinity within. But if nothing happens within, 
everything would be quietened and stops. 


There is no need to worry when consequences of old 
actions have taken place, one has to focus on the intents 
ofthe new causes. 


One who has never imitated other is truly intelligent! 


The acme of human life is when one is mindful of not 
hurting the others in any way. 


Nobody is responsible for you. You are whole and sole 
responsible for yourself. 


The world is in continuous transition since timeless 
period but because of its circular nature, there seems no 
end to it. 


The rule of nature is that everyone gets happiness in tune 
with one's needs. Everyone's 'tender' is granted. 


. Without understanding one's genuine needs, man 


borrows money to buy those objects on credit and bears 
heavy interest on it. One has to make sure whether it is 
essentially necessary or not! 


1693. Good feelings result when one responds categorically 
saying something ‘it's really good’ rather than casually 
saying ‘it's ok’. 


1694. Let us recite all the three mantras together, they are the 
means to please the Gods. 


1695. Saints lead man on religious path and “Enlightened One” 
sets one on the path of liberation. 


1696. The greatest religion is to 'keep all happy’. 


1697. Aman of good character has purity of vision and respects 
all women; he does nothurt them atall. 


1698. Addictions are those which are concealed ones. The open 
ones are not termed as addictions. 


1699. There is nothing spontaneous in the world; there are 
‘covered causes’ always. Even spontaneity is the result of 
earlier causes. 


1700. Even the astrologers do not look into times bygone. But 
the smart people remember that someone had cheated 
or insulted him! The flow of words is also like the flow of 
water where nothing needs to be probed in retrospect! 


1701. What is person? When manifested somewhat physically, 
he is a ‘person’ but if he has realised total development 
then heisa'unique person’. 


1702. The saints drink the worldly poisons and leave 'nectar' 
for the worldly people who are weak. 


1703. If one does not follow the rules of conduct in the 
pilgrimage centre, it strongly leads to bondage. 


1704. Every man has to so cultivate and train himself that he is 
not bored anywhere! 


1705. Follow the viewpoint of the other fully. It is unfair to 
balance it with your own perspectives. 
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1706. As God is within man, man has not to worry about his life. 
Everything he needs exist all around. Only there should 
be no interfering by mind, speech and body. 


1707. The instruments that do not show the human goal of 
ends and means have no value. 


1708. Religion means to do good and giving pains to others is 
irreligion. But the quest of 'science' goes beyond these 
limited religious perspectives. 


1709. Through egoistic striving, one can proceed from immoral 
to moral path but the same cannot evolve from ethical to 
purity of consciousness. Hence everything comes to 
standstill because no one knows the path beyond. 


1710. There are no words in explaining how to reach the purity 
of consciousness. It is only “an Enlightened Person” can 
help one realise the spiritual consciousness and gracing 
by God. 


1711. Even “an Enlightened Person” is an ignorant one before 
his spiritual realisation. 


1712. Man has to accept everything that happens all around 
him knowing that others are only instruments. As such, 
he would apologise if any ill feelings arise for anyone. 
This is an authentic human effort. 


1713. Everyone is born for being instrumental for certain 
purposes in one's life. Everyone is destined to bea means 
to fulfil certain purposes in one's life. 


1714. One states that 'my tooth aches’, but it is a contradicting 
statement! Because what is 'one's own' can never give 
pains and what does not belong to one would not remain 
without giving him some pain. This puzzle is worth 
solving by self-analysis. 


1715. Patience is not an object to be kept but it is an object of 
learning. One has to learn it from those who are models of 
it. 
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1716. Anything spoilt outside let it be spoilt but one should not 
spoil the inner being. Inner being must be kept pure. 
Even if one cannot repay the loan, one must be clearly 
‘determined’ to pay back. If you do not spoil the 
intentions, the time will follow for repayment. 


1717. One must not be unfriendly within, even if there is some 
break-up in friendliness outside, for some reasons. 


1718. All that gets spoilt outside would vanish sooner or later. 
One must preserve and protect the 'inner being’ and 
everything is saved! 


1719. It is a worldly secret that if nothing is spoiled inside, 
everything remains o.k. outside. 


1720. Even if there is too much of debt, one must always feel 
certain within that all this is to be repaid. One should not 
‘endorse’ any thoughts to the contrary. 


1721. What ‘information’ man receives from ‘within’ is a right 
path indicating merit and demerit. There is all 
knowledge and vision within, only man must not 
obstruct it. If one overrules that, ‘intuitive information’ 
shall cease to prompt. 


1722. The Self-consciousness is the nature of God. It does not 
indicate anything right or wrong. When the dispositions 
of demerit karma arise, one goes on wrong path; and 
when dispositions of merit arise, one walks on right path. 
The nature of self-consciousness is only of 'seeing' the 
arising modifications, in neutrality. 


1723. The world is a binding of three dark forces of mind, 
speech and body! 


1724. The worldly actions lead to worldly results. As one sows 
so one reaps, in all worldly activities. If you seek 
liberation, stop sowing atall. 
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Whatever is done through ignorance is bondage. 
Whatever is done through knowledge is helping in 
realizing liberation. 


No one can be happy by hurting other's egoism, for 
egoism is one's basis of life. 


Egoism that hurts others, hurts oneself only. When 
egoism is used in making others happy, becomes the 
reason for happiness to oneself. 


So long as egoism does not go away, till then there is 
nothing but miseries and miseries only. 


Egoism means to remain blinded with one's own 
perspectives. It is “an Enlightened One” who helps 
remove this egoism. 


Man's greatest weakness is egoism, it covers all his good 
qualities. 


Egoism must be suchas acceptable to the people at large. 
Egoism should be normal so as not to hurt others. 
Cherishing pastis a medicine toa hurt egoism! 


Bloated egoism and riches have innate enmities! Hence 
egoism should be within limits. Riches remain distant 
from it. 


Mere egoism makes man hollow ultimately and it is so 
pitiable! An authentic man is one who ever ‘lives’ in 
immortality of consciousness and thatis real bravery. 


"Knowledge' alone liberates, all other means are binding. 


No worldly objects have 'value’, but that does not mean to 
‘devalue’ anything. 


Whatever is scarce is valuable in the world! 


Art is not valuable but it is estimated on the basis of the 
number of existing artists! 


1740. Many people deeply feel that others do not recognise and 
value them! But in this magnificently vast and boundless 
universe, everything seems trifle and trivial. Truly 
speaking one who does not have hatred and attachment 
alone remains valuable. 


1741. When value of money increases the value of man 
decreases and vice versa! 


1742. The bangles are beautiful but man would not like to wear 
as it has no significance for him. People have their own 
measuring instruments! How can a thermometer and 
fever both be one and same? 


1743. Do not lend prominence to yourself in the family. Both 
spouses in the family should be friendly in mutual 
relationship. 


1744. The profit in business remains the same whether one 
plays smart or not; but smartness creates liability for the 
future. 


1745. When one's vision is straight-forward, then one finds 
one's own faults only. Otherwise, vision finds faults of 
others. 


1746. As 'designed’', the world goes on. You just see it! Your 
desires too are your ‘designs’. 


1747. The real culprit is one's intention; else nothing can be 
stolen in the world. The thief is only an instrument, and 
the restis the settlement of only your accounts. 


1748. People meet and talk, just keep on talking and talking 
when some listener is there and waste lot of energies. 


1749. If something is wrong, it is wrong. Leave it, don't try to 
mend it, else it will worsen. 


1750. “The Enlightened One” is always non-insisting. He does 
nottry to prove anything as right or wrong. 
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Whatever other may say but resolve that the world 
functions in orderly manner only. Never think or blame 
that something is done wrongly. 


“An Enlightened Being” is one who can prove what he 
speaks, but will not insist. 


Everything running in the nature is spontaneous and 
orderly. No one can be owner of it and people may do as 
they like; hence it is worthless in opining or speaking ill 
of anybody. 


Even an iota in the material world is sticky and it is 
difficult to get out of its alluring traps. Hence always 
remain in the company of “an Enlightened One”. 


Only those with whom you have karmic connections can 
stay with you. 


Seeing the divinity in the world solves the crux of 
binding. 


All men render duties in the world. One who does his 
duties and scolds as well, he is sliding downwards. One 
who consciously does his duties is humanly and the one 
who submits to his duties humbly, marches upward in 
Godly path. 


Wherever there is giving and taking, it is money market 
and it has no concern with self- consciousness. 


Whenever one realises that oneself is the worst of all 
worst persons, one becomes worthy to live. 


One becomes free when one realises the principle that 
‘no one can interfere at all in another living entity’! 


When 'I' strive to do that which is not the role of Self is 
creating troubles. 


There is an orderly control of the nature allwhere. If one 
does notinterfere anyone, then no one interferes him. 


1763. If there is someone who obstructs us, then someone else 
is also there in this world to help us. Both are invisible 
and temporary. 


1764. One who harasses the others, gets back in the same coin 
over a period. 


1765. One abuses the other at one's own cost. If one retorts, it 
creates liability on one's part but if one remains straight 
forward, the other too would come straight forward 
sooner or later. 


1766. False words remove all trust in man. What is the value of 
aman when he loses confidence of others? 


1767. People strive to augment number of possessions 
although they may not like the restriction of worldly life. 
So long as this binding helplessness of a prisoner 
remains, there seems no alternative! 


1768. One must beware of supporting any wrong deeds of 
anyone. It takes you downward. If one commits mistakes 
in darkness reaps punishment in daylight. 


1769. No specific opinions for any specific objects must remain. 
Opinions mean giving support. One is to only 'know' 
wrong as wrong and right as right without any 
attachment or hatred for either. Wrong or right is the 
worldly dualistic social vision only; there is nothing like 
that in the vision of Absolute Being. 


1770. True ‘universal knowledge’ is that when one knows the 
reality as it is! “The Enlightened One” has no restricted 
vision of 'mine and thine’. Hence even if someone steals 
from him, he takes it as if received a credit to his own 
accountsince he didn't expenditfor himself. 


1771. Criticizing anything of the world is same as criticizing the 
divinity. Even someone's act of stealing is also a kind of 
purging the other of impurities in the scheme of the 
orderly nature! 
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The worldly life will go on its own way smoothly, 
provided one always adjust to all his available 
circumstances rather than interfering. It is an orderly 
design of divinity wherein one should remain stable 
without creating his own realm of power. 


No one should stir the spontaneous flow of 
circumstances, only one must resolve and find a way out. 


No one should insist striving in reforming the other in 
mutuality of relationship. If one of the spouses gets 
consciously reformed, it is well and good! 


When man does not interfere the others at all, then 
others would never harm him. One who is established in 
a supreme realised status is not affected by worldly 
modifications atall. 


Interfering in worldly dealings is an impure dealing. 


One burns on entering the fiery world of materialism but 
itis blissful entering in the realm of spirituality. 


The Enlightened dispassionate Ones regard the spiritual 
realisation as the subtlest principle. To him even the 
slightest form of violence i.e. even of thinking ill of others, 
is a defeating concern. For, he sees divinity everywhere. 


Ridiculing any living being is ridiculing the divinity as 
such. 


Everyone must realise that kind of intellectual status 
which creates no disharmony within the home. 


. The issue is not that everyone may get puzzled in the 


worldly living, but it is to be aware of the scientific 
approach in solving it. 


. 'The world is the puzzle itself' and one who can solve it 


attains the status of divinity. 


1783. Man gets upset even in small losses at the hand of others 
since he is unaware regarding the governance of the 
world. When man himselfis a ‘guest’ in this design of the 
world, why should he worry? 


1784. Man should always remain in neutral gearing in worldly 
living. The worldly living would continue and 'causes' do 
nottake place! 


1785. The worldly life means a factory of experiencing 
pleasures and pains! 


1786. All that dies is worldly in nature! 
1787. Worldly life means tiring and retiring! 
1788. Worldly life means the market of sensual pleasures! 


1789. The nature of the world is hollow, but the way of 
liberation is an essence de-facto! 


1790. There can be no unity till there is selfishness. 


1791. Unity follows only when there is 'knowledge’, else the 
world by its nature is of disunity. 


1792. Theinner enemies of man are anger and pride, deceit and 
greed; one must know themas such. 


1793. When one realises the purity of consciousness in all; itis 
universal friendship! 


1794. The dispassionate ones do not have the feeling of 
ownership. 


1795. The suffering results when one exercises ownership with 
egoism. It results in one's responsibility of actions and 
reactions. As such there is nothing like 'ownership' in 
nature! 


1796. One suffers because one owns! 
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All that which one owns turns tables ultimately and make 
one suffer. 


One who does not deceive one's own Self, does not suffer 
atall. 


Man is worldly wise but deceives one's own Self. 


Anger protects one in the state of ignorance but the 
absence of anger makes one ‘influencing one’. 


In anger there is the fiery intensity of bodily atoms. 
Whereas greed takes place due to alluring of atoms for 
riches. 


When one becomes angry with other it is discharging 
passion. But if it is intentional with oneness of Identity, 
the passion is recharged. 


Making anger means to set fire on one's own property. 


So long as passionate weaknesses of anger & pride, 
deceit & greed do not leave, one does not become divine. 


Spirituality is that where there is daily decreasing of 
passionate material forces of anger & pride, deceit & 
greed. 


Even a sight of a dispassionate Enlightened Person once, 
helps one begin the path of liberation. He is free from 
passions forever. 


Living passionate material life means getting stumbled 
again and again. Stumbling means meditations on one's 
own afflictions (arta-dhyana) or of harming others 
(raudra-dhyana). 


One says that one is stumbled, but the stone is where it 
was andthe man could not see it and struck it! 


In worldly living, man must face up the destined 
circumstances as they come and go. Defying this means 
allowing recharging for the future. 


1810. Nobody's mind should get pinched by our action; rather 
we should please their minds. 


1811. Happiness within man manifests without. Inner mind is 
an outer mirror! 


1812. Man's duty is to support others and not pestering with 
questions. 


1813. The worthy man is one who has no worldly clashes atall. 


1814. Without falling prey to useless debates, try to 
understand the world as it is. All our relations are 
worldly and not super-worldly hence do not over-insist 
else you will lose your powers. Seek and research for the 
solution of this 'puzzle' within you, so as to live 
peacefully. 


1815. The nature of man is not for outright dictating. If 
something is true it will reach the other's heart even if 
one is not coaxed to believe it. Even if you are right, your 
debating for it will not touch the other. 


1816. Retortifthe other does not feel bad, else stop retorting. 


1817. This world goes on smoothly on its own but people keep 
interfering and retorting. It is rather worth 'knowing' 
only. 


1818. One must examine within when one believes that one is 
‘true’. For, why don't others accept it? This is because of 
one's over-insistence and pestering for it. 


1819. Itis a 'civil' power that works and not the 'criminal' high- 
handedness. 


1820. The whole world is trapped in the web of love and 
attachment, hence remain apparent. 


1821. Beware that one cannot liberate oneself by turning away 
others. 
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Weare notin the world for our 'name or fame’, but itis to 
render duties for the others. 


"Who we are and what is ours’ is to be realised for 
ourselves and not for telling others. 


The material passionate forces of anger & pride, deceit & 
greed only give rise to our self-centred existence. It is 
only over a period when one confronts the “Enlightened 
Being’, one realises that all births and deaths are nothing 
but fleeting phases. 


. An awakened being is able to recognise the all-powerful 


God and grants the worldly practical power of one and all. 


One's power is to be used for giving happiness to others; 
exercising it otherwise brings depression to oneself. 


Do not wait for an Enlightened Being and His grace till 
you approach your terminal time. One must seek Him 
when oneis in power! 


When man would understand that the worldly power is 
an alien power and not his own, illusion will fade away. 


The nature of egoism is always misusing the power. 


“The Enlightened Being” never says the other to believe 
him. 


No man has his own independent power in worldly 
living. It is when one's own natural functions stop, one 
realises his limitations! 


One who has no power even for a while, knows that he 
has no permanent power! 


One becoming aware in realising one's consciousness 
even fora while, he can be divine. 


The status of total 'dispassion' is aiming to cross the 
worldly ocean. 


1835. The trait of one's own spiritual consciousness is a 
dispassionate status. 


1836. It is not worldly knowledge that gives happiness, but it is 
the knowledge indicated by an Enlightened One, gives 
happiness. Happiness doesn'tlie where people believe. 


1837. Considering happiness in the eternally existing reality is 
spiritual awakening! 


1838. The spiritual awakening is not 'knowledge’, but it is an 
understanding. 


1839. The right vision directs for eternity and illusory vision 
directs to temporary objects of the world. 


1840. The right vision sees the nature of 'substance' as it is, and 
to see it otherwise is the illusory vision. 


1841. A man with right vision raises no objections in any 
situation; he remains as 'knower and seer' only. 


1842. Civility is a quality of awakened person but the man of 
etiquette is due to illusion. 


1843. Wherever there is an iota of etiquette living, itis neither a 
way of liberation nor religiosity as such. Religion lies in 
spontaneity! 


1844. Civility is spontaneous, all else is etiquette. Simplicity is 
the way to liberation but not the etiquettes! 


1845. Real religion is one, where all literates and illiterates, 
children and aged, men and women all get appealed. 


1846. Where there is no ‘fee’, no 'botheration’, no scolding; it is 
a Godly place. 


1847. People have right to criticize us but not vice versa. 


1848. A little criticism of anyone is not only obstructing in 
‘absolute knowledge’ but also in self-realisation and 
awakeningas well. 
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If you cannot support the other, it is ok, but make no 
criticism at all. Criticising other is criticising the path he 
pursues. Wherever there is criticising of others, there 
exists no unity and hence there is no science of 
dispassionate knowledge, not even any religiosity and 
non-duality as such. 


If someone is warning us it is like the lighthouse of 
seaport giving warning signals. If one finds fault with it, 
there is no safe sailing for the steamer! 


Where there is no 'policy’, itis a'greatest policy’. 


If one's mind is 'virgin' it is ok; but when a mind is a 
‘married’ one, then one must marry. 


. Aslight violence is a breach in conduct! 


The world is nothing but union and disunion! 


People take vows for Godly idols because they have no 
ownership as such, hence they are harmless. Vows 
dedicated to a living one are also alrightifhe has no sense 
of ownership ofhis body. 


Ifa good lady is accosted as prostitute it is horrible! It will 
create a great liability for the accuser and will spoil his 
number of births. But if a prostitute is accosted as a good 
lady, everything ends well. 


"The dispassionate Enlightened One' can show the way to 
cleanse the blots of any sinful actions. 


. The world is not for lamenting for any reason 


whatsoever; but people get upset even when a train gets 
delayed fora few minutes! 


"Waiting' desperately is a great cause of afflicting 
meditation creating bindings for one's downfall. People 
become impatient if electricity supply gets disrupted 
even for half an hour; and lose the spiritual earnings of 
many years in subjecting to such ill meditation! One must 
be adjusting and observe patience always. 


1860. If one uses the surplus time for spiritual upliftment, it is 
watering ‘one's own field’, otherwise all is in vain. 
Spiritual use of one's surplus time is as good as using 
one's full time as such! 


1861. Boredom is bearing the pains of thoughts; it is like bed of 
thorns! 


1862. Boredom isa bed of worries! 


1863. The spare time of boredom is good for innovation and 
pursue human goals. It should not be pushed back 
through pursuing of vanities. 


1864. When one feels boredom in everything and everywhere, 
man becomes ready and eligible for the liberating path. 


1865. Every suffering is accompanied by its timing. 


1866. There is nothing like doomsday in the world. An object 
does not dissolve but its modificatory phases dissolve. 


1867. One who 'kKnows' is awakened but one who lives on 
granted beliefs is asleeping one. 


1868. The relativities give enjoyment to mind but the 
knowledge of real gives bliss of Self. 


1869. What is worth seeking voluntarily? There is no stability 
in compulsory needs of worldly life. Itis a path of endless 
repeated needs. It is only in seeking the nature of self- 
realisation where no recurring burden of any type exists. 


1870. An Enlightened Being has no rituals. He is always attuned 
to his nature of self- consciousness. 


1871. Everything is created due to egoism. Dissolution of 
egoism brings total freedom! 


1872. A king egoistically claims the killings of many persons in 
the war, which is done by its army in reality. The rule is, 
claiming such responsibility for killing shifts all karmic 
liabilities of its consequences over one's own head only. 
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One should not spoil one's speech when the other speaks 
adversely. 


Itis rare to find one to speak bitterly in the world. Agreed, 
that man's life must be such as not to invite bitter words. 
Still bitter words are worth listening. All weaknesses of 
man continue because one likes sweet words only. 


Correct understanding of the world renders one in 
silence! 


There is no strictness like a silence in the world. 
Strictness of speech leaves everything in vain. 


The more one grasps the silence, intellect stops 
interfering. 


There is no problem if one speaks but one must not 
protect that his speaking is 'true'’ only. 


All your words bounce back when you throw them to 
others, hence make a pure speech which does not harass 
youin turn. 


No spoken word remains vain in the world. 


The spoken words are only a play of pre-recorded speech 
in the speaker's mind! How can the same be withdrawn? 


Man should become so strong and tested as no worldly 
word should ever disturb him. 


The plurality of speech (syadvada) aims that one's words 
should be beneficial to as many as possible without 
obstructing anyone. 


One's words carry weight when not misused in deriding 
the others, not aiming for selfish gains and not uttered for 
fickle prominence. This is known as power of speech. 


When one lies to protect one's own safe side, there can be 
no power of speech. 


1886. Human nature is to find faults with others, even in trivial 
matters. 


1887. The present human life has multiple fractures. One does 
not know one's befitting goal in life. The crux of human 
life is in spiritually evolving for ultimate freedom and 
upward lifting of life after life. 


1888. The human birth alone can experience purity of self - 
consciousness. 


1889. Manisthe mirror of God and hence heis nearer to God. 


1890. One should not wail even if one is looted by the dacoits. In 
fact, the positive thinking of how to begin 'anew' would 
help one to realise supports by many. One must pass 
through one's own suffering realistically; wailing serve 
no purpose! 


1891. One must revere the infinite omnipotent spiritual power 
within and seek its power but never have a feeling of 
wretchedness. 


1892. Remaining perfect in its realm of reality, this 
unscheduled scientific path does not sacrifice the 
worldly practical living at all. This is the quality of 
timeless principled knowledge! 


1893. The Enlightened Ones who are living in the determinant 
spiritual consciousness are also subject to the reality of 
the practical world. 


1894. Even for a moment, when one has truly lived in his own 
spiritual realising state, one becomes God. 


1895. Those who work with you, do not leave them, harass 
them but treat them gracefully. Who knows on whose 
account there would bea great benefit some time! 


1896. More the labour and more the efforts, when one 
possesses bigger and bigger flats and bungalows. It is 
nothing but drudgery. 
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The recurrent worldly labour is only mechanical 
drudgery; that too for two meals only! 


The world looks void but it is orderly. By the worldly 
sensuous and intellectual knowledge, it is hollow; but by 
the spiritual 'knowledge' it is orderly. 


The world is constructed and deconstructed by egoism 
only. 


Sweetness and bitterness are the results of egoism. 
Sweetness takes place when one does the right action 
and bitterness takes place when one does the wrong 
action. 


The egoism of man must be to feel happiness even in 
unhappiness. One having undergone much sufferings, 
when asked, egoistically admits that he had no suffering 
at all. Then he would feel happy! But people egoistically 
say that they are unhappyin spite of their being happy! 


To worry is a greatest egoism. Hence one who worries 
more, is punished more by the nature than the one who 
abuses God! Worrying means man proves himself greater 
than nature! Itis the orderly nature which runs the world 
yet man keeps worrying! 


Soul is there in every one but man must deal in resolving 
with the other in tune with the status of the other's 
egoism. A lion cannot be challenged and the dog run away 
when challenged! 


Everything in the world is under control, hence nothing 
can be said to the other. What one expresses is merely 
egoism. 


The speech if cultivated carefully, contains all Great 
Vows. 


1906. One must be careful when one speaks any word. It is 
better to observe silence if one cannot speak so. It creates 
obstructions if spoken improperly, both in religious 
realms or worldly realms. Speaking improperly about 
religious realms is creating stronger obstructions for 
one! 


1907. The spoken word has a worth in values, this 'currency' 
should not be expended unnecessarily. 


1908. Do not go counting and calculating in the world, for it is 
all aimless inthe momentary world. Just go ahead! 


1909. One enriches with the worldly bonanza if there are no 
coarse sentiments within. 


1910. The puzzling confusion of 'wrong beliefs' is worldly 
living! 


1911. Evenifthe 'beliefis wrong’ one owns itas authentic! 


1912. The world is not troublesome as such, but one's 'wrong 
belief’ is. Granting the others realm as one's own realm, 
makes for troubles only. 


1913. One should not call troubles which are far away. Do not 
hold back troubles which are shifting away. 


1914. 'The worldly nature’ has arisen due to illusion and it 
vanishes when one realises thatit is illusion. 


1915. 'The order of nature’ is such that who is determined in 
not asking for help, never needs to do so any time in his 
living. The world is yours ifyou understand it properly! 


1916. If one makes proper perception of the world and 
understands it rightfully, one becomes its self-fulfilling 
Master. 


1917. 'A supreme trust’ is when there is no opposing view and 
there is total unity in one's inner instruments 
(antahkarana) and thinking. 
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When there is a total faith in the spiritual consciousness 
within man, no difficulty of any type ever follows. The 
God resides within man consciously and continuously 
and blesses forever whenever prayed. 


"This unscheduled path’ of self-realisation is ‘all positive’ 
in nature in negative-living world of wandering. 


The human trust has an infinite power. One who is fully 
confident in one's consciousness gets everything. 


In worldly living it is best to remain totally moral, else be 
rule-bound in morals or at least remain within some 
boundaries. If man deviates from morals when there are 
too much of compulsions; man's rule-bound discipline 
will uplift him! 


Crux of the worldly life lies in morals. Even if one has not 
much wealth, one can enjoy peaceful life with morals and 
ethics. But if there is no ethicality, one will remain 
restless even with any amount of money. 


There is no religion without ethical principles, it is the 
foundation. 


Man must remain ever grateful to Father, Mother and the 
guiding Teacher (Guru) who have set us on right path. 


On the path of liberation, one should not advise 
needlessly and unsolicited. One should beware of 
unnecessary roles. 


One must respond only when one is asked for. Speaking 
outis a great disease for man! 


If one advises unasked, one gets measured and evaluated 
by others! 


. Even cleansing should be done in balancing measures so 


that no botheration takes place if something gets defiled. 


1929. If one is present in 'the eternal nature of spiritual 
consciousness’, one is blissful timelessly. Clinging to 
momentary objects of pleasures gives 'temporary 
pleasures’ only! 


1930. Nothing in the world is without any scheduled reasoning. 
When all reasoning with all causes and effects end, and 
all karmic 'claims' are resolved, one proceeds ahead on 
the path of liberation. 


1931. People are given dictums such as ‘do this, do that, have 
faith, speak truth, keep patience etc.'; but all these are 
rather the consequences of one's understanding only. No 
change takes place without inner understanding! 


1932. So long as one does not strike in striving to understand 
the 'cause’, nothing changes. All results exist in the realm 
of'effects'. 


1933. Human beings are at ‘different stages’, hence no one 
should be compared and compelled to change. 


1934. 'The path’ of “Enlightened Beings” shows no objections. 
Else they remain indifferent. 


1935. The illusion of the world stands on objections, rejections 
and misconceptions. All religious scriptures strive to 
resolve these only. 


1936. It is a mistake to raise objections; there should be no 
objection of anything in the world. 


1937. Objections for anyone or anything are endless in the 
world. On the other hand, a man must declare having no 
sorts of objections at all; even though others may strive to 
raise objections. 


1938. All worldly objects are causal, relative and subject to 
momentary existence and everyone is subject to that 
outer realm; hence raise no objections. One has to be free 
from raising any objections, sooner or later. 
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Any objections in the relativities of happenings is an 
intellectual approach. “The Enlightened One” keeps 
himself away from it. 


Man seeking spiritual liberation keeps no objections at 
all. Objections only bind the people. 


One should always remain with an innocent vision seeing 
‘the causal and relative nature’ of the happenings in the 
world. 


When one looks the world as totally innocent, he realises 
everything! 


One should not become the doer, but remain only 
instrumental. 


The company of bad persons leads to suffering only. 
Hence beware and keep away whenever you sense such 
company. 


Even once if one wins over the others' passions (anger, 
pride, deceit and greed) and remains unmoved with an 
enlightened knowledge, one becomes winner of the 
world! 


One should be obliged to the other when served, but 
beyond that one must not cling anyone. Enjoy the world 
but do not become indulgentin it! 


It is better to stay separately with a mutual trust and 
harmony, rather than live jointly with differences. 


It is only 'an Enlightened Being' keeps equanimity with 
all. But worldly man has specific bias with some or the 
other. 


Speaking ill of the other is a path of sliding downward. 


When you speak ill of the other, merits are debited from 
your accounts and gets credited to the other. 


1951. Animality means snatching, eating away and thinking of 
possessing that which does not belong to oneself 
rightfully. There is nothing wrong in enjoying what 
belongs to one rightfully. 


1952.Do not despise those who become means and 
instruments in evil doings, but keep away from them. 


1953. Riches do not stay where there is disparaging and ill- 
speaking of others. 


1954. Man gets back what he does in the worldly living. 


1955. Giving happiness to other living beings is an act of 
donating. This in turn gives happiness to the giver 
automatically. 


1956.'The dispassionate being’ remains in purity of 
consciousness and he has no attachments in giving or 
taking of donations! 


1957. Anyone who seeks the path of liberation must not 
interfere but ‘live the qualities of dispassionate one’. The 
world goes onits ownas such. 


1958. To whoever one appreciates, the qualities of same would 
be manifested in him. 


1959. One must be leader by qualities and not by entitlements. 


1960. Merits are credit balance and demerits are debit balance. 
The credit balance is at one's own disposal. 


1961. The human efforts bring profits by virtue of merits and 
they lead to losses if balance of one's merits is over. 


1962. When one gets results as expected is due to meritorious 
destiny and contradictory results are due to demerits. 


1963. In selfishness there is sinful binding and in selflessness 
there is merited binding and both are bindings, either itis 
iron or itis golden.

The two realities of Selfand 
not-Self do not interfere one another but it is the human 
ego that creates the trouble. 


When one proves criminal as innocent, then only 
criminal becomes faultless in one's own eyes. 


One who accuses the other unasked, should be kept away. 


Do not complain for anyone, else you would be turned 
into accuser and the other becoming defendant. In the 
first place one who complains is himself an offender! 


In the realm of realising the spiritual consciousness, 
there isno complaining atall. 


In this world one has to understand two things: one's 
own spiritual consciousness and one's own bindings of 
past karmic 'claims' in the world. 
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1977. If there would have been no mirror in the world, it would 
have been a great wonder to see oneself exactly! 


1978. The human passions should be such as not to harm 
others. Limited passions as pricking oneself only may be 
allowed on the path ofliberation. 


1979. In this world man is the prisoner of mind, intellect, 
mental modes, anger and pride, deceit and greed etc. etc. 
How oneis to be free! 


1980. The world is not wrong; it can be won over. Itis one's own 
passionate hungers that comes in the way. 


1981. 'The state of humanity’ is a wonderful realisation but 
passions ofone's greed limitits scope. 


1982. Do not get harassed by thoughts of passions and 
immorality even when they keep on rising. Pursue 
reverting the same through ‘authentic repentance’ 
leading to higher spiritual status. 


1983. 'Man's authentic awareness and repentance’ is the key to 
revert onslaught of material passions of anger & pride, 
deceit & greed. The usual routines are not harmful as 
such. 


1984. The world is a great enigma. No one has escaped it and 
those escaped did not remain to explain it. It is enough to 
say that beware of these worldly forces and resolve the 
problems amicably. “The Enlightened Ones” nearing 
their liberation state are there in the worldto help people 
in their quest. 


1985. In religions where belief in rebirth does not exist, then 
what sense is conveyed with their terms such as destiny, 
luck, unluck etc. It means it is an incomplete belief in 
contradiction! What is implicit is the significant 
suggestion of the continuity of past. The realm of 
unknown remains unexplainable by one and all.

One who is fond of having subordinates, he gets his boss 
as well!

1999. No one is the superior of the other in the world. It is the 
principle in this world that no one can create a hitch to 
anyone for no reason.

Wherever there is even a slightest 'doership’, there is the 
worldly life. 


2030. Finding faults with others and exploiting them on one 
reason or the other, leads one downward. 


2031. The worldly living means basket of worries! 


2032. When the world is on endless fire, it is wrong to hope it 
stopping. Man must adapt and go ahead. 


2033. One has to remain ‘superfluous’ in the worldly relations, 
but people go deeper and deeper into it! 


2034. The worldly relations are not true relations; they are like 
‘business arrangements’ only. 


2035. One celebrates ‘silver jubilee’ first, then ‘golden jubilee’, 
then ‘diamond jubilee’ but finally rest in peace (RIP) in 
death! 


2036. A rich man constructs palatial bungalows. In course of 
time, the bungalows remain there and there and the 
owner departs! The same is true with one's family 
members too!

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As much as there is an absence of ownership of material 
bodily nature, that much is experience of one's own 
purity of consciousness.

The sensitive man has no 'common sense’. 


‘Common sense’ develops in man in adjusting through 
conflicting convergence with various groups of people, 
and consciously avoiding dividing and conflicting 
perspectives. 


The power of consciousness is such that after realisation, 
it shows how to adjust positively at all times. 


The infinite powers of self-consciousness get wasted by 
the conflicts and contradictions. Through constant 
wakeful restraints, one must avoid confronting the 
others in the quest for resolutions. 


Man must avoid conflicts at any cost; after all the world is 
subject to orderly nature. 


It is the enmity whichis the root ofall conflicts. 


Had there been an absence of conflict of any sort, the man 
should have realised liberation long back. ‘Avoiding 
conflicts' is a greatest of lessons in uplifting oneself. 


The pursuit of authentic repentance reduces one's 
conflicting tendencies and redresses the effects of past 
conflicts.

2079. The authentic repentance if takes place instantly all the 
times, it uplifts one to a divine status. 


2080. The worldly cycle subsists because of man not pursuing 
authentic repentance for one's mistakes. 


2081. The continuous pestering of memory indicates that there 
are still underlying faults requiring for one's sincere 
repentances. 


2082. It may happen that one rebukes someone and it is 
natural. But if one sincerely repents it is a correcting 
approach; otherwise itremains an offence. 


2083. When all members in the family look innocent and one 
sees faults only within oneself, one will be able to do 
repentance ina true sense. 


2084. One speaks out the word that should not have been 
uttered. Man's nature spurts and such calamity often 
takes place! Hence one must follow numerous 
repentances to correct such nature. 


2085. Deviations may occur but doing sincere repentances is 
man's spiritual effort.

By sincere repenting a man will not be inclined to retort 
when faced with reactionary forces of one's own past 
actions. 


One whose confession, repentance, and determination 
(of not repeating mistake) all are sincerely pursued 
together, he would surely realize the purity of 
consciousness. 


It is a scientific knowledge that negativities in one's 
actions may happen, but one must know the 
consequences of such actions and hence do sincere 
repenting for such deviations. 


Since people are acting involuntarily, it is meaningless to 
scold. Then they would react and will repeat the wrong 
doings! All negativities in man are won over by 
explaining in loving manner only and not otherwise. 


The whole scientific spiritual enquiry is the path of love. 
This loving approach has no traces of passionate forces of 
anger, pride, deceit or greed.

It is the only weapon with 
the Enlightened One to win over the world. 


2099. All that is right and wrong is dependent on intellect. 
Hence keep away from it and experience detaching state 
of union with Self. 


2100. Eternal pure love is liberation itself! 


2101. When there is sexual attraction it is the sensuous feeling 
but when the Self identifies with that feeling, is 
attachment. 


2102. Due to atomic attraction, karmic relations arise that 
unite people. This is attachment. With worldly dualistic 
repulsions, attachment results in repulsion and that is 
followed by attachment again. This cycle continues until 
one becomes detached and there is resolution in course 
oftime. 


2103. It is the nature of ‘attachment’ that accompanies with 
‘accusations’ always. 


2104. The path of liberation is a path of pure love. Where there 
is payment of'fees’, there is no love. 


2105. The divine love is totally free from worldly intentions. 


2106. One wins love of the other when one is mindful of not 
harming the other anyway, even ifthe other does so.

Love in the worldly attachments is continuously in 
conflicts due to clashing of mutual expectations and 
needs. Worldly attachment is orphan by nature, the only 
refuge is the “Dispassionate Enlightened One”. 


All worldly relations are 'relative'; only the relation with 
“an Enlightened One” is 'a real one’. He is full of 
compassion for one and all. Established in purity of 
consciousness, he makes resolution for us. 


Compassion is altruistic and it universally prompts in 
seeking liberation from the deep-rooted worldly 
sufferings, for one andall. 


The pure love of an Enlightened dispassionate One is 
stable timelessly with no fluctuations at all. Hence it is 
Divinity opened out! His ‘inner state of knowledge’ is 
subtle divine form of being! 


One has to recognize the 'knowledge' of Enlightened 
Ones and know the world lovingly. 


The result of worldly love is enmity only. 


So long as there is bond of atomic attraction, the unity 
remains but repulsions will also follow thereafter. 
Wherever there is such attachment, there lies enmity as 
well. 


Realising the status of equanimity in the worldly 
dealings means remaining dispassionate and allowing 
no tinge of enmity. 


2117. How can one feel 'free' in the world when one 
continuously seeks and craves worldly respect, wealth, 
fame, sensuous objects, followers, bungalows etc. etc. 
Only the one who is free from cravings of any sort, has 
realised the sovereign status, can uplift others spiritually. 


2118. “Status of an Enlightened One” is realised when all 
cravings are crossed over. 


2119. When one is free from any cravings, one sees the world 
‘asitis'! 


2120. Desire of any form is begging! One who is free from any 
desire is an Enlightened One. 


2121. The whole world would be pleased to one, when one 
becomes desireless. The one who doesn't crave for name 
and fame wins the blessings of celestial forces. 


2122. One who desires worldly ‘fruits and flowers’, may devote 
to corresponding divine Goddess and if one seeks 
liberation, then the person must propitiate one's own 
Self. One who wishes both may go for devotion to both. 


2123. Devotion without 'knowledge' gives worldly happiness 
and devotion with 'knowledge' leads to liberation. 


2124. The supreme divinity manifests when one realises 
spontaneity of meditation in this very form of mind, 
speech and body. 


2125. Knowledge without devotion is dry only, it is only 
namesake. 


2126. People lead devotion into worldly forms and consider 
prayers as devotion. Truly speaking, real devotion is 
never without 'knowledge'’. Devotion manifests one in 
the like of which one aspires. 


Submission without 
knowledge is also a devotion but submission with

He is like a ‘public trust’ 
and his speechis 'original tape record’. 


Everyone is God but one is not conscious of it. Why one 
remains so doubtful? First, one has to be sure of one's 
Godhood within and then seek it! 


One who does not have thoughts of wealth or sensual 
pleasures and one who remains ever free from bodily 
consciousness is accosted as God. 


One is God, only he is yet to cultivate the divine qualities. 
Being Godward, make one enlightened and blissful. 


Imaginations present mental joy and truth gives spiritual 
bliss. 


Bliss and peace do not concern mutually. Peace is 
corporeal and Bliss concerns with the nature of soul. 


Bliss is realised within; itis an eternal joy. 


Sorrow brings most diseases. All diseases depart in the 
blissful spontaneity of consciousness. 


The blissful nature of consciousness is in realising 
harmonious unity of both worldly comforts and 
discomforts. 


The original nature of self-consciousness is blissful as it 
looks at the world spontaneously and innocently without 
attributing any dualities of rightand wrong. 


2141. What is material can never be consciousness and vice 
versa; both are distinct realities. 


2142. The material nature is dualistic, of integrating and 
disintegrating. One must remain beyond likes and 
dislikes. The Self has infinite facets of 'knowledge' hence 
one can becomeas one wishes to be! 


2143. When one understands that the ‘bitter’ fruit is 'sweet' 
and'sweet' fruitis ‘bitter’, one liberates. 


2144. Sweet relations turn one topsy-turvy! 


2145. Enjoy the bliss of Selfin receiving worldly insults and not 
giving. 


2146. The moment one becomes indifferent to the worldly 
forces, one becomes independent and divine. 


2147. 'The essence of the world’ is 'Sat-chit-ananda’ , 'the 
eternal bliss of Self’. 


2148. Where there is no experiencing of the eternal bliss of Self, 
itis a darkness of night! 


2149. The word 'Sat-chit-ananda' denotes eternal bliss of Self. 
Its utterances are scientific in creating blissful vibrations 
within! 


2150. The science of dispassionate ones shows positivity 
everywhere and uplifts one spiritually, whereas the 
worldly vision shows the negativities and makes one 
wander in the world. 


2151. Knowledge of Enlightened One is a lighthouse that leads 
one to ultimate destination, but worldly knowledge of 
the people is a blind spot that makes one wander in the 
world. 


2152. The language of an Enlightened One is without any 
differences and hence itis real with one andall. 
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2153. No one dies in the spiritual language of an Enlightened 
One. He sees only the immortal nature of consciousness. 


2154. The human burden increases by knowing that which is 
not worth knowing and not knowing which is 
worthwhile. 


2155. Where there is no ‘knowledge’, it is worldly living and 
vice versa. 


2156. It is ignorance that gives miseries and not the world of 
objects. 


2157. Atrue knowledge encompasses totality of 'viewpoints’. 


2158. The true 'knowledge' of Self does not let one identify in 
the non-selfforms atall. 


2159. The 'knowledge' itselfis a path of freedom. It prevents all 
bondages. 


2160. The detailed worldly knowledge obstructs but one 
realises the status of dispassion through universal 
knowledge. 


2161. 'Knowledge' means the experiential statements of an 
Enlightened Teacher. 


2162. That which remains in nature of consciousness in all 
times and guides one is 'knowledge’. The Self is not 
different from ‘knowledge’. 


2163. The worldly knowledge is nothing butillusion! 


2164. The worldly knowledge is grasped by intellect but the 
super-worldly knowledge is only intuitively experienced. 


2165. That which is worldly is sensuous and that which is 
super-worldly is supersensuous. 


2166. The knowledge that does not concern the worldly ones, is 
‘super-worldly’. 
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2167. Worldly knowledge does not mean itis wrong. It means it 
has only worldly scope, whereas the nature of super- 
worldly knowledge is different from it. 


2168. One must aspire the liberating path of Enlightened 
dispassionate Ones. One has no boss or subordinate 
there. 


2169. Utilitarian exploitation of one another is the nature of 
worldly living; it is horrible! It is only the company of 
good and Enlightened Ones that nourishes one 
spiritually. 


2170. It is strange how one likes this world which is only 
breathless and restless! 


2171. Man thinks that he will live happily in retired life but the 
old age brings many physical ills. Hence itis better to seek 
the path of liberation and realise the eternal bliss in the 
abode of Self! 


2172. Human birth is rare in the endless cycle of the world. 
Here too one has to face innumerable obstructions, 
hence man must exercise diligence in taking every step in 
one's life. 


2173. As long as there is physical body, one has to grapple with 
worldly woes. 


2174. There is no end to the bodily routines! 


2175. The divinity resides within every living entity. Hence 
causing pains to any living entity is irreligion, the fruits of 
which are against one's wishes. Giving happiness to other 
living entities is religion and its fruits are in tune with 
one's wishes. 


2176. If one obliges the other, then results will be fulfilment of 
one's wishes. But if one harms the other, results will be 
contrary to one's wishes. 


2177. The worldislikea mirror. It reflects the one as oneis. 
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It is an Enlightened One who is the master guide for the 
path ofliberation. 


The worldly people regard activities as bondages. This is 
wrong. They do not know that it is the egoism that binds 
one. 


The moment one realises one's own Self, one enters the 
state of freedom from bondages. 


Pursuing meritorious deeds is a worldly religion. 


People do not know even the nature of good deeds. The 
good deeds are rather the consequences of one's karmic 
dispositions of compulsive material order. 


. When a man deeply experiences that he is unique from 


the material world of nature, the spiritual quest begins 
and it concludes when one ceases to identify oneself with 
the physical consciousness of body. 


So long as one does not realise the true spiritual 
consciousness, one needs the pursuing of the religious 
relativities and develop the intellect. With development 
of intellect, the inner burning increases which ultimately 
directs one to a quest for liberating path. 


One's worries, restlessness, miseries etc. are helping 
hands for one's own spiritual development. 


On the basis of one's own likings one treads the path. As 
many minds are there, so many paths are there. These 
paths of intelligence have endless details and directions. 
'The enlightened path of dispassion' is 'the safest one’. 


When there is an authentic spiritual source, there is no 
place for stealth, violence, untruth, material possessions 
or sensuous appeals of any types. Such a source of 
spiritual guidance proves helpful in one's uplifting. 


In the spiritual path one has to keep on reducing the 
desires for worldly pleasures and ultimately realise one's 
own innate eternal blissful nature. 


2189. The grace of “an Enlightened One” leads one to liberation 
while the Godly grace endows one with worldly 
pleasures. God does not take one to liberating path 
because God does not become known without an 
Enlightened Being! 


2190. When one studies in details various books of different 
religions, one comprehends religious philosophy. When 
this is further critically analysed in various dimensions, it 
suggests the beginning of some essential lessons. When 
these lessons get understood perfectly, results in the 
beginning of quintessential form of ‘knowledge’. An 
Enlightened Being makes one realise the quintessential 
form of 'knowledge' of spiritual realisation ‘directly’. 


2191. The worldly scientific path is gradual evolving step-by- 
step. But the unscheduled path of awakening is an 
instantaneous lifting in seamless meditative realisation. 
Then one remains in bliss of Self all the times amidst any 
adverse physical, mental or outer circumstances. 


2192. The perfect man is one who has unflinching dedication 
after understanding Dharma. 


2193. Dharma is like an edge of the sword, it permits no 
fickleness. 


2194. Contradictory behaviour is irreligion and non- 
contradictory behaviour is religion. 


2195. Dharma means a teleological path for superior 
aspiration. 


2196. The real spiritually-tinged seeker never gets overawed 
by anyone. He never becomes apprehensive of someone. 
Heremains unperturbed. 


2197. Any sort of feeling is reactionary. It is both material and 
impressionistic and mixed in nature. As against this, 
conscious approach of the ‘pure love' is non-dual and 
stable by nature. 
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Liking for anything except one's own spiritual 
consciousness, makes it a sensuous object. This is 
ensnaring and covering, leading to illusory perception. 


When the 'wrong belief' of doership leaves, one remains 
All-in-All. 


When one fully submits to an Enlightened Knower, one 
becomes God. 


The world passes through sufferings both within and 
without and burning one all around. The outer miseries 
release one from the karmic bondage. When the burning 
within stops, it stops karmic bindings. 


Projecting perception is karma and experiencing it is the 
fruit of Karma. Egoism is projecting perception only. 


Projecting perception is the greatest blunder in worldly 
life. 


The pathless path of unknown is the path ofliberation. 


Ignorance of one's own consciousness is the cause of 
worldly living. The scriptures may clear one's mind but 
the 'taste of pudding is in eating’. It is experiencing that 
matters. 


All scriptures have strived to convey the supreme nature 
of being as best as possible rationally and imaginatively. 
There is no way out till one's ignorance of Self gets 
removed. 


Numerous alternatives of thoughts do not go away by 
reading, but by knowing. 


Scriptures are written for human knowledge, not for 
human actions. But the followers keep on crying aloud 
that they ‘cannot act, cannot act' accordingly. One has to 
just know the poison as 'poison’, and then one refrains 
from itas such. The knowledge that comes in one's action 
and behavior alone is True one. 


2209. The scriptural knowledge is authoritarian and 
unconscious and still it aims to realise consciousness; 
whereas the 'knowledge' from “the Enlightened One” is 
‘live’ and is 'Self- operative one’. 


2210. Knowing the 'consciousness' through scriptural words is 
a verbal knowledge and it is the beginning of spiritual 
benefit. The knowledge of Self lies in “an Enlightened 
Being”. 


2211. The picture of candle in the book does not give light to 
anyone. Nothing written in books fructify ultimately. It is 
only “an Enlightened Being” can make one realise the 
nature of consciousness. 


2212. The scriptural knowledge does not lead to resolution, but 
itis done by experiential knowledge only. 


2213. The experiential lesson reflects an essence of 
numberless scriptures! 


2214. The scholar brings out the minutest details of scriptures 
whereas the knower of scriptures brings out the essence 
of scriptures. 


2215. The aim of scriptural writings is benchmarking as a 
thermometer. It is a discriminating means to know 
whether what people say is right or not! 


2216. Scriptures are written not specifically for one person. It 
includes references for all. It may be for attaining life in 
heaven or hell, directions for creatures or man etc. But 
regarding liberation they write least and 
symptomatically. 


2217. The value of scholarly books truly remains with the 
scholars only and not with the people at large. The books 
on'knowledge' are like that only! 


2218. There is no liberation in scriptures, it exists in spiritual 
experience. 
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Scriptures consists of manifested knowledge but 
unmanifested knowledge lives in unmanifested language 
only. 


Even at the end of Vedas it is suggested 'this is not that, 
this is not that (neti-neti)'. It means the seeker of Self has 
to go to “an Enlightened Being”. 


Setting oneself steadily in spiritual experience means 
going beyondall Scriptures. 


Vedas are in the form of knowledge and God is in the form 
of 'science’. 


Scriptures are in the form of words whose meaning keep 
opening deeper and deeper and touches the supreme 
meaning. But to have a spiritual experience, one has to 
approach “an Enlightened Being” who helps in 
transforming one's vision. 


Awakening is a vision and not an object. The awakened 
vision shows positivity everywhere. 


The awakened vision experiences only the purity of 
consciousness whereas the sensuous perspective 
creates attachment and hatred. 


People strive to stabilise the outer realm which is 
unstable by its very nature. Butif one looks inward to the 
‘seer’, then everything subsides. Man's 'knowledge' 
keeps on kicking in the realms of known only. But when 
the same knowledge enters in the stable eternal 
"knower', one contains in one's Self only. 


. Liberation is simple and spontaneous but realising it is 


difficult to attain. For, one must come in contact with “an 
Enlightened Being”. 


2228. For all and anything, no efforts are required in regaining 
its own nature. Heating the water requires efforts but it 
gets cooled down on its own, since it is its very nature. 
Likewise, the nature of Self is a liberated one and hence 
when “an Enlightened Being” graces and the seeker 
submits devotedly, one automatically realises the 
liberating freedom by following His guidelines. 


2229. The fruit of labour is worldly living and the fruit of 
understanding is liberation. 


2230. The path ofirreligion is difficult and the path of religion is 
less difficult. But the path of liberation is not difficult in 
any way! 


2231. Identifying with the God is not difficult but getting 
separated from Him involves much effort! 


2232. The liberating path is not difficult if one is in company of 
“an Enlightened Being”. There is no other way. 


2233. When one does not get touched by suffering or pleasures, 
is the liberating path of dispassionate “Enlightened 
Being”. There is spontaneous bliss only! 


2234. When one frees from ignorance, one realises total 
freedom! 


2235. Man has not yet become completely determined one for 
liberation. If one decides positively and sticks to it, then 
all his stocks of merits would stand by his side. 


2236. The world is suffering from ignorance that creates hatred 
and attachments. Except an Enlightened path of 
‘knowledge’, there is no other go. 


2237. Absence of misery is the first step of liberation and it is 
followed by absence of physical body and its 
instruments. 


2238. The worldly flow is such that one may have marble road 
or asphalt road or thorny road, but everyone has to 
crossover these roads. 
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The whole worldly living aims at gradual liberating path 
for all living entities. The human life is a climax in the 
complex stages of evolution, it is a location of karmic 
binding of various types. 


The worldly flow means ceaseless changes and 
transitions. So why one should question it or why one 
should get infatuated by it? Man has to concentrate on 
his own nature of consciousness which is beyond all 
times and aspire for the company of “Enlightened Being” 
who is ever stable. 


The nature of Self is expanding and contracting in the 
worldly stage and it is uniform in the liberating state. 


Not to identify oneself in the worldly forms of thoughts is 
a liberating way. 


The essence of the worldly life is to seek the liberating 
path. 


One speaks what he thinks and behaves accordingly, 
becomes eligible for the path of liberation. 


One who is disinterested in the worldly enjoyments is 
eligible for aliberating path! 


No eligibility is seen in the unscheduled path of spiritual 
liberation! Eligibility is hard to find in these times! 


If one's ignorance has gone, the liberating path exists on 
one's palm! 


It is easier to know ‘knowledge’ but difficult to know 
ignorance, for itis boundless! 


.A true knowledge is that which prevents arising of 


ignorance. It remains ever present. 


Remaining in knowledge one forgets ignorance. One can 
beinaone state atatime! 


2251. Knowledge and ignorance both are ego-based 
knowledge in nature. The true spiritual knowledge is 
‘egoless knowledge’. 


2252. The true spiritual knowledge reflects in the midst of the 
crowd. There may be peace in seclusion but not 
‘knowledge’. 


2253. Man's humility must be such that even an offending one 
begins reversal. 


2254. To be humble even against humiliation is known as a 
higher form of humbleness. To observe humbleness even 
when one is extremely insulted, is an humbleness par 
excellence. 


2255. One must observe the supreme humility till one's nature 
becomes the nature of divinity. 


2256. Humbleness is unique form of relative knowledge. All 
relativities of knowledge concern with the worldly living 
but this unique knowledge of humbleness can alone take 
one to the liberating path. 


2257. 'Iam purity of consciousness' is purity in itself and itis a 
supreme form ofhumility. 


2258. Highest form of humility comes from divine light of 
wisdom. It helps one to attain one's divine status. 


2259. The supreme form of humility never interferes even 
slightly and facilitates everyone. 


2260. When mind, speech and behaviour is fully pure, it is 
supreme humility. 


2261. A supremely humble man is uniquely Majestic. He 
respects others consciousness as his own. 


2262.'By abusing Enlightened One’, one is harming and 
obstructing oneself only. One has to have supreme 
humility there. 
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The supreme humility means deeper sense of humility 
and that is a prerequisite on the way to liberation. Any 
deviation is to one's own loss only. 


When one feels that 'I know’, loses the inquisitiveness for 
knowledge. It covers one's knowledge. 


A little thought that 'I know something’, makes one 
stupor and unconscious. 


The material forces are used in knowing ignorance but to 
understand the spiritual knowledge one has to make 
prayers. 


The realm of ignorance takes one downward and the 
material forces keep on helping automatically in sliding 
down. But the realm of spiritual knowledge being higher 
and non-material, one has to beseech spiritual powers 
for uplifting. 


If one prays sincerely, proper circumstances get united. 
Prayer is a deep craving for meaning of Truth. 


One who is free from all sorts of illusory impersonations, 
becomes divine. 


The world is subject to the cyclic law of increasing and 
decreasing. 


When one has no doubt within, the work gets done easily. 


It is not the world of objects to be pushed aside but the 
concern relates with one's attachment to it! The objects 
will remain till they are destined for one. 


The wisdom consists in withdrawing the words where 
differences of opinion take place. 


It is only one's viewpoint that makes for differences of 
opinion. 


2276. Man should aspire to evolve so high in positive divine 
path that others also get uplifted in his spiritual 
grandeur. 


2277. In presence of divine grandeur of some persons one's 
mind and behaviour also get uplifted spiritually! 


2278. Those living spiritually developed souls are helpful, all 
else is history! 


2279. This unscheduled path of spiritual consciousness must 
be directly and intuitively experienced rather than 
indirectly. 


2280. Unless one is fully convinced heartily for the liberating 
direction, everything is meaningless. Hearty dedication 
subdues all worldly passions. 


2281. The sticking of sight on the sensuous objects makes one 
swayed by worldly fantasies. The enchanting material 
world is not worth gazing at! 


2282. The sensuousness is an open slavery. 


2283. One who feels like dying while begging for sensuous 
enjoyment has won over the world. 


2284. The sensuality is an illusion within an illusion! 


2285. The greatest suicide is in pursuing perverted sensuous 
cravings. 


2286. There is no fault with sensuous objects as such. The fault 
lies in one's own negative instincts and mental modes; 
these only draw one to sufferings. 


2287. Truly speaking the nature of worldly sensuousness is in 
discharging form, but one's mental modifications create 
liabilities. If one remains normal, mental modifications 
are extraneous to the sensuous objects. 


2288. One must get detached from sensuous relations in the 
path of liberation. 
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Whatever remains in memory except one's knowledge of 
spiritual consciousness are sense-pleasures only. 


All that is to end are sense-pleasures and that which is 
endless is spiritual experience. 


One who enjoys the sensuous objects which do not 
belong to him rightfully, keeps on wandering in the 
world. 


Continence means wherein there is no iota of wrongful 
desires for any worldly objects. 


The continence in true sense is when one who does not 
respond angrily with an angry man, does not respond 
proudly with the prideful man and does not respond with 
attachment with attached one etc. 


The continence in life manifests when one does not even 
think to give any pain to any living entity mentally, 
egoistically or through other inner instruments atall. 


So long as man is blind for anything, he remains closed 
minded in that aspect. When he keeps away and gets 
detached with that thing, then only its realistic 
understanding begins. 


As much as one clings in liking any perspective, the 
realistic understanding of the same does not come till 
one unwinds that clinging by reversal of that much liking 
and comes backto normality. 


If one sincerely prays the God with the understanding 
that he is very much residing within oneself, the call of 
God would be responded appropriately, sooner or later. 


. The path of liberation consists in realising both the real 


‘substance as well as relativity of modes together. 
Worshipping Godly images concerns relativity. 
Worshipping the living Enlightened dispassionate One, is 
redirected to one's own consciousness for he doesn't 
acceptit. 


2299. Every object has two aspects as a rule: Relative and Real. 
Worshipping certain God in images is a relative approach 
butin reality, itis devoting one's own Self only. 


2300. In true faith there is no demand at all, but in blind faith 
there is always some or the other worldly desire! 


2301. There is no debate in the theory of relativities and where 
there is no debate, there are no counter positions. 


2302. Where there is bias, there is violence; it is a violent 
speech. Where there is an unbiased speech it is a non- 
violent expression. 


2303. There is no liberating way except an Enlightened One and 
his dispassionate speech. 


2304. Seeking appreciation for one's speech is a possessive 
form of speech. 


2305. One must be careful in speech for its nature is binding. 
Hence, speaking about anybody is best avoided. 


2306. Speaking anything wrong for the other means throwing 
mud on oneself. 


2307. The environment around is replete with sticky atomic 
particles, hence one must not speak with irresponsibility 
and negativity for others. If you feel like speaking, then 
speak only good for others. 


2308. An authentic word power manifests for one who has no 
desires for the world. 


2309. Observing holistic continence helps man attain effective 
power of words. 


2310. If one observes silence for guarding worldly affairs, itis a 
speech itself. When one speaks for the good of spiritual 
consciousness, itis 'a perfect silence’. 
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It is better to be mindful how one's own words affect the 
others, rather than observing silence. One who is 
‘sensitive’, itis good for him to observe silence. 


Speaking regarding the spiritual consciousness and God 
contains no worldly tinge, and hence it is considered 
‘silence’. 


"Speech' is a phase of material body and not its quality. 


The status of the speech in relativities of knowledge gets 
realised when one is without egoism, sees the world 
innocently, finds no fault with any living entity and does 
not violate any religious principle. 


One gets slipped in the worldly sweet language whereas 
the delightful authentic words of relativities of 
knowledge, lift one spiritually. 


The behaviour of one adept in understanding of 
relativities of knowledge is pleasant and stealing the 
mind. 


No one can express in speech of relativities of 
understanding without purification in practical living. 


Wherever there is a speech with the relativities of 
understanding, it concerns spiritual knowledge. 
Unilateral speech indicates absence of self-realisation. 


The speech with understanding of relativities of 
knowledge is that it causes no opposition at all. No one 
raises objections to it even by mind, intellect, mental 
modes or egoism. 


The path of Divinity is a path of Resolutions; and not of 
forcible persuasion. 


. The approach of the relativity of knowledge is remaining 


determinate in reality and understanding through 
different aspects as well. 


2322. One that accepts and enfolds all standpoints is a quality 
of dispassionate path of Enlightened One. 


2323. 'The science’ revealed by “Enlightened dispassionate 
Ones” is supreme and there exists nothing to know 
beyond it. 


2324. The science of an Enlightened dispassionate status is so 
vast that even a fraction of revelation of it leads one in joy 
of exuberance. 


2325. This science of dispassionate Enlightened One is difficult 
to comprehend! It does not come through efforts but is 
spontaneous in its manifestation. 


2326. Unilateral approach does not lead to liberation. It may 
lead to areligious path but not the knowledge of supreme 
religious ‘essence’. 


2327. Meditative concentration becomes possible with the 
help of one's merited karmas, and not otherwise. 


2328. The meditative concentration must remain constant 
while one is doing all activities and there is harmony in 
the whole body and inner faculties. 


2329.In the divine realm of pure Self, there is always a 
tranquility, and no upheavals ever take place despite any 
turmoil happening in the outer realm of body or 
surroundings. The world keeps on changing but the Self 
remains unflinching. 


2330. Always note: 


1. Enjoy what is at your disposal, do not worry for that 
which is not with you. 

2. The sufferer is at fault. 

3. Dishonesty is the best Foolishness. 


2331. It is one's own knowledge and one's own moral status 
only that helps in the business. God does not interfere in 
it. Earning without morals will prove loss making after a 
short period. 
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Even when there is profit or loss in business, one must 
declare that this happens not to oneself; it takes place 
with the 'business entity’ only. A man has no profit or loss 
as such! 


All always hope for profit and not for loss. But both of 
them go together only! Hence, be prepared for loss too. 


Doing business in the world, one needs to be very strong 
within. Losing the courage is losing the business! 


When circumstances are not congenial, then one should 
rather pray and postpone pursuing the business. 


If all are keeping good health within family, then know 
that it is a great profit even if there is some loss in 
business! 


Cheating in business is cheating oneself! Unrightful 
earnings doom the business sooner or later! 


Earning money is subject to the natural order. It keeps on 
going whether oneis religious or irreligious! 


One may wish for donating money for the good cause but 
it is not solely within one's power. However, one must 
keep good wishes, for these will come true sometime in 
future. 


When there is no peace in prosperity then how can peace 
be realisable in difficulties? Peace lies in the knowledge 
of being indifferent to both. 


If remaining concerned is an offence then remaining 
unconcerned is also an offence; one must discriminate 
practically. 


It is okay to expect the customers but not to feel restless 
in business. One has to remain steady and regular in 
pursuing relative human strivings. 


2343. The Enlightened Ones are neither concerned nor 
unconcerned but they are both. They are unconcerned 
with material matters but are concerned with spiritual 
well-being of people. 


2344. One who is totally unconcerned has no love and where 
there is no love it does not help. 


2345. The desire to enjoy the momentary worldly pleasures is 
the material ‘concern’. 


2346. The irony is such that the world is yours and it is your 
world that pesters you! 


2347. All ‘worldly inconveniences’ are due to one's ignorance, 
the Enlightened Ones do not face it. 


2348. The world may have number of difficulties for one, but 
for each one there isa solution ready! 


2349. All the technological developments which are changing 
the present times, the same when employed properly 
would solve all ills. 


2350. One has to make discretion in staying discriminate to 
continue sitting where the worldly confusions get 
cleared by spiritual bliss and must escape where the 
worldly allurements stupefy. One finds the way out easily 
thence. 


2351. To the extent one's faults get opened up meditatively 
within, the world gets forgotten. 


2352. The world remains in memory due to one's own faults. 
One that keeps on tossing in the memory is the fault only. 
However, in the perfectly ‘enlightened state’, ‘one’ is free 
from the worldly memories. 


2353.Man's freedom begins when the world remains 
forgotten, mind is without any burden, peace subsists 
and the 'real' remains separately from 'relative'. 
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In the company of “an Enlightened Being” the world 
remains forgotten and makes one experience freedom. 


The moment the world is forgotten, liberating freedom 
begins. 


The one who makes the other forget the world, he can 
help stop 'charging' of karmic bonds. 


“The Enlightened One” makes one disengage from the 
worldly hubbub. 


The dispassionate one is firmly stationed in supreme 
consciousness and its spiritual instruments. 


The dispassionate Enlightened One does not reminisce 
any object in the world. 


Anything that one remembers except ‘one's own 
consciousness’ is an attachment only. 


Really speaking there should be dispassion in 
attachment. This is evident in the equanimity status of 
spiritually Enlightened Being. 


The Enlightened One has no attachment even on his great 
benefactors and he has no hatred to the one who is most 
cruel to him. 


One has to realize dispassionate state in respect of both 
for the body and the world. If not for the world, even then 
it is enough that one becomes dispassionate for one's 
physical body. 


The science of dispassion begins with Awakening. 


The knowledge of the self-consciousness is itself a form 
of science. Hence it sees the oneness of purity of 
consciousness all around. But when one becomes 
egoistic and revolves around ‘mine and thine’, it is 
ignorance. 


2366. The 'knowledge' makes one know what is right and what 
is wrong and helps one discriminate what is true and 
untrue; whereas knowledge of 'science' leads one to the 
liberating path. 


2367. The authentic ‘knowledge’ is that which breaks one's 
bindings and 'science' stops new bondages. 


2368. The ‘science’ of religion and knowledge of religion are 
different. The path of science leads to liberation. 


2369. The world does not hinder but it is one's ignorance that 
hinders. The ignorance leaves with the knowledge of an 
Enlightened Being, it is actually a ‘science’. Science 
concerns with consciousness and knowledge concerns 
with unconscious material reality of the world. The 
science is self-operative continuously whereas the 
knowledgeis not. 


2370. 'The unscheduled path of liberation’ is 'scientific' and 
exact science. All restis ‘discharge’. 


2371. This unscheduled path of freedom is neither of the 
nature of refutation or validation. But itis in the nature of 
a diversion path. It has arisen because all 'bridges' in the 
traditional gradual path are broken. Even this diversion 
path will vanish when those traditional bridges will be 
ready. 


2372. The traditional gradual path consists of innumerable 
‘beliefs’ at different stages within the circle of 360 
degrees, and a man is given one 'belief' after replacing 
the other. Even one belief revolves around numerous 
forms and it may take number of births for replacing one 
belief. 


2373. The ‘unscheduled path’ is both determinate and practical 
in nature.

The gradual path means ‘doing and acting' whereas the 
science of unscheduled path is of 'knowing' and 
‘understanding’. With right understanding, it disbands 
all that had arisen due to misconceptions. Then one does 
not say 'this occurred to me’ but merely 'knows' that it 
‘happened’, 


So long as mind, speech and body remain in unity in 
worldly living, till then these dealings are welcome. Since 
this is not happening in these times, the worldly dealings 
are considered ‘under disposal’ in this unscheduled path; 
albeit the worldly dealings remain ideal as such. 


The unscheduled path of enlightenment aims in 
removing ignorance and not in renouncing eatables like 
onions and potatoes! 


The worldly ocean is the sea of ignorance and everything 
gets born and lost as waves in it. But when one 
understands one's determinate consciousness, one 
swims! 


The nature of consciousness is neither worldly nor non- 
worldly, it all belongs to physical body only. 


The worldly person is one with attachment, hatred and 
passions; and has no restraint of anger and proud, deceit 
and greed. One who has restraint of these passions is 
super-worldly, may he bea householder ora hermit. 


The worldis an instrument in striking one's egoism! 


The worldly existence is a boiling bowl which even God 
does not touch! 


When one becomes Enlightened dispassionate, the 
worldly living does not cling atall! 


Look at the wonderful worldly fantasies as created by the 
two realities, consciousness and the unconscious matter! 
It leads to numerous worldly relations through their 
constant permutations and combinations! 


2384. The world is an ocean of miseries where it is difficult to 
find happiness as such. The pleasures of people are like a 
drunkard who puts his hand in drainage and blares, ‘Ah, it 
is chilling... so chilling!" 


2385. There are only illusory beliefs regarding ‘happiness’ in 
the world. Happiness exists in spiritual experiences only. 


2386. One should not be careless at all in seeking the 
enlightening spiritual path. 


2387. In the relativities of worldly living, one's nature of self- 
consciousness alone is one's own. 


2388. There is no partnership and commonality in the totally 
differentiating world of relativities. Everyone has one's 
own existence as such. The unity exists in the realm of 
reality of consciousness only. 


2389. Both the wheels of the chariot need to run together in the 
same direction for higher development. This is hinting 
the spouses in marital living as well! 


2390. The worldly life is a continuity of cycle in painful biting in 
a variety of ways, within and without! 


2391. The bodily cancer comes only once in life, but the mental 
‘cancer’ kills one many times over. 


2392. The worldly living is based on clashes. 


2393. Encash positively your spiritual welfare till the 'body' 
works well; everyone will face physical bankruptcy in old 
age! 


2394. Man is of the nature of divinity and still how many times 
one gets affronted in public eyes! Even in close and 
intimate familial and social relations! 


2395. In spite of all difficulties and dissensions in the world, the 
worldly living is compulsory. It is necessary to eat, 
cohabit, procreate etc. etc. as a part of worldly order. 
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One is ready to die for one's viewpoint, but one does not 
sacrifice for one's spiritual development. 


Recluse mind is that wherein one acutely remembers 
one's horrible setbacks of the past. 


In worldly living one easily forgets when one is direly 
struck through infatuations. Hence to the extent, one 
remembers starkly the agonies undergone, to that extent 
remains the status ofinner reclusion. 


The status of inner reclusion is a discriminating thinking 
in what is good and what is bad for one's spiritual 
welfare. An authentic analysis of itimmediately leads one 
to the status of withdrawal from the worldly allurements. 


When one has discriminatory knowledge of what is good 
and what is harmful then only one can retain his status of 
inner reclusion. 


The reclusion is stable when founded on experiential 
knowledge; mere talking ofit doesn't help atall. 


The reclusion becomes significant when one realises 
appropriate means of ‘knowledge’; else it would make 
one inactive. 


"Knowledge'’ accompanied with superior state of 
reclusion leads one to dispassionate state. It is free from 
any sort of attachment and hatred in the world. 


"The state of an Enlightened One' is far above that of the 
ignorant one but the one with authentic reclusion is quite 
near to attaining the state of Enlightenment. 


Attachmentas well as reclusion both are stocks of karmic 
effects. But the importance lies in attaining the status of 
dispassion. The extent one has realised this state of 
dispassion, to that extent the divinity manifests within 
man! 


2406. The worldly life is veritably an intricate web. It is like 
getting stuck in a quagmire; one goes deeper and deeper 
as he strives more and more to come out! Itis not easy for 
man to free oneself from webs of illusory projections in 
the world. 


2407. Marriage means a cooperative enterprise wherein one 
has to earn and the other has to manage as householder! 
However, the significance of marital life lies in aiming for 
mutual spiritual development. 


2408. The worldly living is practical in nature and it is not 
wrong. But it becomes worthwhile only when one knows 
one's Self truly. One has to follow the worldly dealings in 
the light of 'knowledge' so as 'to free oneself' from the 
cycle of births after birth. 


2409. One keeps on moving endlessly in this world and does 
not know where to get down! It is only Enlightened One 
hints where to station. 


2410. 'The Enlightened One' discharges his worldly duties 
without egoism and attachment; ina dramatic manner! 


2411. Worldliness means Egoism coupled with attachment. 
Unworldliness means living apparently with dramatic 
worldliness! 


2412. 'Normality’ in life is a way to divinity; it is 'the essence of 
worldly life’. Normality leads one to liberation! 


2413. Normality is the highway to happiness in the world! One 
who remains normal in all activities of life, encounters no 
difficulty in life. 


2414. Happiness in the worldly living lies in normality; in 
balancing between penury and plenty of possessions. 


2415. Normality means avoiding the scope of ‘likes' and 
‘dislikes’. 
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True religious path suggests living normally. It is 
avoiding both poles of 'above-normal' and 'below- 
normal' living. 


The essence of the world is living in normality! Below 
normal is poison and above normal too is poison; hence 
live normally! Normality applies to the material worldly 
life; the Self is always in its unaltered state as such. 


The path of normality leads to spiritual path of final 
evolution. 


The gist of the supreme worldly living lies in 'Normality'. 


The bad company spoils one's heart and when heart is 
vitiated, one loses the path of Divinity. 


Remaining in the company of noble persons is a greatest 
advantage in the life. 


The good company improves anything and bad company 
spoils everything. 


Agood company ofa poor is very much helpful spiritually 
than the bad company ofarich man. 


The bad company is that which keeps one away from the 
path of religiosity. 


Misery never leaves one in the intimacy of bad company 
and happiness never leaves one in the company of good 
people. 


The spiritual assembly (satsanga) is a road to one's ‘own 
home'! It concerns with the talk of one's own Self; all else 
is foreign matters! 


Evil minded people feel overawed in presence of a 
spiritual person. 


It is in the nature of a relative consciousness to learn 
what one sees relatively. Hence, a good company makes 
man to evolve and bad company makes one to fall. 


2429. 'The company of an Enlightened dispassionate One’ is 
called an unprecedented company; unheard in past! 


2430. 'The company with an Enlightened One' focuses on 
‘knowing’ and 'understanding’ and not directing routine 
religious rituals. It is the right understanding only that 
leads to 'awakened knowledge’ which results in 'right 
conduct’. 


2431. Spiritual company makes one understand the world as to 
‘whatitis and whatitis not’. 


2432. 'The company of an Enlightened One' alone makes one 
fearless in the world! 


2433. So long a man is not fearless, he seeks 'the warmth’ of 
others ‘company’. 


2434. Ignorance itselfis fear. 


2435. When one does not fear even on facing death, one gets 
liberation. 


2436. An Enlightened One is fearless because there is 
‘correctness’ all through in him; and there is no tinge of 
‘worldly interest’ at all. 


2437. The thought process which makes one fearless, alone is 
worth continuing. 


2438. Never fear others’ reactions, better thing is to keep one's 
own affairs clean and clear! Even a thought of ill doing 
has to be eliminated by sincere repentance. 


2439. The world is so regular and rule-bound that no one can 
interfere in anything and anyone at all. Hence never 
become upset. One will confront nothing beyond that, 
one is destined for! 


2440. One will never encounter the difficulty that one is 
unafraid of! Nothing happens to one who becomes 
fearless. 
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If one hates anyone or anything, one would be fearful of 
it. One is afraid of tiger or snake because one hates them! 


The fear of the past has gone, the future remains in the 
hands of orderly nature; hence keep focused in the 
present. 


One who admits positively saying 'yes', can properly deal 
with the present. 


Leave all past and future records forever. One who lives 
consciously in the presentis a divine state! 


In viewing the worldly drama, if one Keeps on pursuing 
the past, he would lose the importance of the present 
‘scene’! 


One who ever lives in the present only, is truly the 
‘knower' and 'seer'; and that is the immortal state of 
being. He enjoys freedom here and now! 


Between the two poles of the past and future lies 'the 
present’, which is very subtle; only “an Enlightened One” 
can grasp it. 


The world subsists in its own nature. Good or bad times 
are due to the thoughts of people at large. 


In the present times, not to do anything bad is as good as 
doing good! 


In present times, one submits to the pressure of worldly 
relations and powers. But one is not ready to listen a 
word of Divinity! Hence one is being the divine shelter. 


All clamors belong to mind and not to the body. Hence 
one should make the mind resolved to remain quiet, 
explaining it that 'Everything will be there at suitable 
time’. 


2452. Everything has its own time and results too change with 
the change of times. Power asserts differently at different 
times. Jewellers will beat the thieves if they steal in the 
daylight, but thieves will beat up the jewellers in the dark 
night! 


2453. When one's merited karmas arise, the other will speak 
well of him and vice versa. Hence one must own the 
responsibility for one's own karmic forces and 
understand that the other is only instrumental and hence 
not be blamed. With such an understanding, one's past 
karma will shed off without creating bindings of new 
karmic force. 


2454. If one gets what he expects is the effect of his meritorious 
deeds and something happening against expectations, it 
is effect of sinful deeds. However, the world does not run 
on one's expectations. 


2455. By immense stock of the worthiest past merits, one 
comes across “an Enlightened Being”. 


2456. The status of awakening is beyond merits and demerits! 


2457. Itis egoism that claims, 'Iam doing merit karmas' or'Iam 
doing demerit karmas’. 


2458. 'A dispassionate Enlightened One' does not have likes 
and dislikes for both merits and demerits. 


2459. If one wants liberation one must “approach an 
Enlightened Being” and if one seeks worldly happiness, 
must serve one's parents and spiritual teachers (Guru). 
Service to parents bestows immense happiness in the 
world! 


2460. Every work has its motive. If one has a motive of serving 
then one surely gets wealth as 'by-product'. Whatever 
discipline of knowledge one has, if used with spirit of 
service, leads to betterment of life. 
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“The Enlightened One” has the only aspiration that 'May 
the whole world realise supreme peace and the seekers 
realise path ofliberation’. 


If you work for the world, your work will be realised 
automatically; this isa wonderful experience! 


The religions of the world give a path of social service 
whereas the liberating path goes beyond it and concerns 
experiencing bliss of one's own spiritual consciousness. 


The fruits of the spirit of service concerns material 
pleasures and fruits of spirit of disservice leads to 
physical pains. Till the time one does not realise one's 
own consciousness, one must continue to render 
services in obliging others. 


The social service helps in breaking one's egoistic 
attachment (my-ness), hence makes one feel immensely 
happy. This 'my-ness' when fully eliminated, one 
becomes Divine only! 


One who serves or the one who deceives, both are their 
respective dispositions. Actually, it has no self-efforts of 
one's own consciousness at all, hence it is an illusion 
when one egoistically owns itas'Iam doing’. 


Humbly concealing one's superior status, one must work 
as aservant of others. 


“The Enlightened Person” is both servant as well as the 
revered one. It is a great realisation when one 
understands that one serves one's own Selfin serving the 
world! 


The Enlightened Person spiritually obliges one who 
comes to him. He even takes the responsibility for the 
liberation of one who serves him. 


2470. One who remains always conscious that one's 'doership' 
is only instrumental and one does it due to rising of 
karmic forces, then he progresses fast on the path of self- 
realisation. 


2471. When one's 'doership' is gone, then only one is focused 
on purity of consciousness. 


2472. So long as one is conscious of one's 'doership’, religious 
rituals would continue. It is a ‘science’ of spiritual 
realisation when oneis free from 'doership'. 


2473. The status of purity stands beyond good and bad and it 
has no sense of 'doership' at all. Realisation of 'non- 
doership' is the realisation of freedom! 


2474. It is sheer ignorance in believing both 'I am doing this' 
and 'I am knowing this’. Doer is 'known' hence it cannot 
be the 'knower'! Be the 'knower' and know the 
‘knowable’. 


2475. Where there is 'knowership' there is no 'doership' and 
vice versa. 


2476. Where there is even a slight sense of doership, it is 
binding. 


2477. Awakening follows when one realises that consciousness 
isnota'doer' atall. 


2478. When there is doership, the results of karmic designs 
follow; else the designing stops. 


2479. So long as one believes as 'I am the doer or he is the doer 
or they are the doers’; one cannot spiritually uplift 
others. 


2480. The world is a labour for the Doers and a bonanza for 
egoless ones. 


2481. All doings are for the worldly happiness; but one has to 
‘do nothing’ for getting liberation or realizing divinity.

If you try to act as ‘doer' it is binding, for it is 
‘understanding’ only that leads to the path ofliberation. 


Wherever there are actions, it leads either to merits or 
demerits. 


It is projecting oneself when act is done by ‘other’, and 
one owns it as its doer; this creates bindings for new 
birth. If one understands 'who is the doer' essentially, the 
projecting causes of the destiny end. 'Projecting' is the 
‘seed’ of destiny! 


So long one is conscious of 'doership', one has not 
experienced a speck of the essential nature of 
consciousness. The 'sense of doership' is a hindrance in 
realisation of consciousness. 


The sense of ‘having done’ anything is ignorance whereas 
‘having known’ is the realisation of'knowledge’. 


One gets knowledge of 'ignorance' in the worldly living. 
But the knowledge of consciousness is to be experienced 
from “an Enlightened One”. 


The root cause of one's world leaves when one's 
ignorance leaves. The ignorance leaves when one 
experiences one's purity of consciousness. 


The human being loves living wrapped in worldly 
ignorance and hence one is not able to realize True 
Knowledge. 


‘Ignorance’ is also a kind of knowledge and not darkness 
or any object. It reveals the realm of external objects as 
such. But True Knowledge reveals both the outer realm 
and the Inner Spiritual realm as well. 


The nature of ignorance does not allow one to know the 
knowledge of ‘oneself’ and experience the same. But 
True Knowledge makes one know and experience the 
Self. 


2492. It is an ignorance of one's consciousness that obstructs 
and notthe worldly living. 


2493. The illusion that 'ITam so and so’, creates the ownership of 
worldly living. In fact, one must take it apparently and 
superfluously and remain free. 


2494. Egoism is the consequence of ignorance. 


2495. Where egoism is totally void, one ever remains in the 
state of serenity; otherwise the restlessness never leave 
one inthe world. 


2496. If one has no egoism, one is as if in the bliss of realizing 
liberating consciousness; otherwise, one is in the state of 
egoism only. 


2497. The world stands where there is egoism. Itis egoism only 
that marries, quarrels and disengages as well. It lives in 
constant duality as self-entity in man. When egoism 
leaves everything resolves! 


2498. There is cranky egoism in everyone, it makes one see 
good as bad, even makes one see faults with one's own 
family members! In fact, the science of dispassion aims at 
getting resolved with one's own family around and not 
the outer world. 


2499. Egoism is both'l have to do this' and 'I have notto do that’. 


2500. Ifone considers God as the ‘doer’, why should one believe 
oneselfas doer? 


2501. When one considers oneself as doer, the karmic actions 
follow. If one does not own as doer of the actions, the 
karmic forces get dissolved. 


2502. In the state of awakening the Self is 'non -doer', but it is 
‘doer' in the state of ignorance. 


2503. Man alone among species is conscious of oneself as doer 
in the world and hence disengages from protection of 
nature. 
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2504. Any 'Doer' independently cannot resolve anything in the 
orderly world ofnature! 


2505. One owns 'doership' if conditions are favourable, but if 
not who will own the doership? 


2506. When the consciousness of 'doership' survives, one is 
conscious as ‘enjoyer' as well and hence clinging of 
passions continue. 


2507. One who is free from 'doership'’, he is free from enjoying 
as well. Binding is not due to 'enjoyments', but due to 
sense of 'doership' only. 


2508. All that one keeps on doing without realising the self- 
consciousness, itis a sheer loss and loss. 


2509. Worldly people think that Absolute Knowledge 
(kevalajnana) is something to be 'done' or acted upon, 
but it is a matter of 'realising' the knowledge. All actions 
are a part of the natural order only and one illusorily 
believes as one's own action. One has to 'know' this 
wonderful system of natural order! 


2510. The orderly nature functions for the good ofall. It strikes 
at one's faults. Man should be aware of the limitations of 
the 'doership'. 


2511. The orderly nature is not at fault. Fault lies with man 
only! Nature reflects the human image. 


2512. Nature is so orderly that it aims doing good to man 
always, but when man is apprehensive, things go in 
disarray. 


2513. The orderly nature can never be contradictory. The 
mixing of H2 and O results in water and notin oil! 


2514. When one does not raise objections in the test of natural 
order, one gets through positively. 


2515. The nature is wiser than man. It strikes cogently on 
human egoism and balances the order. 
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2516. Man is sane or insane, nature gives all necessary 
provisions to man when required. 


2517. The orderly nature does not work in tune with anyone's 
expectations at all. But one who is in full harmony with 
mind, speech and body not harming the other, the nature 
respects his aspirations. 


2518. Man is the owner of the world but does not have power 
with him! To the extent one becomes pure and pure in 
moral evolution, one realises the status of sovereignty 
accordingly. 


2519. The nature is unconscious reality but it is liberal for the 
divinity within man. But man is still indifferent and does 
notvalue the nature. 


2520. Nature is reflection of man, but it is man who must 
remain subordinate to the nature; man must follow its 
rules. 


2521. Man violates laws in three realms viz. Laws of Society, 
Laws of Nature and Divine Laws. 


2522. Violating laws of society, government or public will earn 
a bad name and bring one mental disturbance. Violating 
nature's rules in consumption of food etc., one becomes 
unhealthy. Violating divine laws means disregarding 
universal consciousness; it brings obstructions in the 
liberating path. 


2523. The divine law of universal consciousness means the 
nature of own consciousness reality. It exists everywhere 
and itis meaningless to consider oneself apart from it! 


2524. When one respects the traffic laws, one does not confront 
accidents. In the same way, one has to observe the 
worldly laws for avoiding all conflicts. 
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People generally understand gross laws and hence 
follow easily. If they understand subtler laws they would 
not conflict in subtler situations and when they follow 
the subtlest laws, they would not have subtlest conflicts 
tooatall. 


. Wherever there is normality, there is no hitch ofany type. 


Everything rests on Normality. 


Observing laws means accepting and living its rules. 
Following the rules reveal the path of orderly nature. 


Unlike men, the birds and creatures get to eat just enough 
as required; hence they have no health issues! But men 
gettoo much to eat and that create all pains. 


All the natural actions and natural consequences both 
are orderly in nature. Then, why to interfere? 


“The Enlightened One” knows about this orderly nature 
since long past. 


There is no one as independent doer as such in the world. 
It is the orderly nature which acts allwhere. 'The 
Enlightened One' shows this knowledge and uplifts the 
seekers on this path. 


Mind, speech, body, and intellect are all under the control 
of orderly nature and not the status of purity of 
consciousness as such. It is termed as 'scientific 
circumstantial evidence’. Because of the misconception, 
the division arises such as ‘itis my ...'and ‘this is | am’ etc. 
and the resultant all projections and difficulties that 
make one forget one's true nature as pure consciousness. 


One abusing the other and one listening the abuses, both 
are passing phases, for there is no independent doer in 
the world. Everything runs orderly by the orderly nature! 


If someone gives you a lift in his car, it is okay to say that 
‘he gave you a ride’ but truly speaking it is due to 
consequences of orderly nature. 


2535. All hopes and desires would go away when one terms the 
worldly dealings as consequences of orderly nature. 


2536. When one would require to struggle in the world, then he 
would definitely have the requisite coping power 
through the help of orderly nature. 


2537. If one knows that something gets harmed or destroyed is 
the process of orderly nature and others are only 
instrumental, one would not blame anyone. 


2538. Nothing happens in the world beyond the scope of 
orderly nature. Hence one must adjust with others; with 
no egoistic insistence. 


2539. Man always keeps on worrying for timely needs in life. 
This is intellectual interfering and hence he always 
remains on toe. 


2540. All miseries of the world result from egoism. If one just 
keeps working, there is no problem. But any egoistic 
interference by one makes needless mischiefs. 


2541. The orderly nature keeps on doing all and everything. 
Man's mind, speech and body remain in its control only. 
Man has only to witness it. 


2542. It is only an “Enlightened Being” endowed with the 
unscheduled scientific knowledge, can grasp the exact 
nature and scope of the orderly scientific nature of the 
world. 


2543. The gradual path continues in the realm of 'doership' 
only till one realises one's status in the purity of 
consciousness. Hence the knowledge of 'scientific 
circumstantial evidence’ is not referred in it. 


2544. There is no liberation till the illusory 'doership' subsists. 


2545. The 'doership' means illusory dualistic belief and that 
‘doer' undergoes suffering in the world. 
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Right understanding pacifies and dissolves the 
dispositions of 'doership' steadily. 'Doership' never leads 
to liberation. 


Where there is the 'doership', there is no God and vice 
versa. 


Since the karmic forces compel one to do, it is an offence 
to state that ‘someone does this’ or ‘someone does not do 
that' or 'Tam doing this' etc. 


It is one's misconception in owning the doership of the 
work which does not belong to one's own realm of being. 
One lives in the world from birth to death unaware and 
keeps on piling the bundles of karmic bonds unnoticed, 
for next birth! 


One has not to fear of bondages where one is not Doer, 
does not promote the other to do or does not approve 
others wrong doings. 


There is no sovereign doer in the world, one is only 
instrumental. Even God is not the sole doer. Had it been 
so even the God would have to undergo the consequences 
of his doership! 


Lord Mahavir states that one is Doer in relative worldly 
context, but one is non-doer in determinant context of 
purity of consciousness. 


The original doer is of material nature itself and soul is 
only an instrumental doer. 


This soul is doer by relative view point but it is non-doer 
by real point of view! Likewise, the material nature is 
non-doer by relative view-point but it is doer by real 
point of view! 


Both the soul and material nature have infinite powers. It 
is because of the power of material nature that the world 
manifests. All where one sees matter only, no one can see 
the consciousness anywhere. 
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2556. Who knows the puzzle created by the material nature of 
the world? It is only spiritual consciousness that knows. 


2557. The unconscious materiality has clung the soul and not 
vice versa. 


2558. Even a cereal like wheat or corn, gives rise to number of 
varieties of foods, then what to talk of the interaction of 
powerful material particles! 


2559. Mind, intellect, egoism etc. perform their respective roles 
as material nature. The spiritual consciousness has to 
‘know’ and 'see’ all this playful materiality. But one gets 
trapped in to the cobweb of innumerable material 
puzzles! 


2560. World is nothing but a play of material beauty and 
enjoyments expressed in innumerable and unlimited 
names and forms. Physical needs are limited but mental 
enjoyments are endless; the whole world is trapped in 
material indulgences. 


2561. Allliving entities including man do not know their nature 
of consciousness and get identified with their respective 
bodily ‘packing’ i.e. man or woman, dog or donkey etc. 


2562. So long as the 'packing perspective’ exists, the worldly 
life continues. The path of liberation begins when one 
understands the material form as 'material’. 


2563. Even the height of wisdom is a material quality! 


2564. Whatever qualities are seen in man are projected and 
‘cultured’ ones but one does not see and know one's 
reality of consciousness as such. 


2565. The projective approach possesses alternatives and 
knowing one's own nature as such is an authentic Divine 
state. 
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Remaining steady in one's own nature of consciousness 
is freeing oneself! 


Each object is unique by its own nature and this cannot 
lead to unity of objects as such. 


One on a spiritual path must understand each one's 
nature in its own realm and the mixing identities with the 
others realms as well. 


The nature of consciousness itself is a liberating one 
intrinsically and in its specific aspect, it is worldly in 
nature in extrinsic form. Its worldly nature is not 
contradictory. 


It is not wrong when one leads from wrong to the right, 
but true religion lies in regaining oneself in one's own 
nature of consciousness. When one reaches to one's 
essential nature, no outer object can leave any effect. 


One who is awakened that 'this is not my nature’, is 
constantly aware ofthe status of Self and not-Self. 


. All remain in their own nature and there is no enmity 


between them. Rain is in its own nature, but it suits 
someone and doesn't suit the other. No one can be free 
from one's own nature. 


Even if one best nourishes one's mango tree, it cannot 
give an apple! Because, Nature cannot be changed! 


Whatever one's nature, there is nothing to question! 


There is no need to seek any remedy anywhere in the 
nature. One must keep witnessing only. No need of 
remedies when one realizes one's Self. One must remain 
as 'knower' only and all else remedies give temporary 
peace only. 


True knowledge is that when one remains in equanimity 
even in dire situations! 


2577. When one remains in equanimity amongst difficulties, 
know that the doors of liberation are opening! 


2578. When man sticks to a discipline one becomes rule bound. 
The renunciates are rule bound, whereas the 
Enlightened Ones are 'restrained'’. 


2579. There can be no restraining in the absence of worldly 
living. Observing restraint is a safe-side for a worldly 
man! 


2580. Restraint begins when painful and malicious forms of 
meditation stop. Till then it is called discipline and rule- 
bound living. Non-restraint is where one gets swayed by 
extrinsic realm of things. 


2581. One whose mind, body and speech are restrained, has 
becomes Godly only. 


2582. Confining to the boundaries of restraining mind, body 
and speech are helping in remaining in one's purity of 
consciousness. 


2583. A dispassionate being is always a restrained one. He is 
never disturbed by any interference in his inner 
resolutions. 


2584. When one becomes restrained, one's practical dealings 
become praiseworthy. 


2585. Non restraining means missing to ‘see’ in 'what is 
happening’. If one concentrates on seeing 'what is 
happening’, till end, is the height of restraining as seen in 
Enlightened Ones. 


2586. The state of restraint is when one discriminately 
understands the reality of truth of spiritual phases and 
material phases in their respective forms. 


2587. One can observe restraint on the basis of the knowledge 
of an orderly nature and awakening of one's spiritual 
consciousness. 
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One can sacrifice by egoism but restraint cannot be 
cultivated through egoism. There is a doership in 
sacrifice. 


The restraint of anger, pride, deceit, and greed is known 
as true restraint. In one form of it the passions are 
controllable and not harming the other. In another form 
of restraint, there are no passions within and hence one 
harms neither oneself nor the other. The latter belongs to 
the enlightened state. 


The effects of restraint lead to liberation. 


Restrained effects means the spiritual consciousness 
does not mix with unconscious material as such. Letting 
this spiritual mixing happen is making it violent in 
nature. 


The evidence of one's experience of consciousness is, one 
lives in the realm of restraints. 


One who is restrained, does not fear death and he is ona 
Divine direction. 


The knowledge which has no doubts is a doubtless divine 
knowledge. 


Where there is doubt, there is misery. When one doubts 
in one's worldly identity, it is painful but when realises 
one's true identity as pure consciousness, one becomes 
free of doubts and pains too. 


.When one is doubtlessly convinced in spiritual 


realisation, it is an authentic enlightened status beyond 
theorising. 


. In the spiritual realising status the doubt cannot remain 


even fora while! 
When one doubts, the worldly living starts! 


One wholives with doubts would be struck direly.

Till one lives doubting the spiritual status of 
consciousness, the worldly doubting would not fall apart. 


The sovereign fearlessness follows in a doubtless status 
of spiritual realisation. 


An Enlightened One knows the whole world doubtlessly 
in all ways. He is the master puzzle-solver. Hence follow 
him if you too wantto have the direct experience of purity 
of consciousness, free from any tinge of doubt. 


The significance of the living manifested Enlightened 
Being is that His very sight manifests the powerful 
capacities in the others. Not only that, the others identify 
with Him and get uplifted. 


"One' has to experience ‘one's own nature’ of 
consciousness in the company of “Enlightened One”. 


An Enlightened Being has no worldly thoughts and 
worldly desires even for a speck of moment. He remains 
in His 'own nature of purity of consciousness’ 
continuously. 


“The Enlightened One” lives in his own nature of 
consciousness constantly whereas an ignorant one 
cannot remain in it even for a while. The difference 
between them lies in their inner living only, otherwise 
they look similar outward. 


. When one gets steadily stationed in one's own nature of 


consciousness within, one becomes divine. 


The people live in extrinsic outer consequences, but they 
have not experienced the intrinsic consequences. The 
consequences of realizing one's nature of consciousness 
is the state of divinity. 


In all that is external consequential nature, is in a 
discharging form only; one must remain dispassionate in 
it. 
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Body is an extrinsic consequences of unconscious 
material particles whereas there is spiritual 
consciousness within it with its own consequences! The 
whole world is the result of material consequences only. 


The bodily projections of man cannot leave without the 
company of “Enlightened Being”. Because with his 
dispassionate state, He does not live as in body and mind 
orin intellect and egoismas such. 


That which is not your nature and you continue to accept 
it is a bodily consciousness. Likewise, identifying with 
mind leads to the mental consciousness. 


When one experiences one's spiritual consciousness, all 
bodily projections vanish. Mere verbal declarations do 
nothelp! 


‘Knowing’ is when one is free from identification with 
bodily consciousness. Without that it is only intoxication 
of verbal knowledge which leads one nowhere. 


If someone interferes one's physical body and one 
accepts it; itis a physical projection. 


A state of spontaneity is that wherein one does not 
identify oneself with the body and the behaviour is 
normal in all respects. 


When one is free from identification with bodily 
consciousness, the normalcy of body spontaneity keeps 
on developing. In that degree, the appropriate meditative 
state also develops accordingly. 


. Even in the absence of identification with body, the 


commoners see the Enlightened Being as eating and 
sleeping etc. He too responds positively but doesn't own 
these routines in His 'belief'. 


One has to remove all sorts of physical identifications; 
bodily or mental or verbal and all. 


2620. When one knows the soul as one's own essential spiritual 
consciousness only, one becomes bereft of identification 
with physical consciousness. 


2621. Remaining in identification with bodily consciousness 
and being free from it is not possible simultaneously. It is 
only possible with the help of the “Enlightened One” who 
is totally free from any identification with his body. 


2622. Identification with bodily consciousness and spiritual 
meditation are two poles apart. To the extent one realises 
the spiritual meditation, to that extent bodily 
identification departs. 


2623. Where there is meditation, there is no egoism and vice 
versa. 


2624. The egoistic focus is concentration and when it is 
untouched from egoism, itis meditation. 


2625. The unity of meditator and meditational object is 
meditation. The meditation of a “living Enlightened 
Person” is divine identification (nididhydsana) and 
meditation in the idol is concentration. 


2626. When the spiritual consciousness gets fully identified in 
mental modifications, meditation arises. 


2627. Where there is egoism there is no meditation. Meditation 
isnotanaction butitisa result. 


2628. Meditation isa spontaneous effect and nota forced one. 


2629. Realising linkage of the meditator and meditational goal 
is a spiritual effort and meditation is its result. 


2630. When the consciousness and the materiality of nature 
get fully separated from one another, the real spiritual 
effort (purusartha) begins. 
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2641. 
2642. 


The real spiritual effort begins when an Enlightened 
Being makes someone realize one's purity of 
consciousness. Till then it is an illusory spiritual effort as 
made to 'dance'as per one's material dispositions. 


One gets all material possessions as per one's own 
destiny but whatever hatred or attachment arise 
towards them is one's own inner effort, for one's own 
future course. 


There are two types of human efforts. The 'relative effort’ 
is that which arises while one is undergoing through 
one's destiny. The other is the 'real effort’ resulting from 
realizing the self-consciousness. How one experiences 
one's destiny is an ‘illusory self-effort’. 


‘Human effort’ is a designing form and destiny is a result. 


One who does not become egoistic in compulsory actions 
is the ‘human effort’. 


When one enjoys the worldly objects with tasteful 
attachment then it is binding and when one enjoys the 
same with no interest at all, it has no binding of any type 
anditis 'real spiritual effort’. 


The real spiritual effortis when one becomes neutral and 
unbiased for oneself. 


Human effort is independent and self-controlled in 
nature, whereas the destiny is the result of ‘scientific 
circumstantial evidences’. 


Wherever one has to seek the dependence of the other, it 
is destiny. 


Itis the material nature that prompts the toddler to walk, 
there is no self-effort in it! 


Time does not have efforts ofits own buta man has. 


One who can 'exactly' know the difference between 
destiny and human efforts is “an Enlightened One”. 
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2643. The human effort in the realm of spiritual consciousness 
concerns as the 'knower and seer' and its effects are 
blissful. 


2644. The consciousness is in the nature of 'knower and seer' 
and hence one must remain as such. In the divine eyes, 
one has to follow one's own intrinsic nature as itis. 


2645. Till there is ignorance the Self is knowable. It is 'knower' 
when one realises ‘knowledge’. 


2646. The scriptural knowledge consist in knowing the 
knowledge of the 'knowable', whereas experiential 
knowledge is that wherein one has knowledge of the 
‘knower'! 


2647. One who believes oneself as knower when itself gets 
revealed as ‘known’, one becomes 'knower' in real sense. 


2648. The spiritual discourses declare ultimately that rather 
than being doer, one must keep observing the 
consequences. 


2649. There is nothing to get in seeking the root of anything. 
‘Know and see' just whatever happens! 


2650. When there is no remedy, just 'see and know' what 
happens. When there is no spiritual experience, one may 
even observe through egoistic sensuous knowledge. But 
there is much difference in both. 


2651. If one remains as 'knower and seer' of all activities, then 
one would experience them all, good or bad, in a form of 
disintegration only. 


2652. The worldly living depends on ignorance only. 
Everything, good or bad falls if ignorance goes away. The 
unscheduled path of spiritual awakening removes 
‘oneself’ only rather than removing the innumerable 
objects ofthe world. 
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The nature of ‘knowing’ is in engrossing oneself in 
blissfulness of consciousness. 


One who has no egoism at all, it is a state of an 
Enlightened Person. 


The nature of self-consciousness is such that it becomes 
what one believes. The nature of Self remains the same 
butthe effects change due to egoism. 


Engrossing in the playfulness of the unconscious 
materiality leads to rebirth whereas in the blissful 
engrossing of the spiritual consciousness, one gets 
liberation. 


The cause of direct intuitive liberation is experiencing 
engrossing blissfulness in one's own purity of 
consciousness. The world is in the playfulness of the 
materiality. 


Even for a while if one gets imbibed in the blissful 
spiritual experience, one becomes Divine. 


When one tastes spiritual experience, one gets lost in 
spiritual joy! Till then there is no experience of spiritual 


joy. 


To contemplate that 'I am of the nature of pure Self and 
these are my qualities’, and experience one's nature of 
pure consciousness is what is called engrossment in 
one's blissful joy. 


Till the time, the nature of spiritual consciousness is not 
realised, one is engrossed in the playfulness of material 
nature only. 


When one reaches to the climax in experiencing one's 
spiritual consciousness, one becomes the purity of 
consciousness oneself. There is no state of engrossment 
thence on. 


2663. The effects of the extrinsic substance are considered as 
one's own when one identifies with them. It is resolving 
into outer material consequences. 


2664. It is extrinsic material consequences when one states 'I 
am doing this and that'. But when one realises the 
‘unscheduled path of enlightenment’, one does not have 
extrinsic identity with material consequences. 


2665. After full awakening in the consciousness, one does not 
have extrinsic identity with material consequences at all. 
One always remains in the state of purity of 
consciousness only. 


2666. The spiritual knowledge that brings transformation 
within is the awakened knowledge, the rest is dry 
knowledge in the world. 'The unscheduled awakening’ is 
a living transformation. 


2667. It is ignorance and not 'knowledge' which does not get 
translated into one's living. 


2668. Man's behaviour is the routine of past knowledge and 
understanding is credit of the past carried over. 


2669. The worldly living of man is an ongoing scenario of 
continuity of cycles of birth and death since the time 
immemorial. The stock of the complexities of the past 
knowledge gives rise to newer dilemmas in man's life in 
the context of acquisition of new knowledge in the 
present. This goes on forever and man is puzzled why one 
does notrealise in tune with what one aspires! 


2670. One feels at present that 'I am not able to do something as 
I desire’. Whereas one's past knowledge hankers 'this 
need not be done’! This way, one's conviction of one's 
past knowledge changes. As one would have conviction 
of the knowledge now, this would result accordingly in 
action in the life hereafter. 
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One follows whatever knowledge one carries ata time. If 
one gets the right knowledge, one would follow in that 
way only. 


The basis of worldly life is knowledge only. Everyone is 
living on the basis of one's nature of knowledge, whether 
it is truth or ignorance. What we call ignorance is also a 
kind of 'knowledge' for the one and one lives accordingly. 
Itis knowledge only that keeps the world going. 


One's actions are directed by knowledge only. The 
alternatives are there but one follows as one's knowledge 
drives. 


It is knowledge that drives all activities. If one follows the 
path of an Enlightened Being, one gets detached. If one 
follows the worldly knowledge it is a continuity of 
attachment! 


Seeing is believing. One will do as one believes and face 
the consequences accordingly! 


The status of knowledge never becomes the status of 
ignorance, but when itis misused, itis ‘ignorance’. 


It is ignorance only that binds whereas it is knowledge 
that liberates one. Sources of ignorance are innumerable 
but it is rare to find the “Enlightened One” for liberating 
‘knowledge’. 


One must not make a judgement on the basis of one's own 
worldly knowledge. Rather one must leave the 
judgement to the orderly state of nature. The knowledge 
of orderly nature frees one from the bindings of worldly 
knowledge and its consequential sufferings. 


The constitution of one's destiny in orderly nature takes 
place when one identifies with the mental modifications 
while undergoing effects of suffering. 


2680. It is due to the orderly nature of universe that all 
scientific inventions take place. Inventors are 
instrumental in inventions. Because of immense stocks 
of karmas, airplane is invented so that modern people 
can discharge those karmas despite lifespan remaining 
the same! Orderly nature is a system worth knowing. 


2681. 'The orderly nature’ is a universal power, and the living 
entities are specific ones. All illusory projections of living 
entities are reflected in this universal power and their 
respective results are delivered in a collective 
‘computerized manner’. 


2682. The orderly nature means one must continue to strive 
and whatever results one gets, itis orderly in nature. 


2683. All rules including destiny in orderly nature work within 
the 'scientific circumstantial evidences’. 


2684. Man must keep the orderly nature of world in mind 
without any undue relying. One must strive and work as 
best as possible and leave everything to the orderly 
nature. 


2685. One who does not interfere in the order of nature at all, 
alone has the right to speak about this orderliness in 
advance. 


2686. There is no narrow meaning in this concept of orderly 
nature at all. One has to strive, desire to put his own self- 
efforts consciously and continue to remain spontaneous 
also, and then leave it to orderly nature. 


2687. One can say of orderly nature for the past, but cannot say 
so for present and future. 


2688. This orderly nature cannot be understood intellectually 
but intuitionally. 


2689. Man's intentions and actions are significant forces of 
‘scientific circumstantial evidences’. 
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The orderly nature runs the world but itis not the creator 
of the world. The world is made of its own nature. 


The feeling of whether 'I do this' or 'the other does that’, 
is so close and intimate that one fails to understand it! 


One should not speak carelessly that something is 
determined only or something is undetermined only, for 
the reality is between these two poles of understanding. 
If some untoward thing happens despite taking all care, 
one can Say ‘it was a part of orderly nature’. 


There is no one a creator of the orderly nature. It is like 
one who writes in the examination, gets ‘result’ as one 
deserves. 


How much a man can act? He designs, that too not singly 
but as one of the instrumental causes. The resultant 
action happens on its own in the natural order. 


Even nature is not operator but it is merely a ‘natural 
adjustment’! 


The 'doer' is different while charging and it is a different 
one at the time of discharge! It is the subtle knowledge of 
‘Enlightened dispassionate Ones’. 


With the prompting of the natural order the sticky 
material force becomes the doer. Apparently only this 
material force is doer. But it is rather an effect of scientific 
circumstantial evidences and that too is possible due to 
the presence of spiritual consciousness. 


The material force can be regarded as doer only after one 
realises the nature of pure consciousness within and that 
too when one is obeying the guidance of “an Enlightened 
Being”. Else man would digress in the wrong path. 


If man were areal doer, no one would ever liberate! A true 
doer must have sovereign 'power'. 


2700. Even the beautiful rainbow with all seven colours is a 
natural result of ‘scientific circumstantial evidences’. 
There is no change init since time immemorial. 


2701. The whole world is as if a scientific experiment of 
Supreme Being! There is neither a doer nor actions; it is 
only ascience! 


2702. The world goes on. A train engine runs but the driver 
egoistically says, 'I am running the train’! One must 
understand truth from the dispassionate Enlightened 
Person and remove the 'misconception’. 


2703. One cannot break one's own misconception of 'doership'. 
Itis only “an Enlightened Person” helps in it. 


2704. The ‘illusory knowledge’ is knowledge of alternatives 
and the true knowledge is beyond alternatives. 


2705. When man is fully restless with doubts and alternatives, 
there is scope for spiritual development. 


2706. When all around there are imaginations only, then even 
rightand wrong too have no place. 


2707. So long the doership of determinations and alternatives 
continue to prevail, one is away from spiritual 
realisation. 


2708. The status of this mental alternatives do not leave 
because someone remains a householder or becomes a 
renunciate or monk. All have their inclining alternatives 
of their respective ways of living. 


2709. Renunciation is the key but this renunciation should be 
of misconception, egoism and attachments! 


2710. Renunciation should be spontaneous. 


2711. One whose egoism and attachment have fully gone away, 
heisacomplete renunciate. 
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In the path of greater vows, there remains no material 
related to mental modifications at all, whereas these are 
within limits in the path of the smaller vows. 


The status of nature of consciousness is of greater vows 
only, but these are said to be complete when the greater 
vows are also imbibed in one's conduct. 


. When one does not harm anyone from mind, speech and 


body; all vows are included! 


Fasting means residing in one's own essential nature of 
reality. 


Fasting does not mean keeping one hungry only but it 
aims in becoming instrumental for better focus in 
spiritual efforts. 


Whatever one would sacrifice, one must reap its fruits 
accordingly. Possessing and sacrificing are not solely 
within one's powers, but are subject to demerits and 
merits. 


. Whatever one does except knowing and realising one's 


own consciousness, keeps one wander in the world 
repeatedly. 


The whole world wanders in the quest of truth. Whatever 
the divinity is manifested and revealed within is truth 
and that is to be sought. 


Awakening is that wherein first one must know one's 
nature and realise it. However, one goes after rituals, 
reading scriptures etc., but all this is material by virtue 
whereas realising the spiritual consciousness has no sort 
of objectification at all. 


All such instruments of spiritual practices are gross in 
nature, but one has to experience subtly in this path. If 
one considers means as ends it would lead nowhere. 


2722. One who does not know the essential reality then how 
one can talk about it? The world knows much about the 
non-essentials. 


2723. On one side there is temporary and on the other side 
there is permanent in the world. One can decide to stay in 
either. The 'temporary' side presupposes gross world of 
objects whereas the permanent side presupposes the 
subtle awareness as such. 


2724. If one clings to 'temporary', one would become 
‘temporary’! But clinging “an Enlightened living Being”, is 
seeking to realise the eternal reality of consciousness. 


2725. Illusion is to regard whatis'relative' as real’. Itis only “an 
Enlightened Being” regard the illusory relativities as 
relative’ and not real. 


2726. 'Real' means unconnected whereas the 'relative' means 
connected. It is only an Enlightened Person knows this 
and helps in differentiating it. Then one remains in one's 
purity of consciousness only. 


2727. The original reality is eternal and immortal. When the 
eternal substances come together, special 
manifestations arise. “The Enlightened One” removes the 
proximity of one's consciousness with other substances, 
then it regains its original purity ofnature. 


2728. One has to aspire 'the real’, enjoy its bliss and know 'the 
relative’. 


2729. The worldly living is 'relative', dependent and hollow 
only. If something is solid, itcan be called ‘worthwhile’. 


2730. The net knowledge is that wherein one lives in constant 
experiential state with real viewpoint and relative 
viewpoint together. With its full development there is 
absolute knowledge. 
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So long one is engaged in momentary worldly 
'relativities’, itis worldly soul and when one comes out of 
worldly relativities, is a status of 'reality' as such. 


In worldly language one terms something as good and 
something as bad, but in the divine higher language it is 
known as material substance only. The matter and 
consciousness both remain in their respective nature 
only. 


"The real correct’ is reality whereas the 'relative correct’ 
is conditional and timely. 


One who knows temporary as momentary must be 
timeless one. 


Truth’ is timeless in its nature and all that religions talk 
of, is 'relative' and timely. The ‘real knowledge’ is self- 
active whereas the relative knowledge is intellectual 
exercise. 


One in any phase of life believes the same as eternal truth. 
So too it is in the fleeting phases of life. Hence one 
remains always in confusion. 


That which is 'real' is substance and that which is 
‘relative’ is phase of modifications. From real point of 
view, one sees the ‘substance’ only and the phases carry 
no value. Focussing on phases dulls the vision. 


The consciousness is neither male nor female. These are 
only temporary phases in the relativities. ‘All these 
relatives are temporary adjustments; real is permanent.’ 


One need not feel joy or depression in any stage of 
modifications in the world. 


Life and death do not belong to spiritual consciousness 
but belongs to egoistic entity. Consciousness is 
permanent. 


2741. Worldly people consider phases and modes in 
relativities as one's own nature. In fact, all the phases 
have their beginning and endas well. 


2742. The phases of conduct, thought and speech continue 
changing moment by moment. 


2743. 'Real correct’ refers to a ‘substance’ and the ‘relative 
correct’ refers to its modes of consequences. The modes 
are 'temporary adjustments’ whereas the substance is 
‘permanent’. 


2744. All modes and phases are natural but remaining stable 
within oneselfis one's own. 


2745. There are two types of beliefs. One is impure belief which 
is illusory belief, the other is the pure belief which is 'real' 
i.e. purity of consciousness. 


2746. Itis illusion when one states 'I do this’ and 'this is mine’. 
Thus saying '!am'is the truth. 


2747. Mind, intellect and reflective consciousness (citta) have 
all their own respective traits. But because of wrong 
belief, egoism arises and it keeps on interfering. 


2748. “The Enlightened One” does not fracture the egoism but 
strikes on one's 'wrong belief’. 


2749. There is nothing worth knowing in the world other than 
consciousness. Everything else is only relative and 
momentary; one may know it, if one seeks momentary 
happiness. 


2750. One may pursue ‘relative’ with the minutest details but 
will never find an iota of'real' in it! 


2751.'On the path of liberation’, one has not to sacrifice or 
adopt anything, but one is only to understand the nature 
of reality. Sacrificing or adopting concern with the 
religious path. 
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From an Enlightened Being, one has only to grasp 
‘understanding’ of the reality ‘as it is',; whereas from the 
renunciate, one has to know the spiritual practice and 
‘act’ as he directs. 


Both ‘possessing’ and 'renouncing’ is not in man's hand 
for both are external and depend on the other realities. 


Liberation is a fruit of ‘knowledge’ and not of 
renunciation. 


The Enlightened Being is a restrained one and the 
renunciate one lives within rules and bounds. 


Renunciation and restraint are two different things. 
Renunciation indicates leaving all familial relationships 
whereas restraint consists in containing anger and pride, 
deceit and greed. 


Egoism exists in doing renunciation but not in the 
restraint. 


Without restraint, one cannot have liberation. “The 
Enlightened One” helps one coming in restraint. 


Restraint means remaining just 'knower' of external 
sufferings and inner turmoil. 


The ego prevails when one renunciates the worldly 
objects. True restraint is that where one leaves the 
worldly objects egolessly. 


. Liberation has four pillars: of knowledge and vision, 


conduct and penance. It is the inner penance only which 
matters for liberation. 


So long as there is absence of 'knowledge’, the fruits of 
renunciation result and once 'knowledge' dawns, there is 
no renunciation. There remains spontaneity of vows. 


The penance and renunciation are not independent and 
exist in extrinsic reality and its consequences. These are 
notintrinsic in the nature of self-consciousness. 


2764. True inner penance is when one is stable as a 'knower 
and seer’, even when intensity of suffering taking place 
within. 


2765. When one is steadfast and strong in one's spiritual 
consciousness only, is known as penance. Heis convinced 
of external consequences as not belonging to him atall. 


2766. One constantly keeps awakened as a 'knower' does not 
become the ‘known’; itis an invisible penance. 


2767. Even God used to experience his penance within him, 
merely as knower. 


2768. One who is able to stop intense anxieties and harmful 
thoughts for others, is nearer to liberation. 


2769. Renunciation is the result of one's karmic forces arising 
and restraintis aresult of understanding. 


2770. First one grasps with the intellect, then arises 
understanding and then begins restraining. 


2771. The company of “an Enlightened Being” changes the 
perverted intellectual misconceptions in the propriety of 
true understanding. 


2772. The restraining consequences are provisional ones and 
not belong to consciousness as such. The spiritual 
consequences begin on realising the Self. 


2773. The restrained is one who has no thoughts of sense 
pleasures atall. 


2774. Renunciation and possession concern with gross 
worldly objects while attachment and aversions are 
subtle in nature. These two are totally different. 


2775. Ignorance harms man very deeply whereas 'knowledge' 
elevates man on the path ofliberation. 
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Sluggishness is of two types: ‘worldly idleness’ and 
‘spiritual dullness’. 'Continuity of spiritual awareness' is 
knownas spiritual alertness. 


One who remains stable in one's projections is 
infatuation. One who remains in entertaining the same is 
slothful. 


One becomes slothful in indirect perceptual identities 
and becomes alertin direct perception. 


When the Self does not remain in one's own intrinsic 
nature, itleads to spiritual dullness. 


No one is offender. Even seeing anyone as offender is 
one's own immaturity and material nature. When one is 
alert spiritually, the whole world looks innocent and at 
peace. 


When one lets go everything, he is in a state of 
renunciation. 


Renunciation that increases worldly passions is no 
renunciation atall. 


If one does not renunciate anxiety within and thoughts of 
harming others, there is no renunciation. 


Spiritual knowledge is when one does not harm others 
even in thoughts at all or does not allow circumstances 
arising such thoughts. 


Till the anxiety within and thoughts of harming others 
have not stopped, there is no equanimity of knowledge. 
Hence one must declare one's ignorance and take refuge 
in the Enlightened Being. 


Continue to aspire for the destination where you are to 
go, else you would drop toa different ‘station’. 


One must discuss in two ways: practically in practical 
contexts and determinately in determined contexts. This 
is the way of relativity of knowledge. 


2788. The ‘spiritual striving’ means spiritual meditation and 
‘relative striving’ is in striving for the good of others. 


2789. Relative means remaining in superfluities. 


2790. Experiencing the 'unscheduled path of knowledge’ is 
neither only practical nor merely a determinate one. It 
concerns both a purity of consciousness and purity of 
dealings par excellence. 


2791. Dispassionate dealings is purity of dealings. Focus on 
one's own purity of consciousness means determination 
that leads to liberation. 


2792. Purity of consciousness is one's own nature whereas 
worldly dealings are a mix of one's karmic accounts. 


2793. All practical dealings are social in nature whereas the 
purity of consciousness is non-dual spirituality. 


2794. The true spiritual 'science' is that which 'accepts' and 
does not reject at all practical dealings as such. 


2795. The mother gives practical knowledge whereas 
Enlightened One gives determination of purity of 
consciousness. 


2796. No one should push back the confronting practical 
dealings. First practical approach and then spiritual 
determination. 


2797. For a spiritual welfare, one's practical dealings must be 
clear, non-objectionable and transparent. 


2798. A man is whole and sole responsible for his dealings in 
worldly living. 


2799. There should not be a slightest error in the path of 
spiritual determination. Also, there should not remain 
any error in one's practical dealings. If practical dealing is 
improper, then the path of spiritual determination too 
remains weak. 
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Man's practical dealings should be such that one should 
not be obstructive to the others at all and so says God! 


Deal practically in worldly living with love. 


Even if one has a loss and does not get affected, one has 
entered the realm of spiritual determination. 


If one understands practicality one understands 
spiritual determination. 


Practical dealings follow in accordance with one's 
natural dispositions. 


Man has to fulfil both the worldly and spiritual realm 
together. Any defect in worldly living creates hindrance 
in path to liberation. 


If one solves practical dealings then it helps one all 
where. 


There is no objection in practical dealings at all, only one 
need not get identified with it. 


Practical dealing means giving satisfaction to the other. 


Spiritual determination exists in the context of practical 
dealings in life. If one keeps away from practical dealings 
in worldly living, there exists no scope for spiritual 
determination. 


All practical dealings are dramatic and worldly. The path 
of determination is super-worldly and determinate in 
consciousness. 


The path of spiritual determination is self-controlled, 
and the path of worldly dealings is other-controlled 
along with its all other-controlled consequences. One 
needs to focus only on one's own purity of determination. 


The path of spiritual determination is worth aspiring 
while practical dealings are merely discharging in 
nature. 


2813. The best solution for man is resolving the practical 
dealings immediately with no insistence of any sort, so 
says God! 


2814. The practical dealings are worth focusing in life but it 
becomes secondary when one confronts “an Enlightened 
Being” and his awakening knowledge. 


2815. One who misses the determining spiritual path, misses 
the practical dealings as well. 


2816. Practical living is conditional and dependent on extrinsic 
circumstances which are beyond one's control. 


2817. The very practical dealings aiming to remove human 
passions give rise to passions by same practical forces! 


2818. At the time of onslaught of passionate forces, if one does 
notremain spiritually alert, one would be lost. 


2819. If passions do not punish one, it is known as 'knowledge' 
or else itis ignorance. 


2820. The passionless status is a divine status. 


2821. There is a passionate link between consciousness and 
materiality. 


2822. Material passions are the cause for the future birth and 
sensuous objects are the result of the past life. 


2823. Sensuality is mere sensuality of objects. Sensuality gives 
rise to passions when one is ignorant about it but do not 
do so when one has knowledge ofit. 


2824. The passions have been originated from sensuous 
objects. But the root cause is ignorance and not the 
objects. 


2825. 'Covering of knowledge’ means ignorance and ‘covering 
of the perception is lack of it. The result of ignorance and 
misperception is material passions. The result of 
awakened knowledge and perception is blissful 
meditation! 
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2826. Soul is in the form of ‘eternal knowledge’ and 'Soul' 
‘Knowledge' itself is the Supreme Divinity which resides 
verily within everyone. 


2827. The nature of Soul cannot be confined to the beliefs of 
people; intellect cannot grasp it for the Soul is infinite and 
immeasurable in nature. It can be realised in the 
‘knowledge’ of “an Enlightened Being”. 


2828. Ignorance misconceives the true nature of one's own 
being as 'I am this or that’. Any knowledge which remains 
doubtful does not last long. True 'knowledge' is always 
beyond doubts. 


2829. When any object is truly ‘known’ it cannot return in the 
realm of ignorance again. Without any impediment or 
any incoherence, it continues to grow in principle of 
understanding. 


2830. Self- realisation is not a mere dry theorising, but it is 
intuitively grasped and experienced with all intrinsic 
qualities of the Self. 


2831. The glimpses of an ‘absolute knowledge’ take place not 
gradually but it shows all consequences instantaneously 
andatatime. 


2832. In the status of 'absolute knowledge’, the focus of pure 
consciousness is on the meditational status going on 
non-stop within. 


2833. ‘Absolute knowledge' means remaining in the revelation 
of the 'knowledge' only, nothing else. 


2834. When one lives it, then only the understanding results in 
knowledge and its experience. Understanding received 
from “Enlightened Being” leads one to experience of the 
‘knowledge’. 


2835. Only ‘knowing and seeing’ exist within one's realm of 
consciousness only, nothing beyond that. 
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2836. The self-realized one only ‘know and see' the relative 
dealings and not carry any hatred and attachment with 
those. 


2837. ‘Seeing and knowing’ is a purity status of consciousness 
and that which has ‘attachment or aversion’ is a 
projected self. 


2838. It is only the 'Knower' who is without any attachment 
and hatred of any happenings in the worldly dealings. 


2839. ‘One's Determinate Spiritual Status of living’ is a divine 
experience and it reaches to perfection in the status of 
Determinate State. 


2840. When one is conscious of divinity within, it is spiritual 
awakening and when one experiences it one becomes 
Divine oneself. 


2841. The knowledge in every Soul consists the totality of 
‘knowledge’ ofall living entities together! 


2842.When one keeps away from one's status of 
consciousness, one becomes a prisoner of any type of 
identity whether smaller or bigger. 


2843. The disease of worldly living has become chronic due to 
bad companies; the remedy lies in spiritual company. 


2844. Listening to Enlightened One, one has all resolutions 
gradually and is spiritually uplifted to experience 
divinity within Himself. 


2845. The very company of “an Enlightened One” makes one 
awakened intuitively and realise 'freedom'; else the 
worldly path is endless one. “The Enlightened One” has 
boundless spiritual capabilities! 


2846. Not the spiritual knowledge of the scriptures but 
experiencing the unknown and indescribable and 
invisible nature of divinity of one's own Self, is areal form 
of knowledge. The Self remains in its bliss untouched of 
anything else! 
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What kind of judgement it could be when oneself is the 
judge, the pleader and the accused allin one! 


When one understands the purity of consciousness in all 
beings, itis a beginning of experiencing the Divinity. 


Knowledge is knowledge and ignorance with all its 
brightness is ignorance only. When one identifies 
ignorance with knowledge it is reverse aspiring for 
misconceptions. 


The worldly living gets 'charged' when one lives in 
ignorance and it is 'discharged' when one lives in 
‘knowledge’. 


The physical body is the eater but the Self is only the 
"knower". One that acts is the material outer reality and 
one that knows is an inner spiritual reality. One who loots 
and the other who is looted, both are in the realm of 
material reality only! 


. The Guru saves one in the world but “the Enlightened 


One” makes one free, for “the Enlightened Being” has 
identified with his spiritual nature while living in his 
physical body. 


The spiritual nature of consciousness does not obstruct 
anything, not even ignorance. But ignorance may 
obstruct its divine light! 


. The spiritual reality is not knowledge butit is a'scientific 


form’. The world can be perfectly understood by 'science' 
and not merely by knowledge. “The Enlightened One” 
knows this 'science’ and explains in exactness of 
naturality! 


When one's false identity in names and forms disappear 
then one realises the purity of one's consciousness; that 
is the awakening state. 


One not having anger and pride, deceit and greed, is 
termed as having 'purity of conduct’ in him. 


2857. The knowledge, philosophical understanding and one's 
conduct are not visible by gross eyes. It is not sensuous, 
objective; hence it is distinct. 


2858. All visible conducts of people are due to their respective 
past karmas, while their present status of knowledge 
may beat different level. 


2859. Effect of external penance and renunciation is worldly 
living. Through it one realises material happiness and 
forwards himself in the liberating path. No doubt, 
liberation comes only at the level of spiritual Self - 
realisation. 


2860. 'The mechanism of body' gets charged and discharged 
whereas the nature of consciousness only reveals light of 
knowledge through which the body-mechanism gets 
‘charged’, 


2861. The stability makes one's nature of conduct determinate 
and philosophical perception gets clear through 
awakening. 


2862. With awakening one approaches the spiritual realization 
nearer and gets more and more revealed. 


2863. One feeling misery means there is no complete 
awakeningas such. 


2864. When one becomes conscious of what is good and whatis 
bad in the world, one realises worldly awareness. The 
perfection in worldly awareness is followed by one 
becoming conscious of awareness in spiritual good or 
bad. 


2865. One who is conscious in the worldly living does not find 
any differences with anyone. 


2866. The awareness which makes one restless in all one's day- 
to-day behaviour is a foolish awareness. In fact, 
awareness must make one peaceful even in a boisterous 
atmosphere. 
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The whole world is in ‘orderly nature’ in conscious 
awareness and it is 'non-orderly in nature’ through an 
unconscious perspective. 


The consciousness of what is good and bad, makes one 
totally puzzle-free while leaving the world. 


The knowledge which makes one emotional is the 
worldly awareness and nota real one. 


The awareness arises from bitterness of experience. 


Where the worldly people sleep in spiritual 
consciousness “the Enlightened Ones” are awake to it. 
Whereas “the Enlightened Ones” sleep in sensuous 
enjoyments, the worldly people hanker for it. 


If one looks at one's worldly living as if watching a film 
neutrally, then he remains untouched within. 


Nothing is controllable and nothing is to be controlled, it 
is only to be known as 'knower and seer' remaining in 
one's blissfulness! 


"To keep on knowing’ is the spiritual nature and 'keep on 
spoiling’ is the material nature. 


All activities belong to material and are of worldly nature 
anditis notin the realm of human consciousness. 


The nature of spirituality is stable and it keeps on only 
seeing the unstable momentary worldly existences 
changing constantly; and that is the bliss of Self! 


As there is a gradual path of knowledge, there is 
‘unscheduled path of scientific knowledge’ too. 
‘Knowledge’ is same but the gradual path of knowledge 
suited to other times, whereas the other path is revealed 
spontaneously and intuitively and suits in present times. 


The knower is one who knows and understands the 
nature of materiality. 


2879. The knower is (only) one but the world of objects to be 
known are infinite. 


2880. The mixture of 'I do this and I know this' is concerning 
the knowable and ‘Iam knowing this and I am not doing 
this' is concerned as the State of Knower. 


2881. Disappearing of'doership' is known as'science’. 


2882. The nature of purity of consciousness concerns with 
knowing. Its fruitis blissfulness. 


2883. When the Knower and known do not get identified as 
one, itis the nature of ‘Knowledge’. 


2884. When one knows that ‘everything is okay and perfect’, it 
is the ultimate dispassionate knowledge of 
enlightenment. 


2885. In impact of ignorance, one gets bound in conviction 
anywhere and anytime. But in the nature of 'knowledge' 
one is always free and neutral like lotus. 


2886. The nature of'science' is resolving all questions! 


2887. So long as one considers the 'known' as the 'knower', 
worldly living continues. 


2888. 'The science of dispassionate enlightenment’ does not 
allow one get confused in any illusory situations. 


2889. The knowledge of Enlightened dispassionate One makes 
one blissful ever. The issue is people do not have it in 
perfection; it has to be sought from ‘a living Enlightened 
Being’. 


2890. The knowledge of Enlightened dispassionate Being is 
making one fearless in the status of spirituality. This is 
achievable ifone encounters an ‘Enlightened One’. 
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2891. Too much external scientific knowledge above normality 
is ‘poison’. The real science is that which increases man's 
happiness and decreases his miseries. Keeping 
normality in external material science one has to reach 
the ultimate knowledge in inner science of spirituality. 


2892. The ‘science’ of ‘unscheduled path' is unique in that one 
remains stable in midst of life-threatening horrible 
events. 


2893. Science is of two types: one is external physical science 
and the other is inner science concerning spiritual 
knowledge. The latter tries to know regarding Self, not- 
Self, all worldly relativities, the nature of material 
particles etc. It is a realized knowledge experienced by 
oneself. Mere quest of external science leads to 
destruction, but the inner science leads one to liberation. 


2894. The 'seer' and the 'seen’ both are totally different. The 
‘seen’ never gets stuck with the 'knower'. One sees the 
fire but seeing is not getting burnt; means the world does 
not obstruct one in 'seeing' it. Seeing only one remains 
blissful! 


2895. "Seeing and knowing' are both the qualities of 
consciousness and doing is quality of material nature. 
Thus both knower and doer are different from one 
another; both are different states altogether. 


2896. “An Enlightened One” always remains in the status of 
‘seer and knower'. 


2897. When man gets identified totally in known objects all 
around, he becomes the part of the world. But when man 
looks the known realm in the nature of 'knowable' only, 
heis'beyond the world’. 


2898. One who knows a substance in context ofall three phases 
of time (past, present and future) with all its 
modifications from beginning to end, it is a ‘timeless 
knowledge’. 
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2899. “The omniscient one’ alone is the knower of all times. 


2900. Making prophecy of the future is not ‘knowledge’, it is an 
intuitive understanding. 


2901. When what is 'seen' gets identified in the 'seer' and the 
knowledge becomes one with the 'knower', it is a direct 
realisation of Self. 


2902. Nothing is to be suffered or enjoyed in living, one has to 
change one's vision only. Everything gets resolved when 
the vision sets onthe 'seer'. 


2903. Keeping normality in everything is termed as exactness 
in living. 


2904. 'Exactness' conveys status of perfect awakening. 


2905. Knowing the physical realm of world is alertness 
whereas knowing what is 'real' and what is 'relative' etc. 
is termed as exactness. 


2906. The relative is in the sphere of 'known' whereas the real 
is in the sphere of 'knower' and both are realities in the 
world. When the 'knower and known' relationship is 
established, it is exactness and living in exactness one 
experiences liberating freedom. 


2907. Someone may garland or abuse one, but when one simply 
‘knows’, it is exactness; hence it won't leave any 
influence. 


2908. When someone abuses it is due to rising of your own 
karmic forces; the other is only instrumental. 


2909. All charged karmas are destined to arise with the 
respective instrumental means ofits discharging as well. 


2910. All karmic charges are bound by good and bad intentions. 
The liberation comes from the state of purity of 
consciousness. 
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The karmas are bound by the sense as doer and enjoyer 
and notas seer and knower. 


The moment the egoism dissolves, the charging of 
karmas get stopped. 


Everyone is born with honour and dishonour. 


One receives credit in the world due to meritorious 
karmas arising out of working for, wearing out and 
obliging others. 


. When one harms the worldly welfare intentionally, earns 


a demerit karma resulting in disparaging bad name. 


When one uses power for the good of others, one is 
compassionate but misusing the power is demonic in 
nature. 


When any knowledge is used for the good of others that 
knowledge becomes 'science' itself. But when this 
knowledge is misused, itis nothing but ignorance only. 


When one does not feel slavishness at all and feel as the 
master ofthe universe, one becomes truly sovereign. 


When one is in the experience of one's own nature of 
purity of consciousness even for a fraction of a second, 
one realizes the essential meaning of all times. 


Experiencing the purity of consciousness within means 
one never enters in the extrinsic material nature at all. 
One is always conscious in ‘knowledge’ with full 
alertness. 


Itis an illusory perception when one identifies one's own 
consciousness with an extrinsic reality. 


Man should not feel self-centred even a little bit at all, for 
any existential owning of oneself is misconception in 
itself. 


2923. An Enlightened Person becomes like a ‘Public Trust’ as 
He has given up sense of ownership of everything. The 
knowledge within oneself gets opened up through such 
Enlightened Being. 


2924. There are infinite capacities in one who does not expend 
his power for himself. 


2925. Those without egoism and attachment keep remaining in 
tune with natural order. They have nothing to count 
anything of their own way. 


2926. If one is transparent in worldly living, there is no one to 
harm him as such, for everything is exact in the natural 
order. 


2927. The rule of the natural order is such that one who does 
not think interfering, receives exact dues and vice versa. 
Everyone will get one's dues since there is Divinity 
within. 


2928. The extrinsic worldly gross happenings are exact and 
subject to the natural order whereas the subtle 
influences are designed by intrinsic human 
consciousness. 


2929.Even an egoist one comes to know about the 
misconception of'doership' sooner or later. 


2930. When one becomes non-doer, then one can understand 
the orderly happenings in nature and only then one 
knows the world as it is. So long as one doesn't 
understand the orderly nature as regulator of the world, 
one is subject to dualities of alternatives, fear and 
passions of anger, pride, deceit, and greed. 


2931. It is easier to shift 'doership' from bad actions to good 
actions, but itis difficult to leave 'doership' as such. 


2932. To the extent a man begins to understand the orderly 
designed nature, to that extent man progresses from 
manhood to the status of Divinity. 
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The liberating path means the orderly designed nature 
keeps on happening and one'sees and knows' the same. 


Even if one loses one's bodily part, one must have 
spiritual neutrality of one's own consciousness as a 
"knower' of suffering. 


When man realises his helplessness, then only he begins 
to understand the orderly functioning of the nature. 


The meaning of the orderly nature means man should 
not interfere in the orderly natural functioning and not 
pricking it with external ego-centred evidences. One 
must remain as 'knower and seer’ without creating 
unnecessary hurdles. 


All that is without the nature of purity of consciousness is 
a material nature. Uniting with it all external scientific 
circumstantial evidences function, which are orderly in 
nature. 


The whole material nature is a scientific creation arising 
in presence of consciousness. Its nature is of integration 
and disintegration whereas the nature of spiritual 
consciousness is different from it. 


The material nature is that which arises due to ignorance 
of one's true Self and have illusory projection as 'I am so 
andso’'. 


. Man is self-controlled in the nature of the purity of 


consciousness but he is subject to the material reality. It 
is this material nature and the regulator of the world that 
makes for the functioning of the world. 


“The Enlightened Being” is one who does not own a 
single quality of the material reality. But he knows all 'his' 
qualities as purity of consciousness. Owning attributes of 
material nature traps one in the world. 


2942. One has to understand the nature of consciousness and 
the nature of unconscious material. If the Self owns 
anything of the material, the consciousness gets 
suffocated. It is “an Enlightened Being” who clarifies this 
and frees one. 


2943. The material reality may be obstructive but one must 
keep things straight within oneself. 


2944. Without worrying about improvement in outer worldly 
material nature, man must improve and develop within 
him only and this is the path of scientific approach. 


2945. When one gets identified with the material nature, one 
must consciously understand that this is wrong belief 
and withdraw from the misconception. 


2946. For the Self being pure consciousness there is no 
impurity in it. Man need not be a doer in purifying the 
original material nature as well. Its own process of 
integration and disintegration only will fulfil the task of 
purification. 


2947. If the material order is not interfered by man's 
misconceptions and objections, it keeps on getting 
purified on its own. 


2948. After all, reality in itself is eternal and indestructible but 
man's own objections and obstructions keep one wander 
in worldly life. The obstructions arise due to his own 
beliefs of truth and untruth but these are relativities and 
momentary in nature. 


2949. In tune with the scientific circumstantial evidences, the 
material nature is created and accordingly the worldly 
living follows. Hence man should see everyone as 
innocent. 


2950. The material nature means unconsciousness and illusion 
about one's own intrinsic nature. 
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2953.

Material nature is simple and spontaneous, but it is the 
human intellect that interferes it and not the purity of 
consciousness as such. It is the intellect and not the 
consciousness that finds fault with others. 


The material nature to the extent that it is harmful to 
others or give pains to others, to that extent only hinders 
the path of liberation. Else all sundry human behaviour 
does not matter in any form and do not hinder atall. 


The purity of consciousness is dispassionate but the 
material nature is clinging with hatred and attachment 
and hence it must realise the knowledge of purity of 
consciousness and become dispassionate. 


When one realises the purity of consciousness, one does 
not get ruffled and gradually the material nature will turn 
into its spontaneity of nature. When both Self and 
material nature regain their spontaneity, it is 
dispassionate state. 


It is difficult to cross this material nature within oneself. 
Else man would be uniquely fearless and Divine. 


Someone acts and man says, 'I am doing’. If one knows 
who really the doer is, one becomes Divine. 


God is non-doer and dispassionate one. It is 
misconception to term him as doer. 


One has to simply understand the path of liberation and 
not to 'do' anything. The dispassionate Enlightened One 
gives this knowledge. 


. Wherever one does something, there is a binding with 


merits or demerits but when one just 'knows' it, it doesn't 
bind. Understanding this science is a way to liberation. 


Actions may be similar but one who does with sense of 
egoistic projection creates the worldly living. Else it is 
nothing ifitis done in its own nature of spontaneity. 


2961. The worldly people keep on acting but being ignorantly 
sleepy, they are not conscious of its consequences. To the 
extent one is awakened, that much egoistic actions get 
reduced. 


2962. There is no need of any specific actions on the liberating 
path but one remaining in one's purity of consciousness, 
spontaneously do the arising activities. 


2963. Man is a nature of consciousness, and he has to 'see' and 
"know' only. But all have been acting as 'doers' all around! 


2964. In true 'knowledge' one is to know and understand 
exactly. Understand first and knowit, action will follow of 
its own. 


2965. The scientific knowledge means if something is not 
spiritually conducive, one has to have exact knowledge of 
it and the faith in this knowledge should be an unshaken 
one. Then appropriate action will follow automatically; 
knowledge aloneis significant. 


2966. When oneis in intellectual state one has to ‘do’, but when 
in knowledge state, man needs to 'do' nothing. 


2967. Intellect is the means in all worldly activities, but 
‘knowledge’ isa means for one who has realized purity of 
consciousness. 


2968. The path of intelligence leads one to all worldly 
effectivities; one becomes ‘ineffective’ on the path of 
knowledge. 


2969. In the state of ‘Absolute Knowledge’ intelligence is not 
required and egoism is fully removed. “An Enlightened 
Being” isa state of simplicity par excellence. 


2970. Absolute Knowledge arises when one crosses beyond 
intellectual state. 
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2974. 
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When one does not attach emotively at all even where 
and when expected, he is an Enlightened One in 
simplicity of state. 


It is a greatest realisation when one totally becomes 
conscious of oneself beyond all worldly calculations. 


When one realises the helplessness of an intellectual 
state in oneself and feels detached of it neutrally, one 
realises the super-worldly simplicity of being. 


If one seeks worldly development one may resort to 
intellectual path, but one who seeks the path of 
liberation, must resort to supra-intellectual path. 


In the company of holy souls, the wrong intellectuality 
evolves into the equanimity of intelligence and leads to 
liberation. 


When the pluralities in intellectual differences depart, 
one realises Divinity. 


Man binds karmas by discrimination of 'mine' and 'thine' 
in the world. 


When one identifies oneself with one's own Self, all 
issues get resolved. 


Everything will set right in the world when people will 
leave intellectual propaganda and live heartily. 


“The enlightened status” cannot be measured by any 
intellectual calculations. It is very difficult to understand 
through intellect. 


"The science’ of 'absolute dispassion' cannot be grasped 
through worldly intelligence. Its path is of realisation 
only and till one experiences it, one has to go by guidance 
of Enlightened dispassionate One keeping aside 
intellectual interference. 


2982. In the modern times, the intellectual perversion prevails. 
The Enlightened One is free from it. 


2983. One's world stands due to one's mental ills. It is the 
mental illnesses that push to physical illnesses and 
further weakening one's speech as well. It is 
‘unscheduled path of dispassion' which alone can cure 
the mental illnesses. 


2984. The healthy mind is that which never feels obstructed by 
any worldly clinging. It remains in the state of 
equanimity in midst ofall worldly dualities. 


2985. It is only this new aspiring ‘unscheduled path of 
dispassion' can help regain man's spiritual health. It 
cures the old weaknesses, prevent entry of new 
weaknesses and protects the regained health at the same 
time! 


2986. The Enlightened Dispassionate Ones are in a conscious 
state of the presence par excellence and never get 
identified with the world of passing thoughts atall. 


2987. The mind subsides when its desire is satisfied with 
required object. Buta new craving arises simultaneously, 
hence man lives on ceaseless newer and newer desires 
endlessly. 


2988. Matching of thoughts with someone is risky. Really 
speaking it is the understanding which must unite man 
and not thoughts as such. It is not the thoughts but 
understanding that matters on the path ofliberation. 


2989. The replies from “an Enlightened Being” do not come 
from thoughts of his mind but flow spontaneously from 
his awakened knowledge in the state of purity of 
consciousness. His enlightening wisdom never remains 
one with the mental thoughts. 
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2990. When man is in the nature of purity of consciousness and 
the orderly world keeps on working of its own, nothing is 
to be feared in the world. The human mind is ever a tub- 
thumping one with newer and newer waves. The man 
should remain undisturbed, just watching it! Different 
thoughts keep arising in mind, but it never hankers on 
old thoughts and flows along the newer and newer 
thoughts endlessly. Hence better course is never identify 
yourself with the mind whatsoever its thoughts may be! 


2991. What it means to see from ‘within the world’ and 'from 
without the world’? Identifying with the mind is 'seeing 
from within the world’. Not identifying with its worldly 
modes is 'seeing from beyond the world’. 


2992. Reflective consciousness is in the nature of a mechanical 
consciousness, whereas mind is not. The mind is merely 
ofa discharging nature. 


2993. Man's mind remains stable when engaged in pursuing 
and serving in altruistic deeds. “Grace of Enlightened 
One” quietens one's reflective consciousness. 


2994. If one's reflective consciousness keeps engaged with 
knowledge’ of Enlightened Being, one is not pestered by 
the jumping mind atall. 


2995. Since it is hard to control the reflective consciousness 
(citta), the yogis direct it to the energy centres within. All 
yoga relates with disciplining of the reflective 
consciousness. 


2996. Mind being completely physical, it has no trace of 
consciousness in it! It hinders only when the Self 
identifies with it. 


2997. Disturbing thoughts of mind give the scope for 
understanding its being distinct from oneself! One needs 
be careful about wandering of the reflective 
consciousness and notabout the kinds of thoughts. 
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2998. It is due to ignorance, man gets identified with good 
thoughts of mind but not when there are bad thoughts. 
Man has to understand that 'he' as a spiritual 
consciousness is always distinct from his mind. 


2999. It is only in the total concentrating state that the 
reflective consciousness ends all its wandering waves 
and one fulfils the purpose ofall spiritual pursuits. 


3000. The concentration of the reflective consciousness can 
continue even when mind keeps on jumping! 


3001. All religions aim in evolving man in realising the 
meditative status by disengaging their reflective 
consciousness from worldly affairs. Hence, they have 
supporting means of worshipping in the outer images or 
concentrating on inner spiritual dynamics (yogic cakras) 
within man. It is helping man in increasing man's 
meditative potentials in the search of supreme God, and 
thus weakening man's worldly clinging as such. 


3002. Man has to aspire and propitiate the image of an 
Enlightened dispassionate God (Vitardga) till one 
realises the purity of consciousness. Thereby the divine 
celestial powers who rule the spiritual path would lead 
man to self-awakening steadily. 


3003. The worldly divine entities exist in the forms of 'visible 
images' and the absolute nature of the purity of 
consciousness remains as ‘invisible’. 


3004. The divine images convey unique sense of the eternal 
blissful refulgence. Man is subject to all momentariness 
hence earnestly hankers for its eternal joyful being. 


3005. When man surrenders sincerely to the divine image, it 
responds to this feedback positively as belonging to 
man's own spiritual status as such! It is known as indirect 
devotion. 
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3006. Indirect devotion means devoting to one's own nature of 
purity of self-consciousness and nothing else. The places 
of worships and the images remind one of one's divine 
status within! 


3007. It is a divine miracle of man's status of being when it 
inhibits the other from harming in anyway, even if 
targeted. 


3008. There are many miracles with one who keeps away from 
doing and performing miracles! 


3009. When a man successfully realises meditative status of 
reflective consciousness, one finds lights all around! 


3010. The impurities of reflective consciousness continue till 
one seeks worldly pleasures outside. 


3011. The conditional perspectives arise due to worldly 
impurities of one's reflective consciousness. When one 
realizes the unconditional status of his being, it results 
into purity of reflective consciousness. 


3012. The world remains till the intellect functions, leading to 
man's fickleness and momentary clinging for worldly 
living. When all fickleness is gone, one realises Divinity. 


3013. Egoism arises due to intellect. The worldly living exists 
because of egoism. When egoism and intellect both cease 
to act, itleads to an everlasting light of liberation. 


3014. Intellect arises in conflicting situations. One's nature of 
intellectual calculations of benefit and loss is a sum of 
experiences of worldly conflicts. 


3015. An authentic intelligence is one which makes man adjust 
in all situations irrespective ofthe nature of the other. 


3016. 'An authentic intelligence’ is that which reduces troubles 
and obstructions of man.

"Right intelligence’ is that which never gets any 
contradictions in its way. 


"The equanimity of intelligence’ resolves issues both of 
worldly and super-worldly aspects, whereas 'perverse 
intelligence’ misfires in both. The company of 
“Enlightened One” is a great help in leading one's 
intelligence to equanimity. 


The nature of intelligence can be so 'developed' so as to 
cure all one's miseries. 


‘An authentic equanimity of intelligence’ always adjusts 
in practical dealings, makes for no new losses and 
balances the old ones. There is a dearth of such 
equanimity hence people get disturbed in trivial matters 
these days. 


When the doors of intellect close, it opens up the gate for 
liberation. 


. So long man separates himself from the divine realm, he 


continues in the worldly clinging. Unity with divinity 
makes one divine! 


All that man sees, reads and listens is figment of 
imagination, whereas the realm of divinity is 
incomprehensible intellectually as such. 


To the extent man's intelligence gets dissolved, to that 
extent man gets spiritually identified with the nature of 
consciousness. 


Intellect touches the worldly realms only and not Godly 
abodes. 


. So long as intellect reigns, one cannot experience the 


purity of consciousness ever. 


Itis the doctrine of intelligence that rules the world butit 
is the doctrine of knowledge that pierces the science of 
dispassionate enlightenment. 
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3028. Intelligence reveals the outer world only and not the 
inner state of consciousness. 


3029. The mundane intellect does not stop its functioning ofits 
own; it requires the grace of “an Enlightened Person” for 
anovel beginning! 


3030. Bliss exists in realising one's own nature of 
consciousness. It has no iota of egoistic tinge at all. 


3031. Asimple person has a simple egoism whereas a complex 
one has a complex one. The ego reflects in numerous 
ways and modes! 


3032. Egoism should be so simple and straightforward that 
enhances one's 'knowing power' and not blind 
misconceptions damning oneself egoistically. 


3033. For worldly pleasures, man has to positively employ the 
projected egoism. Negativities lead to miseries. When 
one opts for mix of both pleasure and pain, it is a state of 
combination of both positives and negatives. Freeing 
from projected egoism leads one to path of liberation. 


3034. Intelligence is the light of consciousness coming through 
egoism. Egoism in each one differs and so differs the light 
ofintelligence in each one as well. 


3035. All intellectual differences dissolve in the unitive 
spiritual realisation of consciousness. All apparent 
differences in practical dealings remaining thereafter are 
due to discretion of knowledge. 


3036. It is due to the differing nature of matter-space-time- 
intentionality etc. that all intellectual differences arise. 


3037. Man has to evolve and realise in subtle enlightening 
status of his pure being by keeping aside nature of 
intellectual pursuit resolutely. 


3038. The life of'an Enlightened Being’ is fully conscious of the 
knowledge of an orderly world and hence does not get 
stuck with intellectual juggleries.

Intelligence makes one sensitive and sensitiveness keeps 
one engaged in the worldly living. 


Intelligence means a ‘viewpoint’, making one wander 
and suffer through the worldly living! 


Authentic intelligence is that which does not create any 
hurdle to the others at all! 


Intelligence makes one emotional for momentary 
worldly objects. 


"The human power of multi-focusing' is man's grasping 
potentiality. It follows the alertness of intelligence and 
not the path of 'knowledge' as such. Knowledge 
presupposes awakening of understanding as such. 


The equanimity of intellect is a cultivated intelligence. 
Such equanimity develops when one is in company of “an 
Enlightened dispassionate Being”. 


Identifying oneself in physical body is worldly living and 
identifying spiritually with one's purity of consciousness 
is aliberating path. 


‘Intelligence’ is a 'temporary property’ whereas 
‘understanding’ isa permanent property. 


‘Knowledge’ is understood not by thinking but by vision 
only. In gradual path, knowledge is to be understood by 
‘non-stop’ thinking but it is not so in the unscheduled 
path of awakening. 


Mind is a laboratory which tests all hypotheses with 
concluding judgements. It shows all modifications 'a-la- 
radar’. 


The reflective consciousness keeps on wandering with 
its own filming images whereas mind moves with its own 
knots of predilections. 
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3050. Man performs all rituals for the purpose of engaging his 
reflective consciousness, otherwise it would keep 
wandering aimlessly. 


3051. Mind seeks to protect itself in midst of crowds of 
thoughts of people, hence it does not permit thoughts 
and one feels much relieved! 


3052. All that perturb the reflective consciousness are the 
objects of senses. 


3053. Impure consciousness is known as reflective 
consciousness. Itis consciousness albeit with impurity! 


3054. To the extent that the reflective consciousness gets 
purified, to that extent its function of filming of mundane 
images stops. Filming mundane images means worldly 
living! 


3055. When something is filmed by reflective consciousness, 
the dualities as good or bad arise and with projected 
doership therein, new ‘film’ gets charged in one. 


3056. To the extent one continues to observe the reflective 
consciousness neutrally, purifying process in it takes 
place accordingly. One must pursue it fully so as to be 
separated from it. 


3057. All ‘filming’ by reflective consciousness stop after self- 
realization; old traces of mind, intellect and ego get 
discharged but there is no arising of new ones. 


3058. Inthe inner human instrument, itis the intellect that gets 
affected first. If it is not present, then there is no effect as 
such! 


3059. After intellect is affected, it affects the mind hence it 
becomes restless. Intellect does not reign in “an 
Enlightened Person” hence he remains unaffected as 
such.

It is mind that continues with engrossing and relishing 
activities. Ifintellect does notinterfere, the mind remains 
unaffected. 


The inner instrumental entity within man means the 
totality of mind, reflective consciousness and egoism 
which all are material. Only the nature of intellect is an 
exceptional one, for intellect is the reflective light of self- 
consciousness itself but it comes through egoism. 


. Allintegrating and disintegrating processes take place in 


sticky material particles. The intellect being of the nature 
of light, it is not atomic whereas the mind, reflective 
consciousness and egoallare gross and physical. 


"Pure reflective consciousness’ exists as modes whereas 
‘pure consciousness’ exists as substance and qualities. 
Both are one andthesame! 


. The Spiritual consciousness is one and unified as 


substance, qualities and modifications. If modifications 
get purified, one fully realises the Purity of Being! 


Because the known world keeps on changing, the 
‘knowledge’ too keeps changing. 


The ignorant ones experience fear, the awakened ones 
have a feel of fear but the one in ‘absolute knowledge 
state’ only 'knows' the effects of fear. 


. The Spiritual consciousness is the nature of knowledge 


only and no other object as such. It is like a light which 
cannot be torn into pieces. Even fire light is gross 
compared to it, hence cannot touch it. The spiritual 
nature is so subtle that there is no effect of anything on it 
atall. Itis divine entity as such. 


The state of liberation is a blissful state par excellence. It 
is uninfluenced by worldly dualities at all. It is one's own 
state of divinity which everyone is seeking since time 
immemorial. 
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3069. The spiritual nature is totally blissful in its own pure 
nature. It gets disturbed only when it has some or the 
other craving of worldly belongings as such. 


3070. When one gets rid of all material possessions, one 
remains the infinite source of bliss in divine effulgence. 


3071. It is the body which acts and concerns all input and 
output, but the pure consciousness merely 'knows ' these. 


3072. There is no consciousness in matter and no matter in 
consciousness. The living body alone is a mix of these 
two. It appears to act like consciousness, but it is no 
consciousness atall! 


3073. The ever pristine and steady nature of Divinity is 
indescribable! All that moves in the world is a play of his 
presence only. 


3074. Man has to seek the original form of Self which is stable 
and pure in itself. What he strives to stabilise in worldly 
living is not exact consciousness but a mechanical 
consciousness. 


3075. Avoiding all attachment with momentary objects, one 
must constantly seek the company of light of wisdom. 


3076. One must strive to understand the enlightening 
knowledge and seek grace of “an Enlightened Being”, as 
well. Both together help man in spiritual evolution 
smoothly. 


3077. Not in the realm of Self but also in the realm of not-Self, 
there is no increasing or decreasing of an atom as such. 
The quantum of the material world remains same even in 
wars or disasters. The world remains ‘as it is' and no 
change is possible in it.

Itis only “an Enlightened Being” understands the unique 
nature of eternal substances. It is beyond intellectual 
grasping. He 'knows' everything thoroughly at a time, in 
the divine vision of His own purity of consciousness. 
Everything in the world arises and moves in the presence 
of consciousness only. 


So long as man does not realise his unique nature of pure 
consciousness, all mechanised identities keep on 
supporting it through integration and disintegration. 


The great magnificent world is worth understanding. Itis 
merely a phantasmagoria of six substantial elements! 


The world is full of alternatives but there is no object in 
the world which is unlimited! Hence seek a liberating 
path in the worldly maze! 


The universe is a ‘Limited Company’ of six eternal 
elements: 


i. Space: provides space. 

ii. Matter: provides material. 

iii. Motion supporting force: supporting transport of 
material. 

iv. Motion arresting force: Supporting static state of 
material, 

v. Time element: Concerns the interplay ofabove four. 

vi. Consciousness: the knower and seer as purity of 
consciousness. 


The partnership of the six eternal elements is a limited 
company with limited roles and responsibilities for each 
one. The supervisor of all these elements is the sixth 
element of spiritual Self with its sensitivity 
predominating. However, this latter has identified itself 
with all these as if belonging to it only. If the latter 
remains separated from these as a knower and seer only, 
the other five elements would work in propriety and in 
orderly way. 
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3084. The purity of 'focus' is concentrating the awareness in 
the purity of consciousness only. 


3085. 'Focus' is not the aspect of the inner fickle instruments of 
mind-body-speech nexus which are momentary in 
nature. One's focus does not remain ever steady, but 
intrinsic nature of focus is steady as such. 


3086. The qualities of the Self neither increase nor decrease, 
for the unique nature of consciousness is of infinite 
vision, knowledge and bliss which all remains the same 
forever. It is only the materialistic passions of anger and 
pride, deceitfulness and greed which keep on increasing 
and decreasing. 


3087. By its very nature the Self has no dualistic determinate 
alternatives at all, for itis beyond all dualities. 


3088. When one perceives the 'perceiver', one becomes the 
knower of the Self. When this knowledge gets identified 
within the 'knower', one realises the super-worldly 
status beyond all dualities. 


3089. One who has no egoistic identification in the arising of 
karmic deeds whatsoever, he has attained 'the status of 
self-realisation'! 


3090. If one identifies with even a single sticky material 
particle emanating from body, speech and mind, it will 
lead to endless birth and rebirth. 


3091. Egoism is not an imaginative fantasy but of the nature of 
an actual reality. 


3092. Where there is sticky passionate world, there is no 
meditation and vice versa. The whole world is subject to 
passions of anger and pride, deceitfulness and greed. No 
one is master of oneself. The passions arise due to 
ignorance which is caused by the pressure of 
circumstances.

One is helpless because one is subject to sticky material 
passions of anger and pride, deceitfulness and greed. 
Both living and dying is subject to extrinsic forces and 
still an irony is that one considers oneself as 'I am 
independent, I am free’! 


One has to search that one is born in the world with how 
much of one's own potentiality and discretion and what 
is beyond one's domain? One must continuously 
discriminate the pros and cons of this power with him. 


This liberating path is a path of love. One becomes divine 
when one hates no one in the world. 


Promoting the positive right path liberates one whereas 
one keeps wandering in promoting the reverse path. 


The potential speech power of “an Enlightened Being” 
breaks apartall worldly hurdles in the path of liberation. 


‘Knowledge’ and behaviour are distinct in nature. 
‘Knowledge’ is a spiritual consciousness whereas 
behaviour belongs to material forces of good and bad. 


All circumstances are non-material and momentary in 
nature whereas the material substance is eternal in 
nature. 


When one gets identified and unite with the spiritual 
consciousness within, one becomes blissful forever 
within him. Else ifnot united within, one seeks pleasures 
outside only. 


The reflective consciousness modes wandering outside 
if begins to withdraw within oneself, itis the beginning of 
liberation. 


The reflective modes may wander externally whatsoever 
but that does not mean that they are free. They have to 
fully withdraw within the spiritual consciousness for 
ultimate liberation. 
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3103. When the reflective consciousness realises the 
meditative state, itbecomes blissful. 


3104. The reflective consciousness of “an Enlightened Being” is 
‘continuously wrapped within spiritual consciousness' 
and hence there is no restlessness for him atall. 


3105. The state of self- realisation is a first step in spiritual 
awakening. The purity of consciousness and its qualities 
keep on manifesting in course oftime. 


3106. The power in each one's reflective consciousness differs 
both quantitatively and qualitatively, so one has to match 
for appropriate adjustments accordingly while dealing 
with others. This is like connecting pulleys of different 
revolutions with balancing 'counter-pulley'! 


3107. The worldly reflective consciousness is an impure and 
mixed one. Purifying this reflective consciousness is a 
way of purity of consciousness. 


3108. The impure reflective consciousness considers the 
passing phases as real ones and continues to be engaged 
therein. But when it engrosses in the purity of substantial 
reality, itis pure in nature. 


3109. Reflecting on the nature of substantial purity is 
‘knowledge’, else itis ignorance. 


3110. Reflective consciousness siding sticky material worldly 
objects is a hollow in nature and when it sides in its own 
spiritual visioning, it is in the realm of blissful reality par 
excellence. 


3111. 'The path of worldly beliefs’ is full of suffering whereas 
‘the path of Enlightened Being’ is full of happiness. Itis a 
difference between seeking material pleasures and 
spiritual welfare.

The reflective consciousness needs to be centred in an 
eternal understanding. Man's religious pursuits as 
recitation, penance, yoga, concentration, rites and rituals 
are all temporary adjustments. It is when the reflective 
consciousness sets on eternal spiritual substance, it 
leads to path of liberation. 


When the reflective consciousness gets one with the 
eternal Pure Soul it becomes purified and one is set free! 


When one remains as 'knower and seer' only, the 
impurities of reflective consciousness disappear. 
Thereafter there is no need of repentance. 


The reflective consciousness must remain present all 
through in all one's activities. Itis a best meditative way! 


The reflective consciousness is the owner ofthe body and 
hence its presence is essential. 


Whatever man does, eats or drinks or moves anywhere, 
the reflective consciousness must be present attentively. 


An Enlightened Man too lives and does everything 
through this concentrative focus of reflective 
consciousness. One can learn this in His company. 


Number of people have boarded the journey from the 
state of creaturehood witha return ticket! 


It is “the Enlightened Being alone” who can endow 
discriminating wisdom in separating the Self from not- 
Self. He purifies one's reflective consciousness and gives 
divine vision to realise purity of consciousness within! 


In the presence of “an Enlightened Being” one realises 
the equanimity of intellect which prompts one on path of 
liberation. 


As is egoism, so is the intellect! If egoism is light then 
intellect 'reveals' effectively. But if heavy, it works on 
reversion. 
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3123. The development of egoism in gradual path can be so 
advanced, it could reach just as ifa degree below the state 
of Divinity! 


3124. 'He is a good man’, in saying that 'good man’ hints the 
development of one's egoism. Gradual path aims at 
positive development of egoism. 


3125. When egoism develops perfectly, itis Divinity itself! 


3126. Religious pursuits aim at making the egoism ornamental 
and appreciable one. 


3127. 'The unscheduled path of consciousness’ is unique in 
itselfandis beyond egoism. 


3128. Egoism means mix of consciousness. It is in momentum 
rather due to the worldly wrong beliefs as such and not 
because of substantial nature of consciousness. 


3129. One doubts on everything, but one never doubts one's 
egoism as such. An authentic doubt is when one doubts 
one's egoistic identity as Am] really so and so?’ 


3130. When one realises one's consciousness, one's egoism as 
such also dissolves in it. Then one works witha 'dramatic 
ego’ due to remaining material traces. Ego is one of the 
needed evidences in any action but a dramatic ego too 
can do well rather than the live ego. 


3131 The spiritual state of realisation renders sticky and 
gluing material passions as lifeless. The lifeless passions 
do notharm one but only obstruct the inner happiness. 


3132. So long as material passions of anger and pride, deceit 
and greed are lifeless, they are namesake only but 
referred as such in worldly dealings. 


3133. Truly speaking the whole world runs on the empire of 
living passions of anger and pride, deceit and greed. The 
light of consciousness is covered as if fully. This pricks the 
spiritual state of being, though it does not suffer at all! 
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Man's spiritual state is a basket of bliss. No pains ever 
touch it. All pleasures and pains or all loss and profits 
belong to egoism only! 


All outer relations continue due to ignorance only. One 
suffers consequences due to ignorance. Worldly living is 
moving endlessly like merry-go-round but one who is 
centred in the Self, only 'knows' the consequences. 


The cycle of rebirth belongs to egoism only. When egoism 
disappears, there is no cycle of birth and death. 


. When one grants doer-ship to oneself, it is supporting 


karmic charging and discharging. 


The importance lies in ‘knowing’ one's true Self and not 
in striving to become egoless. 


If man's ‘striving means' are egoistic in nature then not 
employing such remedies at all is also egoistic approach. 
Man mustlet things happen spontaneously. 


“An Enlightened dispassionate Being” too acts 
spontaneously with no traces of egoistic striving at all. 


. When there is no remedy left in spiritual striving at all, it 


is a state of ultimate spiritual realization found in 
Enlightened One. 


‘The seeming pains of others' is 'due to one's nature of 
sensitiveness'. So long as 'the sensitive egoism' remains, 
it 'gives pains to others'. The day ‘one's egoism 
disappears’, 'the pain to others’ wouldalso 'disappear'! 


. When one resolves one's own egoism, one resolves its 


effects on the others as well! Such an egoism must 
dissolve. 


. The spiritual nature of man passes through the dense 


worldly web of living and merely suffers from its effects 
and consequences! 
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3145. There is nothing like the nature of misery in the world 
but mere consequences and effects only. It is due to 
wrong beliefs, others may grant these effects as real but 
we should not be affected by it. We must strive to be clear 
and then everything will improve! 


3146. So long as one is influenced by effects, one suffers from 
consequences. In turn this affects others as well. But 
when one clears one's own doubts there is clarity all 
where. 


3147. When one fully understands this word ‘effective’ (nature 
of consequences) one will progress on a path of 
liberation. 


3148. Rather than suppressing anger, one must grasp the 
nature of this 'egoistic anger’. The anger may be due to 
some consequences of loss and profit. One has to search 
‘the root’ of the kind of underlying egoism in removing 
the anger. 


3149. Itis egoism which restricts the perception. 


3150. Man acts 'when egoism gets united with intellect’. When 
egoism is separated no action would follow! 


3151. All knowable objects are passionless. Even the knower is 
passionless. It is egoism that makes for attachment and 
hatred. When egoism disappears, one is to remain 
passionless in knowing all 'knowable objects’ 
whatsoever without any aversion; and should repent if 
still there are any ill feelings. 


3152. One who is the owner of momentary physical world of 
objects, he is also momentary too. One has to realise the 
status of immortality of oneself in the company of 
‘Enlightened dispassionate One’. 


3153. It is nothing but a miracle to know and see the 
‘unscheduled scientific path of liberation’ in worldly 
maze. The spontaneity of 'the Enlightened Being’ is 
instrumental in this path for universal welfare. 
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Man has merely to strive to place one's egoistic 'I' in 
authentic propriety as consciousness. Except egoism, all 
others such as mind, intellect, reflective consciousness 
etc. existin their proper place. 


There is no egoism in the realisation of one's state as 
purity of consciousness. It is when one wrongfully 
projects oneselfas 'I' elsewhere, thatis egoism. 


The self-realised one only knows the actions of oneself 
but is always alert so as not to relish as an egoistic doer of 
anything. 


When one is insulted ata time when expecting an honour, 
means itis colliding ofall hopes. Itis a state of broken ego, 
somewhat eccentric! 


The reality of consciousness is permanent. Egoism with 
misconceptions and wrong beliefs of the not-Self reality 
is also permanent. The egoism is permanent in the sense 
of its long duration period and not factually. It exists so 
long one does not realise one's eternal Self. 


Egoism is fickle in nature but not static. The static 
permanent knowledge belongs to the nature of Self as 
Divinity. 


All momentary reference of objects is intellectual in 
knowledge. Everything in the intellectual realm concerns 
with momentary nature. Only 'the Enlightened One' is 
beyond intellect. 


. The realisation of one's spiritual nature is the nature of 


absolute knowledge. It is self-revealing in nature fully. 


The irony in the difficulty of wrong belief is such that one 
believes oneselfas that which one is not! 


The worldly living arises with the distinct projection as ‘I 
am something’, 'I know everything’, 'I am doing’ etc. Then 
one goes on living, following others around! 
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3164. Anger and pride, deceit and greed as qualities belong to 
neither the reality of Self nor the reality of not-Self. They 
have arisen due to specific projections in proximity of 
Self and not-Self. 


3165. The projected traits of 'anger and pride, deceit and greed' 
depart the moment one experiences self-realisation 
through the grace of “Enlightened Being”. 


3166. The charged material passions due to distinct 
projections of the past is behavioural-infatuation. Since 
there is no doer-ship in a self-realised state of being, the 
behavioural-infatuation get resolved of its own. 


3167. The craving for knowledge concerning realising the 
nature of Self is a worthwhile infatuation! It departs the 
moment one realises the Self. 


3168. There are two types of infatuations: of beliefs and of 
behaviour. 


3169. In belief-infatuation one identifies oneself determinately 
as 'so and so’. One does not know one's real Self and still 
projects otherwise. It is blindness with eyes wide open! 


3170. The behavioural-infatuation is consequential in nature. 
It exists even after the spiritual realisation. It is when 
belief-infatuation vanishes, the remainder is the state of 
behavioural-infatuation. 


3171. The belief-infatuation is a charging infatuation while 
behavioural-infatuation is the discharging one in nature. 


3172. It is only the behavioral-infatuation that exists after the 
self-realization. This behavioral-infatuation is to be 
resolved with equanimity and not by rejecting it as such. 
Whatever projections that preceded before self-realizing 
status keep on fructifying is behavioral-infatuation. 


3173. Behavioural-infatuation means spatio-temporal effects 
of discharging only! 
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Even writing a religious scripture is due to behavioural- 
infatuation, for one has attachment for it. 


If one is rebuked even when making donations, one gets 
peevish with anger and that too is a behavioural- 
infatuation! 


It is not action as such, but clinging for the action is 
objectionable. As long as there is belief-infatuations, 
continuing with penance, recitations, donations etc. too 
is 'infatuation’. 


The path of liberation opens with two kinds of purity: 
‘purity of beliefs' and the ‘purity of character'. After 
realising the purity of belief, if one identifies with the 
outer circumstances, it is behavioural-infatuation and if 
keeps as mere 'knower' and 'seer', it is purity of 
character. 


As long as the behavioural infatuation remains after self- 
realisation, it restricts meditative bliss. 


The Enlightened dispassionate Ones admit the 
behavioral-infatuation spontaneously but not the belief- 
infatuation at all. The former is certain in his goal, but the 
latter is'doomed', to them. 


The belief-infatuation is removed with the 'knowledge' 
bestowed by “an Enlightened Being” and the 
behavioural-infatuation leaves by following his precepts. 


The precepts of “an Enlightened Being” is a stopping gate 
for newer births. 


One keeps on getting the worldly objects in tune with 
one's intellectual motives and intentions as projected in 
the past. 


One gets whatis in tune with one's intellectual motives of 
the past but when they fructify, one makes newer 
projections and the cycle goes on! 
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3184. Whatever is within one's intellectual motive, one lives in 
that way, may be for the good or for the bad motives. Ifitis 
in one's motive to live by black marketing, he would live 
accordingly uncaught till his merits support, else he will 
be caught! 


3185. The divisive intellectual motive is such that it may avail 
exacting services from one but rewards the other who is 
closer to the heart! 


3186. It is due to one's intellectual intentions that one 
constructs one's way ofliving. 


3187. Preventing self-indulgence is the significant means for 
the liberating path. Self-indulgence means pursuing the 
spiritual path without referring to the Enlightened Ones! 


3188. The worldly tree arises from the seeds of self-indulgence 
and grows with numerous branches and sub-branches in 
it! 


3189. Preventing self-indulgence is termed as true restraint! 
3190. Self-indulgence means supporting one's sensuous and 


non-sensuous instincts and activities of the psycho- 
physical instruments. 


3191. In the projected state of wrong belief as 'Iam so and so’, 
the self-indulgence does not leave even fora while. 


3192. In the state of self-indulgence one is himself the judge, 
lawyer and offender as well! 


3193. No one recognises one's self-indulgence, else one attains 
the status of “an Enlightened One”. 


3194. Awakening means freedom from wrong beliefs. It leads 
to meditative awakening preventing self-indulgence. 


3195. It is the Enlightened One's company is a master 
supervisor whose fiery words too, stop one's self- 
indulgence in the spiritual path. 
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Self-indulgence continues on one's own cost whereas itis 
“an Enlightened One” who is responsible to one who 
follows him. 


When one is perfectly situated in one's own self- 
realisation, all self-indulging projected beliefs stop. 
Preventing the self-indulgence is the true restraint. 


. Identifying only in the purity of consciousness and not in 


any other physical form, prevents self-indulgence. 


Everyone is stuck with the harmful roots of self- 
indulgence and hence one must be conscious till end. 
Even a small trace of self-indulgence shoots up in no time 
and hinders in spiritual path! 


When the seeds of self-indulgence are rooted out, one 
attains the status of “an Enlightened One”. Self- 
indulgence leads one nowhere in the spiritual path. It 
may even prompt one to dissociate from one's own 
spiritual guide! 


Self-indulgence is a great disease and knowing its root is 
the crux of resolution, since it is greatest impediment on 
the spiritual path. 


When one submits to “an Enlightened Being”, one begins 
the path ofliberation. 


Self-indulgence keeps on dividing one even where there 
is uniting harmony. It makes one deludedly restless in 
protecting his own importance and selfish interest. 


Illusion means notto see as itis but see otherwise. 


Illusion is not to recognise oneself and wandering 
endlessly. 


. There are two types of knowledge: one is illusory 


knowledge and the other is awakened knowledge. The 
latter is the true knowledge as it is self-active! 
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3207. The nature of the illusion is ignorance. It is relative and 
momentary whereas Self is permanent. So long one 
remains attached to momentary objects, there remains 
illusion but as soon as one realises self-consciousness, it 
vanishes. 


3208. One realises the realm of spiritual qualities after self- 
realisation only. 


3209. The quality of Selfis to 'know' all thatis non-Self. It knows 
the functioning of mind and intellect, physical body and 
reflective consciousness. All these work within their 
boundaries hinting that one must remain in one's 
conscious awareness as well. 


3210. The quality of Self is to perceive, to know and remain 
engrossed in experience of one's own supreme bliss. 


3211. The path of Enlightened dispassionate Ones is to 
encourage and not obstruct the others. 


3212. The Enlightened dispassionate Ones do not oppose 
anything for they have no insistence of any sort. 


3213. One on the dispassionate spiritual path neither speaks in 
high-pitched voice in annoyance nor does he think of 
harming others. 


3214. Spiritual initiation means to make one realise 
‘knowledge’ as 'knowledge' and ignorance as ignorance. 
Only “the Enlightened One” can initiate such spiritual 
awakening! 


3215. One who cultivates spiritual awakeningis a real seeker! 


3216. A real seeker controls the passions of anger and pride, 
deceit and greed with no harming to anyone atall. 


3217. Atrue seeker is one whois simple and straight within! 


3218. The seeker is always a seeker of truth and keeps away 
from everything that hinders on the spiritual path. 
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. A true seeker is one who resolves one's own sticky 
material passions. 


One living in the world but is always centred in one's own 
knowledge of self-consciousness is the true renunciate. 
One who is on this path of inner seeking and yet to 
complete it, is also called as renunciate. 


A true renunciate is one who keeps on constantly 
clearing material centred passions. 


.A true renunciate is one who is grasping the outer 
material centred passions as outer only while always 
remaining in one's own spiritual centred state. 


A true renunciate one who seems like living image but 
remaining in one's formless state of consciousness only. 


. Where there is anger and pride, deceit and egoism, there 
is no renunciation at all. Only 'awakened knowledge’ can 
make one true renunciate even in worldly living. 


The world of anger and pride, deceit and greed arise 
because of one's belief as 'I am so and so' and dissolve 
only when one becomes fully conscious in self- 
realisation. Otherwise these passions increase as one 
tries to eradicate them by any other means! 


. The anger is that wherein there is persistence with 
intention in harming others. There is an exception in itin 
truly filial relations as though. For, there is only 
persistence but with good intentions behind anger of 
parents towards their children. 


The persistence is the quality of egoism whereas 
violence is the quality of anger. 


If there is no violence and its persistence in anger itis a 
hot temper. If there is no persistence of possessive greed, 
then itis an attraction only. 


Anger and pride, deceit and greed without egoism do not 
harm others. 
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3230. Persistence in passions increases enmity and if it falls 
apart, it decreases enmity. 


3231. When one's persistence in passions is broken, his 
worldly clinging get stopped. 


3232. Where there is hatred and attachment, there remains the 
worldly memories. If hatred and attachment are 
removed, it is forgetting the world. 


3233. In the status of 'knowledge' one does not need memory. 
The nature of memory is material. 


3234. There is nothing in the world to hold in memory. The 
spiritual realm is so replete in all potentialities that one 
will spontaneously remember when needed! 


3235. The worldly intellect has memory power and the 
intuitive wisdom has a power ofrepentance. 


3236. All that keeps on coming in memory comes for apology 
and repentance. 


3237. Wherever one is detached, no memory of that remains as 
such! 


3238. One forgets the world when one is in the company of 
“Enlightened dispassionate One”. The worldly memories 
hauntin the company of worldly people! 


3239. When 'knowledge' is present then the worldly memory is 
absent and vice versa. 


3240. True awakening is that which makes one forget the world 
for the goal ofself-realisation. 


3241. The dispassionate conduct is looking at relativities as 
seer and knower without any attachmentand hatred. 


3242. Removing of material passions leads one to 'equanimity 
of conduct’. True equanimity of conduct is the state of 
being as 'seer and knower' only. It is an inner state of 
renunciation and cannot be judged with outer behaviour. 
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The real bliss in spiritual awakening comes neither from 
sensuous objects nor from honours, nor from greedy 
possessions as well. 


One has known nothing till reigning of anger and pride, 
deceit and greed existing as weaknesses within. 


Becoming angry is not required in any situation 
whatsoever in the world. It is like clashing your head 
against the walls. It is misunderstanding which makes 
one angry. 


All material passions of anger and pride, deceit and greed 
within man take place through the egoistic prompting for 
respective passions. 


If the Self identifies with egoistic promptings for 
passions, there is charging of karma; otherwise, there are 
no causes for worldlinessatall. 


Commoners believe that all promptings for passions 
originate from spiritual consciousness, but it is not so. 
Truly speaking, the root is egoistic experiencing. 


The consciousness experiences the egoistic promptings 
as its own nature of being and gets trapped. This intricate 
binding does not happen if one remains in one's divine 
status as knower and seer only. 


When the Self believes egoistic promptings as one's own 
and gets involved; the karmic seeds are sown. 


The preceding karmic faults make one egoistic 
experiencer. 


The material passions of anger and pride, deceit and 
greed increase with ones increasing social esteem. 


'The science of Enlightened dispassionate Ones' is 
thoroughly neutral; all factional views are only biased 
ones. 
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3254. The liberating path and sectarian siding is contradiction 
in itself! 


3255. There is no sectarianism in the true path of dispassionate 
Enlightened Ones as such and vice versa. 


3256. As long as there is bias, one does not have an iota of 
perfect purity of consciousness. The bias exists with 
doer-ship only. 


3257. With bias there could be a sectarian welfare but not 
ultimate spiritual welfare as such. 


3258. The biased knowledge cannot be the cause for liberation. 


3259. Even fora while, if one becomes absolutely neutral, itis a 
state of Divinity of Dispassionate Knowledge. 


3260. On the path of liberation no one can be accused as wrong. 
3261. Cultivating biases is the seed of evil meditation. 
3262. Differences of views mean the presence of egoism! 


3263. Basic differences lead to separation of minds. Too much 
of probing causes basic differences. One must be cautious 
in the jugglery of intellectual competition. 


3264. Presenting a view means giving one's own opinion! 


3265. 'Fondness for a perspective’ means granting a certain 
object or a certain degree as only true one and not 
prepared to flinch at all! 


3266. There are no differences of views on the path of 
dispassionate enlightened knowledge. 


3267. It is okay when one insists on worldly living but the 
enlightening path is served better when one avoids 
extremities of insistence of any sort. Aman may visit any 
religious place on the way of pilgrimage without any 
binding predilections within him. 
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Where there is spontaneity of life, there are no sectarian 
divisions. Spontaneity manifests in simple responses 
with non-duality or no division in views. One sees 
Divinity everywhere! 


The destination of non-duality is far from destination of 
duality. Farther from it, it is the destination of original 
primary sound and even farther, it is the destination 
beyond all sounds. Still beyond all these, there are three 
spiritual destinations: the destination of spontaneity of 
understanding of spiritual consciousness as such, 
spontaneity of goal for experience of spiritual 
consciousness and spontaneity in experiencing purity of 
consciousness state par excellence. All these stages are 
beyond any sectarian perspective. 


A true Guru is one who guides one realise liberation from 
the world! Albeit, one may need guides for small and 
sundry pathway needs in the world and one may refer to 
such teachers in subsidiary issues and enquiries. 


The true ‘guide’ is one who has reached near the 
destination and gives you the knowledge of the direct 
path to it. Grasping that knowledge, you will smoothly 
reach the spiritual destination! 


Listen to one who does not seem to have egoism and 
worldly passions of anger and pride, deceit and greed. 
There is no other way out for liberation. 


It is only true and authentic Guru is a weighty saviour in 
otherwise heavy oceanic turmoil of worldly living. 


Even the Guru will need 'master spiritual-key' for his 
own safety for sailing in this worldly ocean. It is “an 
Enlightened dispassionate Being”, the master saviour 
who can give it! 


A true Guru is one who does not have an iota of 
selfishness within him at all. 
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3276. One must be cautious of one's Gurudom as it involves a 
great responsibility. 


3277. Finding faults with teacher obstructs the grasping of 
knowledge in pupil! A disciple should be humble 
follower with total submission to one's Guru. 


3278. A disciple once, remains disciple forever. The disciple, 
who forgets this even for a while, does it at his own peril! 


3279. If Guru feels 'owning' disciples as his own, it becomes a 
reason of clashes! 


3280. So long as there is mere image worshipping only images 
subsist. One has to devote to the subtlest divinity within 
the image so as to experience imageless Divinity within 
oneself. 


3281. As long as one is not able to see the imageless spiritual 
nature within oneself, one has to pray to divine images. 
Liberation does not come by mere image worshiping but 
by experiencing the imageless one within. 


3282. There is no denying in worshipping images till one has 
not experienced the Imageless Supreme Being within 
oneself. Image worshipping is a great invention in 
spiritual science! 


3283. Allthat manifests in the world isa momentary mix of not- 
Self and real Self. The manifested one is a mere covering 
of the unmanifested 'real' within. 


3284. The world terms consciousness only to that mix of Self 
and not-Self which is momentary and subject to 
destruction only. What is seen as consciousness is 
unconscious-consciousness! 


3285. When one knows the 'non-Self' as ‘other’, one realises a 
sense of freedom. But when one who knows the 'non- 
Self' as 'other' and also the 'Self' as 'oneself' is a great 
sense of total freedom! 
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When one knows the 'not-Self' as 'other' and does not 
feel shaken at all in the mind-speech-body complex, then 
he has truly known 'oneself'as 'Self' and not otherwise. 


What commoners believe as the 'self', is the mechanical 
and momentary self with its effective consequences. Had 
they known that the real Self is ever stable, it could be 
very helpful in the path ofliberation! 


It is when the 'Self' realizes its own nature, qualities, and 
knowledge, it remains ‘sans effects' and without 
consequences. 


The Self is ‘ineffective’ as such, but the worldly life 
continues due to ‘effective consequences’ of mind, 
speech and body. 


The 'effects' of mind-speech-body are automatic. Hence 
there is no 'doer' of it as such. But the egoism within man 
keeps on owning and supporting it as 'I did’ or 'I spoke' 
etc. This is illusion and itis a'cause' of bondage in life. But 
the 'root-cause' ofthat cause is the ignorance only! 


The whole world is a stage of 'science' and God keeps on 
moving around and observing the experiments going on 
within it! 


The common belief consist that all this has arisen due to 
the desire of Self. But if Self were to have a desiring 
nature, it would have been an endless one! 


The consciousness being of infinite qualities, its very 
proximity charges the material not-Self immediately. 
Merely by saying 'I am so and so’, immense charging 
takes place and one gets trapped in the ‘theory of 
relativity’ in the world. The Self is eternally stable and 
non-doer but the charged worldly relativities of mind etc. 
keep on manifesting and discharging continuously 
thence on. 


Like a battery power the world too operates with 'power' 
in continuity of charging and discharging process. 
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3295. The Self has nothing to do in running the mechanism of 
not-Self matter in the world. The traces ofall ‘ego centred 
doers' in the form of 'super-imposed Self', are fed as 
inputs in a computerized nature giving rise to numerous 
effects as output in various forms. It is an orderly nature 
working only through ‘scientific circumstantial 
evidences’! 


3296. The nature of Self is a purity of consciousness only but it 
is due to wrong beliefs its projections take place as 'Tam 
so and so' and one lives accordingly charging new 
projected-Self for the next birth and so on. This process 
stops only when one realises the purity of consciousness; 
thereafter the carried over projected-Self merely 
discharges without charging a new one. 


3297. It is man's fault who lives in the continuity of 'projected 
identity' and charges karmic traces in numerous forms of 
inter-relationships. These were created in ignorance 
hence require resolutions with equanimity. 


3298. Due to egoistic charging of spiritual-mind (bhava-mana), 
newer forms of projected-Self with material-mind 
(dravya-mana) arise and discharge continuously. 


3299. The nature of spiritual-mind assumes the projected 
existence as 'I am so and so' rather than remaining in 
one's own authentic identity as purity of consciousness. 


3300. The projected-Self represents the real purity of 
consciousness. This is the dilemma where the fault lies 
with the projected-Self and affects the original purity of 
Selfin turn! 


3301. The consciousness in body does nothing but only throws 
its light. The mind and intellect, reflective consciousness 
and egoism etc. discharge and work in this reflective 
light. Oneself as 'named xyz’ is totally in a discharge form 
only!

The nature of consciousness is so extremely subtle and 
invisible vis-a-vis the gross visible sensuous objects of 
the world that they cannot relate at all. The 
consciousness does not enjoy the sense-pleasures at all. 
But it is one's own misconception as saying 'I enjoyed’ 
egoistically that leads one to karmic bondages. One 
realises this intricacy after self-realisation! 


The nature of consciousness is subtle and intangible 
whereas the nature of fire is gross. This is why no fire 
touches it even! 


Unless and until an Enlightened Being stirs purification 
in oneself, one cannot realise purity of consciousness and 
only then one can have purity of focus. 


It is when one realises one's purity of consciousness 
through perfect purification in reflective consciousness, 
it is an absolute state of knowledge. Till then it is a 
visioning of an absolute only. 


It is a ‘possession’ when the reflective consciousness 
digresses from one's own intrinsic nature of 
consciousness. One has to be free from such 'possession' 
too for liberation. 


In the company of Enlightened Being, one realises the 
glimpsing flash of purity of reflective consciousness as 
such. Following his guidance, one experiences the 
Absolute Knowledge over a period of time. 


To believe truly what is seen in the world and getting 
engrossed with the same is an impure reflective 
consciousness. On the other hand, the purified reflective 
consciousness does not accept this knowledge of the 
world as real but engrosses in the essential nature of 
consciousness as such. 'Purified reflective 
consciousness ' is the pure Self itself! 


Even an impure reflective consciousness has the power 
for knowledge and perception. 
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3310. Specific knowledge and specific perception concerns 
impure reflective consciousness. 


3311. The nature of reflective consciousness is to keep on 
wandering only whether egoism mixes init or not! 


3312. Even if reflective consciousness is fixed somewhere else, 
the worldly activities continue to operate because traces 
of impure reflective consciousness are already attested 
with the worldly living. 


3313. The pure reflective consciousness is one which observes 
'knower' and 'known' both. 


3314. The reflective consciousness ‘includes knowledge and 
perception both’. If this is pursued in the outer centred 
material world, it becomes 'impure' but when it turns 
within one's own consciousness, it is purity of reflection. 


3315. The reflective consciousness in the commoners look at 
outer worldly perspectives and hence there arises 
passions of anger and pride, deceit and greed with 
resultant miseries. When man is helpless to resolve, he 
attaches with the comforts and hates the discomforts! 


3316. Mere rising of thoughts does not lead to determination 
and alternatives. It is when one identifies with thoughts, 
itleads to determination and alternatives. 


3317. The mind is full of grasping knots. Thoughts in the mind 
arise from knots of mind. If one remains separate from 
such thoughts as knower and seer, one can resolve the 
grasping knots. Else, identifying with thoughts makes 
one meditate accordingly. 


3318. Thoughts 'naturally' sprout from the grasping knots of 
mind. But when one realises the knowledge that this is 
‘wrong and unwelcome knowledge’, one begins to come 
out from those confusing knots, for true knowledge is the 
only light which can pierce all confusing knots of mind. 
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3319.

One should be cautious that one's mind is not identified 
with the spiritual nature. If the spectator and film get 
united, then what is to see? One has to be only knower 
and seer of the mind and the subtle, subtler and subtlest 
of circumstances. 


Mind could be referred to as 'consciousness' of the past! 
The previous ‘consciousness’ is different from the 
present and future would be still different from the 
present! 


"The world’ is 'known' whereas the Self is the 'knower'. 
The real knower is one which reveals the whole world in 
one's illumined knowledge, the scope of which extends to 
the boundaries of the whole of universe as such. 


It is projected-Self which is regarded as 'knower' 
preceding the self-realisation. After enlightenment, the 
projected-Self becomes the 'known' and the knowledge- 
light of interim-consciousness becomes the 'knower', It 
goes on till the time when one becomes totally self- 
conscious and perfectly identifies with purity of 
consciousness only and there is no looking outward! 
When the state of interim consciousness is crossed, one 
realises the Divinity within. 


The effect of awakening results in the subtlety of 
perception. When one crosses many hurdles in this 
march of intrinsic self-experiencing of consciousness, 
one's ultimate goal becomes clear. Advancing further, one 
has distinct experience of the bliss of purity of 
consciousness as such! 
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3324. The nature of consciousness is non- obstructing and non- 
harming to the other. But it is the projecting convictions 
of one that generate appropriate conditions due to it. If 
these projecting beliefs desire to be poisonous (as in case 
of a snake) it has those implied potentials too, hence 
manifest accordingly. However, man is not independent 
in realising such potential powers. For, 'the orderly 
nature’ too works as a counter-force in confusing man in 
his own knots of beliefs and projections! The infinite 
potential of consciousness go waste in these battles! 


3325. Egoistic projecting power is veritably a great potential 
indeed. But the irony remains with the counter forces of 
an ‘orderly nature’. Itis very rarely that one comes across 
corresponding ‘links’ and is able to lift oneself crossing 
beyond cobwebs of worldly forces and reach the acme of 
spiritual heights such as living Absolute Scientist! 


3326. The worldly man has only the aspiring emotive power 
within him. This too arises due to compulsive push of 
‘scientific circumstantial evidences’. All else in the 
gradual world is 'mechanical' and scheduled only. Any 
interfering therein is creating problems for oneself. For 
‘striving for aspiration’ remains the only unique privilege 
for man. 


3327. A man must be cautious regarding the nature of one's 
inspiration. If it is evil in nature, it indicates bad times 
ahead; hence one must withdraw oneself within through 
neutrality. Though everything is not within one's power! 


3328. The power of aspirations and counter-aspirations 
belong to all. But it is only some persons who have the 
unique capacity for it. The counter aspiration does not 
alter the nature and fruit of present aspiration but it 
corrects the future destiny.

If one wills, the way will follow. Nothing happens if one 
does not will at all. Whatever man has willed so far in 
ignorance, it fructifies accordingly. When one realises the 
inner nature of purity of consciousness, one remains 
centred in one's own nature of consciousness only and 
nurture no further wills and consequences thence on! 


The spiritual consciousness alone is unconditional and 
independent fully. It is always untouched of anything 
whatsoever, it cannot be injured or killed; hence one who 
has experienced the spiritual consciousness has no fear 
atall. 


Everything in the world is conditional and dependent on 
something or the other. Even mind needs continuous 
feeding. One who has become free from dependencies 
enjoys his freedom! 


The nature of Truth of consciousness is unconditional 
and non-dependent. It is only an Enlightened Being can 
guide one inits ultimate realisation. 


There is nothing in the world which is worth worrying at 
all, because the nature of consciousness within oneself is 
untouched by any disturbance whatsoever. It is full of 
resplendence and blissful in nature which no one can 
obstruct. Hence one must remain superfluous in all the 
dealings in the outer world. 


The spiritual nature of Self is untouched by any 
disturbance and totally free from any instincts of causing 
any harm to anyone hence it is spontaneity of innocence 
par excellence. The crux is how to clear oneself from 
misconceptions and wrong beliefs inignorance. 


. “The Enlightened One” has known the unobtrusive and 


blissful nature of the self-consciousness that can never 
cause any pain to anyone. 


The purity of self-consciousness is intrinsically 
untouched and unattached in itself! Then, how one 
would make itso?! 
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3337. The Self is untouched by its very nature but it is non-Self 
which is touched by the kind of company it engages with! 
The Self only ‘knows ' it. 


3338. One realises the direct experience of the unattached 
nature of self-consciousness when one remains away 
from worldly passionate dealings. The objection is not 
with the world but with one's specific intimate 
attachments in it. As the clinging of body itself is 
bothersome, why to entrap oneself in further 
attachments? 


3339. The Self is unattached by its nature but it is involved 
headlong in worldly glues of passionate dealings and 
relationships! 


3340. One has to be cautious in worldly passions of anger and 
pride, deceit and greed arising of one's own discharging 
traces and also those arising due to the company of 
others. 


3341. The meet of unattached ones is a spiritually rewarding 
company but the company centred on material motives is 
a bad company. 


3342. The spiritually most rewarding company is of an 
Enlightened One, he is a Supreme Being personified as 
such! Merely sitting in his vicinity, spiritually elevates 
one automatically. 


3343. Desires are endless and so are alternatives within a man. 
How man can cope and keep balance with it? 


3344. Fulfilment ofa desire is satisfying for a time being. Hence 
people get satisfied but not contented fully. The real 
contentmentarises in the “Enlightened Being” only. 


3345. Contentmentis that wherein one does not desire to enjoy 
the same thing again! 


3346. Satisfaction is a fruit of listening of gracing words of 
saints in the past.

Cravings make man helpless and helplessness costs life 
as human being again. 


Craving is the door for all worldly clinging. 


One who craves gets cheated in the world. One with no 
cravings can be instrumental for welfare ofthe world! 


One must never get subjected to helplessness in spiritual 
path! 


Man feels helplessness because of steep egoism within 
him! 


Unless one knows the reality, one cannot be free in the 
world. Else the world is independentin itself. 


All living entities are independent as such! Everything 
appears in the world due to one's ignorance only. 


There is no divine interfering at all in each living entity. 
Noliving entity can interfere the other too atall. 


If one feels free continuously in midst of all consequential 
effects, itisareal freedom! 
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3362. Freedom is untouched from all worldly obstructions! 
Every living being aspires for sucha freedom. 


3363. There is no liberating freedom arising by any worldly 
objects or scriptural knowledge. It is only “an 
Enlightened Being” who liberates one through his 
awakened knowledge. 


3364. Liberation is a total freedom of experience, no 
aspirations of any sort! 


3365. Liberation is an eternal Joy, totally free from all miseries! 


3366. The nature of the Self is intrinsically liberated in itself. 
One has to liberate one's attachment and egoism which 
impede the path to liberation. 


3367. Why to cultivate a company with the one who makes one 
helpless? 


3368. The nature of worldly people is doing 'tit for the tat’, but 
“the Enlightened Person” remains straight forward even 
with the complicated one. 


3369. One looks ugly in one's complexity and one impresses in 
simplicity ofhumble behaviour. 


3370. One cannot assess in the matters one is unknown; 
likewise commoners cannot assess the words of an 
Enlightened One. If one is unable to grasp the words of 
Enlightened One, one must introspect for impediments 
within oneself only! 


3371. The crooked becomes more crooked when treated more 
humbly whereas humble one becomes humbler when 
treated humbly. 


3372. 'The wilfulness'’ itself is the ignorance that obstructs one 
in the path of liberation and not anything else.

The simple and straightforward one will be free but the 
wilful ones, would always remain in bondage. It is the 
quality of softness of heart which is a marking point in 
spiritual development. 


The simple one speaks what he feels like. 


The simplicity is of two types: one is simple in ignorance 
and he gets cheated in his ignorance. The other is simple 
with knowledge and gets cheated knowingly! 


One with discriminating humbleness, simplicity and 
piety etc. enter the path of liberation. When all these 
qualities are there, one can hope the gracing of “an 
Enlightened One”. 


There is no compulsion for truth whatsoever in the path 
of absolute knowledge. “The dispassionate Enlightened 
Being” never sides with any insistence whatsoever. 
Insistence leads to sectarianism; it is against the path of 
liberation. 


Insisting for the good of others is not wrong but if the 
other insists otherwise, then one must give up. Insistence 
is poisonous in nature. 


Insistence is an image of egoism. The egoism of the other 
is gauged by the level of his insistence. 


Competitive debating means falling down from one's 
own position. 


. The Spiritual welfare does not result from verbal 


discussions of knowledge. 
The Self-realised one does not have any insistence at all. 


The non-insistent one never suffers from any planetary 
movements! 


When one does not insist even of one's non-insistence 
too, is knownas relativity of knowledge. 
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3385. 'Non-insistence' in itself is a way of absolute 
dispassionate knowledge. 


3386. Finding faults is extending the worldly path but seeing 
innocence all where the path of liberation is. 


3387. It is an open truth that if one is faultless, no one has 
power to interfere within one's boundary. 


3388. The moment one finds one's own faults, one has found 
the remedy of swimming across the worldly ocean! 


One seeking liberation, finds his own faults and one 
peeping into others faults, keeps on wandering in the 
world! 


3390. Punishing an offender is alright but hating him is not 
acceptable, for each one possesses the purity of 
consciousness. Punishing concerns only the redressal of 
impaired portion while being mindful that by real 
viewpoint, heisa pure Self. 


3391. Man becomes divine when heis free from all prejudices. 


3392. Senses do not obstruct but one's opinion in their 
relativities of pleasure certainly does. 


3393. The type of opinion one carries in life, the type of 
charging and karmic seeds take place in the onward 
journey. 


3394. Itis because of one's egoistic opinions and interests that 
one clings to the world of objective pleasures. It is this 
one has to be cautious of and not renouncing the objects 
as such. 


3395. Instead of cherishing negative opinions, it is better to 
cultivate and create positive opinions for others. If you 
feel someone is miserly, create an opinion just opposite 
saying ‘heissonoble'!

It is because of the prejudices of the past, the worldly 
differences and dissensions keep on growing.

Hence do not give opinions for anyone 
unless you have full knowledge with discreet inquiries; 
and this is rarely feasible. 


When one respects the other as worth regarding, then 
one should not spoil one's opinion or viewpoint, 
howsoever the other commits mistakes. 


One who weaves opining the other as wrong or at fault, is 
the real ‘culprit’ in the context of ‘science of 
dispassionate Enlightened Beings!’ 


There is nothing wrong is saying like ‘it has to be done’. 
But opinion of doer-ship should not be there within 
oneself; otherwise, one may not experience the 
spontaneity of consciousness. Till oneself harbours the 
doer-ship as essential, one cannot grasp the orderly 
functioning of the nature. This is simple yet intricate 
principle to understand on the path of liberation. 


So long as one remains self-centric in opinions, till then 
there is no meditative evolution for higher spiritual 
status. Holding on to one's own opinion is interfering in 
the order of natural course of happenings. 


It is when one remains fully obedient to the precepts of 
an Enlightened Being, one is not in self-indulgence as 
such. 


Remaining submissive under the grace ofan Enlightened 
Being is the real religious pursuit; no scriptural following 
isneeded thence on.

Seeing faults even in a single 
person prevents spontaneity of smile. The very sight ofa 
man with spontaneous smile is enriching spiritually.

Spontaneity of smile is arare miracle; itis free from mind 
and intellect, egoism and reflective consciousness. It 
benefits to people at large. Defiling of mind prevents 
spontaneity of smile even ifit was there. 


His dispassionateness brings unique spontaneity of 
smile to an Enlightened Person. Dispassionateness is the 
key to spontaneity of smile. 
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3424. The eyes of an Enlightened Being are very clear and 
transparentas he is bereft of sticky worldly passions. One 
can directly see the absolute Divinity in his eyes! 


3425. Except showing the path of liberation, the Enlightened 
dispassionate Being does not give or take anything. 


3426. People seek worldly riches and benefits in the company 
of dispassionate Enlightened Ones but it is preferable to 
be cautious and seek only spiritual upliftment for 
oneself. 


3427. 'Disinterestedness' is the 'mother' of the state of 
dispassionateness. 


3428. 'Disinterestedness' means one remains effortless for 
momentary world of objects but keenly looking for 
spiritual experience of the immortal. 


3429. Enjoyment is that in which one is caught by sensuous 
instincts. Where instincts do not have engrossing 
grasping, itis 'Disinterestedness'! 


3430. One who does not make for hatred and attachment at all 
and aims for a state of dispassionate enlightenment only, 
he is ever free. 


3431. Human nature is to own what belongs to the other but 
neither the object nor the other nor the receiver are 
timeless! Essentially the nature of Self is 'disinterested' 
in the outer substantial nature.

The status of dispassionate enlightenmentis not realised 
by egoistic strivings, but it is to be learnt and known by 
seeing it directly in the Enlightened One.

With the knowledge of an Enlightened One, hatred leaves 
first and then leaves attachment. Hatred causes seeds for 
attachment hence once hatred leaves the traces of 
attachment dissolve gradually.

Man feels inferior when someone pities him but it is not 
soin compassion. 
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3442. The religiosity begins with the idea of pity and '‘ends' 
with compassion. 


3443. Unless there is transparent clarity within eyes, there is 
no spiritual welfare for the other. It is a manifestation of 
pure heart full of compassion in the Enlightened Being! 


3444. The commoners realise oneness meditatively with the 
very sight of transparent clarity in the eyes of 
Enlightened One! 


3445. One has to become compassionate with all and sundry in 
the world, then liberation will follow on its own! 


3446. One realises compassionate state in the unity of 
reflective consciousness. 


3447. The compassionate state begins when one constantly 
tries to understand the difficulty of the other and not 
thinking about the happiness of oneself. It is a path to 
enlightened knowledge. 


3448. Knowledge arises with beginning of compassion only. 
Compassion is the seed of enlightened knowledge! 


3449. Compassion begins when one does not think to avail 
benefit of the other in any sense whatsoever. As long as 
there is mutual dependence there is no compassion atall. 
One may bea support to the other but he is independent. 


3450. Compassion is the perfected state of being! 
3451. The compassion ofan Enlightened Being is worldwide! 


3452. The Enlightened Being can be understood only by his 
complete dispassionateness and nothing else. 


3453. The perfectly Enlightened Beings are not hiding in 
seclusion but they live very much in the society and 
engaged in the services of people at large!

When one's own egoistic and intellectual interfering 
stops, one gets spiritually evolved. 


To be liberated from worldly bindings, one has to submit 
to an Enlightened Being who has realised his freedom as 
such.

Wherever an Enlightened Being moves, it is a place of 
pilgrimage! 


An ignorant one is spontaneous with hatred and 
attachment whereas an Enlightened One is spontaneous 
with dispassionateness. 


If either the unconscious material nature of not-Self or 
the spiritual nature of self-consciousness realizes 
spontaneity, both become spontaneous. 


The physical body becomes spontaneous when there is 
no interference of egoism at all. When egoism leaves both 
physical body and the Self will become spontaneous! 


The physical body has spontaneity of movement with 
relative external consequences. As against this, the 
spontaneity of consciousness concerns in inner spiritual 
consequences only. 


The material nature exists in its own natural order only 
and no one needs to control it.

One confused in the duality of alternatives should 
approach a person with spontaneity of behaviour and go 
by his advice.

But the human nature is distorted, hence the spontaneity 
ofthe projected spiritual nature of man is lost. 


3471. Realizing spontaneity of material nature does not come 
so easily in these times. Hence the Enlightened Being 
makes one realize the nature of spiritual consciousness 
first. Then spontaneity of the material nature follows of 
its own. Spontaneity is free from any ills, but lack of 
spontaneity is not. 


3472. To the extent body, mind and speech are sound, to that 
extent follows the spontaneity of spiritual nature! 


3473. All actions resulting from spontaneity of mind, speech 
and body succeed. One's own experience and 
spontaneity must walk together for anything to succeed. 


3474. Spontaneity of speech reflects no egoism atall. 


3475. When one becomes conscious of the spontaneity 
allwhere without any strivings, it is the moment of self- 
realisation. Everything happens effortlessly! 


3476. Spontaneity means a perfect state of effortlessness! 


3477. The world is a fruit of strivings and liberation is the fruit 
of non-striving. 


3478. Striving distorts the things. Striving for anything means 
there is no place for spontaneity.

.The Enlightened Being is always in a state of 


effortlessness whereas people are engaged in strivings in 
the world. Initially, even self-realised seekers get 
confused in striving and cause interferences by opining 
as good or bad in happenings.

The 
purity of consciousness is only knower and seer and not 
active in nature this way or that way.

The state of non-dualism is absolute state of dispassion 
whereas dualism leads to attachment and hatred. 


Opinions cause the worldly differences whereas 
knowing the Truth results in experiencing non-dualism. 
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3489. Since the human species is same all where, how can there 
be different Gods within people? It is only their 
viewpoints as to the same Divinity differ as Allah or God, 
Igvara or Almighty! In fact, man is divinity within but it is 
anirony that the divine nature is hiding to them! 


3490. Looking realistically, the God moves in various ways and 
forms such as lame, blind, sufferer, diseased, poor, and 
rich etc. If one learns to see divinity all where rather than 
its outward forms, it would bring ultimate 
understanding! 


3491. The human goal is to see Divinity within all living beings; 
it begins when one experiences one's own Divinity. 


3492. An individual who is one with totality, has to do nothing 
further in spiritual pursuits in the world. He is all and 
everything and sees one's Self in everyone! 


3493. When one sees the omnipotent God exactly in everyone, 
one becomes omnipotent! 


3494. Differentiation is world and non-differentiation is 
Divinity indeed! To the extent one experiences unison 
with others, to that extent one's own Divinity gets 
revealed! 


3495. When one as 'so and so' becomes non-dual in purity of 
consciousness, he experiences oneness with the God. 


3496. The spiritual consciousness is non-dual whereas the 
worldly living is full ofintellectual dualities. 


3497. The moment one asserts that 'I am something’, one 
moves away from the God! 


3498. When passionate clinging in worldly objects begin to 
disappear, one begins to identify with the non-dual 
Enlightened Being.

The status of least egoism leads to superlative status of 
spirituality. Superlative worldly egoism as 'I am 
something’ leads one to downfall. 


One who hankers in becoming greater in worldly context 
turns smaller in spiritual sense. Greater and smaller are 
material in nature. One remaining humble in behaviour 
grows higher within. 


The Enlightened Being is humblest of all in worldly 
context and the greatest of all in spiritual context. 


An Enlightened Being is humblest by relative viewpoint, 
and He is greatest by real viewpoint. His nature is at 
greatest heights in ‘spiritual determination’, and He is 
humblestin worldly relativities. 


The looks and the behaviour of an Enlightened One is 
most humble in nature and he is spiritually splendorous 
within. 


There is permanent safe side in being humble but one is

The spiritual omni-potency is limitless. It can extend to 
acceptall thoughts and actions of everyone. 


So long as aman opposes to anything in the world, there 
lies opposition within man as such; and till then he 
cannot realise the ownership ofthe universe! 
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3511. In midst of all contradictions, if one remains fully stable, 
it is liberation! One will not harm others even if harmed 
by them. 


3512. Opposing something is like opposing oneself; it is very 
much binding to oneself. There is nothing like opposing 
in this world as such. One must plan in such a way that 
there is no opposition as such. 


3513. If you oppose the other, the other too will join your 
opposition and oppose you even strongly. The best thing 
is to remain free from opposing anything whatsoever and 
remain dispassionate. 


3514. Opposing the others viewpoint is admitted but one 
should not speakill of the other. 


3515. Opposition concerns with the outer behaviour of the 
others whereas ill speaking concerns referring to one's 
spirituality as such. 


3516. The knowledge which makes one stumble, it is ignorance 
in nature only! 


3517. Itisan Enlightened Being alone who can enlighten others 
and reveal the path of liberation. Lighted lamp only can 
light the other lamps! 


3518. When one becomes straight forward, liberation follows 
him. One will have to bear the brunt of worldly beatings 
till one admits to straight forwardness! 


3519. When one realises oneself as the fool of fools, he begins to 
experience the purity of consciousness! 


3520. If there is no self-realisation, there is no full stop. Lamps 
are ready but it is rare to find an Enlightened Being to 
lighten those lamps! 


3521. The Enlightened One pushes out all the passions of anger 
and pride, deceit and greed within the seeker and 
establishes the kingdom of spiritual consciousness. Then 
the Selfremains as 'knower' and 'seer'

The way of living which does not harm the other in any 
way is an ideal living. It is a prerequisite for liberation! 


3561. The scriptural statements concern relative living hence 
can never be determined ones from their substance point 
of view. But commoners grant them as determinate ones 
and strive to apply as universal Truth!

There is no dissension with anyone in the world when 
one is awakened by an Enlightened Being. Albeit, one 
may have to pay back the traces of the past actions. 


Liberation means realizing complete 'unfitness' with the 
worldly way of living! No doubt, one must respect 
discriminating within whether itis good or not for him!

‘awakened’ to the consciousness within oneself so as to 
be able to avail spiritual bliss. 


3577. Liberation is that wherein there is equanimity of 
knowledge, visioning and conduct together. 


3578. One must not violate in questioning the religious 
authenticity of any religion at all. Such a resolve is 
essential on the path of liberation. 


3579. The path of liberation is a way from preventing to 
cleansing and from cleansing to liberation! 


3580. When an adversary confronts and hatred arises within, 
one must become preventive by not allowing any wrong 
thinking for the other. One must rather cleanse within by 
considering the other as ‘obliging’ him infinitely. 


3581. Even if an opponent harms or misbehaves in anyway 
whatsoever, is to be looked as a purity of consciousness 
only. Ill thinking for anyone obstructs one's way of living 
spiritually. 


3582. One seeking liberation must be Determinate spiritually 
with no flinching all through life and face with 
equanimity, the challenging circumstances, and violent 
adversities. Immense spiritual happiness arises soon on 
making such determination! It is worth trying putting 
oneselfin betting for the ultimate goal! 


3583. Wherever there are binding rules and regulations, there 
is no liberating path of freedom! 


3584. Where there are binding rules and regulations, there is 
religiosity but no spiritual realisation.

Where there are ‘laws’ there are courts but not the path 
of self-realisation! There are no bindings in the realm of 
Divinity. 


Wherever there is 'law', there is no place for perfect 
enlightened dispassionate knowledge. In the presence of 
Enlightened One there is 'no-lawlaw'! 


. The realm of 'no-law law' is a spiritual realm of self- 
restraint! 
All material passions arise due to carnal sensuous 


relations. It is a kind of behavioural-infatuation, if not 
checked would evaporate all one's ‘knowledge’ as such! 


One has to be ever cautious in sensuous carnal relations. 
Itis the most fearful matter in the world. 


'Fickleness in sensuous relations’ is the root of miseries 
in endless worldly cycle. 


Itis an invaluable loss and violence in sensuous relations 
even when it is committed once. 


An authentic seeker would feel disgusting in this world of 
miseries in no time, but it is an irony that still one keeps 
attached to it! 


Even in the presence of sensuous objects one remains 
indifferent, it is known as non-attached one whereas 
when one becomes conscious of sensuality even in the 
absence of objects, itis sensuous attachment! 


The enjoyment one remembers further results in 
seeking it habitually. The enjoyment which are not in 
memory, do not touch him and one remains indifferent. 


Cravings will disappear only when one dissolves one's 
egoistic identification as 'Iam soand so’. 
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3596. All kinds of emotive attachments arise in this world of 
innumerable allurements! In such a world, physical 
sleeping is okay but one should be cautious of stupor- 
infatuations leading to ensnarement. 


3597. One has to be cautious in this world full of ensnaring 
objects that may cause arising of any types of strange 
emotive thoughts! Because, when one is stuck with 
emotive sensuous stupor, one charges numerous karmic 
bonds in the cycle of birth and death. One should remain 
alert in this rash traffic of this world! 


3598. One must repent the moment when one is struck with 
sensuous attachment. One must beseech the power of 
restraint directly from the consciousness of the person to 
whom one feels attracted, so as to dissolve karmic traces. 


3599. Chastity means restraining the output! It becomes 
possible only when on restrains the inputs coming in 
body and all senses! 


3600. The modern time is flush with numerous sensuous 
allurements directly before one's eyes. One may often get 
stuck merely with sight of such attractions in others, 
pushing one in the web of karmic bonds. It is when one 
realises one's nature of consciousness then one can 
constantly see the purity of consciousness in the other 
and remain untouched. 


3601. Sensuous attachment starts with the alluring eyes. The 
very sight glues the reflective consciousness! There are 
no faults with the eyes or the mind but when one is weak 
and blind, one commits faults of his own making. 


3602. Rightful familial living leads one to spiritual evolution. 
Confining to one's rightful spouse is the criterion for 
entry in path of liberation. 


3603. It is difficult to observe total chastity in present times. 
However, one must confine consciously to one's rightful 
spouse only, for one's own spiritual welfare on the path of 


liberation.

Attraction may arise but if 
one does not engross init, one wins over the situation! 


It is senses that get engaged in sensual enjoyments, but 
one egoistically owns and supports it. The basis of 
egoism is ignorance hence egoism does not leave until 
ignorance is removed. It is when one comes across an 
Enlightened Being, he would help remove this ignorance! 


The nature of spiritual consciousness is chastity in itself. 
One who realises the blissful spiritual nature never 
subjects to sensuous thoughts. 


When one convincingly realises that happiness lies in 
one's purity of consciousness only, one finds no pleasure 
in sensuous objects. 


All worldly objects are downwardly by nature but if 
resolved, one can sublimate the reproductive energy by 
restraint and spiritually evolve upward. 


Manifesting the immense potential of one's spiritual 
power isa great enterprise! 


One who wins over one's senses, one wins grace of 
Divinity! 


A truly moral person does not harm other through 
speech, conductor ill-feeling. 


In moral living, one is not only chaste but also no one 
becomes unhappy at all in his company. 


Morality is a great virtue in life. Others get transformed 
just by seeing your high morals. All spiritual pursuits aim 
at making a man of high morals; the consciousness on 
realisation is liberated as such. To be perfect morally in 
life is the beginning of spiritual evolution. 


Purity of character is a greatest achievement in life! 
When a man becomes strong in character, he wins the 
world. 
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3615. Enjoying what is rightfully yours, indicate path of 
evolution whereas enjoying unrightfully is sliding one 
downwards. 


3616. When man becomes wise in relative behaviour, it is a 
relative moral conduct. But if man becomes spiritually 
wise, it is a determinate spiritual conduct wherein the 
Self remains as 'knower'’, 'seer' and blissful within and 
notinterfering without. 


3617. In the worldly 'relative moral conduct’, one follows the 
dispassionate path wherein one does not denounce 
others religion, does not commit injustices, does not hate 
others in any way at all and revere the dispassionate 
Enlightened Ones. 


3618. In the status of spiritual conduct, one remains as knower 
and seer with intrinsic bliss ever. 


3619. The worldly physical body is full of dualistic passions of 
anger, joy, sorrow etc. Without identifying with them, the 
spiritual consciousness knows all such worldly 
circumstances as outer substantial consequences. This is 
known as equanimity in spiritual conduct. 


3620. The Enlightened dispassionate Being essentially looks to 
status of knower and seer. He does not care for one's 
eccentric behaviour outside. 


3621. The nature of right 'knowledge-visioning-conduct' is not 
visible but invisible and that is what is regarded on path 
of liberation. But commoners always look for visible 
evidences in perceptual context. 


3622. Morality in life is evidenced by the degree of quietening 
ofinner burnings! 


3623. Passionless conduct is the right conduct, and total ‘purity 
of conduct’ is the ultimate conduct.

Where the charged karmas are discharged but further 
charging is prevented is a way of liberation. If new 
charging continues, it is an endless worldly living of 
commoners. 


The stopping of new karmic charging takes place where 
there is understanding of the worldly relativities of 
‘knowledge’. Such an understanding is where there is 
‘authentic knowledge’. 


The spiritual awakening begins first in understanding 
the right knowledge. First one must become aware of the 
limitations of religious means and he would be 
convinced in the status of Enlightened dispassionate 
Being as the right instrument in path of liberation. Then 
one would have some understanding in the purity of his 
nature of consciousness. It is in this unscheduled path 
that one realises the spiritual awakening status. 


To regard oneself as 'Non-doer in relative living’ or as 
‘Doer in Determination’ both remain illusory knowledge. 
One's mindfulness as Doer itselfis an illusory state! 


The Enlightened One remains awakened in equanimity 
of understanding whereas the worldly people keep 
engaged in illusory state of wrong beliefs! 


Right belief does not result from scriptural knowledge 
but from spiritual experience of consciousness. 


When one is unaware of one's own nature as such, itis the 
binding ignorance. One realises freedom when this 
ignorance leaves. It is a subtlest scientific quest. But 
when people fail to grasp even this subtle knowledge, 
what to talk of subtler or subtlest knowledge! 


Right belief is the equanimity of authentic visioning 
whereas wrong belief is illusory in nature. The wrong 
belief of ‘Iam so and so' is so embedded in oneself that it 
can be uprooted and replaced with right belief only with 
the direct knowledge from an ‘Enlightened Being’. 
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3632. 'I. am so and so' and 'I have memorized all scriptural 
knowledge’ is mere physical superimposition in 
continuity with egoism. The ultimate resolution comes 
when one realizes one's purity of consciousness! 


3633. Spiritual awakening is realised in the company of 
Enlightened Being; one's devotion to him as well as his 
gracing both are required. One has no worries, sufferings 
and evil meditations of any sortthenceon. 


3634. The worldly poisonous passions in speech and conduct 
keep on affecting till one has not realised Spiritual 
Awakening. The passions of anger and pride, deceit and 
greed leave when one realises one's purity of 
consciousness and then all his conduct begins to 
improve! 


3635. Itis easier to understand 'knowledge' but very difficult to 
know and understand ‘ignorance’. Knowing the 
‘direction’ of ignorance is significant for the seeker of 
knowledge of Truth. It is like getting correct knowledge 
of one direction that automatically helps in correctly 
knowing all the remaining directions! 


3636. An awakened being is one who lives in the world and still 
remains untouched. This comes with the grace of an 
Enlightened One in whom Divinity is manifested! 


3637. No spiritual awakening is possible by any type of doer- 
ship sense as such. 


3638. There is infatuation in doer-ship of actions and there is 
an apparent infatuation in the sense of non-doership 
state as well. But the former possesses charging forces 
whereas the latter is merely discharging one. If one's 
facial expressions alter when someone irritates him, it 
indicates presence of infatuation within. 


3639. The cause of worldly binding is 'infatuation in visioning' 
whereas ‘apparent infatuation’ remains merely as 
worldly ‘effect’.

The ‘infatuation in visioning' is projecting oneself as that 
which oneis not, e.g.'!amsoand so’. 


The visioning infatuation in form of egoism is the root 
cause of worldly existence. 


In 'infatuate visioning' one forgets one's own nature of 
Self and projecting as something else, leading to worldly 
way of living. The Enlightened Being breaks apart that 
misconception. 


There is stopping of karmic charging in the status of non- 
doership whereas itis charging in the status of doer-ship. 


When one stops inter-exchanges in material worldly 
dealings, it is definitely his direct experience of spiritual 
awakening. 


The direct experience in spiritual awakening means 
when one remains totally separate from all clinging of 
material grasping. This is a rare spiritual status worth 
seeing! 


One has to submit all one's mind-speech-body and all 
types of charging and non-charging karmic forces etc. at 
the feet of the Enlightened Master. He helps one to 
dissolve the veils of triad of karmic forces viz. physically 
discharging karmas (No-karmas), charging material 
karmas (bhava-karmas) and Vision-obscuring 
misguiding karmas (dravya-karmas). 


Itis the charging karmic forces of hatred and attachment 
that seeds the cycle of birth and rebirth in destiny. The 
routine physical actions are non-charging forces of 
actions. The veils of charged forces of past obscure one's 
visioning and one view the world accordingly in one's 
stage of worldly living. 


The spiritual nature possesses infinite powers but it gets 
obstructed by one's veils of material karmic 
potentialities and infatuated visioning. 
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3649. The present veils of material karmic potentialities are 
the result of karmic forces charged in the past. It is not 
gross in nature but obscures one's visioning in this life as 
ifin the case of tainted spectacles! 


3650. One's speaking of harsh words is his physically 
discharging karma and getting angry with thoughts of 
harming the other is a charging karma and the karmic 
veil obscuring one's visioning in that instance is material 
karma charged in past. The Enlightened Being removes 
that vision obscuring karmic veils hence one may feel bad 
in such instance but without arising of any thoughts of 
harming the other and therefore charging of new bonds 
of karmic veils do not take place! 


3651. In the unscheduled path in experiencing of purity of 
consciousness, new veils of vision-obscuring karmas 
stop charging. Hence all the forms of karmic forces turn 
in to discharging ones! 


3652. The Self remains in its own nature but it is not able to see 
clearly because of fog of karmic material forces. The 
Enlightened One removes those veils of karmic fog butits 
effect lingers for some time, even after coming out of it! 


3653. As is the glasses so looks the world! It is the veiling of 
charged karmic forces of the past that taints one's 
visioning in the present. One needs to remain ever 
mindful of this keeping a focus on one's own purity of 
consciousness! 


3654. The intricate knowledge of effects of vision-obscuring 
veiling of charged karmic forces of the past can be 
understood from an Enlightened Being only. 


3655. The path of worldly merits and demerits makes one 
wander in worldly cycle and the path of realising purity 
of consciousness helps one in liberation. 


3656. Purity of conduct is the means of direct liberating path 
and worldly moral conductis an indirect means.

Purity of conduct takes place on the heels of realising the 
purity of consciousness. 


The worldly moral conduct is egoistic whereas purity of 
conductis egoless one. 


The purity of conduct leads to perfect meditative state 
spiritually whereas worldly moral conduct leads to 
partial state of spiritual meditation. 


. To the extent one realises purity of spiritual conduct, the 


purity of focus remains in tune with it. 


Purity of focus means the Self remains as ‘seer and 
knower' of one's purity of conduct. 


. The purity of conduct means dealing without gluing 


material passions! 


Where there is no purity of conduct as the foundation, 
there is nothing like Determining knowledge of purity of 
consciousness as such. 


Where there is no purity of conduct, the aspirations in 
pursuits of purity of consciousness are unfruitful. 


Worldly living is not denied but must be based on purity 
of conduct. 


. The purity of conduct is when itis devoid of anxieties and 


evil meditative thoughts of harming others. It is 
meritorious conduct when one is pricked by one's 
anxieties and thoughts of harming others. 


Appropriate conduct is a relative term applying to 
respective roles and positions of aman but Pure Conduct 
that concern with purity of consciousness and create no 
bondages atall. 


When one is determinant in purity of consciousness, the 
purity of conduct follows authentically. 
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3669. One has nothing to do in the state of purity of conduct as 
it is spontaneous and automatic in nature whereas 
egoism is needed in moral conductin the world. 


3670. If one's Determination is pure, the conduct will get 
purified sooner, else one must purify the conduct by 
focusing in Determination of consciousness within. 


3671. Without awakening in one's own spiritual consciousness 
within, mere worldly conduct does not help and without 
purity of conduct mere spiritual awakening would not 
help in evolving. Both are interrelated essentially. 


3672. This 'science' concerns both purity of conduct and purity 
of determination in spiritual context. Without purity of 
conduct, there is no seeking of liberation as such! 


3673. The relativities in world seen all around arise in the 
totality of universal flow of life as if reflecting images 
arising on confronting a big mirror. But the man 
identifies himself egoistically in misconceived reflecting 
images of himself in the mirror! The worldly living is all 
the way similar to such reflective illusory images in the 
flow of totality of universe and nothing else! 


3674. To the extent one remains untouched in worldly 
dealings, it is unbinding in spiritual path. Gradually, one 
is able to remain totally untouched in such apparent 
dealings, and it is realizing Absolute state of purity of 
consciousness! 


3675. In the state of purity of conduct, there is no place for 
intellect. 


3676. The science of unscheduled path of knowledge is 
inspired by intuitive spiritual enlightenment beyond 
intelligence. 


3677. The world has arisen through the power of ignorance 
and the ceaseless cycle of creation and dissolution, 
actions and reactions rest upon that power only.

In the gradual path, ignorance leaves gradually and then 
arises intuitive spiritual awakening. In the unscheduled 
path of purity of consciousness, first the intuitive power 
arises and at the same time the ignorance power leaves. 


Merits and demerits arise in the realm of ignorance 
power. 


"Knowledge' arises due to the intuitive awakened power. 


. With the help of intellect the power of ignorance makes 


man wander in the world endlessly. The intuitive 
awakened power is helped by purity of consciousness. 


. That which makes man restless even for a while is the 


nature of intellect whereas the intuitive spiritual 
experience has no restlessness atall. 


When the outer circumstantial conditions brought heavy 
pressure in the spiritual realm, the visioning 
consciousness missed its equanimity of nature giving 
rise to the power ofignorance. 


. The power of ignorance is a spiritual imagination in close 


proximity of egoism. It has innumerable dualistic 
alternatives taking the physical form of it images. The 
present egoism goes on expending in this life and at the 
same time in the state of ignorance creating a newer 
egoism for nextlife,so on and so forth! 


. The power of ignorance arises due to surrounding 


pressure of circumstances and it leaves when intuitive 
awakened power arises with grace of an Enlightened 
Being. Intuitive awakened power of discriminating 
knowledge can differentiate the outer circumstantial 
conditions on one hand and spiritual consciousness on 
the other. 
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3686. The worldly living continues by one's own egoistic 
projections of determining power in alternatives. One 
sees the actions taking place in the light of consciousness 
and mistakenly assume as if one is the 'doer' of those 
actions! 


3687. One preparing food in the kitchen presents apparent 
evidential circumstantial conditions whereas there are 
hidden circumstantial evidences in operating of the 
world. 


3688. One must know any action can take place only when the 
substance, space, time and projections all come together; 
else nothing can happen. Hence, there is no place for the 
egoism as such! But it is the nature of people to 
egoistically assume doer-ship all where and get trapped 
in the worldly cycle. 


3689. What is to happen at certain hour and minutes exist in 
the context of time since it is one of the evidences. Action 
can take place only when substance, space, time, 
projection and destiny all meet together! 


3690. River flows in its orderly way as does the world and one's 
physical existence is like a boat. The boat has to adjust, 
sail and reach the other shore safely and not the river. But 
people expect other way round and wreck their boat! 


3691. Itis improper to believe in the extremities of standpoints 
that 'things happen in the world of their own' versus 'one 
have to strive to do’. ‘One has to strive to do' is a 
projection and ‘it happens' points to the orderly nature. 
Both standpoints must walk hand in hand. 


3692. The orderly nature is not a fixed static order. It is as one 
sows one reaps in orderly way. This orderliness is 
dependent on one's projections. One does not get the 
effect as per projections directly but in a manner in tune 
with the mixture of other circumstantial evidences in the 
nature.

If this orderliness in nature were not to exist, no new 
person would find helping conveniences on moving to 
other locations! 


There is no higher orderly power beyond the orderly 
world. Orderly nature only gives resultant effects only. If 
it were to have a 'power’, then it would command that 
‘everything runs because of it only’. Even God would be 
feeling 'a-la-boss'! As a matter of fact, the worldly nature 
of existence is conditional only! 


Rejecting the realm of conditions is faulty and feeling 
helpless in face of conditioning, is also a fault. 


It is difficult for commoners to gauge the nature of 
orderly world till the time they do not have the 
knowledge of the essential consciousness of the Self. Else 
they would keep sleeping idly 'granting' everything as 
such and spoil their projections for future life. 


The Enlightened One gives a crux of His deeper 
understanding of numerous lives that orderly nature of 
world exists through the functioning of scientific 
circumstantial evidences. 


Consciousness in everyone possesses the power of whole 
world within it, but one must strive to manifest that 
power. To the extent one's perspective in worldly way of 
living reduces, the spiritual visioning will increase to that 
extent so as to enable one to tread the long path ahead. 


Divinity implies manifestation of full potentialities 
within oneself. But a man has become like a beggar 
unaware of his hidden treasure as his infinite potentials 
are covered under layers! 


The moment the restraint starts in oneself, one's own 
power of consciousness begins to manifest. 
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3701. Is the Self of dispassionate nature or is it stuck with 
attachment and hatred? It is dispassionate only but one 
has not properly understood it that an illusion has taken 
place due to pulls and pushes of circumstantial 
evidences. It can be removed by the grace of an 
Enlightened Being. 


3702. Attachment and hatred both are of the nature of 
increasing and decreasing but the nature of Self is 
eternally stable. 


3703. The newer physical birth does not manifest in spiritual 
Self or in material not-Self either. It takes place due to a 
mix of Selfand not-Self. 


3704. The nature ofignorance is sticky and gluing. The moment 
someone speaks sweetly, it appeals and bitter words 
desolate one. 


3705. Any circumstantial conditions one has acquired, one has 
to solve itand not complain aboutit. 


3706. All where and all around what one sees as consciousness 
is actually a mix of Self and not-Self. What pesters is only 
the wrong belief and that too has arisen in the all- 
powerful consciousness! 


3707. All around exist the material conditions of not-Self and 
not of the consciousness. But the commoners have 
identified this material condition as belonging to the 
spiritual realm. In fact, the spiritual reality merely 
‘knows' of all that is happening around; otherwise the 
consciousness has no concern with material play at all! 


3708. ‘Involuntary state of being’ is liberation only. One gets 
this intrinsic state of being when one realises maturity in 
the spiritual experience. All those one sees from 
viewpoints is different from what is seen from the centre. 
But one whois in the centre, understands all viewpoints. 


3709. Liberation is the ultimate state of spontaneity of being!

Liberation pinpoints no clinging of any karmic change in 
oneselfatall. 


Withdrawal of egoism is the liberation! 


All the rites and rituals in religious contexts aim at 
worldly evolution. But one desiring for liberation should 
be cautious of such attachment of views and be neutral to 
all such strivings. 


Living liberation means remaining in meditative state in 
midst of threatening difficulties! 


Liberating state of freedom is one wherein there arises 
no problem to one at all. Clashes occur in bindings of 
ignorance. 


. See the irony of misconceptions! One misconceived as 'so 


and so’, sleeps at night wrapping the Self in ignorance 
and wake up in the same continuity the other day 
morning! Thisis a great bondage! 


The spiritual nature is invisible but one sees the fruits of 
karmic charges. 


One develops tasting in the fruit of karmic results and 
then identifies with itand hence suffers! 


Arising of karmic results is that which drags one under 
the inevitable circumstances but when one is dragged of 
his own volunteering, is not the force of karmic result. 


.Any karmic result is a factor in integration of 


circumstances and its nature is of disintegrating in 
course of time. 


When one is struck with sticky glue of passions the same 
types of karmic results ensue. One must settle such 
karmicaccounts so as to free oneself! 


At the time of charging of karmic actions, one does not 
foresee the results. Its awakening arises when one has 
realisation of Self. 
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3722. One does not become divine till one keeps getting bound 
by charging of karmas continuously. 


3723. An ignorant one gets bound wherever he goes whereas 
the Enlightened One gets released of karmic bounds 
wherever he goes. 


3724. Karmic actions charged enthusiastically get destroyed in 
repentance. 


3725. Commoners are running hither and thither due to their 
panicky karmic bindings! 


3726. It is man alone who can charge karmic bonds and no 
other living entity as such; hence one wanders in various 
life forms. 


3727. As there are number of human beings, there are 
numerous types of charging of karmas. The inner 
spiritual determinate consciousness is one but it has 
manifested in number of projected alternatives; hence 
innumerable types of karmas too. 


3728. All that one has believed are all 'wrong beliefs' and hence 
there are numerous dualities and alternatives. Nothing 
remains when one begins with the 'right belief’. 


3729. The commoners worship the worldly material nature 
always. If one worships the purity of consciousness even 
for a while, he would settle within in all respects. All else 
is worldly truth. But when one lives in the state of 
alternatives, how can one focus on the indeterminate 
state of consciousness? 


3730. The true aspirant is the seeker for spiritual experiencing 
only. All other things follow of their own without making 
any desire! 


3731. One who has a craving does not see the object as it is, for 
one is clouded with desire. 


3732. One must repent when one remembers something and 
when there is craving, one must resolve againstit.

Cravings are like waves in the sea; the moment one is 
satisfied another arises and so on.

A desire will arise before something is going to realise, 
and it fructifies accordingly when the obstructions for it 
go away. 


The inner egoistic barriers of an Enlightened One are so 
much broken apart that he finds everything at his feet. 
Barriers arise due to egoism as 'Iam something. 


Anyone who thinks too much for something, finds only 
hurdles in getting it. When there are no interfering 
thoughts in a man, the natural order helps him in getting 
it, butnot otherwise. 


One who is subject to intellectual alternatives, one 
consciously becomes owner ofit. Nature does strike back 
intensely in such cases, otherwise nature is always 
helpful to all. 


The public offences have witnessing evidences whereas 
the natural offences have 'scientific circumstantial 
evidences’! 


Natural design is that wherein the substances confluence 
together. 


. Natural order is spontaneous in nature. 


. When one perfectly understands the principle that ‘All 


states of phases and modifications in the world as such is 
anatural design only’; the self-realization would follow. 
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3744. ‘Absolute Knowledge’ is revealing light all through 
comprehensively! 


3745. When there is an end of intellectual perspective, there 
arises Absolute Knowledge. 


3746. The ‘Absolute Knowledge’ dawns only in presence of 
regularity of all the five senses, but not otherwise. 


3747. Realising Absolute Knowledge does not refer to doing 
something. It rather concerns with knowledge only and 
not with 'doer-ship’. All doer-ship leads to worldly life. 


3748. Experiencing non-duality of consciousness all through is 
an Absolute Knowledge; one remains in the state as mere 
‘knower' and 'seer'. 


3749. It is by gracing of an Enlightened One that one can 
smoothly traverse the path of liberation and realise the 
purity of knowledge. 


3750. Absolute Knowledge when realised through faith then 
one experiences liberation with physical body. It is 
‘Absolute Visioning’; and when it is realised through 
‘knowledge’ one liberates as such. 


3751. Having absolute faith in the non-duality of consciousness 
isan Absolute Visioning. 


3752. Whatever one does whether it is beneficial or not to the 
world and still not owning egoistically at all ever, is 
absolute visioning. 


3753. The status of spiritual consciousness is same in all. Butto 
the extent the status of physical living becomes sincere 
and transparent, to that extent it enlightens and 
manifests within oneself. 


3754. The status of physical living differs in every one with 
differential consequences, but the status of spiritual 
consciousness is same.

Faith is the quality of spiritual consciousness and not of 
the body. 


Where there is feeling, there is consciousness in it. 
Where there is no feeling and no effects, it is inert matter. 


Where there is ‘knowledge’, there is consciousness. 
Where there is no knowledge, there is gross materiality. 


An Enlightened Being is the means for making one 
realize separation of Selfand not-Self. 


. One has to grasp the difference between truth and 


untruth. The sticky material not-Self is untruth hence 
momentary. The nature of Self being indestructible, it 
must be indifferent to destructible material world. 


Due to sense of doer-ship one identifies with sticky 
material nature, hence one gets subjected to momentary 
nature. It is when one realises one's own consciousness 
one understands one's indestructible nature. When one 
keeps away from gluing materiality, one realises one's 
immortal eternal nature. 


All destructible objects possess time reference which is 
not so with the eternal substance. One realising the 
destructible as destructible is 'non- destructible’ only! 


Both substances, consciousness and matter are 
indestructible. But consciousness is to be known as a 
spiritual substance and understood as indestructible as 
such. 


There are no qualities of movement, of speech etc. in 
consciousness because these are temporary and relative 
qualities of a relative self. The real consciousness has its 
own permanent qualities. 


There are various types of goals in the world but the 
ultimate goal is realising one's purity of consciousness. 


The real meaning of soul is its own nature of Self. 
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3766. There are three status of spiritual consciousness: 


* One that pushes irreligion and preserves the moral 
religiosity is a consciousness engaged in merits and 
demerits. 

* One which has a knowledge of real and relativity is a 
consciousness engaged in its own knowledge form. 

* And when one realises its Absolute Knowledge is a 
Holistic Science of purity of consciousness. 


3767. The nature of Self is the divinity only. It is neither of the 
nature of penance nor of recitations or any other 
imaginations. When one realises this, all imaginations 
stop. 


3768. Allthat one sees are actions of modifications. From it, one 
can understand the nature of substance. 


3769. Actions have no 'knowledge' and 'knowledge' has no 
actions. Both are of different nature. 


3770. All living entities are 'spiritual' in nature essentially. 
What is visible are only the mechanised living entities as 
discharging consciousness. 


3771. Itis through man's egoistic supporting of the discharging 
actions, further karmic recharging takes place and that is 
the underlying cause of ongoing cycle of worldly living. It 
is the secret of scientific understanding. 


3772. It is when one egoistically asserts the doer-ship of 
discharging actions or ownership of anything as such, 
new karmic charging takes place. 


3773. The projected ownership belongs to material objects 
whereas the egoistic consciousness rests in the nature of 
self. 


3774. The living entity has aspects of birth and death but itisa 
passing phase of the underlying permanent state of 
consciousness. It is living entity which wants to live and is 
afraid of dying. However, its intrinsic nature is essentially 


eternal.

Though the moon grows or decreases in phases, it is 
same essentially. In the same way there are 'phases' in 
context of one's essential spiritual nature which always 
remaining as such. 


The living entity that takes birth and death is a 'relative 
self’. Itis an aspect ofthe immortal 'Self'. 


. The living entities believe in momentary objects and 


seek their enjoyment. It is only the spiritual Self as divine 
has faith in indestructible nature and aspires for eternal 
bliss. 


One has to criticise and fight one's own ignorance and 
has to cherish devotedly the knowledge of purity of 
consciousness. 


The Enlightened One never criticise the path of 
‘knowledge’ but encourages everyone to devote to the 
knowledge and its means, for the nature of spiritual Self 
is knowledge only. Knowledge is uniquely Divine as such. 
Any criticism of it is tantamount to opposing all Divine 
Gods as also all the liberated ones. Hence causes one's 
downfall to all the darkness and chaos. 


One should never criticise anyone's viewpoint, whether 
it is true or false, for the viewpoint possesses a status of 
relativity in certain context of space and time. One may 
remain neutral if he is not agreeable to it, for criticism of 
anything is painful in itself. 


It is opposing religiosity when one even slightly feels 
paining the other living entity. 


All sufferings in the world are due to one's criticising of 
the religiosity in any manner whatsoever. 


True reverence is when one never criticises the other 
whom one has revered devotedly. One must stick to his 
reverence under any challenging circumstances.

3784. It is due to wrong knowledge, the cravings arise. When 
one devotes to the wrong knowledge, all worldly 
afflictions result. 


3785. Ignorance is a nature of violence whereas knowledge isa 
nature of nonviolence. 


3786. Authentic Visioning is one which detox man from all 
egoistic misconceptions. The awakened ‘knowledge’ is 
that makes man remain unperturbed in any situation 
whatsoever! 


3787. The climax of true knowledge is that wherein there is no 
depression at all! 


3788. Ignorance is one that leads to sabotage whereas 
knowledge always helps in settling. 


3789. The sensuous knowledge is finite whereas the super- 
sensuous knowledge is infinite. 


3790. Sensuous perceptions see the destructible objects 
whereas the divine eyes see the eternal elements. 


3791. In sensuous perceptions, there is intellect and in super- 
sensuous perceptions there is 'Knowledge’. 


3792. All worldly paraphernalia belong to sensuous 
perceptions whereas the purity of consciousness 
belongs to super-sensuous perceptions. 


3793. Everything except the spiritual Self belongs to the realm 
of integration and disintegration. Even the human body 
exists with this integration and disintegration. The body 
gradually discharging reaches the ‘last destination’! 


3794. In all physical activities, the Self of an ignorant one can 
also remain separate and distinct as well. The exception 
remains only in the actions of mindand speech. 


3795. The leakage in spiritual potential takes place in speech 
and notin actions.

Illusion is that wherein one believes the others potentials 
as one's own! 


The spiritual potential is unbelievably immense. One 
realises this as it manifests in one's experience. 


One has to see what one has but not whatis not! 


So long as there is egoism, one is not able to experience 
the spiritual potential power directly. 


When the spiritual potential is expressed one has not to 
bother for anything in the outer realm. Its magnificence 
is unbelievable, even much greater than an Emperor! 
Mere thinking within results accordingly in the world 
without. The orderly nature follows one spontaneously. 


The consciousness possesses two types of power. If it 
remains within its own inner realm, it generates its own 
spiritual powers and if it focuses in the outer realm, it 
generates majestic powers. 


The spiritual Self possesses infinite powers. When one 
knows the Selfand becomes one with it, it manifests. 


. The nature of Self has infinite potentials, and it depends 


on one to turn it in any number of directions 
simultaneously. Only one should not be confused within 
one's mind while confronting challenging circumstances. 


Everyone has infinite power but waste in collecting 
pebbles on the sea! 


Since one has infinite potential already, one does not 
require to be strong in strength but needs removing the 
weaknesses within. The real happiness too exists 
endlessly within and not to seekit outside. 


. The Divinity within possesses infinite power, bliss, 


knowledge and vision. Despite the illusory great 
potentials of the nature of not-Self, it cannot prevent one 
in liberating oneself. 
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3807. There are many hurdles on the path of liberation but 
against it the purity of consciousness possesses infinite 
potentials in liberating itself. 


3808. The spiritual power is so great that if it projects itself in 
walls, even walls will speak aloud! 


3809. The nature of Self possesses not a single quality of the 
material nature and hence it is called ‘devoid of 
attributes (nirguna)' as such. 


3810. 'God with attributes (saguna)' means manifestation of 
Divinity personified in bodily form! 


3811. The essential nature of Self is formless and invisible 
hence it is experienced in super-sensuous divine 
visioning. Whatever one sees with eyes is illusory. One 
needs ‘divine eyes' to see Self and not-Selfas separate. 


3812. The Self is formed and formless both. It is formed in 
context of the body but formless in the state of purity of 
‘knowledge’. Any extreme opinion of it would prove 
wrong! 


3813. The nature of knowledge is ever neutral and untouched! 
It does not get involved at all either with ‘ignorance’ or in 
actions both. 


3814. Remaining untouched amidst touching emotions is a way 
to the liberating doors. 


3815. Anything which is pained even slightly is not a part of 
one's spiritual nature. 


3816. What gets depressed or elevated, or takes birth or dies 
exist as worldly nature. This has nothing to do with 
absolute spiritual nature of consciousness. Once born in 
this world, everyone is subject to ceaseless miseries 
hence only safe-side lies in seeking liberation from this 
cycle.

The status of self-realisation is a precursor of Absolute 
Knowledge only; there is no big difference in them. 


The nature of Self is in form of 'knowledge'-Absolute 
Knowledge only. 


. The nature of Self is not comprehensible as such. One is 


so engaged in numberless materialistic modifications 
that one doesn'tlook inward and grasp one's true Self! 


If one analyses any action, one will find that it is 
attributable in part to reflective consciousness, to 
egoism, to senses, to instruments of knowledge etc. but 
not even slightly due to the scope of the spiritual nature 
of Self. The nature of Self is dispassionate and is seer and 
knower only. When analysis of all actions and the 
respective faculties behind those parts of actions is done, 
whatremains as totally free from any role in actions is the 
pristine purity of Absolute Knowledge. 


One has grasped innumerable worldly thoughts in 
oneself and has to purge all those thoughts and what will 
remain is one's own core status of absolute knowledge 
only! In short, Realizing the state of Absolute Knowledge 
is to be free from everything one has grasped in the 
worldly cycle! 


Not permitting entry of an outer reality within one's own 
reality is known as the status of Absolutism! When one's 
own realm tries to enter the other's realm, itis the 'theory 
of reality’ and when one remains only in the other's 
realm, itis the 'theory of relativity’! 


Theory of relativity means existence of Self, theory of 
reality means objectification of Self as eternal substance 
and theory of absolutism is the perfection of Self. The 
Enlightened One remains in the 'Theorem of 
Absolutism'! 


The absolute status is that the outer realm of worldly 
thoughts has stopped and one cherishes one's own realm 
of consciousness! 
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3825. There is no consciousness in matter and no matter in 
consciousness. Only the physical body is a mixed 
consciousness. It appears as if consciousness, but itis not 
so. It is by spiritual science of enlightened discrimination 
one realizes this difference. 


3826. The worldly secret is that the spiritual consciousness 
does not speak, does not hear, and does nothing as such. 
However, the nature of consciousness is sought as 
appearing in what people speak, listen, and do. Mind, 
intellect, reflective consciousness, and egoism are all 
relative and in the nature of inert-consciousness. It is 
with the help of inert-consciousness, one reads the 
scriptures or does other activities also but the knowledge 
about real nature of consciousness is still concealed in 
the world! 


3827. The 'science' of the dispassionate Enlightened Beings is 
so ‘secret’ that it is an Enlightened Being only, who can 
help one discriminate between the real and the relative. 


3828. The crux of the whole spiritual science is in realising 
one's purity of consciousness and remaining in that state 
of 'real' and only 'see' the 'relative' world. All happenings 
in relativities of the world take place due to 'scientific 
circumstantial evidences’, hence the self-realised one 
will allow whatever is happening without interfering at 
allandjust keeps on'seeing' it! 


3829. All actions and all instruments of knowledge as such 
belong to outer reality only. But the 'knowledge' of the 
knower and seer is blissful and non-active. One who 
knows all activities of knowledge exist within one's own 
inner being as purity of consciousness. 


3830. In reality, oneself is only a ‘light’ of Self but people 
addressed one as 'Mr. so and so' and oneself believes it as 
such! It gives rise to egoism that is a representative of the 
original Self and seeing through that representative light 
is intellect.

Because of a light bulb there is light in the whole room 
but the light bulb remains there and there only. Similarly, 
the divinity illumines the whole world! 


One is the spiritual Self and other is egoism. If one wants 
the worldly gluing passionate objects, may activate 
egoism and if one seeks blissful experience, one may 
pursue spirituality. 


One becomes what one seeks, as divinity exists within 
man only. So long as one does not know one's own Self, 
the God is different but when one recognises oneself as 
such, one is divine only. One needs to devote the divine 
God till one realises the divinity in oneself. There is 
oneness ofnon-duality everywhere. 


The alien attributes in the world arise due to mutuality of 
effects of substances coming together. This is similar toa 
sparrow coming in front ofa mirror and seeing the ‘other 
sparrow init, picks up a long fight with it! 


If there is a mirror-house and one stands in front, there 
are number of images. It is same with the world. 
Whatever number of alternatives one sees in it, the 
reflections take place accordingly. 


. If one has to describe the spiritual nature physically, the 


mirror is the only instrument somewhatalike! 


Seeing the fiery light does not mean burning one's eyes. 
In the same way, knowledge always remains neutrally in 
the nature of 'knowledge' only and does not get affected 
in any way. It touches the 'known' object but does not get 
affected at all. 


The Self is separate from body as such in all living 
entities. It has not become one with anything at all but it 
is because of wrong belief, all identification prevails as 'I 
am this only’, 'It affects me' or 'This is mine only’ etc. 
Hence the nature of divinity appears as suffering. 
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3839. This misconceived identification is a cruel irony of the 
nature of Self. Although divine, one gets kickbacks 
everywhere and still remains rapt in the play of 
sensualities! 


3840. Itis all play of one's misconceptions only, may it be one's 
illusion; one's egoism, one's ignorance or one's outer 
modes too. 


3841. In reality the nature of Self is the form of Absolute 
Knowledge but due to wrong belief its position becomes 
pitiable, for one has engrossed in the play of phantasm of 
identities all aroundas ifbelonging to him. 


3842. The whole worldly process is only instrumental in 
nature. There is no creator of it at all, anytime. It is all 
illusory doer-ship everywhere and corresponding 
clinging of karmic charges! 


3843. So long as one is doer, one does not understand 'who is 
the doer' authentically. If one understands the doer 
authentically, one does not remain the doer. 


3844. The worldly God is the creator, but super-worldly God is 
notacreator! 


3845. In this world no one can rightfully own that 'I am doing 
this'. Even God cannot claim so. The world is an equal 
partnership ofall six eternal elements. 


3846. Noonecan stop this world, not even the God. Itis only one 
who keeps patience and neutrally observes what keeps 
on happening, alone can get liberated. The Enlightened 
One too does the same! 


3847. The whole world is subject to the cycle of instrumental 
conditions but no one can live like that. It is an 
Enlightened Seer alone who knows and lives as such. 


3848. The whole world runs on instrumental conditional 
cycles of push and pull mutually in its continuity of 
movements.

One hit by a stone falling from the top of a hill blames 
none, butifa man throws it, he is blamed. Both incidents 
are same in nature but difficult to grasp this illusion. 
Commoners blame the living being whereas Enlightened 
One regards it as material nature only with no function of 
Selfin it. 


. The misery is subject to one's perceptual view point. The 


object is not painful nor one's own self-consciousness is 
painful but one is unhappy because of one's view point 
only. As the fire can never experience cold, the 
consciousness can never be subject to any pains, for its 
very nature is eternal bliss! 


One suffers because of absence of awakening only. The 
ever-blissful consciousness is not far away but within 
oneself only; one is not awakened to it. Consciousness 
merely knows but never experiences pains. 


Readiness of oneselfis an instrument (upaddana-karana - 
material cause) and non-doer nature of an Enlightened 
Being is a means (nimitta-karana -efficient cause); when 
both come together, there isa fruit of liberation! 


When the instrument and means for liberation both get 
together, one becomes free. One was bound by opposite 
means! 


Coming together of instrument and means is exceptional 
and take place rarely. If one devotes either, he would rise 
to celestial life. 


When misconception leaves, then right belief sets in its 
place. One replaces the other. 


One aspiring for liberation must pray for an opportunity 
of a meeting with an Enlightened Being who is a means 
for liberation. 


The world continues on the basis of instruments and 
means. It presupposes one's aspiration then everything 
comes together accordingly! 
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3858. If one picks up a quarrel with non-liking means, it is non- 
spiritual way. If one remains peaceful accepting means as 
means only, itis spiritual way. 


3859. When a thief desires to steal and his merits also support 
him and the other's karmic account of loss is imminent, 
then one loses the purse. The thief merely remains a 
means only. If some demerits arise with the thief, then he 
would get nothing. All things happen in the balancing of 
merits and demerits. 


3860. Striving is notin one's hands butaspiring exists with him. 
The aspiring does give one results. In reality the aspiring 
too is conditional butit does fructify! 


3861. Higher aspirations in one's own mind definitely get 
fructified provided the aspirations are pure. 


3862. Ifan executor possesses enlightened knowledge, and still 
he has to execute capital punishment as a part of his duty, 
it does not bind him. But one who abates this work 
egoistically, he gets bound even if he is not the executor 
himself! 


3863. An Enlightened Being does not confront anyone mentally 
nor commits any mental violence nor takes up weapons 
anytime. 


3864. One who does not find the world congenial and one who 
want to escape from it, he has to finally choose not to 
commit violence to the other living being, even mentally. 
There is no other way out! 


3865. The whole world tosses in four types of emotions 
namely: violent emotions, afflicting emotions, hateful 
emotions and disliking emotions. It is when one crosses 
all these steps, one lands at the 'platform' of the science of 
dispassion. 


3866. One must remove first the violent emotions of harming 
others, being angry on someone, afflicting the others etc.

After the emotions of violence leave, the emotions of 
afflicting the others too must leave. In civilised people, 
there may not be violent emotions but the afflicting 
passions of anger and pride, deceit and greed continue to 
operate all through, and the same must be cleared. 


After paining emotions leave, the hateful emotions must 
be won over. The latent hatefulness or aversion to others 
actions too must leave! 


After hateful emotions leave, the disliking emotions must 
be won over. Disliking in the sense that one might have 
become free from such faults but feels aversion to 
someone committing such faults, that too must go away. 
One mustrepent for it always. 


The status of absolute science of dispassionate 
knowledge is experienced when one evolves beyond all 
the four forms of violence! Lord Mahavir reached this 
stage! 


One must not fear that the world will stop. It is not so, for 
itis always in its endless spontaneity of movement. A tree 
comes from the seed and vice versa constantly. No one 
runs the world. Had it been so it would stop sooner or 
later. Nothing stops or gets spoilt in the world in absence 
of anybody howsoever great one is! No one has ever 
created this world and it operates on its own by its own 
nature! 


Even God is not the creator of the world. Else he would 
too get bound by karmic forces. 


The controller of the world is a power and not some God. 
Commoners consider this power as 'God'. 


3874. God is only an instrumental presence in the world, and He 


has nothing to do in creation. Merely by His presence 
everything goes on ‘scientifically’. 
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3875. The scientific principle is that 'wrong belief' arises in 
presence of the nature of consciousness as divinity. The 
cycle of worldly life too ceases in its presence and one 
realises one's Divine status also in the very presence of 
the Divinity within. 


3876. The whole world stands on the wrong belief that the 
‘doer is oneself' only and one liberates when one realises 
who is the real doer. In reality, neither the God nor the 
people are the doers. The doer is a different power 
working as an orderly natural power. 


3877. The orderly nature means only 'scientific circumstantial 
evidences’. 


3878. All phases and aspects are design of orderly nature and 
there is no creator of it. Its spontaneity remains for 
endless times and there is no need of any creator init. 


3879. The fundamental elements of the world are spontaneous 
and manifest in specific modifications when they enter 
the relative world. 


3880. It is from the combinations and permutations of the six 
eternal elements and their modifications the worldly 
relativities arise. The fundamental six substantial 
elements are eternal but all manifesting phases arising in 
their mutual proximity are momentary, relative and 
continuously changing. 


3881. The nature of reality in its original nature is eternal but it 
is momentary in its temporary phases. The substance is 
permanent but the modes of it are passing ones. Human 
beings or other living entities are various phases only! 


3882. One's nature is real, but one has become 'relative’. In the 
cycle of numerous relations, one illusorily believes that 'I 
am so and so’, thisis the egoism.

The pure nature of consciousness is one among the six 
permanent elements in the universe. All other elements 
have no consciousness but there are infinite respective 
qualities within them and hence the 'real' has only the 
belief of relativities. But the consciousness remains in its 
own nature without changing any time at all. Merely 
wrong beliefs arise and that is the crux! 


Man is eternal in his own nature, but he has projected his 
identity with the momentary form as 'I am so and so’. 
When one becomes awakened to his eternity as purity of 
consciousness, one would get freedom. 


There is nothing increasing or decreasing in the world. 
But when worldly objects collide, numerous evidences 
arise which are called modifications. The modifications 
are momentary hence fade and arise in new forms. This 
goes on continuously but not a single molecule increase 
or decrease in this play of matter and everything goes on 
within limits in natural order. 


There is no object as 'time’, but in the process of change 
when one atom crosses the other, that period is termed as 
‘time’. 


One as an eternal 'substance' is eternal consciousness. 
But a 'wrong belief' arises as 'Iam so and so’ and in that 
context oneself is momentary. 


The Enlightened Being replaces the wrong belief by the 
right belief and one is instated in one's nature as purity of 
consciousness. When the 'wrong belief' goes away and 
egoism is ‘fractured’, one becomes Divine. 


One is divine in nature but it is when one's projected 
faults of identity breaks apart, one realises the divine 
power within. 


The spiritual nature of being is always separate from 
physical being, but when one is awakened to this 
knowledge, one becomes Divine. 
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3891. The nature of consciousness is unique and independent. 
This means the substance can never be one with the 
other substance. It never leaves its own characteristics 
even if they are together. 


3892. The real consciousness has no wills at all. It is the 
instincts which possess emotions of likes and dislikes as 
their qualities. 


3893. The voluntarily desired instinct is known as wills, they 
are gluing material in nature. 


3894. Only an Enlightened Being can help in discriminating the 
Self and not-Self. He can turn the outwardly 
consciousness inward and gain its own spontaneity. 
Inward-looking state of consciousness is the self- 
realisation! Then only the material passions of anger and 
pride, deceit and greed disappear. 


3895. So longas there are distinct projections, the nature of Self 
is plural. But it is one and non-dual when it is in its own 
nature as such. 


3896. The nature of Self is neither of willing nor of not-willing! 
Itis always in its own intrinsicnature. 


3897. The unscheduled path of experience aims at not 
interfering in any outer realm. It directs one in 
withdrawing to one's own inner state of being only. 


3898. The substantial spiritual nature remains the same but 
only beliefs get changed. 


3899. The world has arisen due to the visible element of matter. 
It confuses one's Self and alters one's belief as 'so and so’. 
The Self does not alter but its projections get altered by 
way of alternatives and belief. The 'belief' does nothing 
but the material atoms get attracted and become active 
among themselves and all bodily organs are created 
spontaneously and hence the cycle of worldly living!

In this secret scientific process, even a single ill thinking, 
attracts within the atoms from outside which gives 
results accordingly on their own. Here Divinity has no 
scopeatall. 


The moment there is ill-willing, evil material particles do 
setin one and result in to bitter fruits and if there is good- 
willing, it gives sweet fruits. But when one remains 
neutral on realising one's purity of consciousness, there 
is no doer-ship, hence one stops new karmic charging as 
such. Then one will have fruits of only old karmic forces 
in discharge but no new fruits will follow. This is all a play 
of sticky material particles! 


It is in sticky material particles only the power of action 
exists and not in other five eternal elements as such. 
Because of this material power of actions, all kinds of 
forms come into existence. 


The nature of sticky material particles is of integration 
and disintegration. It is a process of input and output. Itis 
like some statue of snow getting formed in the snowfall 
and it will melt away on its own! 


The nature of the sticky unconscious matter is full of 
activities even where there is no consciousness. It is 
always active. 


Itis when the spiritual nature is understood as active, the 
illusory perceptions begin! 


The essential consciousness is non-active in nature; it 
always remains unchanged. It remains so while in body 
too and does not possess any extrinsic nature. 


The knowledge power and visioning power are the 
spontaneous characteristic actions within the 
consciousness. All other elements have also their 
respective characteristic actions. 
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3908. Mind, speech and body have their spontaneous activities 
and in the same way the knowledge and visioning 
potentials of Self too act spontaneously. Consciousness is 
justa knower and seer in neutrality. 


3909. Both the aspects of not-Self and the Self are 
consequential in nature and changing the modifications 
every moment. They both distribute their effects. On one 
side there is flow of action and on the other side there is a 
flow of knowing and seeing. They distinctly work in 
Enlightened Being whereas they work as a mixed of 
distasteful dualities in the ignorant ones. 


3910. One gets lost in the play of immense atomic potentials 
only. The spiritual power is super-worldly, but the gross 
material power too has dreadful potencies. Its grasping 
power is stronger and hence the perplexing confusions 
all around. Else why the Self would not liberate easily at 
will? So long one does not resort to quest of science of 
absolutism, there is no freedomas such! 


3911. Sticky material passions of anger and pride, deceit and 
greed and all other worldly bindings continue to bother 
but man does not have the awareness of this bondage. It 
is when he feels helplessness in life then he would realise 
such bondage and then begins to contemplate how he got 
trapped and how to be free from the bondages. 


3912. When one continuously dislikes the worldly bindings 
even amidst riches, he becomes eligible to know the 
dispassionate science of absolutism. 


3913. Consciousness and matter are the only two realities in 
the world. When one realises the purity of consciousness 
of Self, he understands the material not-Self and vice 
versa. 


3914. The nature of sticky material is so exceptional, intricate 
and of numerous types that its confusion can be grasped 
by only an Enlightened Being and no one else!

All this is the play of matter but people own its doer-ship! 
Even the identified egoism of doer-ship is a great power 
of sticky matter only. 


Actions exist only in matter and the soul has no actions 
and activities at all. It is here people suffer an illusion as 
to how this goes on! The worldly projected self does not 
have an iota of spiritual consciousness, the Enlightened 
Ones have seen and experienced the Self totally separate 
and different only. 


Worldly awareness is understanding consequential 
results of one's actions. Spiritual awakening is 
understanding one's purity of consciousness with all its 
intrinsic spiritual qualities as such. 


Spiritual awakening is understanding that all that one 
experiences through five senses is not one's own 
intrinsic nature of purity of consciousness. 


It is madness to keep on muttering mere mechanically 
the scriptural recitations here and there! 


One does not need to crush the sugar and add while 
making the teaas its nature is to get dissolved in liquid! In 
the same way the nature of Self is knower and seer and 
blissful one. Itis to be experienced within. 


The consciousness is not 'used' at all in the world, what 
works is its reflective light only. Consciousness is not 
doing anything or interfering in anything in the world! 


. The crux of absolute spiritual science lies in two basic 


principles: There is Divinity in all living entities and No 
one can interfere this dignity of power. 


Obstruction is a cause whereas interference is the result. 


In the worldly oceanic waves as many waves one 
splashes, that many waves would be returned. 
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3925. What happiness is there in this world? One can rather 
realize divine happiness and true freedom when one 
experience the blissful nature of one's Self. In that no one 
can interfere, and in case someone interferes, that may be 
the results of one's own past deeds only. 


3926. One should not stop the spiritual pursuit so long as there 
is no perfect experience of Divinity within and realisation 
of true freedom. 


3927. The self-realized one has stopped interfering but any 
obstructions that one suffers is due to traces of 
interferences caused by him in past. 


3928. The spiritual power digresses on a wrong path because 
one's beliefis ‘wrong’; with 'right belief’ it will flow in the 
right way. 


3929. So long as one does not become conscious of one's own 
illusions in life, one would not be able to seek one's way of 
liberation. 


3930. One gets illusion because of illusory perceptions and one 
realises stability in oneself by rightful 'knowledge’. 


3931. One takes away nothing and still one illusorily attaches 
with one's body and relations. The nature of oneself 
seems physical but it is only misconception to believe 
that 'I am so and so’. Keeping aside one's spiritual 
consciousness, one is lost in the afflicting nature of body. 
In truth the Self is totally separate from the body in the 
past, present and future as well. 


3932. In analysing to understand whether one's egoism is 
thinner or fatter, itself suggest that ‘oneself’ is different 
from 'egoism’. 


3933. Egoism is not a substantial reality, for substantial reality 
always remain same, neither increases nor decreases. 
But everyone finds one's egoism getting deflated if fired 
by the superior!

Egoism is not consciousness but sticky material 
passions. It becomes conscious-like because of the 
reflective light of the consciousness. 


When one is free from gross, subtle and causal egoism, 
then only he can explain by way of relativities, the 
unconditional nature of reality. This can be done only by 
an Enlightened Being! 


One wanders in the world continuously because of 
egoism only. One type of egoism is a restless one and the 
other type of egoism is restful and subsiding one. The 
latter one treads the path ofliberation. 


. To the extent one realises equanimity of being, to that 


extent egoism dissolves and there is corresponding 
spiritual revelation. With perfect equanimity there is full 
spiritual revelation. 


The path of liberation exist not for consciousness but for 
egoism. The purity of consciousness is in the nature of 
freedom only! 


So long as that which mediates between causal body and 
the purity of consciousness disappear, the place of 
egoism remains. 


. When one is convinced in the stability of experience of 


one's own purity of consciousness then one becomes 
fully free from egoism. No doubt, reflection of dramatic 
egoism does survive as traces of the past. 


There is no egoism in understanding. Egoism exists in 
intellect and that is why it may guide perversely. 
Understanding is termed as intuition. One experiences a 
flash of intuition when one is thinking on something for 
long. Itis an intuitive wisdom. 


. Understanding is visioning and it marches till the state of 


‘absolute vision’. 
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3943. Understanding is the beginning of intuitive wisdom. 
When understanding is in its perfect state it is an 
intuitive wisdom. One may have intuitive understanding 
of everything in the world but unless one understands 
‘who am|', there is no beginning for ‘absolute visioning’. 


3944. Manis the result of endless faults and still he does not see 
faults within him. It is only the intuitive understanding 
within man which would help him removing one's faults 
and leads on the path ofliberation. 


3945. The power of intuitive understanding develops when 
one confesses one's faults, apologises for the same and 
removes those faults. 


3946. Things will resolve when one removes all one's faults. 
Else, one may submit to the Enlightened Being who has 
swum across the ocean of ignorance, and He is capable in 
leading one towards liberation when one needs. 


3947. The longer there is a worldly basis one has illusory 
intuitive understanding which seeks happiness in 
momentary worldly objects. It is when one resorts to 
right belief, one realises equanimity of intuitive 
understanding. 


3948. Every living entity possesses the power of intuition but 
human beings have much developed scope of intuition 
and hence the place of human living is considered as 
unique. 


3949. Intuitive understanding is of two types: one belongs to 
the realm of the determination as purity of 
consciousness and other belongs to the realm of 
relativities. The latter concerns with the 'known' world 
but not the former one. 


3950. So long illusion prevails there is no scope for determinate 
knowledge of purity of consciousness. Hence one has to 
remove the illusion first and step into determination 
later. Both are essential.

All that is active is relative in nature whereas the 
determinate purity of consciousness is non-active. 
Determinate consciousness cannot be ‘active’, and the 
practical relativities cannot be non-active! 


The relative worldly dealings do not touch the realm of 
determinate purity of consciousness. But one must 
attend to worldly dealings in such a way that it does not 
touch the realm of spiritual determination; irrespective 
ofthe kind of relativities in one's life. 


The term 'relative' applies when one has realised the 
'real' i.e. purity of consciousness. It does not concern the 
worldly people for whom relativity is the only aspect! 


All relative practical dealings without the backing of the 
quest of divinity intensify the worldly nature. The 
practical dealings which do not work in the context of 
‘determination of consciousness' is not worth 
practicalities. 


So long as the triad of mind-body-speech subsists till 
then worldly dealings remain. When this triad does not 
remain, there is no scope for ‘determination of 
consciousness’ as such. 


The Spiritual consciousness has neither enjoyed any 
sensuous object nor can it enjoy. At the same time, the 
subtle egoism too does not enjoy the objects nor can it. It 
is amere form of egoistic misconception as 'I enjoyed’ or 
‘I did not enjoy'! 


The taste of enjoyment in egoism arises since it projected 
that 'I need this'! He got it and felt elated rapturously. The 
triad of mind-intellect-reflective consciousness is mere 
helping means but all confusion rests with egoism only. 


It is egoistic people who give shoulders to non-egoist 
ones. 
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3959. Whatever one thinks, speaks, does or gathers worldly 
knowledge etc. all represent egoism. Everything is 
worthless till one's vision does not turn to purity of 
consciousness within. 


3960. The world is not like that what one sees. It is a disease of 
perspective. 


3961. The original realising ofthe substance is not experienced 
without changing the perspective. It is only an 
Enlightened Being can directly help one in this. 


3962. Whatever one perceives at a time, one looks at the 
appearing scene only. No one sees the seer. When one's 
vision sees the seer even for a while, all illusion goes 
away and there is resolution. 


3963. When one knows one's nature of consciousness then the 
perceiving sight becomes aware of the seer. It is an 
Enlightened Person who can grace this introduction. 


3964. When one's vision sees the seer and knowledge knows 
the knower, the blissfulness of super-worldly meditation 
follows. 


3965. So long one depends on means and instruments, it is a 
qualitative meditation and the super-worldly meditation 
is without any alternatives. 


3966. The purity of alternatives is that which helps one in 
realising the super-worldly status or its proximity; it is 
meaningful. All other alternatives are endless. 


3967. Man with innumerable alternatives cannot reach to the 
status of non-alternatives. He requires the help of an 
Enlightened Person who remains in this status. 


3968. When one becomes egoless, one realises unconditional 
meditation. So long as one is egoistic it is a conditional 
meditation.

The true meditation is one wherein there is endless 
awakening as such. One does not become unconscious 
physically and externally as well in the true meditation; 
otherwise itis a kind of sleep only! 


There are many layers of mind and people while 
meditating get lost in some layer of mind while doing 
meditation; they even cease to be aware about their body 
or any surroundings. Seeker has to cross all the layers of 
mind and then confront layers of intellect. Crossing the 
uppermost layer of the intellect, one finally reaches to the 
level of 'revelation of knowledge’, the ‘universal truth’. 


Meditation in the layer of mind is only temporary and itis 
like asleep. Itis nota true meditation. 


The whole world sleeps with eyes wide open. This is at 
the cost of one's higher interest in spiritual wellbeing. 
The true awakening is that which always prevents any 
harm to one's spiritual interests and always keeps one 
alert. 


The result of awakening is meditation. 


One must not stay up while sleeping and must not sleep 
when awakened. But people are asleep all through in 
daylight for they do not care to be cautious for their 
higher spiritual destiny in life after life. 


After total awakening, one cannot withstand the world 
even fora while. 


When one's inner consciousness conducts in various 
outer modifications, it is 'dreaming' only; and when this 
inner consciousness turns inward only it is a state of 
‘awakening’. 


One becomes perfectly awakened when egoism dissolves 
completely. 


The effect of liberation is not awakening; the effect of 
awakening is liberation. 
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3979. Awakening is that which understands that it is 'known' 
and 'Iam knower' before any thoughts arising! 


3980. The Enlightened Ones are awake in their own effects of 
consciousness and they 'sleep' in the outer effects of 
worldly existence. 


3981. When one knows real as the 'real' and the relative as the 
‘relative’, it is effects of one's own nature of purity of 
consciousness! 


3982. Itis in the living egoism arises the effects of the nature of 
the not-Self. 


3983. The ultimate state exists in endless experiencing in one's 
own effects of purity of consciousness and not in effects 
of the not-Self. 


3984. One who does not come out from one's own nature of 
effects of purity of consciousness, it is the beginning of 
‘Divine State’. 


3985. One remaining in the state of one's own purity of 
consciousness is ararityin the world! 


3986. The status of Divinity consists in the endless 
experiencing of its own nature only. It has no effects of 
the outer being as such. Only the one with such a status is 
known as 'Divinity Personified'! 


3987. All instincts and concentration of an Enlightened Being 
constantly takes place in the effects of His own purity of 
consciousness only. Aman in perfection of sucha status is 
a wonder of the world!

3999. If anyone's mind is alienated from you, then it will keep 
you away from the path of awakening in Absolute 
Knowledge. People's mind should feel unity with you and 
then only you will have a spontaneous full-blown smile 
that can attract the world and realise spiritual wellbeing. 


4000. Man has only to aspire for the wellbeing of all. It is the 
orderly nature which will give effectin course of time. 


4001. When one is satiated with one's own spiritual welfare, 
one should always aspire for the spiritual welfare of 
others and that will lead one to perfection on the path of 
liberation!

The ‘foundation’ of unscheduled spiritual path is 
remaining most humbly and cultivating a non-dualistic 
visioning. 


4018. The Enlightened One lives most humbly in the world of 
relativities, enjoys spiritually higher state in the realms 
of reality and remains one with everyone in the nature of 
purity of consciousness. 


4019. The Enlightened Being is greatest if one seeks liberation 
and he is humblest if one wants to abuse him. His 
humbleness is like a space, untouched by any adversities 
from others. 


4020. Only the utmost humbleness leads to greatest spiritual 
status. 'Iam this or that' are all middle states which are in 
the nature of existential forms but of momentary type. 


4021. After self-realisation only, there arises supreme 
humbleness with non-dualistic state of being. 


4022. With relativity of knowledge, one understands the 
‘standpoint’ but the spontaneity of humbleness leads to 
liberation. 


4023. Outer humbleness leads to good birth whereas inner 
humbleness leads to liberation. 


4024. Supreme humbleness in spiritual path makes one 
liberate. In the worldly living also, the supreme 
humbleness makes one most happy.

The consciousness has landed in the world of 
practicalities and thus the world reveals in its light. But 
due to ignorance this 'seer' gets identified with the 
scenes and turns oneself into the 'seen'! Only an 
Enlightened Being knows this and make one understand 
this intricacy. Without that the whole world is in 
confusion! 


4037. Ignorant ones are doers but Enlightened Ones are 
instrumental. 


4038. God never binds anyone. Man is bound by ignorance and 
can be free by ‘knowledge’. Both ignorance and 
knowledge are realised by instrumental means only. The 
Enlightened Being is means for ‘knowledge’. 


4039. When one is born, one derives all projected ignorance 
from instrumental surroundings such as e.g. the wrong 
beliefs of identifications as 'so and so' and other 
relations. When an Enlightened One makes one realise as 
a purity of consciousness and non-doer, one begins to 
give up wrong beliefs about oneself! 


4040. The whole world is a contribution of ignorance. The 
world has bestowed concrete ignorance to oneself which 
is the root of worldly living.

When one remains stable in the knowledge of 'Who am, 
it is spiritual awakening and when one knows 'What am 
I', itis the knowledge of self-realisation! 


Faith is the first step in the path of knowledge.

Scriptural knowledge is not self-acting 
whereas experiential knowledge is. 


Self-active knowledge makes one caution that 'I am not 
doer of anything'! One experiences that caution is the 
‘knowledge’ and that one who gets cautious too, is the 
‘knowledge’! The scriptural knowledge does not caution 
but the scientific knowledge is both cautioning and self- 
acting as well. 


Knowledge of merits and demerits is of divine potentials. 
The purity of knowledgeis Divinity itself. 
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4054. The dispassionate Enlightened Beings only hint that 
actions do not obstruct butignorance does obstruct! 


4055. Karmic charging continues till ignorance prevails. When 
ignorance leaves, hatred and attachment leave and hence 
newer karmic charging stops too. 


4056. The Self, in its infinite modifications arising in knowing 
infinite 'knowable' objects, all through remains perfectly 
pure and thoroughly pristine in its intrinsic nature of 
purity of consciousness. Understanding this perfectly 
leads one to the ultimate knowledge. 


4057. In illusion, one remains identified in one's respective 
spatio-temporal projections. As aresult of it, one remains 
unstable. In the context of this right vision, one stably 
remains in one's own Self. 


4058. All that is 'real correct’ are substances and all that is 
‘relative correct’ are modificatory phases in the world! 
What is visible is nota ‘substance’ but the phases ofit. All 
these phases are ‘temporary adjustments’ but the 
‘substance’ is eternal. 


4059. When one identifies in the phases, one is unstable and 
when one identifies with one's purity of consciousness, 
one is stable! 


4060. 'Residing in the substance’ is stability whereas 'residing 
in phases and modes ' is instability! 


4061. Identification with phases seeds worldly living whereas 
identifying with one's own nature of purity of 
consciousness leads to liberation. 


4062. The world is that wherein all modes and phases keep on 
changing but the nature of consciousness remains 
eternally same. The 'substance' is never subject to 
destruction but its worldly phases are. One gets 
identified with phases of one's body and own its relations 
but these are momentary gross phases of materiality 
only and do not belong to the realm of consciousness.

It is a wonder that although the world is not real but it 
looks apparently real! All modes are unreal as they 
change. Only the 'original substance’ is real. 


All modes and phases whether good or bad arise for 
getting freed only; if one remains focussed on one's 
purity of consciousness only, everything clears off. 


The fundamental elements do not dissolve into one 
another but remain separate only! But because when 
they meet in proximity, different phases come in to being. 


The knowledge of phases and modes is momentary in 
nature whereas the spontaneous knowledge of 
consciousness is eternal. 


Wherever there is 'temporary adjustment’, there is no 
nature of consciousness at all. Where there is ‘permanent 
adjustment’, there exists consciousness. 


Allthatis done through senses, itis all temporary. 


4069. That which is permanent is beyond alternatives and that

whichis temporary, itis full of alternative qualities. 


That which is permanent alone can understand 
temporary. The temporary can never understand the 
temporary. Temporary cannot grasp the permanent as 
well. If everything were to be temporary, then no one 
would have understood temporary! There is some 
eternal permanent being and hence one refers to 
temporary as such! 


One is permanent in nature but he believes temporary as 
permanent! 


The nature of soul is permanent, hence its experience 
also is permanent. All worldly objects are temporary and 
hence its experience is also temporary. 


When one determines that 'I am the nature of purity of 
consciousness’, itis known as sSelf-realization! 
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4074. When one seeks true love in outer realm and does not 
find anywhere, one realises it within the nature of 
consciousness only. 


4075. No kind of beliefcan make one experience the Self! But as 
the sticky material world is experienced, in the same way 
one can experience one's nature of consciousness as well. 


4076. When the intoxication of egoism fully subsides, one 
experiences self-realisation. 


4077. One who knows the 'real' is a self-realised one but one 
who knows everything about the 'real' is an Experiential 
Enlightened Being. 


4078. The Enlightened One does not remain worldly even fora 
while. To the extent one identifies with the body, to that 
extent the egoism subsists. 


4079. The Self is dispassionate by its nature and its intrinsic 
qualities have remained unaltered. When an Enlightened 
Being helps in discriminating the Self and not-Self, one 
experiences the authentic spiritual realisation. So long 
even an atom of unconsciousness matter subsists in 
spiritual consciousness, one does not realise the 
experience of absolute consciousness as such. 


4080. The direct spiritual experience is when one realises one's 
own consciousness within! 


4081. The moment of self-realisation is a beginning of ‘direct 
devotional experience’. 


4082. One must have one's own realisation of the nature of 
purity of consciousness. The spiritual experience is when 
one realises that 'Iam the Divinity myself"! 


4083. The indirect means of religious devotion are helpful in 
seeking spiritual evolution but the spiritual experience is 
when differences between oneself and the God 
disappear!

When one experiences everything perfectly in the world, 
one becomes awakened to the purity of spiritual 
consciousness within. 


Knowledge which helps in liberating from the world is 
termed as self-realisation and when that knowledge is 
employed, itis termed as ‘intuitive wisdom’. 


The words of Enlightened One are received by one's 
intuitive wisdom and equanimity of knowledge. When 
one is fully awakened in experience of purity of 
consciousness, one remains transparent in belief with 
intuitive understanding. As against this, it is egoism 
which is the basis of understanding in worldly living. 


The power of intuitive wisdom would lead one to 
liberation in any situation whereas the power of 
ignorance is so tricky that it makes one wander in the 
world anyway. 


The power of intuitive wisdom makes one cautious and 
reminds one to remain merely as 'seer' and not to create 
any obstruction in the path of spiritual awakening. 


The 'power-of-attorney' of Self remains with power of 
intuitive wisdom. 


Not the Self but it is the intuitive power of awakening that 
‘sees’ the 'Real' and 'Relative' in the world and that helps 
one in spiritual evolution. The worldly people see with 
ignorant wrong beliefs of projected egoism. The way of 
seeing and knowing is different in both; the former is 
super-sensuous whereas the latter is a sensuous 
approach. 


It is purity of consciousness that prevails in spiritual 
conduct, whereas it is intuitive wisdom that prevails in 
spiritual belief. Spiritual-experience centred behaviour 
is spiritual conduct. 


True understanding can never be erased atall. 
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4093. When understanding results in ‘knowledge’, it results in 
the conduct. 


4094. The knowledge which does not translate into conduct is 
‘understanding’ whereas the knowledge which 
translates in conductis 'spiritual awakening’. 


4095. All actions done through ignorance get destroyed in 
‘knowledge’ only and with no other way. 


4096. The karmais one's own projection as 'I am doing’ when in 
reality itis done bysomething else! 


4097. 'Projected belief' is when one projects as 'Iam so and so' 
in one's relative-self not knowing one's real-Self as such. 
One is doer as 'relative-self' but is 'non-doer' as 'real- 
Self'. 'Relative-self' leads to worldly living whereas 'real- 
Self' leads to liberation. 


4098. The body is the bundle of charged karmas only! The type 
of the nature of this bundle, so is the corresponding 
roaming and confronting in the world! 


4099. From the collective bundle of charged subtle karmic 
effects, whatever one gets in grossly nature is one's 
destiny. When one undergoes these destined karmic 
effects owning them as 'I am doing’, leads to new karmic 
charges. 


4100. What the world terms as karma is only an effect of 
karmas! 


4101. Acting and still not to get bound by it, is a science worth 
knowing. 


4102. When the charged karmas mature, they get effected and 
shed. If one realises dispassionateness, karmas get 
matured early but people egoistically strive to prevent 
the maturity ofit.

The Enlightened Being looks at the world as spectator by 
remaining out of physical body. He keeps neutrally on 
seeing activities of body, mind and reflective 
consciousness, egoism and intellect and all that moves 
around! 


The Enlightened Being does not 'do' anything, neither 
with attachment nor with detachment, for both are 
binding. Where there is even a slight touch of feeling of 
‘doing’ something, it binds. 


There are three kinds of consciousness. (1) Karmic 
Consciousness is a projected superimposition of 'I am 
doing something’. (2) Karmic Effect Consciousness is 
what is seen as liking or disliking in one while 
undergoing the results of the Karmic Consciousness. (3) 
Pure Consciousness is the status of Divinity as such. 


Even if there are mutual disagreements, but when there 
is no egoistic 'doer-ship' it does not cause karmic 
bindings. Karmic bindings take place only when one is 
the 'doer'. 


The moment 'doer-ship' of actions dissolves, one begins 
to realise the higher spiritual status of indeterminate 
perception! 


The state of doer-ship is an illusion; whether one does 
merited or demerited acts, both remain as illusion. One is 
a golden chain whereas the other is aniron chain. 


Where there is a sense of doer-ship, it exists in the 
extrinsic material nature of not-Self; its fruit is worldly 
life. 


So long as one projects one's doer-ship, one is in illusion 
only; he has not experienced even a smallest glimpse of 
the spiritual nature of consciousness. 


The soul has no quality of a doer-ship at all and 
projecting it thus is an error which confuses all! 
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4112. Purity of focus is the seed of totality of spiritual conduct, 
the divine state. Purity of focus means realising this 
perspective of purity of consciousness in oneself, seeing 
itin the other, not seeing the other as the doer etc. 


4113. Becoming aware notas a 'doer' but as a being of purity of 
consciousness is the goal and that itself replaces egoistic 
doer-ship. 


4114. Becoming a doer means supporting conditional 
designing. In the state of non-doership, there is no 
‘supporter’ of designs. 


4115. The status of doer-ship itself is an illusion. Once it is 
known ‘who is the real doer’, begins the status as 'seer 
and knower'. 


4116. When one is doer, there is karmic binding and one will 
undergo with the resultant karmic effects. But karmic 
actions are only intermediary and the world does notrun 
by it as such. The world is an orderly process in tune with 
space, time and circumstantial evidences etc. all 
confluence together for action. 


4117. The science of karma catch hold of everyone involved in 
the karma: the one who does, promotes or instigates and 
the one who approves for and against. 


4118. The spiritual nature is doer of karma only by relative 
viewpoint. Here too he is an aspiring doer and not the 
doer of the specific visible action. It is the orderly nature 
which is the cause of relative actions. Really speaking, the 
nature of Self does nothing other than being in its own 
intrinsic purity of consciousness only.

So long the Self exist in worldly living, it is a doer in 
projecting identifications of charging deeds. It is not a 
doer on its own, but projecting identifications arise 
subject to conditional pulls and pushes. The world 
continues with projecting identifications of wrong 
beliefs. The basic projection is 'Iam so and so' followed 
by all other related wrong beliefs. In the unscheduled 
scientific path, the Enlightened One removes the basic 
projecting identification itself. 


There is no creator of the world at all and still nothing 
happens without a creator! It means everything is taken 
place in instrumental circumstantial conditions only; 
and the instrumental conditions cannot be termed as 
‘doer' in reality. 


There is no independent creator of the world, else it 
would have been difficult to realise liberation by oneself. 
There is no real doer-ship but only instrumental doer- 
ship as ina ‘parliamentary’ system, hence one can realise 
freedom! 


Neither the Soul nor the matter is the doer, it is their 
‘nature’, that results as the doer. 


The world continues in its own nature and nothing is out 
of it. Every substance remains in its own nature! 


If the water in tank is to flow higher, it has to be lifted by 
pump butifthe tank is to be emptied out, the water flows 
out by its nature! Spontaneity of nature requires no 
efforts! 


The water is cool by its nature; it requires no efforts! Any 
worldly object will regain its nature of its own without 
any efforts. 


The world continues to run on in its own nature by 
orderly potentials of nature. The smallest seed contains a 
big tree within it. The orderly nature helps in gathering of 
circumstances in the resulting growth. 
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4127. The orderliness in nature means it is coming together of 
scientific circumstantial evidences. This further works 
by permutations and combinations to newer and newer 
consequences as in the case of e.g. creation of water by 
confluence of H2 and O. Likewise, things integrate and 
disintegrate continuously. All bodily routines too take 
place in orderly nature! 


4128. The nature of sticky material particles is continuity in 
generating and regenerating. Everything seen in the 
world is like actions done in a mirror house resulting in 
multiple reflections and counter-reflections. The original 
cause of all this is vibration that creates a sound and its 
repulse and then everything arises from this! 


4129. If one makes a loud sound in the depth of a well, one gets 
it rebounded in echoes. The world too can be grasped as 
the result of vibrations. 


4130. Man's mind, word and body triad too is subjected to this 
orderly nature. Its inspiration pushes all and everything 
in and around the world but man wrongly owns the doer- 
ship. One should remain in one's nature of consciousness 
only. 


4131. Vibrations begin when one identifies with the fickle 
modes. The fickle modes and the one who identifies are 
both different. The Self that identifies is unmoved 
whereas oneself as 'so and so’ in name and form is 
moving; between the two lies one's egoism. 


4132. The nature of human Selfis eternal and unchanging but it 
is in ignorance, one projects and identifies with 
innumerable modes and forms in it. The world is like the 
mirror. It reflects the same movements which one makes 
confronting it. Reflections of one's movement will stop 
the moment one stops his movements and be stable!

The worldliness is like the mirror images. The eyes look 
in the mirror and it creates fantastic processes of its own 
only. One is trapped within one's own web of 
appearances. 


Everything except the unmoving nature of consciousness 
is subject to an orderly nature. The Self cannot move 
anything out but through ignorance man continues to 
project superimpositions continuously. When such 
projections of wrong beliefs stop, liberation follows. 


The nature of Self is unmoving eternally whereas the 
material nature is mechanical and fickle, remaining as 
conditional always. Through one's wrong belief, one has 
superimposed as 'this is me' where one is not. 


The nature of the material world is momentary. It is 
designed moment by moment and it is destroyed 
moment by moment! 


Material nature exists but it is momentary and 'relative' 
whereas the Self exists as 'real' and eternal. 


The material nature is not materially gross as such. It is 
inert-consciousness in the form of ‘discharging 
consciousness’; the charged power discharges on its 
own. All this is ‘effective power' of the nature of 
unconscious- consciousness. 


Consciousness and not-Self material nature are not 
related but they exist in proximity. The consciousness is 
in the nature of knowledge whereas material not-Self is 
acting all around. It is when they are so near, the Self 
illusorily owns as 'I have done all this'. The change in this 
knowledge process leads arising of the material nature. 
When the Self withdraws from the projected nature to its 
intrinsic nature as purity of consciousness, then only the 
material nature dissolves. 
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4140. The Self is in the divine nature of consciousness. It is 
because of the external pressures, the material nature 
arises. One superimposes doer-ship in what is happening 
around and material nature begins to operate 
automatically. 


4141. Enlightened One sees the subtle projections and 
spontaneous arising of material nature and explain this 
science that 'there is no doer of anything and still nothing 
happens withouta doer'! 


4142. Itis when iron at the seashore coming in contact with the 
humid air, it gets rusted. Here neither the iron nor the air 
does anything and they remain in their own nature and 
yet the rust takes place which is a third thing. In the 
similar way if the Self and the matter are separated, they 
regain their respective nature but so long as projected 
identification remains in proximity, the 'rusting' would 
goonandon. 


4143. Nothing takes place in the original nature of 
consciousness. It is because of the external conditions 
that the specific projections arise. So long as the 
consciousness does not get awakened in its own nature, 
the material projections would continue. 


4144, When two ultimate realities of Self and not-Self come 
together in proximity, there arises specific projections. 
Their essential substantial qualities remain the same but 
additional specific projections arise. In the six original 
elements, when matter and consciousness come nearer, 
there is a specific resultant effect takes place. The coming 
together of the other four elements never result in any 
effect as such. 


4145. The stones on footpath get heated as specific 
consequences arising due to rays of sun. It regains 
coldness of its own nature when the sun sets. In the same 
way, specific result known as egoism arises because of 
the proximity of Self and not-Self. Hence the original 
nature of material particle does not remain.

When two substances come together there is no change 
in their innate nature, but a third specific projection 
arises. When one stands before a mirror, not only it 
remains in its nature as mirror, but it shows the effects of 
specific nature by way of showing the image as well in it. 
Similar thing happens when Self in state of ignorance 
comes in proximity with material! This is a very subtle 
principle that scientists can understand. 


The world does not need any 'doer' as such. All objects in 
the world are in constant change and due to it, all their 
specific projections too, keep on changing in newer and 
newer appearances. 


It is one's own nature that designs one's world. But the 
newer resulting effects are brought in by the order of 
Nature and no one can interfere in it! 


The matter is not a conscious one but it readies itself in 
assuming specific projections of Self, bringing specific 
changes within. The Self does not do anything but 
because of such projections, the sticky material particles 
get attracted. This results in concrete material gross- 
forms and Keeps on doing its work on its own! 


The revealing nature of Self illumines what is in itself as 
well as whatis outside. That which belongs to the other is 
reflected within oneself! It is like mirror reflecting outer 
objects within it. In the same way due to the revealing 
nature of Self it sees within whatis outside, but it doesn't 
enter into consciousness. The Enlightened One also sees 
this but never gets confused as he knows that the objects 
are outside only and they merely reflect within oneself! 


The consequential worldly things result in different 
consequences in continuity of conditions. Every 
substance stick to its own intrinsic nature! 


Newer effects mean specific results of projections and 
notthe opposing effects. 
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4153. For an Enlightened Being, the spiritual nature concerns 
with its own nature of consequences and mind remains 
in its own consequences. Specific results ensue only if 
one identifies with the mind. The Selfis divinity in its own 
nature. Both Self and not-Self confining to their 
respective intrinsic nature is the state of liberation! 


4154. The newer appearing projections appear due to 
circumstantial conditions of respective objects. 
Commoners get confused but the resolution consists in 
understanding the consequences of one's own nature 
and consequences of projections. The nature of 
consciousness has not changed but all changes appear 
due to specific projections which are subject to end. 


4155. Spoiling of the milk is its nature but becoming curd is a 
specific result. 


4156. The substance is eternal and its own consequences are 
also eternal; only its specific projections are destructible. 
Knowing this one will not mix up them so that both 
remain in consequences of their respective nature. 


4157. The donor donates and the thief thieves. They both 
follow their own qualities of material nature only. There 
is nothing to like or hate in it. 


4158. 'Knowing' that this is specific projection is the 
consequence of Self. There is nothing right and wrong as 
such in the consequences of specific projections. 
Freedom from ignorance means discriminately knowing 
these consequences of oneself and specific projections as 
such. Liberation consists when the effects of specific 
projections stop and one remains in the consequences of 
one's nature of purity of consciousness. 


4159. Due to specific projections arise the mechanical 
consciousness, sticky material passions, integrating- 
disintegrating form etc. So long as one believes these as 
one's own, there is no liberation from it.

The results of our projections lead to the union of 
circumstantial evidences which the real scientist merely 
‘knows’ as such. But commoners get confused hence they 
need to take resort to processes of repentance and that is 
alright in winning it over, but a true scientist never 
interferes. The world is the science! 


The Enlightened One meditates on one's own reality of 
being and one's own nature. Knowing one's own reality 
means becoming determinate in one's own identity and 
knowing the state of nature means remaining in one's 
spiritual qualities continuously. He never remains 
immersed in the worldly relativities even fora moment! 


It is one of the qualities of Self that it becomes what it 
thinks. Originally, one is beyond any sensuousness but 
when one thinks 'I am sensuous’, one becomes sensuous. 
The original quality remains as such but the projected 
quality would pass away. 


The Self is like a 'Wish-fulfilling Gem' and one becomes 
like whatever one imagines to be. One says 'I have gone 
bankrupt’, he becomes like that and if says, 'nothing has 
happened’, then one remains unaffected! 


One becomes like what one imagines to be! One may 
recite, do penances, think, speak or whatsoever one 
conducts etc. one becomes like that only. 


It is because of the nature of Self that one becomes like 
that one imagines. Its original nature does not change but 
various phases keep on changing and appearing. In 
reality, the Self remains as Self only but it is influenced 
and wrong beliefs arise. 


The original substance remains uninfluenced and 
unspoiled but illusory beliefs arise. The 'knowledge' does 
not change; only beliefs get changed. Had the original 
substance been subject to change intrinsically, no 
liberation would be possible. 
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4167. The spiritual realisation of an Enlightened One is unique 
in the sense that He can turn one's vision to divine in no 
time, which does not take place in innumerable births! 


4168. The minutest of the minute of the visible phases are 
known as 'modes' (paryaya) which cannot be divided any 
further. 


4169. The 'knowledge' remains eternally with consciousness 
hence it is called its quality and that which remains fora 
certain phase, it is known as modifications. That 
knowledge which indicates faults of oneself is the 
‘modification’ of knowledge and not the knowledge itself. 


4170. The rays of the sun are modifications. The sun is 
resplendent in its light of refulgence but the rays are 
created. Its light is permanent but its rays are temporary 
and arising newer and newer. This is just to give a simile 
for explaining modifications in simple language. 


4171. The nature of Self is the nature of ‘knowledge’. But it 
spontaneously gives rise to the light that keeps on seeing 
the outer blossoming phases one by one. A phase arises, 
remains for some time and gets dissolved again. Such 
modifications arise in matter also and one can see those. 


4172. Any object seen, the mode of Self arises in that form. Then 
another thing seen and another mode arises in that form 
and replaces the former mode and this goes on like that. 


4173. The worldly life arises because of ignorance and it sets 
with the intuitive wisdom. The nature of Self does 
nothing in it. 


4174. Ifwe holda cut-out picture of donkey against a sunlight, a 
similar image will be seen on the wall. Here the sun is the 
creator of the image merely by its very presence and not 
in any other context. It even does not know that someone 
has put the donkey's picture! Similarly, the nature of 
reality is termed as doer in its own context and not doer 
in any other context atall.

In the revealing ‘light’ anyone can do anything but the 
‘light’ has nothing to do with such acts or activities. There 
is mere presence of it. In the same way, the nature of 
consciousness does not do anything, but things happen 
in its revealing light. People are not aware of this 
‘knowledge’. 


It is in the unscheduled path of spiritual awakening 
wherein the Enlightened Living Being opens up the truth 
that 'The consciousness does not do anything at all and 
all activities continue in its presence!’ He has 
experienced it as such. 


. The nature of consciousness is worth knowing but it is 


difficult to know. It is experienced by the grace of an 
Enlightened One only, for He is not with doer-ship but is 
instrumental only. 


Consciousness has no objectification and hence it cannot 
be found in any physical form in the body. It is so subtle 
that it can pass through millions of solid barriers in no 
time! 


The Absolute Knowledge means knowing Self perfectly 
and absolutely! 


The way of Realizing the purity of consciousness is the 
beginning of the journey to spiritual transformation as 
Absolute Divinity. It is in making one awakened to 
realization that Self is not the doer of activities of one's 
physical being and is totally separate. The purity of 
consciousness remains untouched by the actions of 
physical body whatsoever! 


The word 'purity of consciousness’ is only a‘hint'. Ithelps 
one to grasp one's purity of nature in all the three aspects 
of the time. One becomes doubtless in one's conviction. 
Then follows the state of Absolute Knowledge within! 


The self-realised one remains as purity of consciousness 
and the Enlightened Being remains as ‘Absolute 
Knowledge’. 
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4183. It is the supreme knowledge where one knows the 
absolute knowledge state of consciousness. It is a rarity 
to find such an Enlightened Being! 


4184. The nature of Absolute Knowledge is like experiencing 
the great sky within one's physical form. It is nothing but 
an empty space all around. There is no any gross or 
concrete object to be seen in it. One realises this 
experience of purity under the guidance of an 
Enlightened Being. 


4185. When there is no state of being other than the status of 
‘knowledge’, itis known as Absolute Knowledge. 


4186. Absolute Knowledge knows all and everything and all 
modifications of the same as well. When one becomes 
knower ofall known things, itis an Absolute Knowledge. 


4187. The absolute knowledge is like a sky which is formless. It 
is subtle like a sky. It cannot be burnt because it is subtle 
whereas the fire is gross. Everything except the Self is 
gross. 


4188. Knowledge is one and uniform only but it reveals number 
of forms and varieties of objects. If one looks only 
specifically and worldly spatio-temporal limitations, one 
cannot realise the spiritual knowledge. But when one 
knows the nature of spiritual consciousness, everything 
is revealed. 


4189. To seek the knowledge of divinity through intellectual 
approach is as if vilifying the self-consciousness itself. 
The Selfis indescribable in nature. 


4190. When one understands all activities of mind, speech and 
body as only discharging one, then he has realised 
everything in spirituality. 


4191. One gets intelligence from an intellectual and knowledge 
from an Enlightened One.

When the Self is illusioned, the world arises. When 
mundane intellect gets illusioned, then knowledge 
would arise! 


Both knowledge as well as ignorance can be given. The 
world gives ignorance whereas the Enlightened One 
gives knowledge. Both knowledge and ignorance are 
instrumental ones. The nature of one's consciousness is 
full of knowledge only. It is an Enlightened Being who 
opens it as an instrumental one. He has no doer-ship at 
all. 


The nature of Self is neither in the form of doer or 
activities as such! He is only the knower and seer. 


Knowledge is infinite but the knowledge as realised by 
dispassionate Enlightened Beings is the ultimate one. 
They never get lost anywhere in their state of Absolute 
Knowledge whatever may happen to the mind-body- 
speech! 


When one can be a scientist in absolute knowledge? 
When one crosses all mental knots, crosses all 
intellectual modifications, then starts modes of 
knowledge and that also to be crossed over and attains 
the state of science as absolute knowledge par 
excellence. 


The Enlightened Being has seen the infinite 'knowables' 
in one single non-dual knowledge only. He has seen the 
nature of material substance as one and one only. The 
world is made of the minutest of the minute matter with 
purity ofits atomic perfection. 


The purity of consciousness remains as perfect and all 
through pristine purity in the process of arising of its 
infinite modes in knowing of infinite 'knowables'. It is 
when the consciousness contains within its 'knower- 
ship’ in the infinite modes of knowables, it becomes pure! 
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4199. See any object e.g. an Apple and its knowledge results in 
the form of that knowable. This knowing does not stick 
but when one identifies with its form, it is objectionable. 
It is the wrong beliefs that play the role in this 
identification. When the right belief arises, it regains its 
original form. 


4200. There are two forms of the knowable, one as phases and 
the other is as original element which is most subtle and 
difficult to grasp. In that the projection as knower itself is 
seen as the known hence one contains to one's intrinsic 
nature as purity of consciousness. The attachment in the 
knowable is freed and knowable is seen in the form of 
knowable only, then there is the corresponding spiritual 
fulfilment. When one understands the spiritual nature as 
an eternal element, then all remaining elements would 
be perceived. The real knowable exists as a pure element 
and it can be perceived as such only on realising the state 
of absolute knowledge but it begins through absolute 
faith in that knowledge as such. When the projected 
knower-ship is withdrawn, the extract too is withdrawn. 


4201. Since the time when the Self relates in the knower and 
known relationship, the 'knowables' keep on getting 
purified. When knowable is resolved it would not come 
again, for they are discharged after getting purified 
regaining their pure elemental state. 


4202. This unscheduled scientific path of knowledge has a 
doctrinal form. It is non-contradicting one as such. From 
whatever aspect one inquires, it ends in principled 
theory because it is a spontaneity of knowledge. 


4203. Nota single trait of the worldly material nature exists in 
the purity of consciousness. In the same way, nota single 
trait of purity of consciousness exists in the material 
nature of not-Self. It is their proximity which makes them 
appear in unison and this function as instrumental in 
continuity of the world. 
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4204. Man is facing the worldly passionate realm and has 
turned away from an Enlightened Being. When one 
would be in the company of an Enlightened One, he 
would be free from the world! 


4205. As the lotus and the water have no conflict, the worldly 
nature and 'knowledge' too possess no conflict. Both are 
different but only beliefs are wrong. It is when an 
Enlightened Being breaks the wrong belief, one gets 
liberated from the cycle of worldly life!
